- the preceding year. 


The circulation of Loan Funds throughout the country connected with the Board 
in 1875 amounted to £517,359; it fell short of that of the preceding year by the sum of 
£5, vet 


The aul of Loan Funds actually working in 1875 amounted to £142,878; it exceeded 
that of the preceding year by the sum of £4,264. 


The ae of loans made in 1875 was 103,860 ; it fell short of that of the preceding 
year by 3,313. 


The number of Notes sold by the Board in 1875, at 2d. each, was 108.400; it exceeded 
_ the number sold in 1874 by 2,800.

The produce,of the sale of Notes in 1875 was £903 6s. Sd.; showing an increase, as 
ee with that of 1874, of £23 6s. 8d. 


The number “of Debentures sold in 1875 by the Board, at ls. each, was 175; the 
produce of the sale of which was £8 15s. There was an increase in the number sold, as 
compared with 1874, of 25, and in the produce of the sale, of £1-5s. 


The Gross Profits derived by Local Societies from Discount, Fines, Sale of Application 
Papers and Cards, in 1875, amounted to £15,688 13s. 7d. ; they fell short of the amount 
derived from the same sources in 1874 by £288 5s. 10d. 


The amount of Fines (one of the above-named items) in 1875 was £3,579 7s. 2d.; 
they fell short of the amount derived from the same sources in 1874, by £171 9s. 6d. 


The amount of Surplus Profits applied to charitable or useful purposes in the several 
localities of Loan Funds, in 1875, was £1,434 7s. 7d. ; showing an increase of such grants 
in that year, as compared with 1874, of £53 lds. 7d.

The falling-off in the circulation of Loan Funds in the course of 32 years from the 
commencement of the Institution in 1843 to 1875,

The most remarkable diminution in the Circulation of Loan Funds was—

‘To the year 1847, when it fellto . . : 867,115 


So that a falling-off of upwards of One Million Lahaye may be fairly attributed to the 
famine year-in 1845, -and its results largely increased oe and extensive emigration 


in the two succeeding years. 


The diminution fi the circulation of Loan Funds in the past quarter of a century to 


_ the lowest-amount it reached in 1875, which was £517,359, may be attributed, partly to 


alteration for the better in the circumstances of that portion of the industrious agricultural © 
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poor of Ireland which constituted the borrower class of Loan Funds; but largely it must 
be ascribed to the practice which ‘has been adopted by the Branch Banks throughout the 
country to a large extent issuing loans so low as £10, and even £5, to borrowers of the 
class of small farmers and dealers on a small scale, who could only heretofore get loans 


of such small amounts from Loan Funds.

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SIXTH ANNUAL REPORT 


OF 


THE DEPUTY MASTER OF THE MINT. 


Sr, 

I wave the honour to submit, for the consideration of the 
Lords Commissioners of- Her Majesty’s Treasury, my Sixth 
Annual Report on the Royal Mint. 

The demand for coinage during the year 1875 has not Hees 
excessive, but the inability of the Mint to coin more than one 
metal at a time, to which. their Lordships’ attention was again 
specially called in my last Report,* has rendered impossible the 
execution of even the comparatively limited amount of coinage 
required, and the obsolete structure and inefficient state of the 
machinery, to the details of which I need not again refer, have 
necessitated the suspension of the coinage for a period of nearly 
three weeks, which the Department could but ill afford to lose. 

The result has been that a large part of the Imperial bronze 

coinage has been executed by contract, and that it has been 
impossible to undertake the execufion of any Colonial coinage at 
the Mint during the year. 

The British coins struck in 1875 were of twelve different

The amounts for 1875 show that the demand for Scotland, 
which ceased during the preceding year, has recommenced, and 
that the Bank of Ireland has found it necessary to apply for a 
much larger sum than in former years, although it has returned 
no worn coin. The amount of coin withdrawn from Scotland 
has not been so great as hitherto, but its diminution is to be 
satisfactorily accounted for by the improved condition of the 
silver coinage in that country, consequent ‘upon the arrangements 
under which withdrawals of worn coin are now effected.

‘The amount issued to Colonies in 1874 was 188,000/, and the 
- issue for 1875, therefore, shows a marked decrease; but such a 
decrease was to be expected as the natural result of the large 
amounts issued since the regulations of the 14th of June 1871, 
for the renewal of the silver coinage in Colonies, first came into 
force. 65 Pe 
The withdrawals also show a considerable decrease as com- 
pared with those of 1874, during which year they amounted to 
24,000/.; and it is farther to be remarked that the sum of 12,0002., 
mentioned as having been withdrawn from Victoria, was in fact 
withdrawn in the year 1872, although, as shown in former 
Reports,* the final adjustment of accounts in connection with 
the transaction was delayed until the beginning of last year. 
It will be seen, from the figures given, that while there is a con- 
tinued demand for silver coin for the Colonies, the amount of 
worn coin withdrawn from circulation has become insignificant, 
and it may be assumed, therefore, that the objects of the regula- 
tions of 1871 above referred to, namely, the withdrawal of worn 
coin and the substitution for it of new coin, in such quantities as 
the Colonial Governments might consider necessary, have. been in 
a.great measure accomplished. 

The average market price at which standard silver has been 
purchased by the Mint during the year is 4s. 8id. per ounce, as 
against 4s. 10¢d. per ounce in 1874, so that, the rate at which 
silver coin is issued by the Mint being 5s. 6d. per ounce, the 
seignorage accruing to the State has been at the rate of 94d. per 
ounce, or 16 per cent., as against 74d., or 12.34 per cent., in 
1874. I need not here allude to the almost uninterrupted fall 
in the price of silver bullion which has taken place during 
the year, nor to the important consequences which may result 
from it ; but I may give the following table of the approximate 
rate at which seignorage has accrued on the silver coinage in each 
year from 1870 to 1875 inclusive, which shows how marked has 
been the change of late years in the relation between the 
nominal and metallic value of silver coin in this country :—

1874, the stock of silver coin and bullion in store on’ the Slst of 
December having been much less than in previous years. It is 
to'be regretted that the stock either of silver or bronze coin 


should fall below a certain, point, at which it must be kept’ to 


ensure immediate compliance with any demands which may arise 
for the different denominations of coin; but, as I have frequently 
before pointed out, the Mint as at present organised can only 
coin one metal at a time, and when a gold coinage is in. progress, 
the amount in hand of silver coin, which cannot be struck by 
contract, is liable to become inconveniently low. 


‘The demand for bronze coin has again been very great, but it 


was hoped that the suspension of the coinage of gold would enable 
the Mint to devote itself uninterruptedly, for at least some months, 
to the task of meeting it, and with ‘this view a large quantity of 
bronze bars was purchased under contract from. Messrs. James 
Watt and Co., of Birmingham. Before, however, any consider- 
able portion of the metal thus purchased could be converted into 
coin, the renewed demand for silver coin rendered it necessary 
entirely to suspend the coinage of bronze, and to call for tenders: 
for the execution, as in the year 1874, of a coinage of one 


hundred tons of bronze coin by a private firm. The tender of: 


Messrs. Ralph Heaton and Sons, of Birmingham, was accepted, 
and thirty-one tons of coins were struck and delivered to the 
Mint by that firm before the close of the year. The coins struck 
under this contract bear, as was the case with those struck by the 
same firm in 1874, the Mint-mark “H” on the reverse. The 
total nominal value of the toinage, which was completed in 
February 1876, was 41,066].

The total nominal value of the bronze coin issued during the 
year, 70,5951., has exceeded by 8,000. that of even the large 
issue of 1874, and would appear to point to a steady annual 
increase in the home demand. The issues to Colonies, and to 
Treasury Chests abroad, amounting to 9,5501, have also exceeded 
by 3,000/. those of 1874. . This excess is to be accounted for by 
a demand from New Zealand for 6,000, two consignments of 
which, amounting to 3,000/., were shipped to the Colony before 
the close of the 3 year, ‘and to the largely increased demand from 
Australia, to which reference is made below.*

~As I have already stated, the Mint has been unable, owing 
to the demand for Imperial coin, to undertake the execution of 
any Colonial coinage during the year. Three coinages for 
Colonies have, however, been required, and their execution. has 
been entrusted by the Crown Agents for the Colonies, with their 
Lordships’ sanction, to private firms, under the supervision, as 
on former occasions, of an officer of this Department. They are 
as follows: a copper coinage of 6,000,000 cents, of the nominal 
value of 12,5002, for the Government of the Straits Settlements, 
and a bronze coinage of 1,000,000 cents for Hong Kong, of the 
nominal value of 2,083/., executed by Messrs. James Watt & Co.; 
and a silver coinage in twenty-cent, ten-cent, and five-cent 
pieces, of the nominal value of 10,0002, for the last-named 
Colony, executed by Messrs. Ralph Heaton and Sons. A coinage 
of the nominal value of 83,333/., in twenty-five-cent, ten-cent, 
and five-cent pieces, for the Government of Canada, referred to 
in my last Report as having been in progress at the close of 


1874, was also completed by Messrs. Heaton in the month of 


February 1875. ; 

The Coinage Returns printed, as usual, in the Appendix,+ are 
drawn up in the same form, and contain the same information, 
as those of former years, and call for no special remark, 
except that the transactions of the Mint during the year, as 
shown in the General Account,{ have resulted in a net profit, 
after the payment of all expenses incurred by or on account of 
the Department, of no less than 75,8022, as against 26,4357, in 
1874 and 40,564/. in 1873. This profit is the largest which has 
acerued since 1872, when the excess of receipts over expenditure 
amounted to 98,0007. The amount of profit on operations 
connected with the coinage depends, as has been explained in 
former Reports, mainly on the amount of silver and bronze 
bullion purchased at the market price and converted into coin in 
any given year, and the amount of silver bullion purchased for 
coinage at the low rate mentioned above,§ together with the 
largeness of the bronze coinages executed, fully accounts for the

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result shown. It will be observed that in the past year the 
profit on the silver coinage alone, 61,7571., was larger than the 
sum required to defray the whole expenses of the Mint. 

Establishment. No change has taken place in the permanent establishment of 
the Mint during the year, except that their Lordships have been 
pleased to sanction the creation of an appointment of * Foreman | 
of the Weighing Room,” and to authorise the promotion to it of 
the Artificer already in charge of that room, whose services in ' 
the Mint date from the first introduction into the Department, : 
in the year 1853, of the automaton weighing machines, used for | 
determining the correctness of all gold and silver coins before 7 
they leave the Operative Department. I obtained their Lord- 
ships’ authority to employ a few Boy Workmen in addition to the 
ordinary staff of the Die Department while the issue of the 
Ashantee war medal ‘was still in progress, but the boys employed 
were discharyed before the 31st of December, and at the end of 
the year I was able to report that no persons were temporarily 
employed in the Mint. 

Betimiatess The sum voted for the expenses of the Mint for the year 
1875-76, 54,0502. has been found sufficient, not only to meet the 
ordinary expenditure. of the Department, but also to defray the 
extraordinary charges consequent upon the execution by contract 
of the large bronze coinage already mentioned. It would 
certainly have been necessary, as in 1874-75, to have taken a 
Supplementary Vote for the expenses of that goinage, but for the 
fact that of the sum of 30,0002, voted for “ Loss on worn silver coin 
withdrawn from circulation,” only 26,0002 was actually required. 

The estimate for 1876-77 is 50,2502, or 38,8007. less than that for 
the previous year. While it has been thought advisable, looking 

to the increased charges entailed under the sub-head “ Incidental 
Coinage Expenses” by changes in some of the details of minting 
and the manufacture of medals, to ask for a sum of 38,0002. instead 

of 2,0002. under that sub-head, it is reckoned that the vote for 
the withdrawal of worn silver coin from circulation, which in 
1875-76 and the preceding years was 30,0001, might now be 
reduced to 25,0002. The reason for this reduction is that, as — 
shown above,* the Colonies would appear to have made con- 
siderable progress in the withdrawal of worn coin, and that, 
notwithstanding the unusually large amount, 143,000/, withdrawn 

by the Bank of England during the year 1875, the loss on all — 
withdrawals during the year, as above stated, has only amounted 

to 26,0001. It is hoped, therefore, that in 1876-77 the reduced 
amount of 25,0001. may be found sufficient to meet the cost of 
these withdrawals, which forms by far the largest item in the 
annual expenditure of the Department.

the Operative Department, giving an account of the work of that 
Department during the year, and describing the various changes 
in details of Mint practice which have been adopted, as conducive 
to greater accuracy and expedition of coinage. These changes, 
though of much importance in themselves, are strictly technical, 
and offer no feature of special interest; bat it will be seen that 
the improvements in the operations of coining mentioned in my 
last Report,t namely, the discontinuance of the use of the draw- 
bench in the adjustment of fillets for the larger denominations of 
silver coin, and the abolition of the process of “ blanching” 
the case of half-crown and florin blanks and the blanks for the 
bronze coinage, have both been permanently adopted. 

The work devolving upon the Coining and Melting Depart- 
ments has not been excessive, as there has been no pressing 
demand for coinage during the year, but both Departments have 
beer constantly employed, except during the period of enforced 
cessation of work devoted to the annual stocktaking and the 
necessary repairs of machinery. With regard to the latter, I 
need not, again call attention, as was’ done at length in my last 
Report, to the serious risks to which the Mint is exposed from 
defective organization, nor to the inadequacy of its present 
arrangements to meet the requirements of the public; but it is 
evident that, while the engines and machinery generally remain 
in their present condition, the staff of Artificers must, as shown 
by Mr. Hill, be engaged, almost without intermission, in guarding 
against a break- down, and that considerable expense ‘must be 
incurred by the payment of wages for over-time. 

The arrangements made in 1874, under which all medals are 
mounted and prepared for issue by the Mint instead of by 
contract, have again been attended with very satisfactory results, 
all the medals awarded to the forces engaged in the Ashantee 
War, 11,000 in number, having been completed and delivered to 
the War Office and Admiralty before the Ist of July last.

- The details given by Mr. Roberts show that the number of 


assays made has ‘slightly exceeded the average, and that the | 


Department has been fully occupied. The assay work performed 
does not call for any lengthened remarks, but it has been con- 
ducted with special regard to the. maintenance of the rigidly 
accurate standard of fineness rendered necessary by the stringent 
conditions under which the trial of the Pyx is now held. 

As an instance of the intimate relation which should exist 
between technical work and pure science, I may call attention to 
the fact, mentioned by Mr. Roberts, that the trial-plate of pure 
gold, made by him in 1873, has incidentally rendered good 


service in experiments in solar physics; a portion of this plate, — 
which is probably the purest ever prepared, having been used. 


as-a standard of comparison in photographing the spectra of 
certain other metals. 

The coins sent home by the Sydney and Melbourne Mints for 
examination, under the provisions of the Orders in Council by 
which those Mints were established, have, as heretofore, been 


assayed by this Department, with the usual satisfactory results. 


both as regards weight and fineness. 


The annual trial of the Pyx for 1875 was held at Goldsmiths’, 


Hall on the 21st of July, and the value of the gold and silver 
coinages examined was 169,600/. and 439,800/ respectively. 
It will be seen that the amount of the gold coinage submitted for 


examination was very small, being in fact part. of the coinage: 
which was drawing to a close when the trial of the Pyx for 1874. 


took place. As might be expected, therefore, the results closely 
agree with those of the preceding year. As shown by the verdict 
of the Pyx Jury, which I append, as usual, to this Report,* the 
fineness of the only three coins examined was 916°7, 916°5, and 
9163 respectively, the legal standard being 916°6. The average 
fineness of the silver coins taken for examination was 924-96, the 
standard being 925. 

No account of the waste either on the gold or silver coinage 
was made up during the year, the coinage of gold having been in 
progress on the 31st of December, and ‘the silver coinage having 
been suspended at so late a period. of theyear as not to allow of 
such treatment of the “sweep” in the Mint as is necessary to 
prepare it for sale. : 

Since the date of my last Report, effect has been given to an 
arrangement made between the War Office and this Depatt- 
ment, forthe instruction in assaying of officers of the Royal 
Engineers. The Secretary of State for War had caused it to be 
intimated to me that officers of that Corps who availed themselves 
of the chemical course at the Schooi of Military Engineering at 
Chatham, were, if they so desired, instructed in assaying, but 
that: it would be very desirable that they should also have the 
advantage of attending at the Mint and qualifying themselves by 
actual laboratory practice for certificates of proficiency from the

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authorities of the Department. It was accordingly decided that 
such officers as might obtain the permission of the Secretary of 
State should be received at the Mint, and after proving them- 
selves qualified, should be granted certificates by the Chemist 
of the Mint. One officer has already entered upon the course 
of instruction arranged by Mr. Roberts, and a second will shortly 
do so. : 

At the request of the Lord President of the Council, contri- 
butions have been made by the Mint to the -Loan Exhibition 
of Scientific Apparatus shortly to be opened at the South 
Kensington Museum. The appliances connected with minting 
suitable for the Exhibition are not numerous, but among them 
may be mentioned an ancient touchstone, formerly in use at the 
Mint in the Tower for assaying gold, and an old assay furnace 
believed to have been actually used by Sir Isaac Newton in his 
experiments in cupellation. 


In the year 1851, as stated in my Tirst Annual Report,* the 
Solicitorship of the Mint was abolished, and the duties of the 
appointment were transferred to the Solicitor of the Treasury. 
The prosecution of offenders against the Coinage Acts, therefore, 
does not come under the direct cognizance of this Department, 
but information and statistics have at my request been supplied 
to me respecting counterfeit coining in this country, which may 
not be without interest. 

Before proceeding to lay these before their Lordships, I may 
mention that from the earliest times in English history any 
tampering with the coin of the realm was visited with very 
severe punishment. In the reign ‘of Henry V. an Act was 
passed, which was not repealed till 1553, making the offence of 
clipping coin high treason; and so lately as in the reign of 
William III. (1695) another Act to prevent the counterfeiting 
and clipping of coin provided that if any person should buy or 
sell, or knowingly have in his possession any clippings or filings 
of the current coin of the realm, he should forfeit the same, and 
also five hundred pounds, should be branded in the cheek with 
a hot iron with the letter “ R,” and suffer imprisonment until the 
payment of the fine.} 5 : 

‘It was not until the year 1832 that capital punishment for 
offences against the coinage laws was abolished; but the severest 
sentence now passed scarcely ever exceeds ten years’ penal 
servitude, the length of a sentence depending in a great degree 
upon the number of previous convictions recorded against the 
prisoner. 

It is satisfactory to know that the number of these offences 

-has of late steadily diminished, a result no doubt attributable

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to the absence of any real want or distress in the country, 
and also to the growing intelligence of the lower ranks of the 
population, upon whom the frauds of the utterers of counterfeit 
coin are most generally practised. During the year 1875 nearly 
half the cases of counterfeit coining and uttering, 180 in all, 
occurred within the jurisdiction of the Central Criminal Court, 
but a considerable proportion was also furnished by the towns of 
Birmingham, Leeds, and Manchester. Of the 182 persons 
convicted in 1875, 143 were men and 39 women, and in 33 cases 
of persons previously convicted of coin offences sentences were 
passed, generally of 5, but in some instances of 7 and 10 years’ 
penal servitude. 

The following is a statement of the number of coin prosecutions 
during the years 1860, 1865, 1870, and 1875 respectively :-—

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It will be perceived that among gold coins half-sovereigns, 
and among silver coins florins and shillings, are those most 
frequently counterfeited, probably because it is found by ex- 
perience that coins of these denominations excite the least 
attention on the part of the public. 

One form of counterfeit, principally met with in America, 
consists of the shell of a coin only, the whole of the interior 
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having been adroitly removed, and replaced by base metal ; but 
the only couiterfeits which can be considered really successful 


imitations are those of gilded platinum, which contain a small 
per-centage of copper, and are sometimes provided with a rim of 
pure gold. These counterfeits, which have a good “ ring,” and 
are of correct weight, are not easily detected, y and pass freely 
from hand to hand until the removal of the gold by wear 
discloses the platinum beneath. In most cases, however, the 
best test for a coin suspected to be counterfeit is to weigh it 
against a piece of the same denomination which is evidently 
genuive. ‘The instrument commonly called a “detector,” and 
used for bending coin, affords no proof that a piece is not 
genuine, and is rendered illegal by the Act 16 & 17 Vict. 
cap. cli., passed in 1853, “ to prevent the defacing of the current 
** coin of the Realm.” I may further remark that the ordinary 
test of “ringing” a coin before receiving it is not more con- 
clusive, as genuine coins may easily be rendered “dumb” by a 
crack, and indeed are especially liable to become so if subjected 
for a length of time to the practice in question. 

The counterfeiters of silver coin usually employ a fusible alloy 
of lead and tin, which is cast in a mould of plaster of Paris; but 
when a press, even of rude construction, is employed, and the 
counterfeits are actually struck, it is evident that more successful 
and dangerous imitations may be produced. The difficulty, 
however, of imitating the “ milling” or “lettering” on the edge of 
coins still remains, ‘and defects in this respect afford the best 
means of detection. 

During the past year a prosecution of some importance took 
place, namely, that of Raymond Joseph Lavigne, a Frenchman, 
living at Tottenham, for having in his possession a press and 
other instruments necessary for the manufacture of counterfeit coin. 

It appeared that Lavigne had ordered two dies for the obverse 
and reverse of an English shilling of a die-sinker in Paris, and 
also a collar by which the “ milling” round the edge is produced, 
and that in October last, when the dies and collar were completed, 
he sent his wife to Paris to fetch them, telling her that the dies 
had been ordered for the manufacture of Eastern necklaces. 
The die-sinker had in the meanwhile given information to the 
French police, and the woman was srcsied at the Railway 
Station in Paris, when about to return to England, and having 
in her possession the dies and collar, and a ‘galvanic battery. 
The police in Paris having communicated with the police in 
this country, and a search-warrant having been obtained, a large 


‘press and other appliances for coining were found on the premises 


at Tottenham. Lavigne was tried in November last at the 
Central Criminal Court, and was convicted of having the press 
and dies in his possession for the.purpose of manufacturing 
counterfeit coin, his only defence being that he intended to 


‘manufacture Oriental necklaces, and had selected the design of 


the English shilling on account of. the convenient size of that 
coin. He was sentenced to ten years’ penal servitude. 


Visitors. 


Sydney Mint. 


The number of orders of admission to view the Mint se, 
the year has been 2,340, and the number of visitors admitted, 
6,353, shows a large increase over the number in 1874. 


A statement of the work performed by the Sydney Mint, with 
other information respecting the proceedings of that branch 
during the year, will be found in the Annual Report of the 
Deputy Master, which is printed in the Appendix.* 

I stated in my last Report} that two consignments of bronze 
coin, of the nominal value of 3,000/., and each consisting of 
1,000/. in pence and 500/. in halfpence, had been shipped’ to 
Sydney since the beginning of 1875, and it is to be regretted 
that, as mentioned by Mr. Elouis, the first of these consignments 
did not reach its destination till the month of June. I should 
explain that this delay was unavoidable. A shipment of 1,000/. 
in pence and 500/. in halfpence was originally made on the 
30th of November 1874 by the “Jason,” but the cargo of that 
ship having been partially destroyed by fire and much damaged 
by the means taken to extinguish it, it became necessary, under — 
arrangements with the underwriters, that this consignment 
should be returned to the Mint and re-coined, and a second 
shipment could not be made till the lst of February 1875. In 
the months of March and August further shipments were made 


of 1,5002 and 2,000/. respectively, which raised the amount of ~ . 


bronze coin sent to New South Wales during the year to 5,0002, 
and the total amount supplied to that Colony since the com- 
mencement of the bronze coinage to 17,0001. I should add that, : 
in a despatch dated the 14th of September last, the Governor 


' officially reported that no old copper coin remained in circulation 


in the Colony, an exchange of all such coin for bronze having 

been effected. 
It is interesting to remark that the necessity has already been 

felt in the Australian Colonies of withdrawing from circulation 


gold coins which have become by wear no longer current, and — 


that provision has been made by the-Regulations of the Sydney . 
and Melbourne Mints-for their-re-coinage. 

~Mr. Elouis’s Report also describes the important improvements 
which have been made in the works of the Mint by the addition 
of two automatic weighing-machines to those already in use, the 
substitution of water for the direct action of steam as the motive 
power in the weighing-room, and other changes, the introduction 
of which, it is to be noted, occupied all the time at the disposal 
of the Mint which was not actually devoted to the coinage. In 
the present year, as further stated, arrangements are to be made. 
for the renewal of the boilers, which have been condemned by 
the Engineer Surveyor to the Colonial Government, and the

expenditure of the Department for 1876, therefore, is estimated 


at 13,5292, as against 12,9227, in the preceding year. 

The only change of any importance which has been made in 
the establishment of the Sydney Mint during the year has been 
the abolition of the distinction between the two classes of junior 


clerks. On the re-organisation of the establishment in 1871 four 


junior clerks were retained, viz., two of the first class, with 
salaries of 1002, rising by 15/. to 2501. a year, and two of the 
second class, with salaries of 50/, rising by 102 to 1001; and 
Mr. Elouis recommended that, looking to the smallness of the 
commencing salary fixed for the latter, and the uncertainty of 
the prospects of promotion in so small a Department, the salary 
of all junior clerks should commence at 100/, and rise to 250/. 
With their Lordships’ sanction this proposal has been carried 
into effect, 


__I append, as usual, the Annual Report of the Deputy Master 
of the Melbourne Mint,* from which it will be seen that the 
transactions of that branch of the Mint during the year have 
been attended with satisfactory results, the revenue having 
increased by 1,373/, or 21 per cent., and the expenditure having 
been reduced by 1,040/. 

Some further changes have been made in the staff of the 
Department by the abolition of the office of Superintendent of 
the Coining Department, and the discharge of the remainder of 
the detachment of Royal Engineers employed in the Mint since 
it was first established, with the exception of one non-commissioned 
officer, who has, under their Lordships’, authority, been perma- 
nently appointed Foreman of Melting, With these changes, the 
adoption of which has been suggested by,an experience of more 
than three years, the establishment has no doubt assumed its final 
shape, 

It is satisfactory to note that the alterations made by the 
Governor of Victoria, by advice of his Executive Council, in the 
regulations for the receipt of gold for coinage at the Melbourne 
Mint, which came into force on the 20th of April 1875, have had 
the effect of increasing the amount of gold sent in for coinage, 
the value of the sovereigns coined during the year, 1,888,000/., 
showing an increase of '515,000/. over 1874. 

As I have already shown}, no worn silver coin was actually 
withdrawn from circulation in Victoria during the year, and an 
insignificant sum only in new coin was supplied to the Colony. 
The Melbourne Mint, therefore, has not been called upon to 
receive any worn coin in accordance with the regulations laid 
down by their Lordships in 1871,{ under which coin so received

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is melted into bar and sold on account of the Imperial Govern | 
ment, although it would appear probable that there remains in 
the Colony a considerable amount of.silver coinage still requiring 
renewal, and the Government of Victoria was one of the first 
Colonial Governments to accept the favourable conditions offered 
by their Lordships in the regulations above-mentioned. 

Mach attention would again appear to have been devoted in 
the scientific department to important details of practice and 
manipulation, and more especially to those which affect compu- 
tations of the value of gold bullion of varying fineness which has 
been submitted to the ordinary method of assay. The value of 
accuracy in such details will be readily understood when it is 
remembered that the Australian Mints are liable to receive con- 
signments of the precious metal in any Ronin; from crude dust 
to gold of a high degree of purity. 


I have already incidentally referred* to the fall in the price of 
silver bullion which has taken place during the year, as affecting 
the relation between the nominal and metallic value of the British 
silver coinage. It is evident that the only effect upon the coin- 
age arrangements of this country,in which gold has been the 
single Merde of value for the past sixty years, and silver coins 
occupy the position of mere tokens, will be Ao increase the profit 
accruing to the State from the coinage of silver, but in India, 
where a silver standard prevails, it is equally evident that such a 
change in the price of silver as that which has marked the year 
1875 must bring with it considerable inconvenience and loss 
both to the Government and individuals, and it would appear 
highly necessary that steps should be taken to ascertain whether 
a remedy cannot be provided for a state of things which may not 
improbably grow still more serious. On the 3rd of March iast, 
a Select Committee of the. House of Commons was appointed “ to 
“* consider and report upon the causes of the depreciation of 

silver, and the effects of such eee upon the exchange 
** between India and England.” ~~ 
~The extent of the difficulty to be contended with will perhaps 
be best shown by the following table of the average price of 
standard silver in the London navhct for the fifteen years from 
1861 to 1875 inclusive, which was prepared for their Lordships. 
information in July last, when the question of revising the rate 
at which Mexican dollars were issued to the naval and military 
forces in Hong Kong and the Straits Settlements was under 
consideration. ‘The average price of silver for the first six months 
enly of 1875 could then be given, but the average for the whole 
year shows a still greater decline from 1874 :— 
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It would be impossible within the limits of this Report to dis- 
cuss the causes of the remarkable decline in the value of silver 
shown by the above figures to have taken place during the last 
five years, or the remedies which have been proposed for the evils 
entailed by it upon countries still possessing the double standard 
of gold and silver, or the standard of silver only. No doubt the 
alleged enormous increase in the amount of silver produced from 
the mines of the Western States of North America, of which some 
account is given by the Director of the United States Mint in his 
last Report,* and the demonetisation of the silver currency of 

_ Germany, may be taken as the chief causes of the fall in price, 
but the question of the way in which its effects should be met 
cannot be considered without discussing also the abandonment or 
maintenance of silver as a standard of value. Such discussions 
have of late been again very frequent, and will doubtless continue, 
notwithstanding the gradual adoption of the single gold standard 
by the nations upon whom existing difficulties have most sever ely 
pressed, 


The Report of the Director of the United States Mint for Coimage of 
the year ending the 30th June last, describing the proceedings nee 
. of the different Mints and Assay Offices * during the year, 
contains, as usual, much interesting information on subjects United States. 
connected with minting, and especially, as already mentioned, 
in reference to the production of the precious metals in! the 
ie 00 States of the Union, and the effect which it is likely

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to have upon the coinage both of America and of other countries, 
In January 1875 a law was passed by Congress with the object 
of promoting the substitution of subsidiary silver coin for the 
fractional paper currency, by which the Government was autho~ ~ 
rised to coin pieces of ten, twenty-five, and fifty cents, and 
issue them in redemption of an equal number of fractional notes 
of similar nominal values, or to issue the coins through the Mints 
and other Public Departments, and upon their issue to redeem 
~ an equal amount of fractional currency, until the whole of the latter 
should be redeemed. It should be borne in mind, however, that 
the extent of this proposed operation has been much over-estimated 
as regards the relief Which it may be expected to afford in the 
assumed absorption, through its means, of the surplus stock of 
silver produced by the new sources of supply from the North 
American mines. The whole of the fractional currency in April 
1876 amounted ‘to no more than 42,601,893. The United 
States Treasury is stated to have had in hand at that date 
$20,000,000 of silver coin ready to be issued to the Sub-Treasuries 
in exchange for the fractional currency, and it would appear that 
about $12,000,000 in silver coin had already been thus exchanged. 
Practically, therefore, there was no larger ademand for the new _ 
supplies of silver, beyond the subsidiary silver coin in hand, than 
from four to six millions sterling worth. The gold standard is, 
in fact, continued, and the “ Silver Bill,” as finally passed by the. 
American Legislature in April 1876, merely makes silver dollars 
legal tender to the amount of $50, and smaller silver coins to $25, 
in any one payment. 

Since the beginning of the present year a Resolution has been 
presented to the United States Senate to the effect that, looking 
to the magnitude of the commercial transactions between that 
country and Great Britain and Ireland, and the importance of 
uniformity in the gold coinage of the respective countries, the 
United States were willing, as the change could in existing 
circumstances be made without serious inconvenience, to alter 
the standard of their gold coins, with a view of securing such 
uniformity, on the following basis : ; 

1. The money of account in each country shall be the dollar, which shall be- 
represented by a coin formed of standard gold, whereof the pure metal shall be 
nine tenth-parts, and the alloy one tenth-part, which alloy shall be of copper 
or of copper and silver, the silver not to exceed one-tenth of the alloy. The 
weight of the dollar of such standard gold shall be twenty-five grains and one- 
ninth of a grain troy, and shall contain twenty-two grains and six-tenths of a 
grain troy in pure gold. Gold coins of two and one-half, five, ten, and twenty 
dollars, proportioned in weight, may also be issued, of like standard; and the 
convention shall provide what variations may be allowed from the exact 
standard of weight and fineness for such gold coins. 

2. Subsidiary coins of silver, copper, or alloys of base metal may be issued. 
within each country, of such standard and weight as may be provided by their 
respective laws, and representing cents or hundredth parts of a dollar, and 
other convenient decimal subdivisions thereof. 

3. All accounts representing transactions to be settled in coin shall be kept 
in dollars and cents, or fractional parts of a cent. Sterling money shall be 
converted into dollar money by computing the pound sterling as equivalent to 
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five dollars, the shilling to twenty-five cents, the sixpence to twelve and one- 
half cents, the penny to two cents, and the farthing to one-half cent. 

4, All such gold coins conformed to standard within the allowed limits of 
variation shall be a legal tender within each country for debts and obligations 
payable in gold coin, excepting such as may have been incurred within the 
United States payable in gold coins of a former standard. The coins sub- 
sidiary to the dollar shall not be a legal tender or circulate as money beyond 
the limits of the country within which they are issued. 


At the date of this Report no information has reached me 
as to the decision of the Senate on the Resolution snbmitted 
to it, and it would be at least premature, therefore, to enter at 
length into the possibility of the adoption of the scheme pro- 
posed, but I may remark that it involves not only the substi- 
tution of dollars and cents for pounds, shillings, and pence as 
the money of account in this country, but also an entire change 
in the bronze coinage, the penny, halfpenny, and farthigg not 
bearing to the gold” and silver coins the relations attributed to 
them in the 3rd clause of the proposal, which on these grounds 
alone would appear likely to meet with serious opposition. 

In Germany the gold coinage has been continued during the 
year, the mark currency having on the Ist of January 1875 ‘been 
introduced throughout the States of the Empire, with the 
exception of Wurtemberg and Bavaria, into which it was intro- 
duced on the Ist of July and Ist of January last respectively. 
The total amount of new gold coin struck by the German Mints 
up to the 15th of April 1876 was 1,392,881,740 marks, or 
69,644,000/, of which 164,000 marks were coined for private 
account; and the total amount of new silver coin 207,866,531 
marks, or 10,393,0002 At the end of February last the old 
German silver coins withdrawn from circulation amounted to 
43,633,200 marks, or 21,200,0002.* 

On the 6th-of December an important step was taken with 
reference to the silver coinage, which was described by the 
“Borsen Zeitung” of Berlin in the following terms :—‘‘ The 
* Federal Council has adopted the important resolution to lay 
“ before the Reichstag a project of law altering Art. 15 of the 
© Coinage Law of 1873. This article. orders, in Section 1, that 
** the one and two-thaler pieces shall pass in place of Imperial 
* money. By the project of law now mentioned the Federal 
'* Council is empowered, at an early date to be fixed, to declare 
“* the one-thaler pieces in circulation to be token money, so that 
“ they will fall under the regulations of Art. 9 of the Coinage 
* Law, which runs, ‘No person shall be compelled to take in 
if” * payment national silver coins to a larger amount than 20 
« marks” . . . . . . The Federal Council will designate 
~ such depositories as will disburse national gold coins in 
“ exchange. for silver coins in amounts of at least 200 marks, 
upon demand. . . . . . The two-thaler pieces will at 
the same time be demonetised.”’f

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The “ motives” prefixed to the project of law explained that 
the fundamental idea of the German coinage reform still remained — 
inoperative, even after the introduction of the gold valuation — 
throughout the empire,.so long as the provisions of Art. 15 of 

_ the Coinage Law of 1873, mentioned above, remained in force. 
According to this regulation, the one and two-thaler pieces were 
to pass current, until demonetised, in the whole territory of the 
Confederation in place of all Imperial monies (including, of — 
course, Imperial gold monies) at the rate of three marks per 
thaler. In consequence of this stipulation, the explanatory 
statement went on to show, the thaler and two-thaler pieces were 
assimilated to Imperial gold monies, whereas, according to the 
principle of the single gold valuation, they ought to be lowered 
to the rank of silver token money, and like these be subject to 
the regulation in Art. 9 of the Coinage Law, according to which 
no one was obliged to take Imperial silver money in payment 
for more than 20 marks, and the object of the proposed law was 
to enable the Federal Council to assimilate the one-thaler pieces 
remaining in circulation to the Imperial silver monies.* 4 

The bill was duly passed by the Reichstag on the 6th of 
January last, and its importance is evident, as it empowers the. 
Federal Council to reduce the whole of old silver coins still 
circulating in Germany from standard coins to tokens, and to fix 
a date for the definite adoption of the single gold standard 
throughout the Empire. e 

France, Bel- The proceedings of the Conferences held in Paris in January 

ginm, Italy, 1874 and in January 1875, by the Representatives of the countries 

and Greece. | which were parties to the Monetary Convention of the 23d of — 
December 1865, namely, France, Belgium, Italy, and Switzerland, — 
have already been described. in my last two Reports.— The 
practical object of these Conferences has been to prevent silver 
bullion, depreciated. below its Mint ratio of 154 to 1 as compared 
with gold, to a market ratio of 164 to 1 in 1874 and of 162 to 1 
in 1875, from continuing, except to a very limited extent, to 
enter into the standard coinage of France and her monetary — 
allies, and thus needlessly augmenting the mass of silver coin 
which it would be necessary to demonetise on the adoption, now 
to all appearances rapidly approaching, of a single gold standard 
by the countries in question. ‘The coinage of silver five-frane 
pieces, while that.of gold coin has been unlimited, was restricted 
to 120,000,000 franes, or 4,800,000/., for the year 1874, and to 
155,000,000 frances, or 6,200,0002, for 1875. ‘The Representatives 
‘of the four Powers again met in Paris in January last (1876), 
and the result of their deliberations has ‘been a fresh agreement 
to restrict their standard silver coinage and that of Greece, a 
country which has joined the Monetary Convention of the 28d of

English standard fineness), there can be no doubt that the net 
gains to dealers in bullion and others on their importations of 


' silver into the mints of France and the other countries of the 


Convention have been very considerable, even after deduction is 
made of all charges, including the loss of interest on capital for 
delay between lodgment of bullion at the mint and delivery of 
coin in exchange for it. This subject was forcibly brought before 
the French Senate by M. de Parieu in his speech of the 21st of 
March last, when he brought in a bill consisting of a single 
clause, as follows :—“ Dating from the promulgation of the present 
© Jaw, and until it shall be otherwise ordered, no further ‘ bons 
«-<de monnaie’ (7.¢., warrants for delivery of coin by the Mint 
« in exchange for bullion lodged) shall be granted for the coinage 
* of silver money nine-tenths fine.” The French Government 
contends, on the other hand, that it will be preferable to adopt 
the same plan as in Belgium, where a law, of the 18th of 
December 1873, gives the Government the right of limiting and 
suspending the coinage of five-franc pieces in silver, quite apart 
from arrangements by any International Convention. The 
French Government has, therefore, brought its own Bill into 
the Senate for discussion. It consists of a single clause, namely : 
«The coinage of five-franc pieces in silver may be limited or 


_ © suspended by decree.” At the present date it still remains to 


be seen whether the French Legislature will adopt the obligatory 
bill of M.de Parieu, or the permissive bill of the Minister of 
Finance. . 
Important steps. have been taken during the year by the 
Netherlands Government towards a settlement of the monetary: 
question in that country. On the 18th of April, a bill was 
presented to the Second Chamber of the States General, which 
was passed with but little alteration, and became the law of the 


Holland. 
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6th of June 1875, “for provisionally regulating the monetary 
«* system of the Netherlands.” This law authorises the coinage, «— 
from the Ist of July last, of gold ten-florin pieces of nine-tenths — 
fineness, and containing 6048 grams of pure gold, and prohibits, 
till the 1st of January 1877, the coinage of standard silver money 
on account of individuals and private institutions.* The law 
being itself made subject to revision before the Ist of January 
1877, the question of the coinage continues to occupy the 
attention of the Government, and it may be expected that a 
further bill will before long be introduced into the Chamber, 
definitely regulating the currency and establishing the single gold 
standard. Already, since the bili of last year became law, the 
Dutch Mint has issued between the Ist of July and the 3lst of 
December, 41,100,000 florins in gold ten-Horin pieces, and the 
change made has been proved to be of great advantage to the 
commerce of the country, by imparting steadiness to the exchange 
on England and other neighbouring countries possessing the 
single gold standard, as is shown by the fact that, whereas during 
the earlier months of the year, the rate of exchange on London 
fluctuated between 11°66 and 11°78 florins, it has since the Ist 
July risen above 12 florins, and now remains at 12°05 to — 
12°10, which expresses the par of the Dutch florin in gold with 
the English sovereign. 

On the Ist of February 1875, the services of Major Kinder, 
Japan Mint, Director of the Japan Mint, and of seven other English officers, 
were dispensed with, on the termination of their engagements 
with the Japanese Government, and the Mint was placed under 
the directions of an Imperial Commissioner, aided by Mr, Edward 
Dillon, Assayer and Superintendent of the Melting Department, 
and Mr, William Gowland, Chemist and Metallurgist, as “ tech- 
* nical advisers.” _The first Report of Mr. T. Ishimal, the 
Commissioner thus appointed, for the five months to the 3lst of 
July last, gives an account of the coinages executed under the 
new system during that period, and of the changes made on the 
transfer of the establishnient from English to Japanese manage- 
ment. ‘The amount of gold and silver coinage executed had been 
less than the average, but the demand_for copper coin had been. 
excessive, the average quantity. produced having been of the 
nominal yalue of 100,000 “yen” per month, and a weight of no 
less than 8} tons having on one occasion been coined in a single 
day. 
I mentioned in my last Report} that objections had been raised 
to the weight of the “ yen,” 416 grains, as not corresponding with 
that of the American “trade dollar,” which is 420 grains, and 
that the Japanese Government had under consideration a proposal 
for raising its weight to that of the latter coin. The change thus

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proposed was carried out by a Government order of the 28th of 
February, and since that time “trade dollars” have been coined 
of the same weight and fineness as those issued by the United 
States, and the coinage of, the silver “‘ yen” has entirely ceased. 
As the “yen” had been recognised as legal tender at Canton 
and several other places on the coast of China, it would appear 
probable that the new “ trade dollar,” being ‘identical in weight 
and fineness with the American coin, will also circulate con- 
currently with it in Chinese ports. 

As on former occasions, assays have been made in_ this 
Department during the past year of portions of “ pyx” coins of 
gold and silver, and of “ test ingots” taken from the coinage of 
the Japan Mint. The results of the examination made in April 
of the coins and ingots from the coinage executed under Major 
Kinder, and of that made in November last, at the request of the 
Japanese Minister in the country, of the work produced under the 
directions of the Japanese Commissioner, Mr, Ishimal, were 
equally satisfactory. 


In November last the usual Parliamentary notices were given, 
under their Lordships’ directions, of the intention of the Govern- 
ment to apply for powers to acquire a site for a new Mint at the 
Sayoy, behind the Victoria Embankment, and there appeared to 
be a prospect that a termination would thus be put to the diffi- 
culties under which the Mint bas for so many years laboured, and 
with the details of which my former Reports have made their 
Lordships so fully acquainted. I received with regret, therefore, 
the recent intimation that, owing to unforeseen difficulties in 
acquiring the proposed site, their Lordships were reluctantly 
driven to the conclusion that the scheme could not with advantage 
be carried out, and must be abandoned. 

For an account of the extent to which the public service has 
suffered during past years from the obsolete nature and defective 
condition of nearly all the machinery of the Mint, and from the 
continued postponement of its renewal, I can only refer their 
Lordships to the details given in my five former Reports. In 
view of the demands likely to be made on the Mint for the future, 
it will be sufficient to point out that the comparatively insignifi- 
eant demand for gold coin which has characterised the last two 
years cannot be expected to continue, and that the Department 
is quite unprepared to meet any special requirements of the Bank 
of England for gold coin, or of the public generally for silver, 
without incurring the risk of a break-down which might entail 
very serious consequences, 

1 am bound, therefore, again to express the hope that the 
_ earliest opportunity may be taken to secure a site to which the

- MemoranpDum By Mr. Hint, SuPERINTENDENT OF THE 
OPERATIVE DEPARTMENT. 


Mertine House. 


During the past year the Melting Department has been fully 
occupied, upwards of 407 tons of metal (gold, silver, and bronze), 
haying been melted and cast into bars ready for rolling. 

The total weight of gold melted amounted to 873,239 ounces, equal 
to about 26% tons, Of this amount, 483,000 ounces consisted of 
worn coin withdrawn from circulation, the whole of which was melted 
and cast into bars for the coinage of half-sovereigns, I have to mention 
that it has been necessary to reject 85,482 ounces on account of 
brittleness shown during the operation of rolling. This is the first 
time that brittleness has appeared since the year 1872, when, out of 
11,002,512 ounces melted, 7,127 ounces were rejected on that account. 
Towards the end of the year the moulds for gold bars were again 
reduced in thickness, viz., from half an inch to three-eighths of an inch ; 
and it is hoped that by this reduction the annealing of -half-sovereign 
bars which now takes place in the Rolling Room may be altogether 
dispensed with. Hitherto, although the thickness of half-sovereign 
bars was reduced in 1870 from one inch to half an inch, it has been 
found absolutely necessary to anneal them once, instead of twice, as had 
before been the practice. 

Advantage was taken of the suspension of the coinage for repairs of 
machinery in the month of September last, to renew the asphalt floor 
of the Gold Melting House. The material composing the old floor was 
collected and treated, and a considerable quantity of metal was 
recovered from it, and duly brought to account. 

The weight of silver melted during the year was 5,110,565 ounces, 
or about 156} tons. Of this more than half was cast into bars of the 
reduced thickness for half-crowns, florins, and shillings. It became 
necessary during the year to rebuild the furnaces in the Silver 
Melting Room, which had become defective from continued use. A 
new shearing machine for removing the hollow “ends,” and three 
circular files for “trimming” the bars, have also been erected in the 
Silver Melting House, which will obviate the inconvenience attending 
the old practice of taking the bars into the Gold Melting Room to be 
cleaned and trimmed, and will at the same time greatly facilitate 
the supervision of the work. 

The demand for bronze coin has been very great during the year, no 
less than 224 tons of bronze having been melted and cast into bars for 
pence, halfpence, and farthings. This metal consisted of 102 tons of 
old copper coin withdrawn from circulation in the Colonies, and 34 
tons of worn copper annealing tubes, alloyed with tin and zine for 
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coinage, and 1183 tons of “scissel.” Three tons of copper have also\ 
been granulated for use as alloy metal. aa 


Corminc DEPARTMENT. 


The execution of the work in the Rolling Room has been satisfactory ! 
during the past year, and I am now able to report that the practice of — 
using thin silver bars, mentioned in my Memorandum of last year,* has 


been carried to a successful issue. All the half-crowns and florins, and 


many of the shillings coined, were produced from these thin bars, from 
which, as far as the rolling is concerned, much better fillets are 
obtained, while broken or split bars have entirely disappeared. In 
working the thicker bars hitherto in use, on the other hand, it was no 
uncommon circumstance to find over 7,000 ounces in the out- turn of 
the day’s work rejected, in consequence of the breaking or splitting 
of the bars, as unfit for the further operations of coining. I should 
mention that the castings received from the Melting House have been ~ 
remarkably sound and clean, and that the new moulds for the production 
of bronze bars for pence, halfpence, and farthings have been made 
five-sixteenths of an inch thick instead of half an inch, as heretofore. 

The work in‘ the eae Room, which depends so much on the 
previous process of rolling, has been satisfactory during the year. The ~~ 
fillets produced from the thin bars have been worked without the aid 
of the draw-bench, and the percentage of good blanks has been 
increased. I may observe that with the original thick bars it was 
found quite impossible to dispense with the use ‘of this machine without 
causing a large increase of rejected blanks. 

In the Annealing Room, the process of blanching the half-crown, 
florin, and_ shilling ‘blanks, ‘and also the bronze blanks for pence, half- 
pence, and farthings, has been entirely dispensed with, and the new 
mode of annealing in copper tubes has been permanently adopted. 

In November last, one of Uhlhorn’s lever coining-presses, manu- 
factured by Messrs. Ralph Heaton and Sons, of Birmingham, was 
purchased from that firm. This press has been in constant use since 
its erection, and [ cannot speak too highly of its performance. The 
destruction of dies is considerably less than is the case with the old- 
fashioned screw presses in use in the Mint. I find that the average 
of 42 days’ work with the Uhlhorn press gives the number of pieces 
struck to a pair of dies as 35,920, while the average number of coins 
of the same denomination struck by a screw press during the same 
period is only 22,696. The result is a great saving both in the 
material for the dies and in the time occupied sin changing them, and 
the coins produced are superior to those struck by the screw-press. I 
should add that the dover press is noiseless, and requires very little 
driving power. 


MACHINERY DEPARTMENT. 


It is evident that, looking to the present state of the machinery, the 
work which the staff of Artificers attached to this Department is called 
upon to perform will increase yearly. During the past year it was 
found necessary on several occasions to extend “the usual working day 
of ten hours, and to keep the men at work overtime. The overtime in 
the year amounted altogether to 343 days, and the additional expense 
entailed on the Department by this arrangement was 183/. 15s. 2d. 
Notwithstanding the measures thus taken, however, it became indispens- 
able to suspend the coining operations for about three weeks. Upon 
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close examination, the first-motion-wheel of the 40 horse-power engine was 
found to be in such a bad state of repair as to require regearing, and, 
had time permitted, it would have been entirely regeared. “As that was 
impossible, only the broken cogs were taken out ‘and replaced by new 
ones; but towards the end of the year it became necessary again ‘to 
suspend the work for a week, and repair the same wheel. The 40 and 
20 horse-power engines were thoroughly examined, and were repaired so 
far as time allowed ; the six horse-power engine’ was taken to pieces, 
examined, cleaned, and put into working order; and the small atmo- 
spheric engine was also put into repair. 

In addition to the above repairs to engines, a new shearing and 
punching machine was fixed in the Silver Melting Room, and three 
new circular files with shafting, riggers, and brackets, the whole of 
which were prepared and fixed by the Artificers. One set of moulds for 
half-erown, and one for half-sovereign, bars have been replaned and 
reduced in thickness, while an entirely new set for shilling bars of the 
reduced thickness, and one for pence, have been prepared. ‘The medal 
press formerly in the Die Turning Shop has also been removed, cleaned, 

_ repaired, and fixed on a new foundation in.the Medal Room. The new 
lever coining-press mentioned above, and a new cutting-out machine 
haye been erected, and the shafting for both made and fitted. The 
repairs to boilers and to the pumps of the deep well have also been exe- 
cuted by the Artificers. 


Diz DEPARTMENT. 


This Department has been called upon to perform a very large amount 
of work during the past year, no less than 3,557 matrices, punches, and 
dies of various denominations having been prepared for use, besides 37 

_ medal punches and dies, and three dies for the Standards Department of 
the Board of Trade. The Department has also produced 16,000 medals 
for the army and navy, including 11,000 for the Ashantee war, the 
usual medals for the University of London and the Royal Society, and 
49 gold and silver medals presented by the Foreign Office as rewards to 
foreign seamen for saving the lives of British suhjects. 

Iam glad to report that the manufacture of the bars and clasps to be 
attached to the medals, first undertaken by this Department in 1874, 
has been most satisfactorily carried out during the year. The total 
number of clasps made during the year 1875 was 3,86], and that of 
bars 19,611, so that a consider rably @ greater number were manufactured 
than in ‘the previous year. ‘The work- has uniformly been executed with 
rapidity, all the Ashantee medals having been completed and delivered 
to the Royal Arsenal, Woolwich, by the Ist of July, and at the same 
time the workmanship reflects credit upon the persons employed. I may 
be permitted to observe that, had this work been performed, as was 
formerly the case, by contract, the Mint would probably have received 
complaints of delay and inferior workmanship, and the expenses would 
have amounted to 892/., whereas the total cost of preparing these medals 
in the Department itself has been only 4487. 

IT append, as usual, statements showing the number of coins struck 
during the- year 1875, and the number. of dies used for the Imperial 
coinage during the years 1873, 1874, and 1875 respectively, from 
which will be seen the average number of pieces struck by a pair of 
dies during the year. An improvement in this respect is shown on the 
_ two preceding years, but the average production is still considerably 

below what it ought to be, in consequence of the continued difficulty 
experienced in procuring steel fit for die-sinking.

The duty of assaying certain of the coins struck at Sydney and 
Melbourne has, as heretofore, devolved upon my Office, and I have 
had, as usual, to ‘point out the remarkable approximation to the exact 
standard of fineness ‘which these coins exhibit. I have also assayed the 
Pyx coins of the Bombay and Calcutta Mints, as well as certain gold 
and silver pieces from the Imperial Japanese Mint at Osaka. These 
latter deserve special notice, as they are the first coins struck under the 
control of Japanese officers, aided by Mr. Edward Dillon and Mr. 
William Gowland as “ technical advisers.” The results were perfectly 
satisfactory, and show conclusively that the Hapenon Government is 
taking every precaution to coin with accuracy. ~ 

In addition to the routine duties of my Office, I have, together with 
the Superintendent ‘of the Operative Department, considered and re- 
ported upon the distribution and arrangement of the buildings of the 
Mint, with a view to their erection on a new site. In connexion with _ 
this work, careful plans have been prepared, which, I venture to hope, 1 
may be of service in the future. 


ASSAY BY MEANS OF THE SPECTROSCOPE. 


The engagement of Mr. Lockyer and myself on other duties ‘ha 
compelled us to suspend these researches during the past year, but they 
will, it is hoped, be resumed and actively prosecuted during the 
autumn, when the apparatus is returned from the Loan Collection of 
Scientific Apparatus which will shortly be opened at the South 
Kensington Museum. 

The preparation of the pure gold plate, which has already been des- 
cribed,* afforded a favourable opportunity for studying the spectrum of 
gold. The violet part . the spectrum, and also a portion of the more 
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refrangible region, were photographed side by side with the solar 
spectrum, the only lines detected by this means being those of gold. I 
may also mention that the spectrum of this gold has been used ‘as a 


standard for comparing the spectra of other metals, and has thus been 
directly serviceable in Mr. Lockyer’s experiments on Solar Physics. 


TRIAL OF THE Pyx. 


The examination of the coin at the annual Trial of the Pyx, which is 
conducted in accordance with the provisions of the Order in Council of 
the 29th of June 1871, is admitted to be of a very stringent nature. Itis 
specially necessary, therefore, that all conditions which are likely. to influ- 
ence the accuracy of the result obtained at Goldsmiths’ Hall should be well 
understood. In the accompanying diagram the points on the continuous

line represent the means of the assays on individual coins taken at each 
Trial of the Pyx, and the points on the dotted line represent the assay 
reports on the ingots into which certain coins are melted, and they 
show that in every case the composition of the ingot is lower than the 
mean of the assays on individual coins. It has been already pointed 
out* that the practice of melting coins into an ingot is liable to give 
inaccurate results, but in order to obtain definite information on this 
point I have. made the following experiments. In each case eight 
sovereigns were assayed and the residual metal melted into an ingot, 
care being taken to imitate as closely as possible the conditions of the 
Trial. The results are shown in the following table.

The depression of standard is probaby due to the partial | oxidi- 
zation of the copper during the pouring of the molten metal into the — 
open ingot mould which was used, and I may point out that the ab- 
sorption of the oxygen contained in five cubic inches of air would 
be more than sufficient to cause this debasement of standard. 

The following experiment was also made in the hope of being able to 
melt coins into an ingot without changing the mean composition. Fifty 
coins were assayed, and the residual metal, weighing about 12 ounces, 
was melted ina French clay crucible under charcoal which had been 
previously treated with hydrochloric acid to femove impurities. The 
metal when fused was poured into a closed mould filled with an 
atmosphere of coal gas. The ingot obtained was perfectly bright, and 
free from oxide. The average composition of the coins was 916-72, 
and the mean of eight very concordant assays made on the ingot was 
916°77, the result showing that the composition had only been elevated 
to the extent of rovpooths. These results have since been confirmed 
by four independent experiments. In conclusion, I may point out that, 
although the question is of some importance to the Department, it is 
comparatively insignificant from the point of view of the public, as the 
mean of the assays on the ingots only exhibits a variation of .522,, ths, 
or =!1,ths of the remedy allowed by law.

InsTRucTION in AssayInG ror Orricers or THE RoyaL ENGINEERS, 


I have made arrangements for the instruction in assaying of such 
officers of the Royal Engineers as may wish to pursue a course of prac- 
tical work in this Laboratory. One officer, Lieut.-Col. Scratchley, has 
already attended for some weeks, and I am convinced that the presence 
of officers trained to scientific work, and accustomed to the use of 
instruments of precision, will not in any way interfere with the routine 
duties of the Department. 


Loan Exutsirion or Screntiric APPARATUS. 


The Committee of Council on Education having requested that 
apparatus might be sent to the Exhibition, shortly to be opened at. 
South Kensington, the necessary steps have been taken for complying 


with their Lordships’ request. Unfortunately the Mint contains but 
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few appliances suited to the purposes of such an Exhibition, and it was 

only possible, therefore, to send to the Museum the apparatus employed 
in assaying gold and silver, that used by Mr. Lockyer and myself in the 
experiments on assay by means of the spectroscope, a ‘touchstone’ 
on which gold was formerly assayed in the Mint in the Tower, and an 
old assay furnace, believed to have been used by Sir Isaac Newton in 
his experiments on cupellation. I also sent some of the apparatus 
employed by the late Mr. Graham, Master of the Mint, in his well- 
sale researches on Diffusion, Dialysis, and the Molecular Mobility of 

ases. 

I have to regret that during the past year but little advance has been 
made in scientific research connected with coinage, but, on the other 
hand, more than ordinary attention has been devoted to the details upon 
which the accuracy of coinage depends.

Verpict of the Jury of the Goldsmiths’ Company at the Trial 
of the Pyx held on the 21st of July 1875. 


We, whose names are hereunder written, having been sworn this 21st 
day of July 1875, before the Queen’s Remembrancer, at Goldsmiths’ Hall, 
in the City of London, have made the assays and trials of Her Majesty’s gold 
and silver coins in the Pyx of the Mint, and which, according to accounts 
produced by the Officers of the Mint, were coined in the said Mint from the 
Ist day of July 1874 to the 30th day of June 1875, both days inclusive. We 
ascertained that the number of coins, both of gold and silver, in each packet 
produced to us, corresponded with the number which the Officers of the Mint 
represented it to contain, and we took a coin or coins from each of such 
packets of gold coins, making altogether one sovereign or 20-shilling piece, 
and 6 half-sovereigns or 10-shilling pieces, and we weighed each of the said 
coins separately, so as to ascertain whether they were within the remedy pre- 
scribed in the First Schedule of the Coinage Act, 1870. We found that the 
amount of variation from the standard of weight specified in the said First 
Schedule of the said Act was minus three thousandths of an ounce (or 
003) on the whole of such coins, and that, therefore, they were within 
the prescribed remedy as to weight. We then melted the said gold coins, so 
taken out and weighed, into an ingot, and assayed such ingot, comparing it 
with the standard gold trial-plate produced by the Board of Trade, so as to 
ascertain whether the metal was within the remedy as to fineness prescribed in 
the said First Schedule to the said Act, and we found that the amount of 
variation thereof from the standard of fineness specified in the said First 
Schedule to the said Act was minus three ten thousandths (or ‘0003), and, 
therefore, that the said metal was within the prescribed remedy as to fine- 
ness. We weighed the residue of the said gold coins in bulk, and we ascer- 

- tained that they were within the remedy as to weight. We then took from 
- such residue one sovereign and two half-sovereigns, and weighed and 
assayed them separately, and we found that such sovereign weighed 123-274 
grains, and that such half-sovereigns weighed respectively, the first 61-697 
grains, and the second also 61°697 grains. We then assayed the said sovereign 


and two half-sovereigns separately, and we found the millesimal fineness of such 
sovereign. to be 916°7, and the millesimal fineness of such half-sovereigns to be 
916'5 and 9163 respectively. We also took a coin from each of such packets 
of silver coins, making altogether 10 half-crowns, 2 florins, 18 shillings, 8 six- 
pences, and of Maundy moneys, 1 fourpenny piece, and 18 threepences, 
and weighed each of the said silver coins separately, so as to ascertain whether 
they were within the remedy of the said First Schedule of the said Coinage 
- Act, 1870, We found that the amount of variation from the standard of 
weight specified in the said First Schedule of the said Act was minus sixty- 
six thousandths of an ounce (or ‘066) on the whole of such coins, and that 
therefore they were within the prescribed remedy as to weight. We then 
melted the said silver coins, so taken out and weighed, into an ingot, and 
assayed such ingot, comparing it with the standard silver trial-plate produced 
by the Board of Trade, so as to ascertain whether the metal was within 
the remedy as to fineness prescribed in the said First Schedule to the said — 
Act, and we found that the amount of variation from the standard of fineness 

specified in the said First Schedule to the said Act was minus nine ten 

thousandths (or ‘0009), and, therefore, that the said metal was within the 

prescribed remedy as to fineness, We weighed the residue of the said silver 

coins in bulk, and we ascertained that they were within the remedy as to 

weight. We then took from such residue two half-crowns, two florins, one 

shilling, and one sixpence, and weighed and assayed them separately, and we 

found that such half-crowns weighed respectively 218°206 and 218:203 grains, 

that such florins weighed respectively 174°565, and 174°518 grains, that such 

shilling weighed 87'262 grains, and that such sixpence weighed 43°606 grains. 

We then assayed the said two half-crowns, the said two florins, the said shil- . 
ling, and the said sixpence separately, and we found the millesimal fineness 

of such half-crowns to be 924°3 and 924°5 respectively, of such florins to be 

9250 ae 926'5 respectively, of such shilling to be 924°2, and of such sixpence 

to be 925°3.

Rerort by the Deputy Master of the Sydney Branch of the 
Royal Mint for the year 1875. 


SIR, + Royal Mint, Sydney, 21st January 1876. 

I Ave the honour to submit, for the consideration of the Master of 
the Mint, my Seventh Annual Report on the Sydney Branch of the Royal 
Mint. ; 

The quantity of gold received for coinage during the year 1875 was 
547,484 ounces, amounting in value to 2,061,070/. Of this amount, 872,1611. 
was the produce of New South Wales, 1,104,874/. of Queensland, and 79,9261. 
of New Zealand. 

2,122,000 sovereigns were coined and issued. Gold bars to the value of 
6,517/. were also issued, making the total amount of the issues 2,128,5171. 

‘The revenue received and paid over to the Colonial Government amounted 
to 13,5657. 11s. lld. The total expenditure, including an extraordinary 
expense of 782/. 10s. 6d. for new automatic weighing machines and hydraulic 
driving gear, and 733/. 2s. for pensions to retired officers, was 12,981/. 16s. 5d. 
_ The Savings on the Mint Annuity for the years 1873 and 1874, amounting 

to the sum of 5,384/. 18s. were surrendered, as usual, to the Colonial Govern- 
ment, in accordance with the instructions of the Lords Commissioners of Her 

Majesty’s, Treasury. 

Worn silver coin to the nominal value of 5,245/., withdrawn from the 
circulation of New South Wales, was received during the year. The actual 
value realised by the sale of the bullion was 3,829/. 12s. 10d., leaving a loss 
of 1,415/. 7s. 2d., which was replaced by drafts on the Master of the Mint. 

The issues of bronze coin amounted to 3,173/., extending over only the last 
half of the year, as the store of bronze coin was not replenished until June. 

The addition of two new automatic weighing machines, and the substitution 
of water as a motive power instead of the direct action of steam, have greatly 
added to the efficiency of the weighing room, which is now quite equal to any 
probable exigency. 

The Engineer Surveyor to the Colonial Government having examined and 
condemned the boilers, the Governor directed me to provide in the estimate 
of 1876 for their renewal, which was accordingly done. Provision was 
likewise made for the purchase of a lathe for dressing the rollers, no proper 
machine for the purpose having ever been possessed by this Mint, to the great 
hindrance of the work. 

An improved mould carriage and set of moulds have been made in the 
Mint. Other improvements have also been effected in the machinery and 
works generally, to the improvement of which all the time which could be 

spared from the coinage has been devoted. 

' In order to encourage the withdrawal from circulation of gold coins no 
longer fit to be current, a clause has been added to the Regulations for the 
re-coinage, without charge, of light gold coin of the British realm. x 

The death of Mr. Macfarlane, the Deputy Master’s Clerk, and the resigna- 

‘tion of Mr. Leathes, a Junior Clerk of the second class, with the promotions 
consequent thereon, caused two vacancies at the bottom of the list, which 
were filled by open competition. The two successful candidates, Messrs. 
Colley and Du Moulin, having undergone a satisfactory probation of six 
months, and received certificates of qualification from the Civil Service 
Commissioners, were recommended to the Governor for nomination to the 
Lords Commissioners of Her Majesty’s Treasury, for permanent appointment, 

- according to the Regulations.

’ His Excellency the Governor, with the advice of the Executive Council, has 
_ been pleased to frame the following Regulations for the receipt and coinage of 
“gold at the Sydney Branch of the Royal Mint, in substitution of those 
aul existing, such Regulations to take effect from the Ist day of December 


1. Deposits of gold in dust or bullion, from ten ounces upwards, will be 
received at the Mint for coinage daily (Saturdays and holidays excepted), 
between the hours of 11 a.m. and 3 p.m., on the following terms :— 
In respect to gold the produce of New South Wales— 
(1.) A deposit of which the standard weight is less than 1,000 ounces 
troy, at the rate of eightpence per ounce (standard). 
| (2,) An undivided deposit of which the standard weight is 1,000 ounces 
and under 5,000 ounces troy, at the rate of sixpence per ounce 
(standard). 
(3.) An undivided deposit of which the standard weight is 5,000 ounces 
troy, and upwards, at'the rate of fourpence per ounce (standard). 
In pagent to gold certified to be the produce of any other Colony or 
country— 
(4.) A deposit of which the standard weight is less than 1,000 ounces 
troy, at the rate of fivepence per ounce (standard). 
(5.) An undivided deposit of which the standard weight is 1,000 ounces 
troy, and upwards, at the rate of threepence per ounce (standard). 
2. Light gold coin of the realm will be received for re-coinage without any 
charge whatever. 
_ 3. All fine silver over and above two per cent. contained in refinable gold 
will be paid for at the rate of five shillings per ounce. 
4. The gold will be melted, if desired, in the presence of the depositor. 

__ 5. Gold received up to Wednesday evening in each week will be payable on 
the following Tuesday. Gold received after Wednesday will be payable on the 
following Tuesday week. 

6. Gold bullion, in ingots or bars of any fineness, can be obtained at the 
Mint ai 3/7. 17s. 103d. per ounce, standard, When the gold is required to be 
alloyed with silver, the silver will be charged for at 5s. per ounce.

Report by the Deputy Master of the Melbourne Branch of the d 


Royal Mint for the year 1875. 


Melbourne, 25th January 1876. 
I wave the honour to submit for your consideration my Annual Report 
on yee Melbourne Branch of the Royal Mint for the year ending 31st December 
1875. : 

By letter from the Deputy Master and Comptroller of the Royal Mint dated | 
22nd January, I was informed that by authority of the Lords Commissioners 
of Her Majesty’s Treasury the balance amounting to 2,993J. 6s. 10d. due to the 
Colony on account of loss sustained by the withdrawal from circulation of 
worn silver of the nominal value of 12,000/. had been paid to the Agent General 
of the Colony in London. 

On the 23rd March, haying proposed for your consideration the abolition of 
the office of Superintendent of the Coining Department, at that time held by 
Mr. P. F. Comber, I received through the Deputy Master and Comptroller a 
copy of ‘Treasury letter dated 29th September, conveying the approval of the 
proposal by the Lords Commissioners of Her Majesty’s Treasury. A Treasury 
letter dated 12th October having conveyed their Lordships’ decision, that 
Mr, Comber should receive a compensation allowance to commence from 1st 
January 1876, he has ceased to hold office from that date. 

A letter from the Deputy Master and Comptroller dated 16th April, con- 
veyed to me the approval by the Lords Commissioners of Her Majesty’s 
Treasury, of special payments to the Foreman of Melting and the Gauger in 
the Coining Department, on terms explained in my Annual Report for 1873, 
the payments to be continued so long as they shall be attended with satis- 
factory results, I have the pleasure to report that the results of the past year 
justify the continuance of the arrangement. ‘The coin produced has been 
nearly 57 per cent. of the bars passed for coinage, and the waste of the Coining 
Department has not exceeded 22/. per million sterling of coin issued to the 

ubliec. 

Y On the 19th April, the Governor, by advice of his Executive Council, 
approved of Regulations in reference to the charges for coining, in which effect 
was given to some of the recommendations submitted in ‘my letter of 23rd 
July 1874, of which a copy accompanied my Annual Report for that year.* 
'Fhese are now in force. ‘They have caused the Mint to be more generally 
used by those who deai in gold. The market price of gold has been advanced 
to the benefit of the producer, and the Mint Revenue for the year has’ been 
increased by nearly 21 per cent. 

Though the recommendations submitted by me at the date referred to have 
been adopted in part only, it is satisfactory to notice that the results already 
secured have justified the establishment of a Branch of the Royal Mint at 
Melbourne. When the Mint was first opened for the use of the public, the 
price of gold at the chief centres of production was quoted at 3/. 16s., and 
31. 16s. 3d. per ounce standard. Now in the’same quarters the quotation is 
from 31. 17s. to 31. 17s. 3d.; the difference of 1s. per ounce representing a gain 
to the producers during the past year of 53,000. This gain has been due to 
the Mint having taken the position of a competitor in the market for the 
purchase of gold. The cost of conducting and maintaining the establishment 
during the same period has been 14,107/., against a revenue collected by 
charges for coining of 7,928/.; the difference 6,179/. representing the net cost 
of the establishment for the year. The final result is, that the gold producing 
interest has been enriched to the extent of 53,000/., at a cost of 6,179/. to the 
general revenue. When the indirect advantages, in respect to the control over 
the rate of exchange, which the Mint has secured are considered, the above 
result might be admitted as a sufficient success. But if it be maintained that 
the establishment is of advantage to the gold producer only, and should there- 
fore be supported without aid from the general revenue, a ready and equitable 
means is available for the purpose. The action of the Mint has raised equally

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the price of every ounce of gold produced in the Colony, whilst that portion 
only which has been sold at the Mint, about one-third of the annual produce, 
|has contributed to its support, that which has heen exported directly having 
escaped tribute. ‘'o make the contribution equitable as well as general, it 
|would be sufficient to impose a small charge, to be collected at the Customs 
‘on all bullion which may be thus directly exported; allowing that to pass free, 
|which may be exported through the Mint. The charge need not exceed two- 
pence per ounce. which is about one-third less than that collected on gold 
passed through the Mint. It would not affect the market price of gold, which 
lis regulated by the Mint price, whilst the sum realised would relieve the 
|general revenue from all charges on the Mint account. = 

| Ina letter to the Governor of the Colony I submitted that, in consequence 
|of the Serjeant Major, who has been in immediate charge of the detachment of 
Royal Engineers employed here, having claimed, as he was entitled to do, to 
be sent to England to be discharged from the military service, at the com- 
‘mencement of the year 1876, it was not desirable to retain the remainder 
of the detachment, consisting in all of four men, as soldiers in civil employ- 
ment in this Department. I accordingly received His Excellency’s authority 
|to discharge in the Colony, on terms mutually advantageous to the Colony 
‘and to the men, those who might wish to remain here, and to send the 
remainder to England. Under this authority two have been sent to England, ° 
land two discharged in the Colony, one of the latter (William Blackwell) 
{having been placed on the Mint establishment as Foreman of Melting on 
terms which were submitted for your approval in my letter to the Deputy 
“Master and Comptroller, dated 30th November last. 

| As directed in the Deputy Master and Comptroller’s letter of 29th October, 
the sum of 4,801/. 12s. 11d., the unexpended balance of the Mint Annuity for 
the year 1874, has been paid in to the Colonial Treasury. : 

The coinage of the past year has been 1,888,000/. in sovereigns, an increase 
of 515,000/. over that of 1874. The average weight of each piece was *25682 0z., 
and the average fineness 916°71. ‘The Mint Revenue shows an increase of 
|1,3738/., or 21 per cent., and the expenditure a decrease of 1,0912. A further 
reduction is anticipated in the annual expenditure for the establishment, on 
account of the outlay having ceased, which has hitherto been necessary, from 
causes explained in my Report for 1873, to place the machinery in efficient 
order. ‘The estimated expenditure for 1876 is 13,870/. 13s. 4d. (including the 
provision for the retiring allowance of the Superintendent of the Coining . 
Department), that of the past year having been 14,5001. 

The working returns for the year of the Operative Departments are satis- 

factory. evidence of their efficiency and of the intelligent supervision of those in 
charge of them. There have been refined 490,854 ounces of gold, from which 
| 21,706 ounces of fine silver have been separated. 
| The weight of standard hars passed for coinage was 866,108 ounces, and of 
the coin produced 492,194 ounces, with the expenditure of 96 obverse and 44 
\reverse dies. ‘The assaying has been uniformly satisfactory, and the officers of 
this Department of the Mint have devoted much attention and research to 
improve the usually recognised methods of computing the value of bullion of 
yarious assays, with sensible advantage as to accuracy of results in their daily 
‘work. 
| The waste of the Mint has been, in melting and refining 23/., in coining 
\227., and in assaying 1/., or a total of 46/. per milion sterling of coin issued to 
(the public. In conformity with the practice of the Mint at Sydney, the waste 
is now made a charge against the proceeds realised annually by the sale of the 
‘Mint “ sweep.” : ; 
_A return is attached of the quantity and value of gold received for coinage, 
land of the coin and bullion issued, and of the revenue derived from the Mint, 
from its opening until the close of the year 1875. A second return shows the 
{amount and destination of gold coin exported from Victoria, and the amount 
jissued from the Mint in each month of the year 1875. This return also shows 
/generally, as that of last year did, that coin accumulates in the Colony during 
‘the season in which wool is exported, and leaves it when there is nothing 
better to export. A feature in this return which deserves notice is, that

In addition to the Returned Letter Offices of London, Edinburgh, 
and Dublin, branch offices for the return of letters have been 
established at Birmingham, Glasgow, Liverpool, and Manchester, 

Miscellaneous articles numbering 13,648 reached the Returned. 

‘ Letter Oftice wholly destitute of covers. In alarge number of these 
cases the covers were of too flimsy a nature to resist the attrition 
to which packets are unavoidably subjected in the mail bags. 

The Post Office while fulfilling its first duty to the public by 
affording means for the rapid transmission of correspondence, is 
also made the vehicle of conveyance for small articles of almost 
endless variety ; of these the following were observed passing 
through the post during the year, viz. silkworms and gentles; 
flowers, fruit, and vegetables; various kinds of game; wearing 
apparel ; models of metal fittings and toys; leeches, snails, eggs, 
six white mice, a sparrow, two snakes, ‘a crayfish, and a dog. 
Several of these being prohibited articles were sent to the 
Returned Letter Office. 

The dog was posted at the Lombard Street Office, and, having 
fallen into the bag affixed to the letter box, was not discovered 
until the contents were turned out at St. Martin’s-le-Grand, 

The failure of letters to reach the persons for whom they are 
intended is not always attributable to the Post. Office. 

An unregistered letter was recently received at Liverpool in a 
very thin cover bearing an almost illegible address, and was 
delivered to a firm to whom it was supposed to be directed. On 
being opened, the letter and its enclosures, five 100/. notes, were 
found to be intended for another firm, to whom they were 
eventually delivered. : 

The following is a copy of the address of a letter which also 
reached Liverpool, the names of persons and places being here 
omitted. “ This letter is for Mrs. M. She lives in some 
“ part of Liverpool. From her father John ————— a tailor 
“ from ; he would be thankful to some Postmaster 
“ in Liverpoolif he would find her out.” The addressee, un- 
fortunately, could not be found, and the letter was sent to the 
Returned Letter Office. 

It happens not unfrequently that complaints are made of the 
failure both of letters and telegrams, which, after inquiry has 
taken place, are found in the waste-paper baskets or pockets of 
the addressees.

postal accommodation or convenience; but a case of the kind 
recently occurred in the west of Ireland. Application was made 
for the erection of a wall letter box, and authority had been 
granted for setting it up; but when arrangements came to be 
made for providing for the collection of letters, no one could 
be found to undertake the duty, in consequence of a general 
belief among the poorer people in the neighbourhood that, at 
that particular spot, “a ghost went out nightly on parade.”

TELEGRAPHS, 


The increase in the amount of telegraph business, although not Development 
so great as in previous years, has still been satisfactory, nearly °! seve 


1,650,000 more messages having been dealt with in 1875 than 
in 1874. The amount of matter transmitted on behalf of the 
Press was also largely in excess of the amount transmitted in 
any previous year, the number of words so transmitted and 
delivered to newspapers, clubs, exchanges, &c. being upwards of 
220,000,000. 

The number of post offices open for the transaction. of 
telegraph business at the end of the year was 3,730 or 31 more 
than the number open at the end of 1874. The number of new 
offices is small as compared with the number opened in some 
former years, but the telegraph system had already been 
extended to nearly every place at which it was considered 
probable that the revenue would be sufficient to’ meet the ex- 
pense involved. Of the 31 new offices, most of them were 
opened at the request of the inhabitants of the district, who 
guaranteed the Department against actual loss. In addition 
to the 3,730 post offices 1,872 railway stations were open for the 
transaction of public telegraph business. 

Although during the year only a small additional mileage of 
‘wires has been erected, the Department has been able, by the 
more extended use of the duplex system of working, and by the 
substitution of improved forms of apparatus for those pre- 
viously in use, to deal with the increased number of both 
private and news messages with greater expedition than in 
previous years. 

The increase in the amount of revenue derived from private 
wires is less than in previous years, owing partly to the 
' depression in trade and partly to less active steps having been 
‘taken by the Department to obtain business; the revenue 
however derived from the rentals of private wires was at the 
rate of upwards of 56,000/. a year.* 

The number of wires rented by provincial newspapers as 
special wires for the transmission of news to the towns of

cables. At one time both the cable between England and the 
Channel Islands and that between England and the Isle of Man 
were broken. 

An international telegraphic conference was held in the 
summer of last year at St. Petersburg, at which this country 
was represented, and various modifications of the rules under 
which international telegrams are accepted and forwarded were 
made ; but as the alterations did not come. into force until the 
Ist of January 1876, I do not refer to them specifically in the 
present report. 

I had hoped that during the course of the year some greater 
progress would have been made towards a settlement of the 
outstanding claims against the Department of the various rail- 
way companies for their interests in telegraphy under the terms 
of the Act of 1868, but I regret that it was only found possible to 
proceed to arbitration in “the case of the Great Eastern and 
the Lancashire and Yorkshire Railway Companies. 

The Great Eastern Company claimed the sum of 412,608(., 
with interest thereon at the rate of 5 per cent. from the 30th 
of June 1874 to the date of payment, together with an anaual 
payment of 1l. per mile per wire for all wires erected upon their 
railway for way-leave (at the time of the arbitration the Post 
Office had 3,495 miles of wire upon the railway). Under the 
terms of the award the railway company were paid the sum of 
73,3151, and receive an annual payment of 200/. for way-leave, 
or about one sixth of what they claimed. 


The Lancashire and Yorkshire Railway Company claimed the | 


enormous sum of 1,129,814/., with interest thereon at the rate 
of 5 per cent, from the Ist of J uly 1873 to date of payment, and 
1l. per mile per wire per annum for all Post Office wires upon 
their system of railways (there were 1,667 miles of wire at the 


‘time of the arbitration). Under the award they obtained the

of business of previous years has been fully maintained. 

During last year 163 new Offices were opened in England and! | 
Wales ; 21 in Scotland; and 8 in Ireland; the total number 
of Offices in the United Kingdom being thereby raised to 5,260. 

Since the establishment of Post Office Savings Brule: 14 
years ago, the number of Old Savings Banks in the United 
Kingdom has diminished from 638 to 473; and the whole 
number of Old § Savings Banks is now considerably less than the 
number of Post Office Savings Banks in the London District. 
alone, which is 580. 

The number of depositors has increased by 108,370, this 
addition raising the total number of persons having accounts 
open at the end of the year to 1,777,108. 

The total amount of the balances at the credit of depositors, 
together with interest accrued, at the close of 1875 was 
25,187,3451, being an increase of 2,029,876/. on the total of 
the previous year. 

The whole amount of the sums deposited during the year was 
8,783,8521., and that of the sums withdrawn, 7,325,560/. 

The amount of interest credited to depositors during the year 
was 571,584/.; showing an increase of 47,0251. on the amount 
of the previous year. 

The average amount of the deposits was 2/. 16s. 1d. as against 
21. 148. 10d. in 1874; so that there»was a recurrence of the 
peculiarity manifested in 1874 of the deposit average increasing 
instead of gradually decreasing as in years prior to 1874. As 
regards withdrawals the average was 61. 11s. 8d., the increase in 
the average common to'former years being maintained.

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appear to suppose that because the British charge on a single 
letter for France is 23d., a like charge of 25 centimes is the — 
proper postage on a single letter to England. The single letter 
rate from France to England is really 30 centimes. ~ \ 

Within certain limits prescribed by the Treaty, each State . 
is free to fix its own rate. The great majority of the Continental 
States have, however, adopted the normal charge of 25 centimes, 
but France, Italy, Russia, and Greece have fixed their unit of 
charge at 30 centimes, or at the nearest equivalent to that sum — 
in their national currency. 

Many complaints having been made respecting the difference ~ 
of charge in opposite directions, I think it well to afford the — 
above explanation for general information. 

While the effect of the Postal Union has been to facilitate — 
the exchange of mails between the States concerned, by the 
adoption of uniformity in the treatment of correspondence ~ 
and by the simplification of accounts, its provisions entail more — 
work on the Post Office; inasmuch as the correspondence has — 
to be more minutely classified, and consequently more bags have — 
to be made up. 

A postal convention has been concluded with Brazil, under 
which the postage upon letters transmitted in either direction — 
between the United Kingdom and that country can be prepaid 
to destination, or letters may be sent without prepayment, the 
rates of postage in the two cases being 9d. and 1s. per half 
ounce respectively. The inconvenience which formerly existed 
in’ consequence of the absence of registration in the Brazilian 
Post Office has been removed, a system of registration for letters — 
and other packets being now in operation in pursuance of the 
terms of the convention. ~ 

The service to the Bahamas has been improved; the mails 
now being despatched hence every Saturday instead of at vary- 
ing dates as formerly. 4 

The regular service to Spain and Gibraltar through France has | 
been resumed, 

Fiji having become a British’ possession, has been placed, ag © 
regards postal regulations, on the same footing as the Australian — 
Colonies. 

For the accommodation of passengers proceeding to India, 
China, &c., by the Peninsular and Oriental Company’s Mail 
Packets, vid Brindisi, arrangements have been made for sending 
every week in a special bag to be delivered on board, letters — 
addressed to the passengers, on the usual conditions that such — 
letters are prepaid and registered, and are addressed to the care 
of the Commander. This measure has given satisfaction, and has 
been gratefully acknowledged. — 

_ Notice was given to the Union Steam Ship Company to ter- 
minate on the 30th of last month their contract for the Cape of 
Good Hope Mail Service. , 

The Governments of the South African Colonies have been 
left-to make their own arrangements for the performance of the 
service hereafter ; and, until new contracts have been entered 
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into, it is intended to forward the correspondence in ship letter 
mails, . 

Notice has also been given to the several companies which. Notice to 
now convey the mails from this country to the United States terminate f 
that the contracts made with them will terminate on the 31st tyritca Staton 
December next, and it is hoped that it may be found practicable 
to secure equally good postal communication with the United 
States at a cost much lower than that hitherto incurred. 

There have been some unfortunate casualties in the Ocean Casualties in 
Mail Service ; in two instances attended with the damage and oe ae 
partial loss of the mails. First, in the wreck of the Hamburg ; 
Packet “Schiller,” off the Scilly Islands, with mails from the 
United States, New Zealand, and New South Wales; and 
secondly, in the wreck of the “ Boyne,” off Ushant, with mails 
from Brazil. In both cases a considerable portion of the mails 
was recovered. Everything was done by means of drying and 
patching to effect delivery of the contents of the bags recovered, 
and the efforts made in this direction were attended with 
considerable success. 


STAFF OF OFFICERS. 


During 1875 the number of officers was increased by 662 ; Number of 
and the total is now 44,644,* of whom 11,605 are employed Officers. 
exclusively on telegraph work. 

The number of postmasters is 13,226; of clerks there are 
nearly 10,000; and of letter carriers, sorters, and messengers, 
over 21,000. 

Of this staff, nearly 10,250 are employed in London; and of 
these over 5,500 are attached to the chief offices in St. Martin’s- 
le-Grand. 

The Chief Medical Officer of the Department, Dr. Waller Lewis, Heaith of 
in reporting upon the health of the officers in- London, states Officers, 
that during 1875 the staff showed. an exceptionally favourable 
condition of health; the deaths being in the proportion of less 
than five per thousand of the persons employed. 

This rate of mortality contrasts most favourably with that of 
the metropolis generally, which averages 13°8. per thousand, 
the comparison having reference to persons between the ages 

_ of 15 and 60, which are the usual limits of age of officers in 
actual service. It contrasts even more favourably with the 
death-rate of officers of the Department in London 20 years ago, 
‘which was between 14 and 15 per thousand. There was very 
little illness of a severe character among the officers during the. 
year. . 
The number of superannuated officers formerly attached to the Superannuated 
London Office was, last year, nearly 800. Of these 27 died OMe: 
_ during the year; the average age at death being 64 years.

due to the abolition of the, duties on horse dealers and horses and. 


mules; and but for the discontinuance of these duties, the whole 
number of licenses issued and the amount collected in 1875 
would have shown a considerable increase on the figures of 
1874. 

The increase in the number of dog and gun licenses issued, 
and the amount collected in respect thereof, was respectively 
77,170 and 21,142/., but as regards the other classes of licenses 
there was little variation from the figures of the previous year.

The expenditure properly appertaining to the year was

Extract from the Report of the Controller of the Post Office 
Savings Banks. 
* * * # * 
“ In the 20th Report of the Postmaster-General (p. 13.) it was re- 
marked, with reference to the comparatively small number of depositors 


in Scotland, that the Scotch ordinary banks allow interest for small sums — 


of money. On this point Dr. Neilson Hancock, of Dublin, wrote, on 
the 27th October 1875, as follows :—‘ As I collect the statistics as to 
‘ savings in Joint Stock Banks in Ireland, I take the liberty of pointing 
‘out that the same remark is true of Ireland, and the Banks hold a 
‘ es large amount of deposits of very small sums on which interest 

“is allowed on deposit receipt. Some years since they also adopted 

‘the same idea, and, to an increasing extent, the Scotch system of 
‘ allowing interest on last balances of current accounts of even a small 
‘amount. To get these small deposits, the’ banks have established a 
‘very large number of branches amounting in 1872 to 346. The 
‘ existence of these numerous branches gives great facility of obtaining 
‘ Bank Orders in Ireland, a fact that should be borne in mind in con- 
‘nection with the small number of Money Orders in Ireland, which 
‘is noticed at page 12 of the Postmaster-General’s Report. I call 
‘attention to these matters as the Postmaster-General’s Report, with 


‘these comparisons as to the three countries, is sometimes referred — 


‘to by newspapers in Ireland representing discontented views, as 
“evidence of the extreme poverty of Ireland; so that it would be no- 
‘ harm to notice the qualifying circumstances as is done in the case of 
© Scotland.’ 

“In October 1862, it was predicted that fies would be, at the , med 
of 1874, nearly 1,600,000 accounts open in the Post Office Savings 
Bank. This prediction was strikingly verified in the fact that, on the 
31st December 1874, the actyal number of open accounts was 1,668,733. 
The number 1,600,000 had been fixed with reference to the number 
of accounts in the Old Savings Banks, which was quoted as 1,585,788 ; 
and it was calculated that the Post Office Savings Bank, at the rate 
of progress attained in its first year, would, in 13 years from its 
establishment, have obtained as many accounts as the whole of the 
Old Banks (688 in number) possessed in 1860, after working, the 
majority of them, for 30 or 40 years. At the end of 1874 the number 
of accounts open in the Old Savings Banks was only 1,466,138. a 

‘“‘ The number of claims made to the moneys of deceased Depositors, 
which, in 1874, was 9,456, rose to 11,569, being an increase of 2,113. 
In 2,480 of these cases Probates of Wills or Letters of Administration 
were produced. As giving some idea of thé extensive relations of the 


Post Office Savings Bank it may be mentioned that scarcely any ; 


accident occurs in any part of the country, involving considerable loss 
of life, without claims being subsequently made, showing that some of 
the unfortunate victims had been Depositors. Among the claims 
received last year was one from the representative of a Depositor who 
had died in the far interior of Africa, while engaged in the exploring 
expedition under Mr. H. M. Stanley. 

“There were 123 applications to withdraw the moneys of Depositors 
who had become insane, as against 110 such cases in 1874. 

“The number of new books issued to Depositors in place of books 
lost or destroyed was 1,643, while the previous year there had been 
1,484 such cases. ‘The applications for new books, like claims to the 
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moneys of deceased Depositors, are usually increased on the occurrence 
of any great casualty on land or water. For instance, last year several 
Depositors’ books were lost in H.M.S. ‘ Vanguard,’ and in the training 
ship ‘ Goliath ; and with reference to the latter case, special authority 
was obtained that such books, and any others lost under similar circum- 
stances, or through the wreck of any of Her Majesty’s ships, should be 
replaced free of charge. The explanations of Depositors in accounting for 
the loss of their books are sometimes very curious. For instance, an 
applicant wrote from a travelling circus as follows :— Last night, when 
‘ I was sleeping in the tent, one of our elephants broke loose, and tore 
‘up my coat, in the pocket of which was my bank Book, and eat part 
‘of it. I enclose the fragments.’ 

“ The growth of business, of course, continues to augment the 
correspondence of the Department, the number of letters received in 
1875 having been upwards of 99,000 as against 88,570 in 1874. At 
the heaviest period of the year, the number of communications despatched 
in one day, including acknowledgments for Deposits, Warrants for 
Withdrawals, and Depositors’ books, reached 40,000 ; the weight being 
about 404 lbs. 

_ © Among the applications received, there are some which are curiously 
illustrative of the readiness of many people to prefer a claim to money 
to which they have not the remotest title. Such a case usually arises 
when some circular, or other communication, sent from this Department 
by post, falls into the hands of a wrong person, and the recipient, 
ignoring the possibility of the mis-delivery of the letter, at once jumps 
at the idea that some one has deposited money for him without his 
knowledge, and puts in a claim accordingly. In many such cases, it has 
been difficult to convince the applicants of the non-existence of the 
supposed deposits. But perhaps the most troublesome applications are 
those received from the representatives of deceased persons, when the 
deceased is supposed to have made some investment which has not come 
to light. ‘The Post Office Savings Bank seems to be a general resource 
under such circumstances, for the number of such applications is very 
great, and a laborious search is frequently, undertaken merely to 
satisfy an applicant even. when there is every reason to believe that 
his supposition is groundless. In one case of this kind, the appli- 
cant, who could produce no evidence whatever that his deceased 
relative was a Depositor in the Post Office Savings Bank, declined 
to accept the statement of the Department that, in the absence of 
some tangible data, his application could not be dealt with; and 
he went so far as to take out Letters of Administration, sworn 
under an imaginary sum, and to make an affidavit affirming his 
‘strong belief’ that the relative in question had money in the. Post 
Office Savings Bank at his death. On the other hand, there are 
curious instances of the forgetfulness of Depositors as regards withdrawals 
which they have made. It isa common occurrence for a Depositor to 
apply for 1 new Deposit Book, stating that the original, which showed 
‘a balance in his favour, is lost, when, in fact, the account has been 
closed and the book given up to this Department in accordance with 
the usual practice. Even Depositors, who still hold their books, 
frequently allege that sums entered in them as withdrawals were never 
received; and it is only after the inspection of their receipts for the 
amounts that they can be brought to acknowledge the transactions. 

“ As showing the peculiar ideas entertained by some persons with 
regard to the means to be adopted for their identification, I may 
mention that a Depositor, apprehensive that his book might fall into 
other hands, furnished the date of his birth, and stated that he had 
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a scar under his left arm known only to himself, requesting that n 
payment of his money should be made to anyone who could not give 
satisfactory information on these points. ue 
“ The practice of sending money from abroad to this Department to 
be deposited, appears to be much on the increase, remittances being — 
almost constantly received from residents, not only on the continent of 
Europe, but in India, China, Japan, Persia, Australia, the West Coast of 
Africa, the West Indies, Mexico, and the United States. Numerous 
sums also continue to be received from soldiers and sailors serving in 
various parts of the world, particularly from soldiers stationed at Malta — 
and Gibraltar. From the preference which soldiers thus show for the 
Post Office Savings Bank, it is evident that they will gladly weleome ~ 
the scheme for abolishing the Military Savings Banks, and amalga- | 
mating them with the Post Office Savings Bank, which was recently — 
announced by the Secretary for War in moving for the vote on the 
Army Estimates in the House of Commons. ‘This change,’ it was — 
observed, “ would give the soldier a greater feeling of security for his — 
‘ savings than he has at present, and enable him to draw out his money 
‘ like ordinary civilians.’ I may also point out that the connexion ~ 
between the Post Office Savings Bank and the Army would be still — 
further extended by the carrying out of the proposal to give each private © 
soldier 2d. a day deferred pay, which is to accumulate until his discharge _ 
after six years service, when the amount (about 187.) would be paid to 
him in three instalments through the Post Office Savings Bank at the ~ 
place where he intended to reside.

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The losses from fraud continue to be insignificant in comparison 
with the extent and magnitude of the business. The total number of 
deposits from the outset to the 31st December 1875 was 27,107,979, 
amounting, with interest, to 81,397,469/., and the total number of 
withdrawals 9,236,374, amounting to 56,210,124/., in all 36,344,353 
transactions, amounting in the aggregate to 137,607,593/. Yet the 
total loss from fraud up to that time was only 4,387/., or at the rate 
of three farthings per cent.

“ Foreign and Colonial Governments have continued to watch with 
interest the progress of Post Office Savings Banks in this country. 
The Spanish Government applied for information in such a manner 
as to show that the subject was about to be studied ad initio ; but nearly 
all the other numerous applications from abroad (some of them personal) 
were for further information after either practical trial or careful 
examination of the system. The French Government took the important 
step of sending a special Commissioner to London to collect information 
about Savings Banks and kindred financial matters. ‘This Commissioner, 
M. Auguste de Malarce, who has been mentioned in my former reports 
as an eminent authority respecting Savings Banks, arrived in April 1875, 
with instructions to thoroughly investigate the working and administra- 
tion of the system of the Post Office Savings Bank, and also to acquaint 
himself with the manner in which the’ Deposits are dealt with by the 
National Debt Commissioners. On his departure, after three weeks 
sojourn, during which period he had every facility for seeing the 
working of this Department, M. de Malarce expressed a very high 
opinion of the system ; and, soon after his arrival in Paris, a Bill, 
having for its object the introduction of a similar system into France, 
was brought before the National Assembly by the Minister of Finance. 
After an excited debate of three days, however, the Bill was withdrawn 
in consequence, it would seem, of the opposition of the friends of the 
Old Savings Banks, and of the question having ultimately assumed 
a party aspect. Nevertheless, the Assembly resolved, almost unanimously, 
that Post and Revenue Offices should be placed at the disposal of the 
Old Savings Banks for the receipt and payment of deposits, and already 
200 Post Offices are used for Savings Bank purposes. It is the opinion 
of those interested in the question that the establishment of Post Office 
Savings Banks in France is only postponed, their adoption before long 
being considered certain, and to hasten this result, as well as by other 
means to encourage thrift among the people, an influential society has

~ tive Governments of Sweden and Holland are at present considering the 


expediency of introducing Post Office Savings Banks into those countries ; 
while, by that remarkable people, the Japanese, the system, evidently 
with a very perfect organization, was adopted in May last, no less than 
18 Post Office Banks having been opened in the city of Yeddo alone. 
A step in advance has been taken by the Colonial Government Savings 
Bank of Queensland, in allowing withdrawals by Electric Telegraph, 
a method of course peculiarly valuable on account of the extent of the 
colony, and the necessarily imperfect postal communication. From 
these facts, and others given in my former reports, it would seem that 
Savings Banks, more or less on the system of our own Postal Banks, 
are gradually but surely spreading in various parts of the world.”

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Tur Board of the Public Works Loan Commissioners, as constituted under 
Section 52 of the Public Works Loans Act, 1875, proceed to make their First 
Report pursuant to that Act. i 


1. The department of the public service now under the Public Works ie Com- 
missioners had its origin in the year 1817, a time at which, after the termination 
of the long European war, there was considerable difficulty i in obtaining loans of 


' capital for the execution of many works of public utility, and great numbers of the 


labouring classes were in want of employment. The proceedings of the department 
have been regulated by Acts of Parliament, the first of which (57th Geo: 3, c. 34) 
recites the advantages to be expected to arise, under then existing circumstances, 
from affording employment for the labouring classes of the community by the 
advance of Exchequer Bills and money out of the Consolidated Fund for various 
purposes, such as carrying on works ‘ef a public nature, commenced or to be 
commenced under authority of Parliament, or for the encouragement of fisheries 
or the support of collieries or mines, or for the employment of the poor; the sum 
authorised by the Act to be advanced for such purposes was 1,750,000 1., of 
which sum an amount not exceeding 1,500,000 /. was to be issued, in Exche- 
quer Bills, in Great Britain, and not exceeding 250,000 /. in money, out of the 
produce of the Consolidated Fund in Ireland. 


Twenty-one Commissioners, generally styled “The Exchequer Loan Commis- 
sioners,” were appointed for the lending of the Exchequer Bills on due security, 
and for the execution of the Act in other respects in Great Britain ; and provision 
was made for the appointment, upon nomination by the Lord Lieutenant of 
Ireland, of Commissioners, not exceeding 15 in number, for the execution of the 
Act in Jreland; further provision was made by the Act to authorise the Com- 


missioners to receive and consider applications for loans from bodies politic 


or corporate, companies of proprietors, or persons desirous of carrying on works 
of a public nature authorised by Parliament, and (according to the Commis 
sioners judgment) to determine upon which of such applications any part 
of such Exchequer Bills or money should be lent, and to what amount, 
regard being had to the benefit which might arise in affording employment 
for the labouring classes (being one of the principal objects which the Act 
was intended to serve), and the numbers to be employed, and as to the security 
which might be offered for the repayment of the sums to be advanced ; the 
securities were required to be entered into previous to the issue of the loan in 
each case respectively, and were to be such as the Commissioners might 


deem necessary, and, to consist, according to the circumstances of each case, of 


bonds or obligations to the Crown, of deposit or transfer of public funds or stocks, 


a _ of charges upon the poor’s rate of any parish, or of mortgages of rates, rents, 


tolls, receipts or profits taken or collected by bodies corporate or politic, com- 
panies of proprietors or persons, or arising from public works, such mortgages 


to be either collateral in addition to personal security, or, at the discretion of the 


Commissioners, to be accepted in consideration of ample ‘sufficiency, as primary 
and without personal security ; the advances to be in all cases repaid by instal- 
ments of principal of not less than 5 per cent. per annum, with interest at 5 per 
cent. on the principal from time to time remaining unpaid; and as regards 
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oans in Ireland made by the Commissioners appointed by the Lord Lieutenant, 
the rate of interest and of repayment of principal per annum was fixed at 6 per 
cent. ; the repayments of principal and payments of interest in Great Britain to 
be made into the Bank of England to account of the Commissioners, and the 
sums so repaid and paid to be transferred from time to time to the Exchequer, 
and the repayments and payments in Ireland to be made into the receipt of the 
Exchequer in Ireland. : 


The Act contained authority for the increase of rates and tolls in certain cases 
in the event of the existing rates and tolls being insufficient for raising the 
amounts to be provided to discharge the Commissioners’ claims; and provision 
was made requiring the consent of majority of ratepayers to applications for loans 
to parishes, with limitation as to the amount of advance relatively to the amount 
of the sum assessed to the poor rate, and other conditions as to the amount of 
‘yates which should be held to justify an advance, and to the making and levying 
of rates in certain cases. 


Provision was also made in the Act for the proceedings to be taken at law in 
the event of default in payment, for preferential claims of the Commissioners 
in cases of bankruptcy, for filling up vacancies by death or otherwise inthe 
number of Commissioners, for rendering to Parliament accounts of proceedings 
of the Commissioners, and for other necessary requirements. 


The foregoing are the most important of the enactments of the Act under 
which the department was constituted ; they have been described thus at length 
as exhibiting the objects intended to be carried out, and the means appointed for 
doing so. Various other Acts of Parliament were, passed in the course of the 
years intervening between 1817 and. 1842 for amending the 57th Geo. 3, ec. 34, 
for placing further sums at the disposal of the Commissioners for loans, and for 
extending their powers and remedies in cases of default; these further Acts 
contained enactments, wter alia, as undermentioned, viz., authority for advances 
for. the following purposes :-— 


Drainage. 

Roads, railroads, harbours, and for the employment of, the poor in any 
beneficial object or work. 

Building, rebuilding, enlarging, and repairing gaols, on security of rates 
in the nature of county rates to be made by the justices. 

Providing residences for archbishops, bishops, or other ecclesiastical 
persons in Ireland, on security of the revenue of any archbishoprick, 
bishoprick, or other benefice. 

Building union workhouses in Ireland, the advances not to be made 
except with consent of the Treasury. 

Public Works in the Isle of Man. 


These last-mentioned Acts also provided— 

For taking mortgages of Public Works, of freehold, copyhold, or lease- 
hold estates, and accepting other securities. 

For the extension of time for repayment in certain cases, in the first 
instance authorised to be conceded at the discretion of the Commissioners, 
but subsequently not without consent of the Lords of the Treasury; and 
for repayment, if desired, of the whole or any part of a loan at an earlier 
time than might have been stipulated in the security. 

For taking possession, in event of default of payment, of any under- 
taking upon security of which a loan had been advanced. 

For leasing, or raising by sale or mortgage of such undertaking last 
referred to, the monies sufficient to repay such loan with interest and all 
costs and charges. — 

For exercise by the secretary of the Commissioners of the corporate 
rights of companies of proprietors and other bodies from the time of 
possession being taken. 

For securing completion, in the event of advances being made for 
incomplete works. 

For making further advances for completion, and further advances also, 
after taking possession, for the completion, repair, improvement, or security 
of works taken possession of. 


For 
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For assigning to other lenders the Commissioners’ securities and powers, 
upon the Commissioners’ claims being satisfied by payment of monies 
obtained from such other lenders. 

For reduction of the rate of interest on loans in certain cases, and on 
certain conditions, first authorised to be at the discretion of the Commis- 
sioners, but subsequently not without consent of the Lords of the Treasury. 

For the compounding of debts, with consent of the Treasury, the 
relinquishment of the interest being included in such compounding, and 
for determining the priority of the Commissioners’ securities. 

For giving priority to the Commissioners’ securities over other securities 
chargeable on the property included in such first-mentioned securities. 

For making loans advanced by the Commissioners under local Acts 
subject to the same powers as loans under the Exchequer Loan Acts. 


The sums issued in Exchequer Bills under the foregoing Acts from 1817 to 
1842 amounted to 7,650,000 /., of which amount 200,000/. were appropriated 


for Ireland. 


In 1842 it was deemed expedient, for the purposes of any further loans, to 


qmake advances of money out of the Consolidated Fund, instead of occasional 


issues of Exchequer Bills; and by the Act 5th Vict., Sess. 2, c. 9, the Lords of 
the Treasury were authorised for the purposes of such advances to charge upon 
the Consolidated Fund, during the five years next ensuing 5th April 1842, the 


-sum of 860,000 /. per annum, by instalments or issues to the Commissioners for 


the Reduction of the National Debt of 90,000 /. per quarter, to be at the disposal 
of the Public Works Loan Commissioners (being the same Commissioners 
appointed under the Acts authorising the loans in Exchequer Bills) for loans 
for public works of the nature of those for which loans had been made by 
Exchequer Bills; and, further, for county or town halls, or county lunatic 
asylums ; and to guardians of the poor for workhouses in Ireland; and to per- 
sons and companies in Ireland for purposes alike to those for which loans for 
works in Great Britain were authorised. ‘The Act appointed the Commissioners 
for the Reduction of the National Debt to be trustees of the Public Works Loan 
Fund, and provided for their opening with the Bank of England an account for 
such fund, to which account all moneys issued as aforesaid out of the Consoli- 
dated Fund should be carried; the Act also further provided that the loans 
made out of such moneys should be advanced by payments made by the cashiers 
of the Bank of England to the persons authorised to receive the same by 
endorsement of certain officers of the Commissioners for the Reduction of the 
National Debt upon certificates, under the hands of three of the Public Works 
Loan Commissioners, of the amount of the loan in each case respectively ; and 
the Governor and Company of the Bank of England were required to open an 
account with the Public Works Loan Commissioners, to which account all prin- 
cipal and interest from time to time paid into the Bank in respect of loans made 
by the Public Works Loan Commissioners are carried, and the sums so paid in 
were by the Act made part of the Consolidated Fund. 

The powers, priorities, and other privileges, authorities, &c., contained in 
preceding Acts were maintained by the 5th Vict., Sess. 2, c. 9, in the same force 
as if therein re-enacted; the mortgages, conveyances, assignments, &., to be 
taken on the part of the Commissioners were stipulated to be in such form as 
they should direct; the Secretary of the Commissioners was authorised to 
grant leases under their direction, the powers for accepting payment of loans 
or portions of loans, and to release or transfer securities or portions thereof were 
amended, and other provisions were enacted to enable the Commissioners to 
concur in leases or’ sales of property mortgaged to them; to retain, in case of 


_ sale, the whole of the mortgage debt out of purchase-money, notwithstanding 
_ some of the instalments of principal might not have become due at the time of 


sale ; to sell materials- of works in certain cases, and subject to certain condi- 
tions; to make binding upon the mortgagors all sales or dispositions by the 
Commissioners, of works, property, &c., of which they might be in possession. 
By the 6th & 7th Vict. c. 44, the amount of 15,0007. out of the 90,000 /. to 
be placed quarterly under the provisions of the 5th Vict., Sess. 2, c. 9, at the 
disposal of the Public Works Loan Commissioners, was authorised to be applied 


| _by the Commissioners of Public Works (Dublin) for public works in Ireland, 
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under regulations provided by the Act. The sum at the disposal of the Public 
Works Loan Commissioners was thus reduced to 75,000 /. quarterly, making 
300,000/. per annum, and the authority for the issue of such last-mentioned 
sum annually for loans to be made by them was, by successive subsequent Acts 
at the expiration of every five years following 5 Vict. renewed until 1866, when 
by the 29th & 30th Vict. cc. 72 and 73, such issues were authorised to be made 
until Parliament should otherwise determine. In addition to the above-men- 
tioned sum of 300,000 7. per annum, further sums, for advances to be made by 
the Commissioners, not exceeding a like sum of 300,000/. per annum, were 
authorised by the 30th Vict. c. 32, to be issued out of the Consolidated Fund 
during the three years next ensuing the 30th June 1867; and by the same Act 
provision was made for the issue of instalments (remaining unissued) when 
required, instead of quarterly. | 
Further sums were from time to time authorised to be transferred from the 
Public Works Loan Fund for issue by the Commissioners of Public Works 
(Ireland); and a special Act, 10 & 11 Vict. c. 73, was passed, providing for the 
issue of 620,000 /. out of the Consolidated Fund, and authorising advances to 
that extent by the Public Works Loan Commissioners in aid of the execution of 
works for the construction of railways in Ireland. Me 
Further special Acts were passed, 12 & 13 Vict. c. 86, providing funds for 
further loans by the Public Works Loan Commissioners for building workhouses 
in Ireland, and 20 & 21 Vict. c. 63, authorising the advance of 20,0001. for 
improvement of the harbour of the Burgh of Dunbar, in Scotland ; and, in addi- 
tion to the powers contained in the Acts hereinbefore mentioned, by which the 
proceedings of the Commissioners have been regulated, certain public and 
numerous private Acts have from time to time been passed authorising local 
authorities and other parties to borrow, and the Commissioners to lend, money 
for works of public utility upon the securities authorised by such Acts respec- 
tively, and out of the general funds placed at the disposal of the Commissioners 
as before mentioned : the most important of such public Acts are the following, 
viz. : 


The Poor Law Amendment Acts, by authority of which the Commis- 
sioners are empowered to make advances for building workhouses and for 
other purposes of those Acts, under orders of the Poor Law Board. 

The Lunatic Asylums Act for counties and boroughs. 

The Public Health and Local Government Acts, authorising advances 
for drainage of towns, water supply, and other purposes of improvement. 

The Merchant Shipping Act, 1854, providing, inter alta, for advances for 
the construction and repair of lighthouses for the United Kingdom. 

The Merchant Shippmg Amendment Act, 1855, extending the last fore- 
going provisions to the purposes of colonial lighthouses. 

The Burials Acts, for providing new burial grounds upon the closing of 
old ones under Orders in Council. 

The Baths and Washhouses Act, for promoting the establishment of 
baths and washhouses. : 

The Public Libraries Acts, for the establishment of public libraries and 
museums. 

The Union Relief Aid Acts, 1862-1863, for loans by way of temporary 
aid to guardians of unions. 

The Sewage Utilisation Act, 1865, and Sanitary Act, 1866, providing 
for sanitary purposes in small districts ; and further Acts have been subse- 
quently passed relative thereto. § | 

The Artizans and Labourers Dwellings Act, 1868, to provide better 
dwellings for artizans and labourers. 

Public Acts of Parliament have also been passed providing for loans by 
the Public Works Loan Commissioners in Ireland and Scotland, for pur- 
poses analogous to the above or some of them ; and various private Acts of 
Parliament also provide for loans by the Commissioners for undertakings 
of utility in those parts of the United Kingdom. 


Irrespectively, however, of the sums authorised by the Acts before men- / 
tioned to be charged upon the Consolidated Fund, and issued for the purposes | 
- of loans to be made by the Commissioners, on the terms and conditions herein- 
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before referred to, other issues have from time to time been authorised for loans 


to be made under special Acts of Parliament at special rates of interest, and 
upon special terms and eens: For example, as to the more : a of 
these, the following are cited, viz. 


1 & 2 Geo. 4, c. 30, and 6 & 7 Wm. 4, c. 35.—Under the first of these 
Acts 36,000 l., and under the second 54,100/., were advanced at a rate of 
interest of 4 per cent. per annum for improvement of the roads between 
London and Holyhead, upon the security of the tolls authorised to be 
levied upon the roads. 


3. Geo. 4, c. 86, ss. 55-56.—Authorising the advance of 300,000 /. for 
making and sewering certain metropolitan streets, upon the security of a 
charge on the land revenues of the Crown, interest 4 per cent. per annum. 


5. Geo. 4, c. 36.—Authorising loans at 4 per cent. per annum for repairs 
or rebuilding of churches and enlarging of colleges, on the security of 


rates. 


ape Geo. 4, c. 77.—Authorising the advance of 400,000J. at 4 per cent. 
per annum for improvements at Charing Cross and in the Strand, on the 
security of houses, buildings, lands, tenements, &c. 


10 Geo. 4, c. 109 (Local).—Authorising and requiring a loan of 120,000/., 
to be made, at a rate of interest fixed by the Treasury at 34 per cent., for 
the construction of the Ulster Canal. a 


3 & 4 Will. 4, c. 121.—£. 250,500 advanced to the Thames Tunnel Com- 
pany between 1834 and 1844, in Exchequer Bills, and at the rate of interest 
on Exchequer Bills, out of 27 0,000 J. authorised to be issued for completion 
of the Thames Tunnel, a work at that time considered of great national 
importance. 


7 & 8 Vict. c. 91.—£. 215,241. 7. 1., advanced for the redemption of 
debts owing upon roads in six Einces of South Wales, and made repay- 
able, with interest, by a fixed annuity of 5/. 5s. during 30 years, payable 
half-yearly, i in respect of each 100. 


9 & 10 Vict. c. 38 and 83.—£.200,000, advanced between 1847 and 1853, 
to the Commissioners of Woods and Forests, at 4 per cent. interest, for the 
formation of a Royal Park at Battersea, upon the security of lands and 
hereditaments purchased for the purposes of the Act, the whole of which 
lands would not be required for the formation of the park. 


9 & 10 Vict. cc. 39 and 83.—£. 80,000, also advanced between 1847 and 
1853, to the Commissioners of Woods and Forests, at 4 per cent. interest, 
for the construction of a Bridge across the Thames at Chelsea, and making 
approaches thereto by embankment of the north shore of the river, upon 
security of the tolls, authorised by 9 & 10 Vict. c. 39. 


12 & 13 Vict. cc. 62.—£, 500,000 advanced, at a rate of interest of 34 
per cent. per annum, to the Midland Great Western Railway of Ireland 
Company, for extension of their line of railway from Athlone to Galway. 
Special arrangements were made for the repayment of principal in this 
ease, with a liability of certain baronies in two of the counties of Ireland 
to contribute to the payment of interest in the event of insufficiency of 

' profits to provide for such interest. 


24 & 25 Vict. c. 47 (Harbours and Passing Tolls, &c. Act, 1861).—Har- 
bour authorities, as defined by this Act, were thereby authorised, with the 
approval of the Board of Trade, to borrow, and the Public Works Loan 

_ Commissioners were thereby authorised out of funds at their disposal, or 
provided by Parliament for the purpose, to lend to such Harbour Autho- 
rities, for constructing, improving, maintaining, or lighting, any public 
harbour, or for carrying into effect any other shipping purpose, such sums 
Pe Lipa as might. be required, subject to regulations, inter alia, as follows, 
. : loans not exceeding 100,000/. to bear interest at 34 per cent. per 

. annum ; above 100,000 /., the amount in excess to bear such higher rate 
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as the Commissioners should determine, not exceeding 5 per cent. per 


annum (this provision has been modified by the Public Works Loans Act, 
1875), the period for repayment of principal not to exceed 50 years; the 
repayment of the advances, with the interest thereon, to be secured upon 
the rates, &c., leviable by the Harbour Authority, either alone or together 


with such property or income as might be agreed upon, and without obli-’ 


gation upon the Commissioners to require any other security. Issues out 
of the Consolidated Fund, to the extent of 350,000/. per annum, were 
authorised for 10 years from 1861, for the purposes of loans under the 
above Act. 


The monies authorised to be issued for the purposes of the Harbours 
and Passing Tolls, &c. Act, 1861, were made available by the 32.& 33 
Vict. c. 77, to the extent of 70,000/., for the purpose of erection of a light- 
house on the Great Basses Rock; and by the 35 & 36 Vict. c. 55, of fur- 
ther 75,000 l. for such above-mentioned purpose, and for a lighthouse on 
the Little Basses Rock, both off the coast of Ceylon; and by the 32 & 33 


Vict. c. 105, to the further extent of 250,000 /. for the improvement of the 


Harbour of Galle in Ceylon ; the last-mentioned work has not beap pro- 
ceeded with, and the loan of the amount to be applied thereto is to be 
transferred, under powers of the Harbour of Colombo Loan Act, 1874, to 
the improvement of the Harbour of Colombo in the’same island. The 
harbour’s monies were also authorised by the Limerick Harbour (Com- 
position of Debt) Act, 1867, and Galway Harbour (Composition of Debt) 
Act, 1867, to be applied for advances for the purposes of those Acts 
respectively. 


26 & 27 Vict. c. 70 (1863), and 27 & 28 Vict. c. 104 (1864), (Public 
Works, Manufacturing Districts, Acts)—By these Acts, 1,550,0001., and 
by the 30 Vict. c. 32, further 300,000 /. were authorised to be issued out 
of the Consolidated. Fund for loans by the Public Works Loan Commis- 
sioners, to enable local authorities in the counties of Lancaster, Chester, 


and Derby, to execute works of public utility and-sanitary improvement, 


with a view to the employment of members of the labouring and eee 
turing classes unable to find work during the closing of mills and factories 
by reason of short supplies of cotton at the time of the Civil War in the 
United States of America; the rate of interest was fixed at 34 per cent. 
per annum, and the repayment required to be made, by annual instalments, 
in 30 years. 


“Cattle Diseases Prevention Act, 1866,” and ‘‘ Cattle Diseases Preven- 
tion Amendment Act, 1866” (29 Vict..c. 2, and 29 & 30 Vict. c. 110).— 
These Acts related to contagious or infectious diseases in cattle and other 
animals ; the loans were authorised to be made to local authorities, and 
were to provide for the Cattle Act expenses, including compensation for 
slaughtered cattle ; the security was that of local rates defined in the Acts, 
and the rate of interest was fixed at 34 per cent., and the Treasury to have 
control over the period for repayment. The amount authorised to be 
charged on the Consolidated Fund for the loans was 500,000 /., but only 
290,000 /. were advanced. 


_© Labouring Classes Dwelling Houses Act, 1866” (29 Vict. c. 28).— 
This Act authorises advances by the Public Works Loan Commissioners to 
the local or other authorities defined therein, to any railway company, dock 
or harbour company, or other company, society, or association established 
for the purposes of the Act; or for trading or manufacturing purposes, or 
to private owners of land in fee simple, or for a term of years of which not 
less than 50 years remain unexpired. The purposes are the purchase of 
land and buildings, the erection, alteration, and adaptation of buildings to 
be used as dwellings for the labouring classes, and providing conveniences 
in connection therewith ; no loan by the Commissioners to be made with- 
out the approval of the Lords of the Treasury ; the period for repayment 
not to exceed 40 years, and the repayment, with interest at not less than 
4 per cent. per annum, to be secured either by a mortgage of rates, in the 
case of a local or other authority, or, in other cases, by a mortgage of the 

land 
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land or dwellings, with any other security which might be agreed upon; and 
the money advanced on the security of a mortgage of land or dwellings is 
not to exceed one moiety of their value, to be ascertained to the satisfaction 
of the Commissioners. 

The sum authorised to be charged upon the Consolidated Fund for loans 
for the purposes of the Labouring Classes Dwelling Houses Act was 
250,000 L. 


“The Railway Companies (Ireland) Temporary Advances Act” (29 & 
30 Vict. c. 95).—This Act authorised a charge not exceeding 500,000 /. on 
the Consolidated Fund, to be applied by the Public Works Loan Commis- 
sioners for advances to Irish railway companies to enable them to discharge 
monies temporarily borrowed and actually applied within three months 
before the passing of the Act, in payment of, debentures, or to discharge 
debentures due on the passing of the Act, or within three months after- 
wards, the interest to be at such rate, not less than 4 per cent. per annum, 
as the Treasury might direct (it was ultimately fixed at 5 per cent.), and 
the repayment to be made in a period not exceeding 12 months from the 

gate of advance. The period of repayment was authorised by subsequent 
Acts of Parliament, im 1867 and 1868, to be extended, by the first of such 
Acts for 12 months, and by the second for a further like period. The sum 
advanced in all was 159,356 J. 


- 31 & 32 Vict. c. 81.—Authorised the issue of 320,000 /. for the purpose 
of special advances of 153,000 /. to the Portpatrick Railway Company, and 
166,000 /. to the Belfast and County Down Railway Company, to be applied 


y - in discharge of debts of the said companies of such amounts respectively, 
i and to be repaid within 35 years, with interest at 34 per cent. per 
; annum. 


“ The Elementary Education Acts, 1870 and 1873,” to provide for public 
Elementary Education in England and Wales.—These Acts give power to 
School Boards to borrow, and to the Public Works Loan Commissioners, 
on the recommendation of the Education Department, to lend to such 
School Boards, for the purposes of such Acts, such sums of money as may 
be required to defray any expense incurred or required to be incurred by 
School Boards for those purposes; the security for repayment of the loans, 
within such number of years (not exceeding 50) as may be recommended 

_ by the Education Department, to be the school fund and local rate autho- 
rised by the Acts; and the loans to, bear interest at 33 per cent. per 
annum. 


“ The Education (Scotland) Act, 1872.”—The purposes of this Act, as 
to Scotland, are alike to those of the Elementary Education Acts for England 
and Wales; and like powers of lending, with consent of the Board of Edu- 
cation in Scotland as to number of years for repayment, to the borrowing, 
are given to the Public Works Loan Commissioners by the Act; the rate of 
interest to be 33 per cent., and the security for repayment to be the school 
fund and school rate. 


“The Public Health Act, 1872,” for amending’ the Law relating to 
Public Health.—-This Act contains authority for the Public Works Loan 
~ Commissioners, on the recommendation of the Local Government Board, to 
make any loan to any sanitary authority under the Sanitary Acts to be 
repaid within 30 or 50 years, and to bear interest at 33 per cent. per annum, 
or such other rate as in the judgment of the Treasury might be necessary 
to prevent loss to the Exchequer. The Act further gives power to the 
) Public Works Loan Commissioners to reduce to not less than 34 per cent. 
ai _ the rate of interest on any loan already made by the Commissioners to a 
q sanitary authority. 
Money Acts were passed from. time to time by Parliament, making pro- 
vision for the Board’s advances for the purposes of the Elementary Hduca- 
tion and Sanitary Acts. 


~The foregoing are the principal Acts of Parliament which, down to the end of 
the Session of 1874, have been passed with reference to the powers of the Public 
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Works Loan Commissioners to make advances for the purposes hereinbefore 
mentioned. 


2. Early in the Session of 1875 Her Majesty’s Government introduced into 
the House of Commons two Bills relating to the Acts of Parliament by which 
the proceedings of the: Public Works Loan Commissioners were regulated, the 


one being entitled, “A Bill to amend the Acts relating to Loans for Public : 
Works ;” the other, “ A Bill to consolidate the Acts relating to Loans for Public 
Works.” . 


The two Bills were, after a second reading, referred by the House, on the 
24th May, to a Select Committee who considered the Bills, took evidence thereon, 
which they reported to the House, and pursuant to instruction consolidated the 
two Bills into one Bill, “to consolidate with Amendments the Acts relating to 
Loans for Public Works” ; and the Committee having gone through the said 
Consolidated Bill, and made amendments thereto, obtained leave from the House 
of Commons to make a special Report, which was as follows, viz. :— 


“Your Committee have gone through the Consolidated Bill, and have 
‘‘made amendments therein. 

“They are of opinion that the Commissioners for Public Works Imans 
“should be nominated in the Bill, but they deem it right to leave it to 
“your Honourable House to insert the names. 

“They desire further to report, that having taken evidence as to the 
“ system under which loans have been made by the existing Public Works 
“ Loan Commissioners to local authorities, they are satisfied that the public 
“are greatly indebted to those gentlemen, and especially to their chairman, 
“for the care they have exercised in the administration of the public 
‘moneys which have been placed at their disposal.” 


The Bill passed through both Houses of Parliament, and received the Royal 
Assent on the 13th August 1875. 

The Commissioners appointed for the ‘execution of the Act are 
Thomas M. Weguelin, esq., m.p.; Kirkman D. Hodgson, esq., Mp; ~- 
Paul Butler, esq. (since Pie) Thomson Hankey, esq.,,M-e.

3. Inasmuch as the Public Works Loans Act, 1875, except as therein 
provided in respect of the regulations to be made thereunder, did not come 
into operation until 1st April 1876, it will be understood that, conformably 
to Section 54 of the Act, and save as regards such exception, the transactions 
to which the present Report has reference are those of this Board’s predecessors, 
the Commissioners who acted in execution of the Acts of Parliament repealed 
by the Public Works Loans Act, 1875. 


4. The Appendix A. to this Report contains a statement in detail, made 
out to 31st March 1876, ofthe sums issued to the Public Works Loan Com- 
missioners for the purpose of advances under various Acts of Parliament, 
amounting to 30,582,679 /. 17s. 6d., the sums advanced by them during the 
financial year 1875-76 amounting to 3,320,411 /.; the total payments intothe Bank 
of England in repayment of principal and for interest during the like period 
amounting to 796,159 /. 7s. 11 d., and the balances of principal and interest out- 
standing on 31st March 1876, amounting to 14,715,365 /. 15 s. 2 d., with other 
particulars. 

The number of accounts open in the books of the Department on 31st March 
1875 was 4,049, the number closed during the financial year was 139; number 
of new accounts opened during the like period, 1,328 ; making the total open on 
31st March 1876, 5,238. 


5. A list of the loans the balances of which bee during the last Raanoisl year 
been paid with all interest thereon, and which by such payment have been 
fully discharged, will also be found in a separate statement in Appendix B.

_ Particulars of the above-mentioned loans, of the rate of interest per cent. per 
annum on each, and of the number of years for repayment, are given in the 
Appendix C. 


7. The rate of interest on all the loans advanced under the Elementary Edu- 
eation Acts, 1870 and 1873, and under the Education (Scotland) Act, 1872, is 
33 per cent. per annum, pursuant to the provisions of each of such Acts of 
Parliament respectively, and, as regards the time of repayment of the loans 
- under the Elementary Education Acts, 1870-1873, the Board, except in cases in 
which either the loan has been of very small amount, or the site on which the 
school premises were to be built was held on a lease expiring in less than 50 
years, have acted upon the recommendations of the Education Department as 
to the number of years for which the loan should be advanced. 


The Board have been governed as to the time for repayment of their loans 
under the Education (Scotland Act) 1872 by the several consents of the Board of 
Education, making the borrowing of the loan conditional upon provision for its 
repayment in a given number of years stipulated in each case respectively. 
The Board of Education for Scotland, in their First Annual Report to the Lords 
of Committee of the Privy Council on Education for Scotland, assign as their rea- 
son for not adopting an uniform scale for the term of repayment of loans for the 
borrowing of which they gave their consent, that they found “ that the period 
** of 50 years prescribed as the extreme limit was, in many cases, regarded as if 
“ it were the normal and universal period for repayment of loans, and that this 
“notion tended to encourage extravagant proposals on the part of School 
“ Boards, who naturally were less careful than they otherwise would have been 
** about an outlay on which they would have to pay. altogether (principal and 
‘ interest) only 55 per cent. per annum. 


“The Board, however, were aware that during the discussions on the Educa- 
“tion Act, when the Bill was in Committee, the proposal that the | period 
“for the repayment of loans should be fixed at 30 years met with general 
~ “acceptance, but that it was extended to 50 years solely for the purpose of 
“ meeting such exceptional cases as that of Glasgow, where a very large amount 
“ of school accommodation must be supplied at once. 


“ We determined, therefore, to look at each application for a building loan on 
‘* its own merits, with reference to the rental and other circumstances of the 
“parish or burgh, and we endeavoured to decide equitably on each case as it 
“ presented itself. We could not help considering that under a 50 years’ loan 
“it might happen that the buildings themselves would be worn out, or require 
“* expensive enlargement or repair, before the original cost of them had been 
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“‘naid. And we kept in view the circumstances of localities depending for their 
“ prosperity on minerals which might be exhausted long before the expiry of 
“ 50 years, or on industries which might probably suffer contraction. In the 
“ majority of cases we deemed it inexpedient to allow the payment for school 
“ buildings to be thrown upon the far-off future.” 


g. As regards sanitary loans granted under recommendations by the Local 
Government Board, pursuant to Section 44 of the Public Health Act, 1872, and 
Section 243 of the Public Health Act, 1875, such recommendations (except in 
the case of an application from the Weston-super-Mare Local Board for a loan 
hereinafter adverted to), and the grants of such loans have been confined to 
sanitary purposes (in the ordinary acceptation, in the Board’s opinion, of those 
words), such as water supply, sewerage, disposal of sewage, and the providing of 
hospitals, although the definition in the Public Health Act, 1872, of the words 
“ sanitary purposes” and “ Sanitary Acts” might admit of a far wider interpre- 
tation; but the Public Works Loan Commissioners, in their view of the inten- 
tion of the Legislature, have considered that they should not be justified in 
entertaining applications for loans on the terms authorised by the sections of 
the Acts above referred to except for works strictly conducive to public hegdth, 
and in this view, although it had been questioned, the Lords Commissioners of 
Her Majesty’s Treasury expressed their concurrence. 


9. The loans granted by the Board to Local Boards and other authorities 
under the Public Health and Sanitary Acts, but not under recommendations of 
the Local Government. Board, pursuant to Section 44 of the Public Health Act, 
1872, and Section 243 of the Public Health Act,.1875, have been advanced at 
5 per cent. as the rate of interest, and made repayable by instalments in 20 
years; these terms were required from the applicants in conformity with the 
provisions of the Acts of Parliament from which, antecedently to the Public 
Works Loans Act of last Session, the Public Works Loan Commissioners derived 
their power so far as relates to loans other than such as are authorised by 
special Acts making special provision in respect of rate of interest and time of 
repayment; the requirement of 5 per cent. as the rate of mterest and of repay- 
ment within 20 years, may serve to explain the circumstance of the above- 


mentioned loans haying been of small amount and few in number. In addition | 


to the loans, the applications for which were thus entertained, the local Board 
of Weston-super-Mare applied in the month of August last for a loan of the 
sum of 1,111/., for erection of slaughterhouses under recommendation of the 
Local Government Board to this Board (pursuant to the 44th section of 
the Public Health Act, 1872) to lend that sum to the local Board for the pur- 
pose above mentioned at 35 per cent. as the rate of interest, and repayable 
within a period not exceeding 30 years; but in view of a communication 
received from the Lords Commissioners of Her Majesty’s Treasury, to the effect 
that in their Lordships’ judgment the application referred to should be looked 
at under the 10th and 11th sections of the Public Works Loans Act, 1875, and 
that if the Public Works Loan Commissioners decided not to treat it as one 
that fell under a special Act, the proper rate of interest would be 5 per cent. per 
annum, the Commissioners being of opinion that loans of public money to 
defray the cost of erecting slaughterhouses ought not to be advanced at the 
exceptionally low rate of interest authorised by Section 44 of the Public Health 
Act, 1872, informed the Weston-super-Mare Local Board that if a loan were 
granted to them for the purpose of erection of a slaughterhouse, the rate of 
interest would be 5 per cent. per annum, and the repayment of the principal 
would be required to be made by annual instalments within a period not 
exceeding 20 years; and the Local Government Board were made acquainted 
by the Public Works Loans Commissioners with their decision as having been 
communicated to the Local Board; the Local Board have not proceeded with 
their application for the loan. aie: Le ; 

The Public Works Loan Commissioners were in the above case strengthened 
in their opinion by the circumstance of the feasibility of slaughterhouses being 
made a source of profit by the levying of tolls or dues for their use, and further 
by the statutory enactment, 38 & 39 Vict. c. 74, in the last Session of Parlia- 
ment, specially excluding slaughterhouses from the purposes for which that 
Act was passed, viz., to enable. this Board to make loans to sanitary authorities 
in Scotland; the intention of Parliament in respect of such exclusion is evinced 


by 
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by Section 2 of that Act defining what parts of the General Police and Im- 
provement ( Scotland) Act, 1862, shall be comprised in the expression “ Sani- 
tary Acts ;” in that Section the Parts 4 and 6 of the Act of 1862 referred to 
are included, so far as regards certain sections, but Part 5, relating to slaughter- 


houses, is entirely omitted. 


10. A question, alike in some respects to the foregoing, arose between the 
Local Government Board and the Public Works Loan Commissioners with refe- 
rence to applications for loans for baths and wash-houses being brought under 
the operation of the 243rd section of the Public Health Act, 1875 ; the opinion 
of the Commissioners was in the first instance adverse to this being done, the 
case being regarded by them as having an analogy with cases of loans for 
slaughterhouses, so far as it was affected by the practicability of baths and 
wash-houses being made self-supporting by payment for using them, and differ- 
ing in such respect from such works as sewerage and water supply, the cost of 
which is defrayed by rates; but upon a representation from the Local Govern- 
ment Board that the charges which sanitary authorities are empowered to make 
for the use of public baths and wash-houses are limited to very small amounts, 
whiels would not render these institutions remunerative, this Board withdrew 
their objections to granting such loans as those referred to under Section 243 


of the Public Health Act of 1875. 


11. The loans granted to borrowing authorities in Scotland, other than loans 
applied for under the Education (Scotland) Act and Harbours and Passing Tolls 
Act, 1861, have been of an unimportant character, except in the cases of two 
loans to the commissioners of police for the Burgh of Inverness ; the police 
commissioners were authorised by the Inverness Water and Gas Act, 1875, to 
purchase the undertaking of the Inverness Gas and Water Company, and to 
supply the burgh and places adjacent with water and gas, and the first of the 
two loans referred to, viz., of 35,000 /., was granted for the latter of these pur- 
poses ; the second, of 41,000 /., was for the purpose of water supply, and was 
granted upon the recommendation of the Board of Supervision for Relief of the 
Poor in Scotland, and with the consent of the Lords Commissioners of Her 
Majesty’s Treasury, pursuant to the Act 38 & 39 Vict. c. 74, which will be here- 
inafter referred to. Vide paragraph No. 22. 


12. There have been no more than nine loans granted to Burial Boards during 
the last financial year, but the number may be expected to increase, as upwards 
of 20 years have elapsed since the Burials Acts made the provision of burial 
grounds obligatory, and additional space for places of burial has now in many 
cases become necessary. 


13. Loans from time to time have continued throughout the year to be 
granted by the Board under the Poor Law Amendment Acts, but the rate of 
interest provided by Statute to be required by the Public Works Loan Commis- 
sioners for loans not made under special Acts authorising special rates of interest 
being 5 per cent., it is assumed, as the amount applied for on the whole is small, 
that the guardians of the poor, in cases in which they have not resorted to this 
Board, have succeeded in obtaining advances from private lenders on more 
favourable terms. | 


14. Only two loans have been granted by the Commissioners during the year 
ended 31st March 1876, under the Labouring Classes’ Dwelling Houses Act, 1866, 
one of 9,000/. to the Improved Industrial Dwellings Company, Limited, in 
Coburg-row, Tothill-fields, Westminster, for buildings to contain 108 separate 
dwellings ; and the other of 5,000/. to the Cardiff Workmen’s Cottage Com- 
pany, Limited, towards the erection of 51 houses for workmen on property in 
the parish of Roath, county of Monmouth, held on lease from the trustees of 
the Marquis of Bute for 99 years. 

15. The loan of 125,000/., under the classification “ Canals, Rivers, and 
Drainage” in the Appendix A. to this Report, was granted by the Board for 
certain of the important purposes for which “The South Staffordshire Mines 
Drainage Act, 1873,” was passed. The Act recites that there are within the 


- portion of South Staffordshire and East Worcestershire, known as the-South 
Staffordshire coal field, large mines of coal, ironstone, and other minerals, some 


of which mines are already so flooded with water as to prevent the working 
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thereot, whilst the working of others is impeded and rendered more costly by 
the flow of water into them, either immediately from the surface, or from other 
mines, or by percolation, and large bodies of water are now collected, and are 
increasing in exhausted and abandoned mines, the irruption of which water 
into existing workings would not only prevent their being continued, but is 
stated to have been and likely to be destructive to human life; the object of 
the Act is to remedy the existing mischief, and to prevent its recurrence by 
provision, inter alia, for the purpose of disposing of the surface water falling or 
flowing into or pumped from the mines within the limits of the Act in such 
manner that it shall not find its way into the mines within those limits; it is 
with the foregoing object in view that the loan referred to has been granted by 
the Public Works Loan Commissioners for the purpose of aiding in conserva- 
tion of the rivers and streams flowing through the drainage area, and for 
carrying out such other works as will also conduce to prevention of the flow of 
water into the mines; the security for repayment of the loan in 20 years, with 
interest at the rate of 5 per cent. per annum, is a mortgage of the annual 
general drainage rate to be assessed in respect of all minerals gotten from mines 
within the drainage area under the provisions of the 36 & 37 Vict. c. 150. 


16. Loans under the Harbours and Passing Tolls Act, 1861, have been 
granted by the Commissioners in the course of the year 1875-1876 for harbour 
works at Fraserburgh in the county of Aberdeen, and at Douglas Bay, in the 
Isle of Man. . 

The amount of the loan granted to the commissioners of the harbour of 
Fraserburgh is 60,000 /., and the loan is to serve for the execution of works for 
the improvement and extension of existing harbour accommodation, consisting 


of contiguous inclosures of foreshore, known respectively as the North and 


South Harbours (which were constructed under the powers of an Act of Parlia- 
ment of 1818), and the Balaclava Harbour (constructed under powers of an Act 
of 1839), the South Harbour being the only one wherein vessels, at the time of 
application for the loan, would be in safety in bad weather; the works of 
improvement consist mainly of the widening of the Balaclava Pier, and the ex- 
tension of its eastern arm for the purpose of covering the harbour entrances at 
points at which they have been seriously exposed, but at which, on completion 
of the works, they will be fully protected. The importance of the Balaclava 
Harbour may be estimated by its area being 14 acres, whilst the areas of the 
North and South Harbours are only 34 and 5 acres respectively ; both the 
latter are dry or nearly dry at low water of spring tides, but the intended ex- 
tension of the Balaclava Pier will cover from the north and north-east an area 
of about nine acres of water from one to two fathoms deep at low water, and the 
rise and fall at spring tides is 12 feet 6 inches; the work, therefore, will be of 
great service for purposes of safety to the boats employed in the herring fishery, 
the number of which in the last season was 626, the fishery forming the chief 
industry of Fraserburgh ; safe berthage for one or two steamers of some size 
alongside of the pier will also be provided, and the depth of the entrance and of 
other parts of the harbour is to be increased. Mr. A. M. Rendel, c.z., who 
was employed by the Board to investigate the design of the proposed works and 
their sufficiency for the purpose which they were intended to serve, repurted 
favourably upon them, subject to certain modifications which the harbour com- 
missioners have: adopted, and the works are now in progress. 

The loan for Harbour Works, in the Bay of Douglas (Isle of Man) was of the 
amount of 10,000 /., and is to serve for an extension, in a north-easterly direc- 
tion, of the Battery Pier, a length of 550 feet (or thereabouts). of which has been 
already constructed by the aid of other loans previously advanced by this Board. 
In the Report of the Royal Commissioners appointed in August 1858, to com- 
plete the inquiry in the terms recommended in the Report of the Select Com- 
mittee of the House of Commons on Harbours of Refuge in the same year, it 
was stated that Douglas was the place of the greatest trade and importance in 
the island, and that the then existing harbour was not only insufficient in extent, 
but was exposed, and often dangerous; the Royal Commissioners therefore 
recommended the construction, in the small bay outside the port, of a refuge 
harbour sufficient in area to meet the requirements of the passing trade, to afford 
security for passenger traffic and postal communication, and to give the neces- 
sary shelter for the fishing’ boats, the island being the focus of a large herring 


fishery

fishery, and resorted to by boats from the west coast of Scotland, from Ireland, 
and from the coast of Cornwall. - . 


17. By the Harbour of Colombo Loan Act, 1874, the Public Works Loan 
Commissioners were empowered, out of any moneys at their disposal for the 
purpose of loans for harbours, to advance from time to time to the Government 
of the Colony of Ceylon, on the security of the general revenue of that colony, 
a sum or sums not exceeding in the whole 250,000 /.; to be applied by the said 
Government in improving the harbour of Colombo, the cost of which improve- 
ments is estimated at upwards of 600,000 /.; and the fourth section of the Act 
requires that no advance should be made in pursuance of the Act until the 
Governor and Legislative Council of the colony should have made an Ordinance 
providing, znter alia, to the satisfaction of the Lords Commissioners of Her 
Majesty's Treasury for raising, either by taxation or by loan on the credit of the 
revenue of the colony, such further sums as might be required for completing 
the said improvements ; an Ordinance to such effect having been made by the 
Governor, with the advice and consent of the Legislative Council of the colony, 
and having been approved by the Lords of the Treasury, the Public Works 
Loan Commissioners have entertained the application for a sum of 50,000 /. by 

_ way of loan, for the purposes mentioned, as a first advance. 


18. Under the Act 31 & 32 Vict. c. 81, in consideration of the circumstances 
recited in the preamble thereof, authority was given to the Portpatrick Railway 
Company to borrow, and to the Public Works Loan Commissioners to lend, to 
the Company, under direction and with the consent of the Commissioners of Her 
Majesty’s Treasury, an amount not exceeding in the whole 153,000/., to be 
applied, so far as might be requisite, to discharge all then existing debts of the 
company, and the balance of such above-mentioned amount to be applied by the 
company for the general purposes of their undertaking. The Public Works 
Loan Commissioners, antecedently to the commencement of the financial year 
1875-1876, had made advances to the railway company, pursuant to the Act 
above referred to, amounting in all to the sum of 109,191 /.; and during the 
above-mentioned year they granted to the company a loan of a further sum of 
3,750 /., for the purpose of discharging debentures of the company of such last- 
mentioned amount. 


19. A list of the applications for loans which the Commissioners during the 
last financial year refused to grant, is given in Appendix D.; and further, 
with reference to an application from the Harbour Board of Sligo for a loan of 

- 20,000 /., which the Commissioners had in 1874 declined to entertain under the 
Harbours and Passing Tolls, &c. Act, 1861, the Commissioners received, in April 
1875, a letter from the Chief Secretary for Ireland on the subject of that appli- 
cation. The Chief Secretary referred in his letter to previous: correspondence, 
in the course of which his attention had been called by the Public Works Loan 
Commissioners to the Parliamentary Papers, No. 512, of the Session of 1871, 
and No. 100, of the Session of 1872, as setting forth the principle adopted by 
the Commissioners of declining to entertain applications on the terms autho- 
rised by the Harbours and Passing Tolls Act, for loans for the execution of 
works of harbour improvement for purposes of trade, and of confining their 
grants of loans under that Act to the purposes of works calculated to serve for 
refuge and shelter, and thereby to be conducive to the safety of life and pro- 
perty. The Chief Secretary, notwithstanding the grounds for the policy thus 
adopted by the Commissioners, which are shown forth in the correspondence 
contained in the Parliamentary Papers above referred to, submitted that, with 
the exception that loans on the favourable terms authorised by the Harbours 
Act are not to be granted to companies or individuals erecting piers, or for 
pleasure traffic, with-a view to their own pecuniary benefit, the several cases 
referred to in the Parliamentary Papers pointed (as he appreciated them) 
to no definite principle. and rather indicated the exercise of discretion, accord- 
ing to the exigencies of each particular case; and as the proposed works at 
Sligo were in his opinion much required for the general development of com- 
merce and trade, and appeared to him to be strictly within the scope of the 
Harbours and Passing Tolls Act, according to the interpretation given by that 
Act to the words “ harbour” and “ shipping purposes,’ he expressed a confi- 
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dent hope that the Public Works Loan Board would reconsider their decision. 
The reply made by the Commissioners to the Chief Secretary for Ireland was to 
the effect that on further reference to the printed correspondence, it would be 
seen that the Public Works Loan Commissioners had very clearly drawn a line 
dividing the works authorised by the Harbours and Passing Tolls Act for pur- 
poses of refuge and shelter from those of such other shipping purposes as are 
onlv subservient to the convenience of trade, and that it would be an infringe- 


ment of the principle which, in drawing this line, they had long established, if 


they were to grant a loan for works at Sligo Harbour, whicha, by the Chief 
Secretary’s own letter, were avowedly described as being for the development of 
commerce and trade. The Board, thus differing in opinion from the Chief 
Secretary for Ireland, declined to depart from their resolution to refuse to grant 
the loan applied for. 


20. The Corporation of Dublin, under the powers of the Acts 33 & 34 
Vict. c. 106, and 34 & 35 Vict. c. 128 (Local), made application to the Public 
Works Loan Commissioners in October 1871 for a loan of 350,000 1. for the 
execution of works for the drainage of Dublin and purification of the River 
Liffey, but, pending the investigation of the application, the above-mentioned 
amount was ascertained to be insufficient to defray the cost of the works, and 
for this and other reasons the application was not at that time proceeded with; 
negotiations were subsequently enteredinto by the Corporation with Her Majesty’s 
Government upon the subject of such insufficiency, and a further Act, 38 & 39 
Vict. c. 95, was passed, increasing to 500,000 /., the amount which the Public 
Works Loan Commissioners were authorised to lend for the purposes mentioned ; 
and providing, iter alia, that no advance should’ be made by them until the 
Corporation should have given such additional security for repayment as the 
Commissioners might deem necessary ; upon the application being renewed by 
the Corporation for a loan of the increased sum authorised by the Act to be 
advanced, the answers to queries sent by the, Public Works Loan Board to 
the Corporation, disclosed that the amount required to be raised by assessments 
already involved the levying of unusually high rates upon the valuation set 
forth for assessment within the existing limits of the area rateable for repay- 
ment of the proposed loan, wherefore the security of a further rate upon the 
property within such limitsappeared unsatisfactory, and the Board were of opinion 
that the additional security contemplated by the 38 & 39 Vict.c. 95, s. 1, became 
necessary; no such additional security has been proposed. 


21. The Waterford, New Ross, and Wexford Junction Railway Company, in 
virtue of borrowing powers conferred upon them by an Act of Parliament, by 
which they were incorporated in 1866, obtained from the Public Works Loan 
Commissioners, under provisions of the Acts of Parliament by which the Com- 
missioners’ proceedings are regulated, the advance of sums of money by way of 
loan amounting in all to 60,000 J. for the purpose of putting into working order 
a line of railway from Bagenalstown, in the county of Carlow, to Ballywilliam, 
in the county of Wexford, and further, for aiding in the construction of a pro- 
longation of the line to Ballyhoge at a point at or near the Dublin, Wicklow, 
and Wexford Railway, and of a branch line of railway to New Ross on the 
River Barrow, which branch line has not been proceeded with; the 35 miles of 
railway from Bagenalstown to Ballyhoge have been completed, but the company 
having failed, from insufficiency of the receipts from the traffic, to make due 


payment of the instalments.of principal and interest as they accrued due, in. 
accordance with the securities for the several advances, the Commissioners, in’ 


the exercise of their powers as mortgagees, took possession of the railway and 
undertaking in April 1875, and brought the property to sale by auction, in the 
month of July following ; the property was bought in by the Commissioners at 
the auction, there being no sufficient bidding to redeem the debt ; and by subse- 
quent private negotiation it has been agreed to be sold for the sum of 40,000 J. to 
the Great Southern and Western (of Ireland) Railway Company, and Dublin, 
Wicklow, and Wexford Railway Company, as on and from the Ist March of 
the present year, which agreement stands to be carried out upon Parliamentary 
power being obtained for the two purchasing companies to complete the 
purchase ; a Bill to enable them to do this is now before Parliament. 


22. The Public General Acts of Parliament (apart from the Public Works 
Loans 
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Loans Act, 1875) which were passed during the thst Perion and affect the 
Public Works Loan Commissioners, are as follows, viz. 


“The Artizans’ and Labourers’ Dwellings ralphch ey FS7.3;. 
(38 & 39 Vict. c. 36) for facilitating the improvement of the dwellings of 
the working classes in large towns.—The 22nd section gives power to local 
authorities described in the Act, to borrow money for the purposes thereof, 
and empowers the Public Works Loan Commissioners, with the consent of 
the Treasury, on the recommendation of the confirming authority, defined by 
Section 6, to lend such money to any such local authority, on the security, 
in the case of the Metropolitan Board of Works, of Consolidated Stock, 
created under the Metropolitan Board of Works (Loans) Act, and in 
any other case on the security of local rates, such loans to be repaid 
within a period not exceeding 50 years, and to bear interest at the rate of 
34 per cent. per annum, or such higher rate as may, in the judgment of the 
Lords Commissioners of Her Majesty’s Treasury, be necessary to pepanle the 
loans to be made without loss to the Exchequer. 


“The Artizans’ and Labourers’ Dwellings Improvement (Scotland) 
“Act, 1875” (38 & 39 Vict. c. 49), for facilitating the improvement of the 
dwellings of the working classes in Scotland.—The 21st Section of 
this Act contains powers in respect of loans by the Public Works Loan 
Commissioners for the purposes thereof alike, so far as applicable to Scot- 
} land, to the last above-mentioned Act 38 & 39 Vict. c..36. 


“The Public Health Act, 1875” (38 & 39 Vict. c. 55), for consolidating 
and amending the Acts relating to public health in England.—The Act, by 
_ Sections 242, 243 gives power to the Public Works Loan Commissioners, 
if they see fit, to make loans to local authorities, as described in Sections 
4, 6, and 9, upon their application, for any of the purposes of the Act, on 
the security of any fund or rate applicable thereto ; and any such loan may, 
on the recommendation of the Local Government Board, be made repayable 
within a period not exceeding 50 years, and bear interest at the rate of 33 
per cent. per annum, or such other rate as may, in the judgment of the Com- 
missioners of Her Majesty’s Treasury, be necessary to enable the loan to be 
made without loss to the Exchequer. 

Section 243 contains a proviso that in the case of a loan made before 
the passing of the Public Health Act, 1872, to any local authority under 
the Sanitary Acts, the Public Works Loan Commissioners may reduce 
the rate of interest payable thereon to not less than 34 per cent. per annum. 

__ The course which the Public Works Loan Board have taken in consider- 
ing applications for loans under this Act has been adverted to in paragraphs ' 
5, 6, and 7 of this Report, and in the cases of applications for reduction of 
the rate of interest on loans made by them antecedently to the passing of 
the Act of 1872, they have stated that it is not their practice to vary the 
terms of the securities upon which their loans have been advanced. 


“The Public Works Loans (Money) Act, 1875” (38 & 39 Vict. c. 58).— 
This Act empowers the Commissioners of Her Majesty’s Treasury to issue 
to the Commissioners for the Reduction of the National Debt, for the pur- 
poses of loans by the Public Works Loan Commissioners, any sums of 
money not exceeding in the whole 3,000,000 /., such sums not to be issued 
after the expiration of the three months next following the end of the 
financial year 1875-1876, or after any earlier date at which a further Act 
authorising the issue of money for such loans comes into operation. 


_ “The Public Health (Scotland) Act, 1867, Amendment Act, 1875” (38 & 
39 Vict. c. 74).—This Act, in respect of loans for sanitary purposes in Scot- 
land, gives powers to the Public Works Loan Commissioners analogous to 
~ those contained in the Public Health Act, 1872, for loans under that Act in 
England, subject to such loans under the first- mentioned Act being made 
on with tle consent of the Commissioners of the Treasury on the recommen- 
dation of the Board of Supervision for Relief of the Poor in Scotland. 
~The Lords Commissioners of Her Majesty’s Treasury have approved of 
loans being made by the Public Works Loan Board under the 38 & 39 
‘Vict. c. 74, for purposes of a nature purely sanitary in the ordinary accepta- 
tion of that ven on the same terms as to rate of interest and time of 
ag. B4 repayment 
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repayment as those which have been made applicable to loans under the 
Public Health Act, 1872, viz. : 
Rate of interest, 33 per cent., for loans repayable within 30 years. 
Rate of interest, 32 per cent., for loans repayable in a period exceed- 
ing 30 but within 40 years. 
Rate of interest, 4 per cent., for loans repayable in a period exceeding 
40 but within 50 years. 


“The Local Loans Act, 1875” (38 & 39 Vict. c. 83), to amend the law 
relating to securities for loans contracted by local’ authorities.—The 
Local loans Act, 1875, after providing for the creation and issue by local 
authorities of debentures, debenture stock, and annuity certificates, as 
described in the Act, enacts by Section 28, that when thé Public Works 
Loan Commissioners are authorised to grant any loan to a local authority 
under any Act, and are satisfied with the sufficiency of the rates or other 
property on which such loan is charged to defray the loan, they may, not- 
withstanding anything contained in any other Act of Parliament, take 
debentures, debenture stock, or annuity certificates, under the Local Loans 
Act, 1875, as a security for such loan. 49 


“The Sanitary Law (Dublin) Amendment Act, 1875” (38 & 39 Vict. 
c. 95), to amend the Act 33 & 34 Vict. c. 106.—This Act contains power 
for the Public Works Loan Commissioners to lend 500,000 /. instead of 
350,000 2. to the Town Council of the City of Dublin, subject, as enacted 
in Section 1, for works for purification of the River Liffey and main 
drainage of the city, and provides for repayment of any advance of such 
loan within a period not exceeding 50 years, with interest at the rate of 
33 per cent. per annum, or at such other rate as in the judgment of the 
Commissioners of Her Majesty's Treasury shall be necessary to prevent 
any loss to the Exchequer. 

The circumstances relating to the application of the Corporation of 
Dublin for a loan of the above-mentioned sum of 500,000 /., have been set 
forth in paragraph No. 20 of this Report. ~~ 


23. A correspondence arose in the month of December last between Mr. 
Joseph H. Warner, counsel to the Chairman of Committees of the House of 
Lords, and the Public Works Loan Board, on certain questions relating to the 
Public Works Loans Act of last Session ; the questions raised had reference to 
the priorities of the securities of the Public Works Loan Commissioners and 
the powers conferred upon them for enforcing the repayment of their loans, the 
priorities and powers being inconsistent with, and at variance with, the rights 
and powers which ordinary statutory mortgagees possess under the private Acts 
of Parliament relating to the borrowers ; it was therefore proposed on the part 
of the Chairman of the Committees that, whenever a private Bill authorised 
a public body to borrow for a purpose for which the Public Works Loan 
Commissioners were enabled by the Act of last Session. to lend, that such Bill 
should expressly negative the sections of the Public Works Loans Act, 1875, 
which relate to the priorities and power of the Commissioners under their 
securities. 

The Public Works Loan Commissioners being of opinion that the Legislature 
intended that they should have the priorities and the special powers referred to, 
and that such priorities and powers ought not to be varied by a private Bill, 


referred the correspondence to the Lords Commissioners of Her Majesty’s — 


Treasury for such directions as they might think proper to give in respect 
thereof. 


24. The 13th section of the Public Works Loans Act of last Session requires, 
with a view to the passing cf an annual Act of Parliament to provide money for 
the purpose of loans by the Public Works Loan Commissioners, that every 
intending borrower shall send to the Commissioners on or before the 31st day 
of December in every year a statement of the new loan, or instalments of a loan 
already granted, which the sender would probably apply to borrow during the 
ensuing financial year ; the Board, for the sake of ensuring uniformity, as far as 
possible, in the statements to be furnished, caused a form to be prepared, 
to be filled in by each of the intending borrowers who notified that they should 
probably apply for a loan, and the Board transmitted prints of such form, ante- 

| cedently 
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cedently to. 31st December last, to each of such intending borrowers respec- 
tively: an Abstract of the statements furnished was forwarded to the Treasury, 
and ‘shows the amount which appeared by the several Returns made as 
intended to be applied for by way of loan; the Abstract further exhibits the 
' amount estimated as likely to be required in the course of the first three 
months of 1876, and the further amount which would be required during the 
present financial year, distinguishing the purposes for which the several appli- 
cations would be made. 

The total sum of which the Commissioners received notice as being probably 
required before the end of the present financial year, amounted to 9,893,459/. 

A communication was received subsequently to the 31st December from the 
Crown Agents’ for the Colonies, to the effect that the sum which during 
the financial year 1876-77 would be required in respect of the loan for the 
harbour works at Colombo would be 75,000/., which is included in the above 
amount. 


25. The Loan Commissioners, pursuant to Sections 41 and 54 of the Public 
Works Loans Act, 1875, made regulations for carrying such Act into effect, as 
follows :— ‘ 


(1.) All words used in these regulations shall have the same meaning as is 
assigned to them by the Public Works Loans Act, 1875, which Act is herein- 
after referred to as “the Act.” 


(2.) The Loan Commissioners shall elect a chairman and deputy chairman ; 
and three Commissioners shall form a quorum. 


(3.) If at any meeting the chairman is not present, the deputy chairman shall 
be the chairman of the meeting, and if neither the chairman nor the deputy 
chairman be present, then the Commissioners present shall choose one of their 
number to be the chairman of such meeting. 


(4.) Meetings of the Commissioners shall be held as often as the business to 
be transacted may be found to require, and shall be convened by notice from 
the secretary. 


(5.) All questions arising at any meeting shall be decided by a majority of 
votes, and in case of an equality of votes, the chairman shall have a second or 
casting vote. ee 

(6.) A book to be cailed the Minute Book shall be kept, in which applications 
for loans, and minutes of the proceedings, and resolutions of the Commissioners 
shall be recorded ; and such other books shall be kept as the Commissioners 
may think necessary. 

(7.) The fees or sums to be paid by the applicants in respect of loans on rates,

Where a loan is advanced by instalments secured by.one deed, an additional 
fee of 31. 3s. shall be paid on account of each advance after the first. 

In addition to the above, the applicants shall pay all disbursements incurred 
by the Loan Commissioners in respect of their several applications. 

In cases of all business not being a loan on rate, the sums payable shall be fixed 
by the Commissioners, regard being had to each particular case. | 


 (8.) When the Loan Commissioners shall have determined upon any amount 
of money to be advanced by way of loan pursuant to Section 9 of the Act, the 
said Commissioners, or any three or more of them, shall forthwith certify such 
amount to. the Commissioners for the Reduction of the National Debt for the 
time being, and at the foot of every such certificate the secretary shall state the 
name or names of the person or persons by whom every such certificate is to be 
presented to the said Commissioners for the Reduction of the National Debt, 
and upon every such certificate being lodged for seven clear days at the office 
of the said Commissioners for the Reduction of the National Debt, the Comp-

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troller General, or other proper officer of the said Commissioners, shall sign an | 
order appended to such certificate for the payment of the sum mentioned 
therein to the person or persons named at the foot of the certificate, or to one 
of such persons, which order shall be addressed to the cashiers of the Governor 
and Company of the Bank of England; and the signatures of such person 
or persons, jointly or severally, shall be a sufficient discharge to the said Com- 
missioners for the Reduction of the National Debt and to the said Governor and 
Company respectively, provided the total amount directed to be paid by such 
certificate or certificates respectively shall not at any time exceed the amount 
for the time being standing to the credit of the account referred to in Section 16 
of the Act. 


(9.) Upon delivery to the borrower or his nominee of the certificate referred 
to in the last preceding regulation, such borrower or nominee shall pay at the 
office of the Loan Commissioners the amount of the fees referred to in Regula- 
tion No. 7 as payable on any loan or instalment of a loan for which such certi- 
ficate shall have been issued, together with the amount of stamp duty thereon ; 
and the further amount, if any, of disbursements in respect thereof, and the 
receipt for any such amounts,:shall be signed by the officer in charge of the 
accounts, or, in his absence, by such person as may be nominated by the secre- 
tary. 

(10.) All moneys payable towards the discharge of advances made by the 
Loan Commissioners, ahd in payment of interest thereon, shall be paid by the 
borrower or his agent into the Bank of England to the credit of “The Publie | 
Works Loans Account,” being the account directed by the Treasury under 
Section 43 ; and such payments shall be made under authority to be obtained at 
the office of the Loan Commissioners empowering the Bank of England to 
receive the sum therein mentioned, and the receipt of the Bank of England for | 
such payment shall be obtained at the office of the Loan Commissioners on the 
succeeding day. ie 


(11.) Any receipt required to be given by or on behalf of the Loan Commis- 
sioners (other than for money paid into the Bank of England under Regulation 
No. 10, and for sums payable under Regulation No. 9), and. any receipt and 
further discharge, if any, to be given when all money due under a mortgage 
has been fully paid, shall be so given by the secretary. 


(12.). Any notice required by Section 23 of the Act to be published, shall be 
published once in a local paper circulating in the district where the rate is 
intended to be levied. 


(13.) All documents of the Loan Commissioners not required to be signed by 
them shall, if purporting to be signed by the secretary, be deemed, until the 
contrary is proved, to be made or issued by the Loan Commissioners, and all 
directions given, or acts done by the secretary, shall be deemed, until the con- 
trary is proved, to be given or done by the Loan Commissioners; and all docu- 
ments may be proved by the production of a copy or extract purporting to be 
signed by the secretary to be true. 

For the purposes of this regulation no proof shall be required of the hand- 
writing or official position of the person purporting to be the secretary. 


- (14.) The Loan Commissioners, regard being had to Section 36.of the Act, 
shall whenever they advance a loan on the security of a rate, inform the Local 
Government Board of such advance having been made and of the purposes 
thereof. 


(15.) The Loan Commissioners shall cause to be prepared an annual state- 
ment, to the 31st of March in each year, of the amounts issued to them for the 
purpose of making advances by way of loan under various Acts, the amounts 
advanced by them, the amounts paid into the Exchequer in repayment of such 
advances and for interest thereon, and the balances outstanding, and such state- 
ment shall be included in the Annual Report referred to in Section 5, Sub- 
section 3. - 


_ (16.) To enable intending borrowers to make the statement referred to in 
Section 13 of the Act, the Loan Commissioners shall cause a form of state- 
ment to be prepared and issued to such intending borrowers on their written 

notification 
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notification of intention to borrow, which form, duly filled up, must be returned 
to the Loan Commissioners on or before 31st December in each year. 

The Loan Commissioners may, provided such notification be received at their 
office on or before the said 31st December, extend the period for return of such 
form of statement to any day not later than the 14th January in each year. 


(17.) The assistant secretary of the Loan Commissioners shall, under their 
directions, be competent to perform any act authorised by the above Regulations 
to be performed by the secretary.

Under the powers given to us by the “ Public Health (Ireland) Act, 1874,” we have 
continued to receive applications on the recommendation of the Local Government 
Board for Loans to be applied to sanitary improvements, viz., for the supply of water 
and for sewerage and drainage works within any constituted sanitary district. These 
loans may be repaid by half yearly instalments within any period under thirty years, at 
3 per cent. interest, if over thirty and not exceeding forty years 33 per cent. and for 
any period over forty and not exceeding fifty years at 4 per cent., according to the 
amount of the assessable value of the districts to be charged. eS 

With the object of suiting the convenience of the localities, the repayments may either 
be made by equal instalments of principal and interest extending over the entire term, 
or by equal instalments of principal with consequent diminishing payments in respect of 
interest. a 

During the past year Loans have been made for the supply of wat>r to 14 districts, 
amounting to £68,900, and to 7 districts for sewerage and drainage works to the extent 
of £27,443, The total sanctions under the Act being £96,343, compared with £54,200 
for the previous year. ‘The above figures include advances to the following important

44, &., to make 
advances for the purpose of erecting Labourers’ Dwellings in towns. The repayment 
of these Loans may be extended over a period of forty years, during which time an_ 
annuity of £5 Os. 8d. per cent. discharges the debt including interest, at 4 per cent.

The sum of £88,700 has been allocated under the Land te to assist tenant farmers 
to purchase their holdings, since our last Report, which is also in excess of the previous 
year’s transactions when the sum was £54,288. 

Since the passing of the Actin 1870, 456 tenants have purchased their farms, and have 
thus become proprietors to the extent of 29,967 acres, at a total cost of £476,002 including 
£281,752 advanced by us. The annual rent paid in respect of these holdings was 
£19,327, against which the annual rentcharge payable to the Government for thirty-five 
years will be £14,087. 


ADVANCES AND REPAYMENTS. 


The total Loan advances during the year amount to £312,952, against £285,437 of 
the previous year, and the repayments including interest to £156,612, against LIAL, 495.

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~The repayments received from so large.a number of borrowers, comprising 5,700 — 
charges payable by half-yearly instalments, continue with comparatively few exceptions — 
to be made with punctuality. The Labourers’ Dwellings and Public Health Loans, having — 
28 charges, the Glebe Loans 259, and the Land Act 456, again close the year without 
having a single instalment in arrear. The Land Improvement Service, with about 2,800 — 
open accounts, shows only 17 proprietors in default ; and the Arterial Drainage, 104 out — 
of 2,144 proprietors making repayments. By their default this last class incur a penalty 4 
of 5 per cent. on the amounts over due, which amply repays any loss to the Exchequer ~ 
by these deferred payments. } a 

Of the total outstanding charges (5,700), at least 5,600 are repaid by way of annuity — 
half-yearly. The amount received in the year in respect of these have again, under your 
Lordships’ instructions, been divided into principal and interest, im furtherance of the — 
object of the Budget, statement for the year 1874-5, viz.; that the interest received shall — 
be applied in aid of income..In the investigation made »for this purpose it was ascer- 
tained. that the whole. amount received and paid to Her Majesty's. Exchequer was —

The Land Improvement Loans repayments which, during the previous five years have — 
been diminishing in amount in consequence of the expiry of the rentcharges on the large 
‘advances amounting to £1,300,000 made between the years 1847 and 1852, show that © 
the limit of this declension was reached in 1874-75, when the amount of the recoveries 
had fallen to £69,684 from £111,348 in 1870-71. ; m4 

The amount repaid during the last twelve months is £73,352, or £3,668 in excess of 
last year, and at the present rate of advances, this progress will continue. The Loans 
which have been finally paid off on the service, now amount to £1,332,918, repre- 
senting an annual rentcharge of £86,638. 2 

The Public Works and Land Act Loans repayments are also £9,187 and £2,263 
greater, which in both cases is due to the larger advances which we have been called on 
to make under various Acts of Parliament in recent years. 


Irish Repropuctive Loan Funp. 


In the observations we addressed to your Lordships on this service last year, it was 
stated that. the Fund, which consisted of £42,061—3 per, cent. consols, and £974 cash, 
had been vested in us in trust on account of ten counties by the Act 37 & 38 Vic., c. 86, 
to make Loans for Fishery and other purposes, including instructions in agricultural 
science, which cannot be provided for by local rates or assessments. 

The rules approved by the Lord Lieutenant under the 10th section of the Act, authorize 
us to make Loans from £5 to £500, at 24 per cent. interest, to be repaid within a term of 
years not exceeding ten, and direct that a bond shall be taken in each ease conditional on 
the due application of the advance to the purpose for which it is made. 
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We beg now to show in the following statement an analysis of the transactions under 


each of the ten counties for the year ended 31st March last, having in a former statement 
| which. has been laid before Parliament, as directed by the 12th section ‘of the Act,’ 
given some of these particulars up to the 31st December last, viz.:— |

All these 370 Loans being for Fishery purposes were granted on the recommendation 
of the Fishery Inspectors, who made the requisite inquiries in their respective districts as 
to the object of the Loans and their due application to the purposes for. which they 
were allocated. 

Each of these advances is secured by several promissory notes, payable at intervals 


. of six months, extending over a term of three to five years. Taking the average at 
seven halfyears, the number of notes given in exchange for the £6,542 would be 


upwards of 2,500, and with the object of avoiding confusion and reducing the labour 
to this department, each instalment on a Loan has been made uniform, being calculated 
on the principle of an annuity. Having no officers or other agencies at the various 
ereeks and fishing stations in which the Fund was tobe allocated—many of them in 
the most remote parts—through whom the promissory notes and bond for each advance 


could be negotiated, we felt some considerable difficulty at first as to how we could give 


effect to the object of the legislature in this matter without incurring an expenditure 
which would be altogether disproportionate to the amounts to be distributed. 

This object has, however, been accomplished, and as it would appear satisfactorily, by 
throwing upon each borrower the obligation of procuring the services of a magistrate, 
clergyman, or other public functionary residing in the neighbourhood, who is invited 
by circular to write to us stating that he would be willing to see the promissory notes 


executed by the borrower and his sureties, and to verify their correctness by his signature 


on each. . . m 

On these being returned, duly signed, the amount of the Loan is forwarded through 
the same source, to be handed to the fishermen in whose favour the draft is drawn. 

In this way this very onerous duty has been carried out without any charge whatever, 
but not without throwing upon a portion of our staff a labour which they have only been 
able to perform during a portion of the year, at considerable inconvenience and expendi- 
ture of time beyond the official hours. path: . 

Up to the Ist April last 335 notes became payable ; of these there are only four in 
arrear, which legal steps are now being taken to recover. ae 

If the future instalments are met with the same regularity, we do not hesitate to say 
that it will reflect considerable credit on this class of people, and that their desire to 
discharge these debts will bear favourable comparison with other classes. 

We have received no applications from the non-maritime counties of Roscommon and 


_ Tipperary, and in these cases as well as that of Limerick, where there are no fishermen, 


we have applied the surplus ‘dividend to the purchase of £150, stock on account of

Ollatrim and Ballintemple have been withdrawn by the petitioners. Revised plans for 
the Ward have been submitted, _and the other districts are passing through the stages . 
required by the Acts previous to provisional orders constituting them being made. 

Since our report of last year nothing further has been done in the case of the Lough 
Erne district, the most important which has yet been brought before the Board under the 
recent Drainage Acts, being, next to the Suck, the largest as to the area of the flooded lands, 
and also as being connected with the navigation of the lakes and the canals which join 
it. The Inspector reported unfavourably on the project submitted, and his report was 
furnished to the promoters of the project. The plans having been revised, the Inspector 

_has made a further report, which has been furnished to the petitioners. 

‘Another petition has been presented by the principal proprietors of land in this 
district, and the Inspector has held the meeting required by the Acts and has made 
his report, which has been furnished to the petitioners; but the assents of the proprie- 
tors have not yet been given to either project, and, until they are, this Board can take 
‘no further steps. ; 

The total area of land to be improved in the Forty-one districts which have been, or 
nes proceeded with is 113,564 statute acres, and the estimated cost of the works 
£678,072. 

The Loans sanctioned by your Lordships under these Acts amount to £294,470. The 
advances on account thereof, including interest charged during the operation of the works, 
amount to £231,501, and the repayments from districts, in respect of which awards 
have been made, amount to £39,553.

Under the provisions of the 29th section of this Act, we received two applications for 


repairs of portions of the Ballinamore and Ballyconnell Navigation District, vested in 
Trustees for the use of the counties of Leitrim, Cavan, Fermanagh, and Roscommon. 
I—One from the Ratepayers of the county of Leitrim, for the repairs of the 
Navigation from the Shannon to Ballinamore. 


II.—The other from the Ratepayers of the barony of Tullyhaw, county of Cavell 


for the repairs of damage or injury to the Embankment, Flood-gates, and Wall at — 
the Weir in the river at, Ballyconnell, in consequence of which the Mills at Bally- — 


connell are deprived of water. 


. Having had reports and estimates made by our Engineer, as his estimate in the 


case of the first application for the repairs of the Navigation from the Shannon to 


Ballinamore amounted to £4,400, we thought it right before taking any further steps — 
in the matter, to send a copy of Mr. Manning’s report to His Grace the Lord Lieutenant, — 


in order that the views of the Trustees should be ascertained before incurring an 
expenditure which would impose a heavy charge on the county. And subsequently on 
a reference from His Grace we stated our opinion, “ that the prospects of any trade arising 
on the Navigation, or of any benefits to the surrounding districts therefrom, are not such 
as would appear to warrant the expenditure estimated at £4,400.”

The number of applications made under the above-mentioned Acts during the financial — 
year ended 31st March, 1876, by tenants for Loans to enable them to purchase their — 
holdings, amount to 180, being an increase on the previous year of 101. In 44 cases 
with a total acreage of 3,6814. 1x. 37P., an annual rent of £3,323 9s. 2d., and a general 
valuation of £2,721 6s. 4d., the Board were enabled to grant sums to the amount of 
£43,402 to complete purchases, which, with the amounts issued for similar purposes in — 
previous years, since the passing of the Act, shows a total of £281,752. 

As in previous years purchases made through the medium of the Landed Estates 
Court were the most numerous, 39 Loans having been granted under the 45th section 
of the Act of 1870. Where the purchase is made by agreement between the landlord — 
and tenant and confirmed by a special order of the Court, as provided for by the 44th ~ 
section of that Act, there was but one Loan sanctioned during the past year, amounting 
to £2,620, making in all 9 cases in which that course of procedure was adopted, with a 
general total of £13,067. 

Four cases of Loans came within section 1, sub-section 3 of the Amending Act of 1872, 
which provides for the sale of holdings by agreement between landlord and tenant with- 
out the intervention of the Court, the amount issued being £3,061, making an aggregate

Navication. For the year ending 31st March, 1876. 


Coalisland, 15th March, 1876. 


Ulster CANAL AND Tyrone NAVIGATION. 


Sir,—Pursuant to your circular order of the 29th 
ultimo, I beg to report, for the information of the Board, 
that the works executed on the Ulster Canal during the 
past year have been limited to the repairs incidental 
to its maintenance, viz. :— 


From Charlemont to Monaghan, 25 miles. 


Repairs of Nos. 11, 12, and 17 lock-gates (the deep 
gate of the former was sheeted), staunching leaks in 
the embankments, sodding and puddling broken down 
parts of the canal banks, repairs of boundary fences, 
scouring and cleaning out back drains, and removing 
weeds out of the canal. 


From Monaghan to Clones, 14 niles. 


The large aqueduct over the “Finn” River, and 
eleven county and occupation road bridges, were 
pinned and pointed, and the displaced coping stones 
reset, and the timber swivel bridge at Carney’s 
Island renewed. Subsided portions of the canal banks 
were raised to the proper level, and the broken down 
parts of the embankments sodded and puddled ; scouring 
and cleaning out boundary river courses, back drains, 
and the boundary fences, were efficiently executed. 

The great flood in Drumaconner River, on the 14th 
November last, made a very serious breach in the 
canal bank, bursting right into the canal level, turning 
itfor a time into a heavyriver course ; however, happily, 
by great exertion, the river in a short time was shut 
out and turned into its natural course, thereby allow- 
ing the work of securing the breach to be proceeded 
with, which is now substantially completed. 


From Clones to Lough Erne, 7 miles. 


One timber swivel bridge renewed, pinning and 
pointing six county and occupation road bridges, 
stopping leaks, raising subsided portions of the canal 
banks, cleaning out boundary drains, and repairing 
fences, &c. 

The lock-gates on the entire line of canal were 
scraped, cleaned, and coated with prepared tar. 


Reservoir. 


The embankments and boundary fences have been 
maintained in good repair. 


Tyrone NAviGgaTIoN, 


The works executed on this navigation during the 
past year have been limited to the repairs incidental 
to its maintenance, viz. :— 

Repairs of the towing-path, which is also a turnpike 
road ; removing two hundred cubic yards of silt out of 
the basin; cleaning out back drains; repairs of the 
roadway of wharf and quay; stopping leaks, raising, 
sodding, and puddling broken down parts of the canal 
banks ; scraping, cleaning and coating the entire lock- 
gates with prepared tar ; repairs of lock-keepers’ houses ; 
and limewashing the boundary walls of stone yard, 
wharf, &c., and dragging weeds out of the entire canal. 

I regret to say the removal of the aquatic weed, 
anacharis alsinastrum, referred to in former reports, 
still continues a source of considerable expense both 
on this and the Ulster canal.

Report by Mr. Epwarp H. Atcock, Harbour Master, on the NuMBER of VESSELS frequenting 
DunMoRE Harsour. For the year ending 31st March, 1876. 


Harbour House, Dunmore, East, 
March 27th, 1876. 

Sir,—As directed in your circular of February 
29th, I now make my annual report. 

During the spring and summer of 1875, all kind of 
fish was very scarce. Indeed, I may say the deep sea 
trawlers did next to nothing; while throughout the 
autumn, neither the herring, pilchard, or whiting 
visited this coast. 

I regret to say I cannot give a much better account 
of the past winter’s fishing ; but this, to a considerable 
extent, is attributable to the frequent and severe breaks 
we have had in the weather, which have often pre- 
vented the fishing boats from leaving their moorings 
for a week at a time. Nevertheless, whenever the 
weather was sufficiently moderate to permit of the 
trawlers proceeding to the deep sea,trawling grounds, 
they were almost certain to make good hauls of the 
coarser sorts of fish, such as plaice’ and skate, with 
some cod, ling, conger, and hake ; but the better and 


‘higher priced kinds of fish, such as turbot, sole, brit, 


and dory, have been unusually scarce ; and our fisher- 
men, accordingly, in anything but a prosperous con- 
dition. 

The salmon fishery in the Waterford River has 
been a fair average one, both as regards the quantity 
of fish taken, and the prices obtained for same—during 
the past season the prices ranging from 2s. 4d. to 
ls. 6d. per pound ; and judging from what has already 
passed of the present season, the same may be said of 
it. The price of salmon is now 2s. 3d. per pound. 

Beyond the foregoing, there is nothing deserving of 
special notice to be recorded with reference to the 
fishery in question,

Srr,—I beg to forward annual report of the state 
and progress of the works on the ‘‘ Lower Boyne Navi- 
gation,” for the year ending 3lst March, 1876, which 
have been nothing more than maintenance and repairs. 


iver Wall, Ballsgrove. 


The dry stone facing along river has stood the high 
tides and floods well during the year just ended, and 
the surface of towing-path was well darned and re- 
paired with broken gravel where required. 


Oldbridge Station and Lock-house. 


The lock-gates are in fair order, and have been 
cleaned and scraped during the year ; new footboards 


have been provided for same. The house is in good re- 


pair and has been limewashed ; but one of the out- 
offices requires to be raised in height of walls and the 
roof slated; it is thatched at present. 


Oldbridge Guard Lock-gates. 


These gates are in fair order, and have stood the 
floods well, which were very heavy during the end of 
the year. 
Stalleen Station and Lock-house. 


The gates are in fair working order, and have been 
cleaned and scraped during the fine season ; the house 
is orderly, and was limewashed during the year. 


Stalleen Guard Lock-gates. 


These gates are old and shattered, but they did their 
work fairly during the flood season. New footboards 
have been provided for them. 


Broe Station and Lock-house. 


The gates at this lock worked well during the year, 
but the navigation was not stopped to put in the new 
heel-post in deep gates, which is ready ; when an oppor- 
tunity offers, the house requires a new floor of tiles 


in kitchen, and a couple of small windows in rere to be 
put in. 
Broe Guard Lock-gates. 


The gates are in good order, and a small built gullet 
has been constructed under towing-path to convey 
water and floods from lands adjoining into canal. 


Rossnaree Station and Lock-house. 


These gates are in very fair order, and have been all 
cleaned and scraped during the year. A new balance- 
beam has been supplied in place of old beam ; three of 
the window sashes require to be renewed, and the walls 
of house have been lately limewashed. 


Mill Lock, Slane. 


These gates are very much shattered and decayed, 
and will require to be overhauled during the summer. 
Two new balance-beams and one heel-post have been 
provided for these gates. 


Castle Lock, Slane. 


New tail-gates have been erected in this lock which 
work well, but the breast-gates are very much decayed 
and weak from age. The house is in fair order and 
very well cared by present lock-keeper. 

The different canal cuts and some portions of river 
have had the weeds dragged out of them during the 
summer months ; and the towing-paths generally have 
been well repaired and darned with broken stones; 
some lengths of back drains have been scoured up, and 
the aqueducts near canal cuts have been all kept clear, 
and the streams above and below them well attended 
to.

Report of Mr. RoperT Mannino, M. Inst. o.n., Chief Engineer, on Prers and Hargours. For the 
year ending 31st March, 1876. 


Office of Public Works,

I beg to submit to the Board the following report 
on the works in operation during the past year :— 


Royat Harpours. 


Kingstown Harbour, County Dublin. 


As usual the works performed at this harbour con- 
sisted of maintenance and dredging. 


Maintenance. 


The works under this head are so numerous as to 
render a detailed description of them, within reason- 
able limits, impossible. Some works executed during 
the year, although not properly coming under the head 
of new works, amounted really to reconstruction. 
“The Wolf” jetty at the east pier, which had shown 
symptoms of failure for some years, has been taken up, 
and the work of reconstruction is far advanced. The 


_ wave-screen at the outer end of the same pier, which 


was injured by easterly gales, has been put in thorough 
repair. The sea slope adjoining the west pier head, 
which according to the original design was intended to 
be continued up to the top of parapet, but was never 
eompleted, has been made good to the extent of 650 
superficial yards, and where necessary, the joints have 


been filled with cement concrete. At the entrance to 
the boat harbour, in front of the coastguard depot, some 
rocks have been removed, which were inconvenient to 
H. M. revenue vessels, who use it as a careening creek. 
Sliding pieces have been fixed to the face of the 
Victoria wharf to suit the floating fenders used by 
H. M. troopships. A steam crane (sent from Dunmore 
Harbour, on the completion of the dredging there), has 
been erected near the ballast pit in the coal harbour, 
and a line of tramway laid down to the ballast quay. 
The face of the wharf walls, steps, recesses, and coping 
have been repaired. The work of maintaining the 
woodwork on the faces of the mail packet pier has 
been continued without intermission during the whole 
year. I have made some alteration in the system 
hitherto adopted, which I expect will have the effect— 
already noticeable—of rendering the woodwork more 
permanent, and will allow of its being renewed more 
easily. The other works of maintenance, namely, 
watering, cleaning, and repairs of roads, quays, and 
wharves ; repair of water-pipes, hydrants, and machi- 
nery, &c., &e., &c., have been duly attended to. 


Dredging. 


The dredging of the harbour has been carried on as 
usual during the year. The dredger is now undergoing 
the usual annual repair, and I expect that on the Ist 
of May the season’s work will commence on “ the 
seventeen-foot bank” near the mouth of the harbour.

Howth Harbour, County Dublin. 


The roads, quays, and curing sheds at this harbour 
have been efficiently maintained. The work of recon- 
struction of the sea slope of the eastern pier has been 
carried on in a satisfactory manner ; a length of 293 
feet (1,953 superficial yards) has been constructed, ex- 
ceeding by 103 superficial yards the quantity executed 
in the year 1874-5. At the west pier, about 70 feet 
long of a wall, back of coastguard station, and 100 
superficial yards of sea slope (which were torn up by 
the sea) have been repaired. 

Two storms occurred during the year—one on’ the 
19th October from S.E., and “the other on the 13th 
November from E.S.E. The damage done to the west 
pier has been above described. The Superintendent 
reports that all the damage to the east pier amounted 
to less than £20, and that the pavement executed in 
1875 “has not received the slightest scratch.” During 
the October gale the sea washed over the east pier, 
and carried a concrete block weighing about 3 tons 
on to the wharf. The gale of the 13th November was 
very violent, the sea making a clean breach over the 
east pier. A man who had some fresh herrings in the 
curing sheds endeavoured to reach them, but was 
washed off the wharf into the harbour by a heavy sea ; 
he was fortunately rescued by the Board’s boat. A 
large fishing vessel moored, opposite the coastguard 
station, was sunk. 


Donaghadee Harbour, County Down. 


From the commencement of the‘ year to the month 
of October last, Mr. Fitzgerald, the overseer, was 
engaged with a small number of men in removing 
rocks from the bed of harbour, and executing sundry 
small works of maintenance. I regret to say that on 
the 14th of that’ month he died suddenly ; he was an 
old and faithful servant of the Board ; as little work 
could be done at that advanced period of the year his 
place’ has‘not been filled up. The harbour master 
having reported some slight damage to the sea pave- 
ment near the northern pier head, I visited it myself 
onthe 18th of November last. As I did not apprehend 
any serious damage, and as the damage done was near 
the level of low’ water (the time of which at spring 
tides occurs during the winter after dark), I postponed 
the repair of it; it will be undertaken as soon as the 
weather is suitable. 


Dunmore, Harbour, County Waterford. 


In June last Mr. Edward M‘Kenna, was placed in 
charge of the repairs of this harbour ; between. that 
time and the end of the financial year, 2,870 superficial 
yards of sea pavement have been reset. 3,120 cubic 
yards of heavy stone have been raised in the quarry, 
and hauled to the breaches inthe sea slope. The joints 
of a, surface , of, 4,176 yards of the sea pavement have 
been, filled with. cement concrete ; and a quantity of 
beayy-stone (about 800 tons) has been raised in the 
quarry ready for the repairs to be executed during the 


' ‘current year. 
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The roads and quays have been main- 
tained in good order. 

The dredge boat still remains atthe harbour. The 
Board have ordered her removal to Kingstown, but 
the state of the weather has hitherto prevented it. 

The stone jetty near the pier head, and some of the 
walling adjoining it, have for some years shown signs 
of settlement which have latterly increased. In 
consequence of a report from the overseer I visited 
the harbour on the 17th of March last. I attribute the 
damage caused to the effects of compressed air in the 
body of the work. Portions of the wharf walls and 
banquette must be taken up and reset. 


Fisuery Piers AND Harsours. 


Glin Pier, County Limerick. 


The works at this pier have been finished, with the 
exception of some trifling matters which I pointed 
out to the contractors when I visited the pier on the 
21st and 22nd March last. Itis a substantial and well 
constructed work. 


Courtmacsherry Harbour, County Cork. 

The masonry of this pier is all but completed. The 
work has been well executed, but some of the excava- 
tion still remains to be done. Beingim rock and at-low 
level it is, of course, carried on by tide work, whi 
circumstance renders the progress slow. 


Port Oriel Harbour, County Louth. 


The works at this harbour consist entirely of exca- 
vation in rock and clay. They were last. inspected by 
the assistant engineer on the 6th of March last, when 
about two-thirds of the work was executed. 


Ballyvaughan (Bournapeaka) Pier, County Olare. 


The Board have entered into a contract with Messrs.~ 
Mannix and Slade, Contractors, for the execution of 


the works at this pier, which will be ‘proceeded with 
during the current year. 


Rathmullen Pier, County Donegal. 


The Board have entered into a contract with Mr. 
William J. Dogherty, for the erection of an addition 
to this pier, and Mr. T. A. Mullins has been appointed 
to superintend the works, which will be proceeded 
with during the current year.

~ On memorial of one of the proprietors, the Board’ 


directed an examination and report of this district. 
Report, plans, specification, and estimate were prepared 
and submitted to the Board on the 5th June, 1875. 
Tenders were called for but as those received were 
greatly in excess of the value of the work to be done, 
the Board ordered me to proceed to execute them by 
days work. Mr. Patrick Duffy was appointed over- 
seer, and the works were commenced on the 9th of 
February last ; between that time and the 31st March, 
the following works were executed :— 

Four hundred and seventy lineal perches of slopes 
of main river-course dressed off, and obstructions re- 
moved from the bed, 500 lineal perches of main drain 
finished, a timber occupation bridge partly executed. 
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Ballinamore and’ Ballyconnell: Navigation. 


Two memorials were presented for the maintenance 
of this canal—one for the repairs of an embankment, 
weir, lock-gate, and sluice at Ballyconnell ; the other 
for the general maintenance of the canal from its 
junction with the Shannon navigation to Ballinamore. 
In the first case the Board have as yet been unable to 
procure a contractor ; the works, however, will be com- 
menced either under contract or by days work as soon 
as the weather is suitable. 

A report has been made in the second case, which 
is still under the consideration of the Board.

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The Nawigation Course Jrom Shannon Harbour to 
p Spencer's Wharf; Lough Allen. 


The following works have been executed for the 
maintenance of the navigation course, ninety miles, 
‘between Shannon Harbour and Spencer’s Wharf, 
through Loughs Ree, Forbes, Bodarig, Bofin, and 
Allen :—Sixteen new floating buoys were moored, to 
replace those sunk or lost by the action of ice in 
November last; seventeen were taken up, painted, 
and remoored ; eight old iron buoys were repaired, 
and new chains and mooring-stones provided and 
remoored; eight new floating piles.were moored ; 
twenty-nine larch guide piles were erected to replace 
decayed ones, or those carried away by ice; thirty- 
‘eight guide piles were painted either red or black, and 

had bushes fixed on top to render them visible in twi- 
light or foggy weather; two stone beacons were re- 


_ paired, the tops of which had been carried away by

“The toll collector’s house and office were limewashed, 
and some repairs effected on the roof.

The approaches to swivel bridge were roughed and 
levelled, and the roadway on platform was repaired 
with sixteen square feet of Memel planking, and the 
iron wheel tracks secured. 

A strong stake and fine wire fence, fifty feet in 
length, by five feet in height, was erected at the end of 
east embankment, to replace a boundary wall injured 
by the flood. 

The eel weir, which was formed of oak stakes and 
hurdles, with stone -wing walls, has been entirely 
removed. 

The hoisting crane on the wharf at this station has 
been taken down, and erected at Carrick-on-Shannon 
wharf. 

The boundary drain of the east embankment, 110 
perches in length, has been scoured up. 


Jamestown Canal, Lock, and Mill Buildings. 


The lock-house was limewashed internally, and the 
woodwork painted two coats oil paint. 

The lock gates were tarred, and the ironwork painted, 
and a new Memel footboard fixed on upper gates. 

In consequence of the high flood topping parts of 
the west bank of canal, I found it necessary to get 
thirty perches of the lowest parts raised twelve inches, 
which prevented the water from running over. 

The roof of mill building at Jamestown was much 
injured by the storm of last November, but from the 
severity of the weather since I have not been able to 
get the repairs effected. . 


Carrick-on-Shannon. 


The toll collector’s house and office has been 
thoroughly repaired. Internally it has been lime- 
washed, papered, and painted, and the flues altered ; 
and externally by being rough cast, the roof repaired, 
and a porch erected at hall-door to prevent the waves 
from the river in stormy weather entering the hall. 

Ten tons of metalling was spread on the wharves. 


A hoisting crane has been erected on the Upper 
Wharf. 


Lough Allen Canal and Locks at Battle Bridge 
and Drumleague. 


The lock-house at Battle Bridge has been lime- 
washed, the floor of office repaired, and the dwelling- 
room floored with lime concrete. 

The lock-gates at this station were tarred, and one 
oak lever for sluice was erected, to replace the former 
one decayed. 

A new iron gate, 9 feet by 5 feet, with two piers of 
rough punched limestone, each 6 feet high by 3 feet 


Square, were erected at entrance to harbour from high - 


road, to prevent trespass or accident. The old timber 
gate and posts were quite decayed. 
The lock-house at Drumleague was limewashed. 
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A new deep gate 20 feet by 13 feet was erected at 
Drumleague lock, to replace the old gate, which was 
in a dangerous state from decay. 

A lie-bye was excavated on the east bank of canal, 
near Drumleague lock, 60 feet in length by 16 feet 
in width, to allow of a lumber boat being moored in 
while other boats were passing in an opposite direction, 
the canal being too narrow for steamers and boats to 
pass each other. 

Five hundred and twenty cubic yards of bog deposit _ 
was removed: by bag and spoon dredging from the 
shallow parts of canal, on the 44 foot level, between 
Drumleague Lock and Battle Bridge. 

Two hundred and seventy -perches of catch drain 
were scoured up between Drumleague lock and Battle 
Bridge, at east side, and 285 perches at west side. 

The high flood of last February caused some leakage 
in the west bank of canal, 400 yards north of Drum- 
league lock, where the bank is entirely composed of 
bog-mould without puddle. The leaks increased to 
such an extent (in the beginning of March), that I 
found it necessary to get the stop gates down at 
Drumshambo Bridge, and staunched them by excava- 
ting in the damaged part of the bank longitudinally 
for about 100 yards, which was filled in with well 
worked puddle. I found one part of the excavated 
bank so soft and leaky that I was obliged to drive a 
row of 3-inch planks 10 feet long to form sheet piling, 
for a length of 20 feet, in the centre of the bank, to 
support the puddle at the front side. The repairs 
have been effected and the navigation again opened. 

Hight hundred and sixty lineal yards of the lowest 
parts of west canal bank, on the Lough Allen level 
were raised to prevent the floods overflowing. 

The traffic from the Spencer wharf, in Lough Allen, 
through the canal continues satisfactory. 

The tonnage of boats passed through the canal in 
year ending 31st March, 1875, was—coals, 2,102 tons. | 
In year ending 31st March, 1876—coals, 1,400 tons ; 
bricks, 182 tons ; gypsum, 7} tons. 

The dredging barge at this station has been sup- 
plied with the usual amount of materials, poles, ropes, 
&e. 

The 15 ton barge was repaired with 200 square feet 
of red pine, 2 inches thick, well caulked and tarred, 
and the lower angles secured with 70 square feet of 
sheet iron, laid on tarred felt. 


The Boyle Water... 


The lock-gates at Knockvicar were tarred and iron- 
work painted. 

Two cubic yards of silt and stones were removed 
from the forebay of lock. 

Seventeen new larch guide piles were erected to 
denote the Navigation Channel, to replace decayed 
ones between the junction with the Shannon and Drum 
wharf. 


General State of Harbours and Wharves. 


The harbours and wharves at Lecarrow, Dromod, 
Drumsna, Carnadoe, Jamestown, Kilbride, and Drum- 
shambo, on the Shannon, and at Cootehall Bridge, and 
Knockvicar on the Boyle Water, are in a good state 
of preservation.

‘ Querrin, Co. Clare. 
eb 25 pier, harbour, and roadway at this station are 


in good repair. No expenditure incurred during the 
past year. 


Kilrush Pier and Harbour, Co. Clare. 


The pier and harbour in very good repair. The heavy 
gales during.the past year have done some injury to 
the western side of the pier, which has heen made good 
and the coping stones re-set. The top surface of the 
old pier has been repaired with 32 tons of broken 
stones. The two hoisting cranes have been cleaned 
_ and painted one coat in oil. 


Saleen Pier, Co. Kerry. 


The works in this station are in good repair. No 
_ expenditure incurred except the painting and whitening 
of the collector’s house. 


_Kilteery Pier, Co. Limerick. 


The works at this station are in good repair. No 
expenditure incurred during the past year. 


Poynes Harbour, Co. Limerick. 


The traffic at this station is holding on steadily ; a 
considerable quantity of limestone has been shipped 
here during the year, for the building of the new pier 
at Glin, and for other purposes. The wharf has been 
repaired with broken stone. The breakwater, which 
suffered some injury during the heavy gales has been 
repaired, and the three hoisting cranes painted. The 
accumulation of silt is very much on the increase, and 
trading vessels cannot enter the harbour except at 

high water. 

The passenger steamer cannot touch at the end of 
the pier at low water in consequence of this accumula- 
tion. 

Kildysart Pier, Co. Clare. 


All the works in connexion with this pier are in good 
order. No expenditure incurred during the past year. 


Clare Harbour, Co. Clare. 


The wharf has been repaired with broken stone, the 
berths for vessels cleaned and made even, the hoisting 
crane painted, and the collector’s house limewhitened. 


Limerick Navigation. 


The lock-gates, canal banks, wharves, roadways, 
bridges, culverts and towing-paths, between Limerick 
and Killaloe, a distance of sixteen miles, have been 
well and carefully maintained, no accident having oc- 
curred during the recent high water. In consequence 
of the high floods during the past winter, the water 
covered the towing-paths in several places on the 
Shannon levels, which caused some slips in the banks; 
when the floods subsided they were attended to with- 

out delay, and the defective parts made good. The 
. following works and repairs have been executed, viz: 
—tThe roadway and wharf between Clare-street and the 
canal stores have been repaired with broken stone, the 
cast-iron pillars, 28 in number, cleaned and painted. 
The towing-paths have been repaired with 250 tons of 
strong gravel, 75 yards of stone pitching, and 322 yards 
superficial of sodding on slopes of banks; 2,803 perches 
lineal of boundary drains have been scoured and deepened. 
The canal for more than a mile in length has been 
dragged, cleaned, and freed from weeds, which formed 
obstructions to the trade boats. The lock-gates have 
been all examined and repaired, seven new footboards, 


For the year ending 31st March, 


eight uprights and brackets, six loggerheads, and eight 
new sluices put on the different gates. The wood- 
work of those gates, 25 in number, has been scraped, 
cleaned, and coated with Stockholm tar ; the iron and 
woodwork over water level, painted in oil; the lock- 
houses, stores and offices along the navigation, 23 in 
number, have been cleaned, repaired,and limewhitened ; 
four new half doors, three window-sills, and two step- 
ladders, have been supplied and put into the different 
houses. 


World's End. 


The works at this station are in good repair. No 
expenditure incurred during the year. 


drdelooney River. 


This river continues to be a source of cost and annoy- 
ance, as the autumn and winter floods bring down 
large quantities of shingle and gravel from the moun- 
tains, the chief part of which has been trapped above 
the towing-path, and prevented from being driven 
into the navigation course ; 1,397 cubic yards removed 
by horses and carts, 1,110 tons dredged from naviga- 
tion course, and 210 superficial yards of sodding to 
support banks. 

Killaloe. 


The collector’s, caretaker’s, and storehouses have 
been repaired and limewhitened, the river wall between 
the lock and the pier-head underpinned, 64 yards in 
length ; the slip yard gate has been repaired ; the bridge 
at the marble mill has been repaired and newly sheeted. 
The C dredger has been thoroughly over-hauled, 
cleaned and painted both inside and out; one small 
barge repaired, caulked, and coated with tar, and one 
row boat repaired. 


Scarriff and Tomgrany Quays. 


Both quays are in good repair ; the Scarriff harbour 
has been cleaned at a cost of £3. 


Mount Shannon Pier, Co. Galway. 


The pier at this station has suffered some injury by 
the storms of the past winter, 28 feet of the coping 
stones of the quay has been removed, and 21 yards 
square of the top pavement torn up; this will be 
attended to when the weather moderates. 


Portumna, Oo. Galway. 


The wharf at this station has been repaired with 
broken stone, the sheeting of the wooden jetty has 
been repaired, as also the surface of the swivel bridge. 
The toll house has had to undergo a thorough repair 
in consequence of the change of collectors, the entire of 
the premises limewhitened, the sitting-room papered, 
windows glazed, all woodwork painted, and the doors 
varnished ; 182 perches of canal from the store to 
Connaught harbour cleaned and freed from weeds ; 86 
perches of boundary drains at the Munster harbour 
has been cleaned up and sunk two feet deep. 


Meelick. 


Several leakages having appeared from time to time 
in the new canal banks, they were attended to and 
stopped with well tempered puddle. The brasses and 
rollers of the gates adjusted ; the woodwork cleaned and 
coated with Stockholm tar; the toll-house and stores 
limewhitened.

The roof of the lock-house suffered some injury by 
the late storms, the injury done has been made good, 
and the house limewhitened; the two swivel bridges 
adjusted ; the sheeting of Kylenascariff bridge repaired, 
and one new balance-beam put on Hamilton lock; the 
woodwork cleaned and coated with Stockholm tar.

The approach from the 
ferry landing to the wooden bridge had been much 
worn and cut away by the action of the water in rough 
weather; this left a shoal which was becoming danger- 
ous to boats in time of low water, and was likely to 
undermine the ferry-house. A retaining wall in front 
of this had to be built for protection, and to prevent 
the stuff from being washed away again 320 tons of 
stones had to be brought from’ Derryholmes, a distance 
of three miles, to build a battered wall 390 feet long, 
and 6 feet high, with other stones that were on the

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ground; 470 cubic yards of filling at rere of same, 8 
heavy piles driven. at the ferry entrance so as to pre- 
vent boats from being driven ashore when westerly 
winds prevail. Three hundred feet lineal of wales 
securely bolted to same.

General N awvigation. 


The necessary guide-piles, thirty-nine in number, have 
been driven between Shannon Harbour and Lough 
Derg.

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LANDED PROPERTY IMPROVEMENT.—INSPECTORS ANNUAL REPORTS, 1875-76. 


North-Western District, comprising the Counties of 

Fermanagh, Cavan, Monaghan, Leitrim, and Sligo.

The working of the Land Improvement Acts in 
the north-western district has been confined chiefly to 
buildings for agricultural purposes, labourers’ dwell- 
ings, and farm offices. The diminution of tillage and 
consequent scarcity and high price of straw having 
rendered thatch very expensive and troublesome, 
slated roofs are everywhere in demand, and the liberal 
provisions of the Acts enabling owners to obtain 
money for new roofs to old cottages, provided the 
walls are strong enough, as well as to build new houses, 
have induced many to put their labourers into more 
substantial dwellings than were formerly common in 
this part of Ireland ; and thus one of the most crying 
evils.so long publicly commented upon, viz., the want 
of respectable habitations, has been diminished, and 
the samples of improved cottages are suficiently 
numerous and well placed to serve as tangible evidence 
of a progress worth noting, and that is likely to con- 
tinue and increase. Details of each case having been 
given with the separate certificates furnished to the 
Board as works progressed, this report for the year 
is intended chiefly to serve as a statement of the 
general results, together with any observations or 
opinions expressed concerning the Acts by those who 
have, used the funds. 
Legislature have been found advantageous, and the 
administration of the Board’of Works satisfactory, 
is proved by the number of owners who commenced 
more than twenty-five years ago with loans for various

In my former reports I have referred at some length 
to the improvements effected by Mr. Doyne at Fox- 
hall, and Colonel Stewart at Rockhill. The loan to 
Mr. Doyne has now been fully expended, and it 
affords me satisfaction to say that the improvement 
effected thereby is very considerable and will be amply 
remunerative. 
| Mr. 8. Fleming is expending his loan vigorously 
in the thorough drainage, fencing, and subsoiling of 
his land; and in the removal of the boulder stones 
which hitherto impeded his ploughs, he uses dynamite 
freely, and has found it most efficacious and easy, 
and safe of application. His works have been so far 
very well executed indeed ; and I have no doubt that 
the good example he is setting in his neighbourhood 
will induce others to improve their land, the whole 
district surrounding Letterkenny being much in need 

of drainage and subsoiling works. Mr. Fleming’s 
farm already shows evident signs of benefit, although 
the works are only in progress. He has also erected, 
under my supervision, some useful cattle sheds and 
other farm offices. 

_. The reclamation works carried out by Michael 
King, esquire, near Newtownlimavady, are specially 
worthy of notice, not only on account of the excellence 
of the works themselves, but because they afford an 
example of the benefit to be derived from) loans for 
agricultural improvements, little understood in this 

' country, and of which the district under my super- 
vision affords no other instance—I allude to the im- 
provement of farms in the hands of tenantry by their 
landlord. 

Mr. King, in dealing with tenants whose lands he 
has drained and improved under the Land Improve- 
ment Act, adopts one or other of the following 
methods :— 

If the holding has aes valued recently—before the 
improvement by the expenditure of the Government 

- money—he adds £5 per cent. on the expenditure to 
the rent. (Mr. King pays himself £6 10s. per cent.) 

If the farm on which the money has been expended 
has not been recently valued—say, within the last 
twenty years—the lands improved are valued, and the 
rent fixed immediately after the improvement works 
have been completed, and before any increased value 
may be added to them by the cultivation of the 
tenant. 

Mr. King does not charge his tenantry with any 

_ of the expenditure on the arterial drainage which 
must necessarily be the precursor of the minor drain- 
age works here under consideration. 

In my opinion, if the landed gentry of the country 
could induce their tenants to make some such arrange- 
ment as above described, and would expend their own 
capital, or avail themselves of loans under the Im- 
provement Acts, very great advantage would be 
derived not only by their tenants but by themselves. 

A portion of the land reclaimed by Mr. King was 
spent on cut-away bog with clay subsoil, and his 
mode of treatment was as follows :—The land was 
first thorough drained—drains about thirty feet apart, 
and three feet six inches deep—the ground was then 
“set up” in ridge like potato ridges, and allowed to 

_ stand over a season, subjected to the influence of the 
frost and winter weather ; in’ the following spring pota- 
toes were “kibbed in; and when they appeared 

over ground, six to eight cwt. potato manure was 
spread over the ridges, and the furrows having been 
well pulverized, the earth was put on the ridge in the 
usual way. ‘Thirty barrels of lime per acre was then 
spread and mixed with the surface soil of the ridge, 
excellent crops were then obtained ; and by adopting 
the same course the following seasort, omitting the 
lime and placing the furrows in the centre of the 
former ridges, the whole land is thus subsoiled. 

I saw some as fine’ crops of oats growing on lands 
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that had’ been thus treated as I have ever seen, and on 
land that was not value for ‘2s. 6d. an acre in its 
former condition. The total cost of improvement, in- 
cluding lime, would be about £10 per acre. 

All the improvements that I have inspected on 
Mr. King’s estate have been executed in the most sub- 
stantial manner, and reflect much credit on his very 
energetic manager, Mr. Dunn. 

Generally speaking, the works in my districts have 
been well executed, and I have only to regret that so 
few have availed themselves of the provisions of the 

Land Improvement Acts, and I am of opinion that if 
a few pounds—very few, indeed, would be required— 
were spent in bringing the provisions of the Acts 
before the notice of tenant farmers and “small” 
owners, many more might be induced to obtain means 
to improve their holdings. These are the classes which 
most require aid, and who know literally nothing, 
generally speaking, of the facilities the various Land 
Improvement Acts afford them.

I now beg leave to submit the following annual 
report for the information of the Commissioners of 
Public Works, on the working of the Land Improve- 
ment Acts for the year 1875, and up to the date of 
this report, for the past period of the current year :— 

During this period I have made, in all, forty-three in- 
spections, seven of which have been preliminary, the rest 
ordinary progress inspections ; so that this will show 
an increase in drainage loans to the preceding year. 

On account of the severity of the past winter, little 
work has been done, but which, I expect, will be 
pulled up if we have a favourable spring. 

Viscount Templetown (county Antrim) is still 
carrying out his large drainage loan, which, I expect, 
will be finished out this year. His tenants seem to 
highly appreciate the drainage system, and everywhere 
in his lordship’s property where the loan is expending, 
they (the tenants) are most desirous to have their lands 
drained. 

I find there is an increasing desire to provide a good 
class of slated dwellings for the labouring class, and in 
many instances the thriving farmer is doing away with 
thatched houses and offices, and building comfortable 
residences. 

I have no further remarks to make with regard to 
the district committed to my charge, except to state 
that all the works J have inspected are giving satisfac- 
tion to the proprietors, and are being (I may say in 
every instance) carried out well. 

The rate of labour is about the same as when I had 
the honour of last: reporting, and the probability is that 
more drainage loans will be applied for this year than 
heretofore. Ar

I beg to report that during the past year I have 
made twelve inspections of thorough drainage, fencing, 
&c., and thirty-one of farm buildings and labourers’ 
dwellings. 

In all cases of thorough drainage and fencing the 
works have been carefully and well executed. 

‘Labourers’ dwellings have, in most cases, been very 
well built. 

Farm’ offices and farm dwellings have been all well 
built and sic ae 
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Tradesmen and labourers’ wages have increased 
largely ; materials for buildings have also increased in 
price. Notwithstanding this increased cost of such works, 
J find proprietors willing to improve where tenants 
agree to pay a proportion of cost. 

I have been employed by the Board from the com- 
mencement of the working under the Land Improve- 
ment Acts, and during all that time—a period of thirty 
years—I have heard proprietors and occupiers of farms, 
in every case, express themselves highly satisfied with 
the facilities afforded them for executing improvements, 
and also with the results of their expenditure; in very 
many places the appearance of the country is greatly 
improved, both in the condition of farm lands, dwel- 
lings, and offices, and also by providing good, com- 
fortable, neat dwellings for labourers.

I now beg to furnish for the information of the 
Board my annual report on the working of the Land 
Improvement Acts in the above district for the year 
1875, and up to the present date. 

Since the date of my last report, I have made 
thirty-eight progress inspections, chiefly connected with 
building loans, and eight preliminary inspections for 
drainage, fencing, farm road making, &c., the most 
important of which were those on the estates of Lord 
Annaly and John Cooke, esq., in Longford, the late 
Hon. L. H. King-Harman, in Roscommon, and G. A. 
Rochford Boyd, esq., in Westmeath. I. understand 
that they are all being carried on in a very satisfac- 
tory manner, and must prove of great advantage to the 
proprietors; and I think it is now easier to procure 


labourers than it was a few years ago, when they have- 


the prospect of constant employment. 

The applications for loans for building both farm 
offices and residences appear to be increasing, particu- 
larly from tenant farmers, though the price of materials 
has not been much reduced ; but with the present price 
of straw for thatching, which also takes the manure 
from the farm, the outlay must be repaid in a few 
years. 

Iam happy to be able to say that all the works 
which I have inspected have been well and carefully 
executed.

In submitting this, my report on the working of 
the Land Improvement Act for the past year, I beg 
to state that the number of inspections I had been 
called on to make differs very slightly from that of 
the year 1874. They have chiefly been confined to 
cases connected with ‘‘ farm buildings” and “labourers’ 
dwellings.” Only three applications for loans for 
thorough drainage were recommended by me for the 
approval of the Commissioners. 

The progress inspections for drainage were six, that 
of the greatest extent being the case of Dean Butson, 
who has reclaimed a large extent of moor land, near 
Clonfert; the next in area being that of Capt. O’Brien, 
on his property near Tipperary. 

Theinspectionsfor ‘farm buildings” havebeen fifteen, 
‘labourers’ dwellings” five, and one case of planting, 
that of Mr. Massy. Dawson, who has enclosed and 
planted, to a considerable extent, a part of the range 
of mountain between Cahir and Bansha. 

I have noticed that all through the district there 
has been a good deal of thorough drainage by the far- 
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mers. Whether any allowances out of their rents have 
been made by the landlords I am not able to say; but 
I am inclined to think that such have been undertaken 
without any agreement for allowance, the tenant con- 
sidering he can have, in case of “ disturbance,” which 
is not likely, full compensation for such outlay. 

I am happy to report, that each year more attention 
is given to the providing of suitable dwellings for 
labourers. Mr. Gibson, at Rockforest, has had a large 
loan for this purpose, and has built several very com- 
fortable houses, with yards, &c., attached. Loans of 
smaller amount were had by Lord Rosse, the late 
Vicompte Chabét, and Mr. Barton of Fethard. The 
houses they have built are quite suited for the class 
they are intended for. 

For farm offices a large loan has been made to Mr. 
Parker of Castlelough, for a very extensive range of 
offices which are approaching completion, and for offices 
in connexion with, and addition to his residence at 
Somerset, near Parsonstown ; aloanof nearly £2,000 has 
been made to, and very well expended by Mr. O’Meara, 
an extensive landholder in that neighbourhood ; works 
of the same character, but on a smaller scale, have been 
completed by Mr. J. R. Minnett, at Annabeg, in 
Lower Ormond. ° 

The advantages which this Act affords are so well 
known, and equally well appreciated throughout the 
district which for so many years has been intrusted 
to my inspection by the Board of Works, that I need 
not further refer to this point. 

I think that greater facilities should be afforded to 
proprietors who are anxious to improve their proper- 
ties by works of arterial drainages of a small scale, 
and that the country would derive much benefit 
thereby.

In compliance with the request of the Board, I beg 
to forward the following remarks in relation to the 
working of the Land Improvements Acts in my dis- 
trict, during the past year :— 

Since my last report in February, 1875, I have 
made eighty-two inspections—seventy-four progress 
and eight preliminary ; and I have certified for works 
to the amount of £13,526 9s. 3d., which shows a 
considerable increase in the sum expended during the 
corresponding period of the former year. 

I am happy to state that during the past season, a 
large amount of open main and thorough drainage has 
been efficiently carried out, by means of which large 
tracts of land, hitherto of little value, are now in a 
condition to yield a very profitable return for the 
money which has been expended. The most important 
of these works were executed by Major Daly, of 
Raford ; Mr. Richardson, of Tyaquin ; Mr. Mahon, 
of Ballydonelan; Mr. Bagot, of Ballymoe; Mr. 
Francis Graham, of Ballinakill; and Mr. Martin, of 
Ross. 

On Major Daly’s estate, near Loughrea, very exten- 
sive works have been splendidly executed, inclnding 
the deepening of a large river, nearly three miles in 
length, and the construction of some fine open main 
drains. 

These works have already drained a large amount 
of land, and have also formed a basis for thorough 
drainage which is to be carried out this year. This 
gentleman has also executed some fine drainage work 
on his estate at Attymon. 

The most complete specimens of thorough drainage 
which I have examined were executed by Mr. Graham, 
of Ballynakill, and Mr. Richardson, of Tyaquin. The 
latter gentleman has entered his work for the Agricul- 
tural Gold Medal, with, I think, every prospect of 
success. ‘ 

Mr. Rush, of Cuillaun, has satisfactorily reclaimed 
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a considerable portion of cut-away bog, and Mr. 
Mahon, of Belleville, has also been successful in con- 
verting several acres of useless heathy soil into arable 
land. 

Substantial farm dwellings are being erected by 
Mr. Kirwan, of Gardenfield; Mr. John O’Rorke, of 
Taghboy ; and some good offices have been constructed 
by Mr.-O’Shaughnessy, of Birchgrove, and Mr. Toler, 
of Bloomfield. 

I have also inspected some very fine shelter planta- 
tions made by Mr. Pierce Joyce, of Merview, on his 


estate at Craigmore, which will afford valuable shelter _ 


to the stock fed on these high grounds. 
In conclusion, I beg to say that the country is be- 


ginning to exhibit manifest signs of improvement 


resulting from works executed under loans. 

All the works which I have inspected have been well 
carried out, and the landowners have expressed them- 
selves thoroughly satistied with the advantages of the 
present system. 

The gentry are now becoming alive to the facilities 
offered by the Board; and I have every hope that 
extensive improvements will be carried out in this 


_ country, where so much still requires to be done.

In compliance with your circular, I beg to submit 


_ the following report on the general working of the 


Land Improvement Acts throughout my district for 


. the year ending 31st December, 1875 :— 


During the preceding twelve months I made five pre- 
liminary and thirty-eight progress inspections, report- 
ing upon thirty-five different loans, and certifying for an 
expenditure amounting in the aggregate to £9,979 4s. 
10d., bemg £111 7s. 7d. less than the expenditure 
certified by me for the year ending December, 1874. 

During 1874 I certified for an outlay upon land 


improvement works of £5,375 16s. 5d., and upon 


buildings £5,525 16s., making a total expenditure of 
£10,901 12s. 5d., whilst during the past year the 
expenditure has been upon land improvement works 
£3,132 1s. -8d., and upon buildings £6,847 3s. 2d., 
exhibiting in the former class of works a reduction of 
£2,243 14s. 9d., and in the latter an increase to the 
extent of £1,351 7s. 2d. 

The land improvement works in a general way 
consist of open main and thorough drainage, fencing, 
subsoiling, and planting for shelter. In addition, a 
very valuable work of slob reclamation on the Shannon 
has been very nearly completed by Mr. Dawson 
Westropp. 

The buildings include farm dwellings, farm build- 
ings, and labourers’ dwellings. Many ofthe latter are 
still sadly needed throughout the country ; but the 
cost of their erection necessitates a higher rent than 
in frequent cases the labourer is either willing or able 
to pay ; otherwise, I have no doubt, proprietors would 
avail themselves more largely of the provisions of the 
Labourers’ Dwellings Act. 


The value of labour, both skilled and unskilled, is _ 


very much higher all through my district than it was 
some years ago. However, Iam notable to notice any 
increase since the furnishing ‘of my last annual report. 

I have much pleasure in being able to refer to the 


z fact, that in no instance have I known a borrower to 


be dissatisfied with the result of an expenditure under 
the Land Improvement Acts.

Pursuant to your order of the Ist inst., I have to 
report to the Commissioners of Public Works on the 
working of the Land Improvement Acts in my district 
of inspection for the past year. 

There is a decrease of expenditure of 20 per cent. as 
compared with the year 1874, and that decrease is 
almost entirely in the outlay on land improvements, 
viz:—

But the most remarkable change is to be seen in the 
fact that more than half the land improvement works, 
and very nearly half the whole of the building works, 
are executed by the proprietors on farms in their own 
occupation, or not intended for letting to tenants ; and 
there is less improvement of either kind now in pro- 
gress for the benefit of lands in tenancy than there 
has ever been, I believe, since the Land Improvement 
Act was passed, twenty-nine years ago. 

This is one of the results of the Land Bill of 1870 
which was always expected. However, the fluctuation 
in yearly outlay is not much. The improvement of 
the country, small as it is, comparatively, under that 
Act, is still going on with all the benefit that must 
follow from experience, and the good example set by 
the proprietors in most cases. The progress is slow, 
but it is quickening, for I can observe great activity, 
particularly in the north and central parts of Kerry, 
among the farmers, in making improved cattle houses, 
and enlarging their own dwellings, but not for the 
labourers. 

The general working of the Land Improvement Acts 
depends more on the improvement of the labouring 
class than on anything else, and with the return of 
work for wages still on the decrease, as it certainly is 
easy to see that the benefit of advantageous loans 
must decrease also. 

There have been too few labourers’ dwellings built 
last year in Kerry, and most of them were too costly. 
The Knight of Kerry and Mr. James Butler have 
built a good number of them, and they only have put 
up dwellings that may be called a financial success.

In accordance with your instructions, I have the 
honour to submit to you an account of the working of 
the Land Improvement Acts in my district for the 
past year. 

I have made twenty-four progress inspections of 
buildings, eighteen progress inspections for land im- 
provement, and six preliminary inspections for land 
improvement. 

There is a decided tendency towards improving the 
dwellings of both the farmers and labourers, and the 
building works have all been carried out in a satisfac- 
tory manner. The land improvement cases were not 
for as large amounts as in former years—chiefly from 
the great scarcity of labour—but were all well executed. 
The preliminary cases were chiefly for small sums. 
The proprietors who have obtained loans all acknow- 
ledge the benefits to be derived therefrom, and if 
labour were to be obtained more easily, would avail 
themselves more largely of the advantages to be ob- 
tained under the Land Improvement Acts.

The greater number of the foregoing I have visited 
and. reported upon, and have either commenced or 
completed the:works at the Rock of Cashel, Ardmore, 
Glendalough, and Ardfert. 

T have in the strictest manner complied with what 
was my leading instruction, that no work constituting 
a restoration should be done, further than ‘was abso- 
lutely necessary for the safety of the building. 

The reports which I have already referred to set 
forth “clearly what I have recommended, and my 
subsequent report enters in detail into what has been

_. Report on Works at Rook or Cast. 


Now that these works are drawing toa close, I think 
it desirable to make a supplemental report, setting 
forth what has been done, and how the money granted 
for this building has been expended. 

As I anticipated, many things have arisen during 
the progress of the work which have caused modifica- 
tions and changes in what I recommended in my 
former report. 

In King Cormac’s chapel especially, matters of in- 


_ terest have arisen connected with its original plan, as 


well as matters of detail, which have been carefully 
recorded. Amongst these I would note the follow- 
ing :— 

"The outer portion of the wall* at east end, behind 
the altar, was modern work, which, on being removed 
was found to conceal'two small windows which cast 
a side light upon the altar. These windows had circu- 
lar heads on the outside, square to the interior; opes 
wider at base than at head. 

That on the south side is on the same plane as the 
wall at B; but on the-north the heads and jambs to 
the outside are set at an angle of 30° to the plane of 
the north wall. I have given much thought to the 
cause of this, and suggest the following solution :— 

1st. In the original plan, a building stood on the 
portion I have marked with red—probably the abode 
of a monk—from which the altar could be seen through 
the sloping window at C. 

2nd. That the end at onetime showed three sides of 
a hexagon in plan. .. 

The east end’ having been faced with modern work, 
it became a question whether the blank arcade now 
restored continued the whole way across. At first I 


did not think‘ it did; but, on careful examination, I’ 


found sufficient évidence to enable me to make up my 
mind that this arcade certainly existed. It has, there- 
fore, been restored with the same sandstone as that 
used in the rest of the building.

modern window,t the sill and‘head being formed of old 
tombstones, date Hd. VI. At’ opposite side was a 
perfect round-headed ope :f this naturally gavé the clue 
to the restoration of the ope on south side; and I 
have pleasure in stating, that amongst the rubbish 
near the building, several of the jambstones of the 
south ope were found and replaced in their original 
position. — 


At the north, the blank arcade at side of chancel 
has been restored. I 

Careful examination has shown that figure subjects 
were painted on the ceiling and walls of chancel, as 
well as diaper work in the panels of arcades. 

The floor has been excavated to the original level, 
but no trace of tiling or other pavement has been 
found. 

The two square windows at south side of nave are 
of comparatively modern date. My conviction is that 
the church originally had no windows in the nave at 
this side. I felt. much disposed to block those which 
exist, but, owing to the light at the west end having 
been almost obscured by the subsequent structure of 
the cathedral, the want of the south windows would 
make the chapel nearly dark. 

I also question whether changes in a building made 
at ‘a date when’ these windows! were inserted; as well 
as other changes from time to time, do not mark certain 
epochs in’ the history of the. building, indicative of 
habits and customs, ‘times of peace and war, which add 
a charm and tell a tale which a more perfect structure 
would fail to do.

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The west end has undergone a complete transforma- 
tion, owing to the cathedral transept having been built 
against it. . 

Of the three windows which originally gave light to 
the chapel, but one is available. I removed some of 
the filling in of the other two, but failed to discover 
cut-stone, jambs, or other evidence which would guide 
me as to their original form. Nothing would be 
gained by opening these, as all light is obscured by 
the cathedral; they, therefore, remain blocked with 
masonry. 

The western doorway was a modern innovation. 
Dean. Cotton, to whom much is due for the preservation 
of the building, has written to this effect: that he 
found “a rugged hole in the wall” which he converted 
into a doorway. ‘This door has been filled up. 

My previous remark, that architectural changes are 
worthy of respect, may raise the question why I re- 
moved the modern work which obstructed the north 
doorway, and which was of more ancient date than 
the opening of the south windows. My answer is 
this work hid from view the inner jamb, moulds, 
capitals, de., of the finest portal of the chapel. By its 
removal this grand doorway stands in its original 
condition.

Between the north tower and wall of cathedral 
there had been built a spandril wall of rough masonry ; 
this has been removed,.and its removal enables the 
side of the tower with its arcade to be seen. 

The ashlar on the north side of tower has been re- 
moved from time to time. This I haye had replaced.

The east doorway into the north tower was blocked 
up with modern masonry ; this I have had removed. 

The blank arcade and arches on south side have 
been repaired, and stones inserted in general masonry 
where requisite. 

At the west end, on the side facing the transept of 
the cathedral, a curious arch has been discovered, 
Springing from each side of the chapel,* spanning a 
recess eight inches deep in the centre, running to 
nothing at the sides. The character of the arch stones 
would indicate a date of about the thirteenth century, 
but it must have been made earlier as it passes behind 
the wall of the transept which was built about that 
period. 


The staircase in south tower has been repaired and 


the ope at base of tower filled. 

The external works consist of general pointing, 
which has been kept back from the face of the wall, 
thereby maintaining the an¢ient aspect of the 
building. 

The’ whole of the stone roof had to be reset and 
pointed. 

Tron gates and bars will be placed in the opes to 
prevent the clambering propensities of the public.

These curious apartments deserve much attention.t 
There is no doubt that the inner skin of the roof is 
tuffa, not laid as corbelling, but forming an arch. 
Round the larger of the two rooms a flue runs com- 

‘municating with an aperture which leads into the 
south tower. I have been unable to trace the com- 
mencement of this, but have little doubt that some 
means of heating the chamber was adopted, somewhat 
on the principle of the Roman hypocaust, and that 
the south tower formed the up-cast shaft for the 
smoke. 

The following legend is extant :—St. Bernard haying 
grown old, his brother monks feared that his austere 


habits would injure-his health, and that he would die — 


‘of cold in the chamber where he lived. Loving him 
well, they begged him to have a fire, which he stoutly 
refused. Whereupon they’ warmed his abode by 
lighting fires beneath the floor of his dwelling, and 
thereby comforted the old man without his knowledge. 

Much has been done in the way of repatr and re- 
placing stones, the absence of which were likely to 
cause danger to the building. But, further than what 
has hitherto been mentioned, no works of restoration 
have been effected.

This magnificent church, with its surrounding 
buildings, forms, perhaps, the finest ecclesiastical struc- 
fure to be foundin Ireland. Placed on an eminence 
overlooking the plain of Tipperary, it is seen from far 
and near, and nothing can surpass the picturesqueness 
of the outline. 

The buildings consist of— 


Cormac’s Chapel, date 1135. 
The Cathedral Proper, 1260 to 1270. 
The Bishop’s Palace or Fortress, 1450. 

_ The House of the Vicars-Choral, 1500. 
The Enceinte and Bastion Towers, 1550. 


Like nearly all the ecclesiastical buildings in Ireland, 


a restoration was effected late in the fourteenth century 
more or less of a‘ military character. The eaves of

and repaired ; the gutter stones cleared of decaying 
vegetable matter, and pointed with cement; the 
fillmg of the lower portion of the lancet windows 
taken out (not the curtailing done in the fourteenth 
century); the large buttress secured; the sills of 
the east windows restored and the modern filling 
taken out for about three feet from sills ; north side 
of choir similar works ; opening of the trefoil win- 
dows over lancets; north transept side chapels res- 
tored, stones secured, and walls protected from the 
weather, 


Round Tower. 

The condition of this required careful attention. 
In a former report I have referred to the fact that the 
building has been battered by artillery; at about the 
level of the doorway there is evidence of this. 

From top to bottom the tower required pointing, 
and the conical roof was in such a dilapidated condition 
that most of the stones required to be taken down and 
re-set, All these defects have been remedied.

These battlements are 
now perfect, and are a fair example of this picturesque 
finish to a wall. In other places the rugged outline 


has been retained, and the wall grouted with cement 
concrete. It is worthy of note that these battlements 
were never entirely built of cut stone, but were con- 
structed as in sketch, thereby carrying up the rough 
face of the masonry to the summit of the building.

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ARDMORE CATHEDRAL AND Rounp Tower. 


The works in connection with these monuments are 
complete. 

The round tower, the highest and most. perfect in 
Treland, was in a dangerous condition. The conical 
top and upper story had apparently been struck by 
lightning. The portions have been taken down, the 
stones numbered and re-used. The tower pointed in 
cement, and the timber floors (modern) repaired. 


The cathedral church has undergone repair. The 


walls grouted with cement concrete, the quoin of south 


angle rebuilt, the curious sculpture at west end secured 
in its position, and one of the missing figures which 
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was found in the debris at foot of tower placed where 
it originally stood. The modern filling of north door- 
way taken away and the ancient arch-stones, which 
here again were found complete, restored to their 
positions. 

The chancel arch has been secured from danger of 
falling and the sedilia restored.* 
' The graveyard, as far’ as practicable, has been 
levelled. “A caretaker has been appointed and pro- 
vision made for maintaining the ruin in a decent. 
condition. The total cost has been £359 5s. 10d. 


ARDFERT, County Kerry. 


Works have been commenced here ; but there has 
not been sufficient progress made, to enable me to 
report progress. 

Owing to the difficulty of obtaining men skilled in 
the peculiar work required to be done in repairing 
these ancient buildings, it has been thought desirable 
to take them in rotation, rather than simultaneously. 
The workmen acquire skill, and can then be transferred 
from place to place. 

I trust I may not be travelling out of my duties as 
Superintendent of national monuments, if I direct 
attention to the importance of enlarging the list of 
buildings now under the direction of Government. 
There are numbers all over the country which I pass 
with regret at my inability of doing anything to pre- 
vent them falling to utter ruin. 

There are many round towers and churches worthy 
of preservation which could be brought under the 
category of “ national monuments,” and which, a few 
pounds judiciously expended upon, would save for 
centuries. Amongst these I would enumerate Hoar 
Abbey, Cashel, Inniscaltra, Lough Derg, Kilmac- 
duagh, county Galway, and many others. Clonmac- 
noise is not at present included in the list, and there 
is no ruin in Ireland that ought to take precedence of 
it as worthy of preservation.

Ws, the Railway Commissioners humbly beg to lay before eon Majesty a 
report of our proceedings under the Regulation of ‘Railways Act, 1873, during the 
second year of its continuance. 

It is part.of our duty to carry out where required the provisions for the. equal 
treatment of all who use railways, and for the working of railways.in the way most 
beneficial to the public, which are contained in the Traffic Act, 1854, and, the .appli- 
cations to, us founded on those provisions may conveniently be first noticed. ‘The 
number of applications of that. kind which we heard during the year was 11, of which 
nine were complaints of undue preference and two of deficient accommodation. .. The 
Nitshill and Lesmahagow Coal Company v. the Caledonian Railway Company (No..1),* 
the Bellsdyke Coal Company and others v. the North British Railway Company, (No. 7), 
and. Foreman and others o. the Great) Hastern Railway Company (No. 19) were cases 

t railway companies of alleged preference in their coal traffic. In that against 


_ the Caledonian Company, the complaint was that they charged more per ton per mile 


for carrying cannel.coal. to Granton than they charged for other coal.. The answer of 
the company was that cannel was a gas coal, used to give to gas its illuminating power, 
and, was so distinct from other coal that a difference of rate was legitimate ee such 
difference in quality and value existed. . It appeared, however, that. among the coal 
which the company carried at their lower rate was that known as splint, and. that 
splint. made a rich. gas. and differed only in the’ degree in which it yielded it from 
cannel.' Under those cireumstances we could not but regard’ splint and, cannel. as 
competitive articles, and we’ granted an injunction that the railway company should 
jcarry those two kinds of coal at equal. rates, the costs of carriage being the same. 
We made no order against them for charging more for gas coal than for common coal, 
-but'we-held that an undue prejudice was caused. by a classification under which. more 
was charged for the carriage of cannel than of splint. 

In the case against the North British, that company had entered into an agreement 
with Baird and Company, a firm of colliery proprietors, by which, their coal was to, be 
carried at. special rates, These rates were lower than those charged to the com- 
_plainants, who-were also coal owners, and the difference varied from 53d. to 103d.\a 

ton. The agreement gave'to the railway company no advantages in return. for the 
‘lower rates, and the defence of the extra charge made upon the complainants rested 
-on. the alleged. greater cost of working the particular railway on which their collieries 
were situated, due to its heavy gradients, and in particular to a steep incline, more 
than - a mile ‘long, and costing it was said 3d. or 4d. a ton. in engines employed, in 
‘bringing. traffic down. ° We, however, thought that, except for the incline, the. coal. of

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the complainants could be carried as cheaply and profitably as the coal of Baird and 
Company, and that the difference of rates was clearly contrary to the Traffic Act, 
both because it exceeded any difference in cost of carriage or in other expenses, and 
because it was applied even to coal of the complainants which did not use the incline 
at all, but was forwarded in an opposite direction, and we dealt with the application 
for an injunction accordingly, allowing at the same time a reasonable incline toll 
upon such coal as might pass over the incline. 

The applicants in the third case of coal traffic were dealers in coal brought to Great 


Yarmouth by sea, and they complained that the railway company prevented them selling 


it in Norwich and places round Yarmouth by the low rates at which they carried inland 
coal from Peterborough. The railway company carried the coal from Peterborough 
and the coal of the applicants by the same scale of tolls, but there was no doubt that 
the scale was favourable to long distances, that is to say, the rate at which it increased 
was in the inverse ratio of the distance. Without this advantage the inland coal 
could not have been brought into competition with the sea-borne coal in the neighbour- 
hood of Great Yarmouth, and the contention of the applicants was that toll should 
be proportioned to distance. The principle, however, on which the railway company 
charged, and which had reference to the cost of carriage, and the manner in which 
their scale was graduated, appeared to us to be unobjectionable, and we did not see 
that any undue prejudice was caused to the applicants. They further complained that 
the coal from Peterborough was only carried upon the scale in question when it could 


be brought into competition with the sea-borne coal, and that in other cases the rail- 


way company had a different and higher tariff for the carriage of it. But so long as 
the charges from Peterborough and Great Yarmouth to places common to both ag 
markets for coal were equal, it was not a substantial ground of complaint that the 
dealers of Peterborough were charged unequally. It was, however, shown that the 
railway company had not always adhered to their published tariff, and that the coal 
from Peterborough was sometimes charged less, and the coal from Norwich more, than 
the tariff authorised, and we’interfered to relieve the applicants from these variations. 
A railway company gave advantages to traders who engaged to send goods by their 
railway only, over those who would not engage to do so, the company’s object being 
‘to monopolise the carriage of the district and keep other railway companies out of it. 
The Diphwys Casson Slate Company v. the Festiniog Railway Comipany (No. 4) raised 
the question whether a company could make it a condition of treating the public 
equally that they should be their only carriers. The complainants had refused to sign 
an agreement to send all the produce of their slate quarries for a term of years by the 
Festiniog Railway only. Other quarry owners had signed it, and the company made 
a difference of rates in their favour. We held that the condition was unreasonable, 
and that it did not justify unequal treatment that the company favoured only such 
traders as would agree to aid them in warding off an apprehended competition. : 
The same kind of question arose later in Thompson and others v. the London and 
North-western Railway Company (No. 8), the defence there being that a preference 
was not undue which was given to meet the actual competition of another company.. 
It appeared that at Burton-upon-Trent the station of the Midland was connected by 
sidings with the breweries of Cooper & Co. and Truman & Co., who hauled the railway 
trucks to their own premises and loaded and unloaded by themselves, receiving from the 
railway company a rebate of 9d. a ton for saving them that terminal service, and having, 


of course, nothing to pay for cartage. There was no such connexion with the station — 


of the London and North-western, and that company carted and loaded and unloaded 
the goods of the two firms in the usual way. They charged for such services when 
they performed them for other brewers, including the complainants, but they made no 
charge to Cooper & Co. and Truman & Co., on the ground that they must have the 
same rates as the Midland or they could not compete with them. This was a con- 
siderable extension of the advantage the two firms derived from their position on the 
Midland line, but the degree in which it influenced the course of their traffic in the 
interests of the North-western Company did not appear to us sufficient to justify that 
company in giving them lower rates to the prejudice of others, and we thought, 
therefore, that an injunction ought to issue. 

The Midland and the London and North-western Railway Companies allow brewers 
at Burton, who load and unload at their own works, a rebate of 9d. a ton, and if in 
addition they do the haulage over the sidings, a further rebate of 43d. aton. The 
reasonableness of these allowances was the principal point in Bell v. the Midland 
Railway Company (No. 17.), and Bell v. the London and North-western Railway 
Company (No. 17). Bell, a timber merchant at Burton, contended that they were: 
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excessive, and that the companies caused him an undue prejudice by making rebates 
to the brewers which were not compensated by what they did. His business was prin- 
cipally in deals and staves for casks, and as we were satisfied that the rebates were not 
in proportion to the services rendered by the brewers, and that an undue disadvantage 
was imposed upon the plaintiff by their not corresponding, we directed that so long as 
rebates of the amounts in question were allowed the rates for the carriage of staves 
and deals for Bell should be reduced by 43d. a ton. 

Undue preference again was the question involved in Woodger & Son v. the Great, 
Eastern Railway, the complaint being that the company had a scale of rates for the 
conveyance of fish from Great Yarmouth to London, which bore unfairly upon the 
complainants, inasmuch as the scale was one rising by 2d. for every 14 lbs., with a 
minimum rate of 3d., but packages weighing from 18 to 21 Ibs. .. which were of the 
class the complainant’ s packages belonged to, and which he contended should have, 
- been carried at the 3d. rate, were put into the 4d. part of the scale. The case coming 
within the Traffic Act, we directed the scale to be altered as proposed. 

Fishbourne and another v. the Midland Great Western of Ireland Railway Com- 
pany, and’ the same v. Great Southern and Western Railway Company, Ireland 
(No. 23), were carriers’ cases, and the last we have to mention under the head of 
undue preference. The complaint against the Midland Great Western was that 
collection in Dublin being included in their rates for parcels, they allowed out of the 
rates to their own carriers bringing parcels to their station 2d. per parcel, but would 
allow nothing to the applicants on parcels they collected and brought. We enjoined 
the railway company to discontinue a practice which debarred the applicants from 
competing with the company’s carriers. In their second case, they had sent goods 
from Dublin to different parts of Ireland by the Great Southern and Western line, 
together with a consignment note bearing the names and addresses of the consignees, 
and in addition the words “to the care of Fishbourne & Co.” Instead, however, of 
following the instructions in the consignment note, the company employed other 
earriers to deliver the goods on their arrival, and as we considered such a course 
inconsistent with the terms upon which they had received the goods for carriage by 
their railway, and that delivery by the applicants should have been allowed, we 
granted an injunction. 

The other cases under the Act of 1854 had reference to that part of section 2 which 
enacts that companies shall give to the public all reasonable facilities and accommo- 
dation by their respective railways, and in Innes v. the Brighton and South Coast 
Railway Company and the London and South-western Railway Company (No. 14), 
and in the Uckfield Local Board v. the Brighton Company and the South-eastern 
Railway Company (No. 22), we had to consider the sufficiency of arrangements for 
passenger traffic when measured by that enactment. One ground on which an injunc- 
tion was sought in the Innes case was the difficulty of getting to the Victoria Station 
from the Tooting, Merton, and Wimbledon line, a short loop line owned and worked 
jointly by the Brighton and the South-western Companies. A passenger by that line 
could not use the route to Victoria vid Tooting, because the Brighton Company ran — 
only one train each way daily, and if he took the route via Wimbledon and the 
South-western, he was required to re-book at Wimbledon, and again at Clapham 
Junction. We held that the respondent companies must dispense with the re- 
booking, and arrange for a through booking of passengers between Victoria and the 
loop line by Clapham Junction, the communication being a continuous one; and 
secondly, that passengers ought to have the same facilities for goimg to Victoria 
vid Tooting as they had for going to London Bridge or Ludgate Hill, and since the 
‘Ist of September last the time-tables show a connexion of trains by which that object 
has been effected. Another complaint was that there was no carriage approach to the 
‘Lower Merton Station, nor even a covered way for the 130 yards passengers had to 
walk to it, and as to this inconvenience to the public, the companies undertook to remedy 
it as soon as possible, and to apply for powers for the purpose from Parliament, the 
powers they had formerly possessed having lapsed by time. The difference in the 
fares from Wimbledon to Waterloo, and from Wimbledon by the joint line to London 
Bridge, Ludgate Hill, and Victoria was also a ground of complaint, but the difference 
‘was not more than in proportion to the difference of distance, and we did not think 
it infringed the Traffic Act. We suggested, however, whether, if the difference was 
‘maintained, a return ticket at the lower rate might not, on paying the difference, be 
‘made available by the.other routes, and whether there might not be a special joint 
‘return ticket at an intermediate fare, which might cover the whole of the routes. 
‘The companies agreed to the former suggestion, and intimated that the other also 
would probably be adopted. _ a 
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In the Uckfield case (No. 22) the injunction was sought by a local board under the 
power given to public bodies by the 13th section of the Act of 1873. There it appeared 
that at Tunbridge Wells the railway systems of the Brighton and the South-eastern 
Companies were in contact, but that their stations were a mile apart, and that to pass 
from. one station to the other passengers were obliged to go by the road, the: mile of 
continuous railway between the stations being used for carriage of goods only, and 
A6 chains of it, the Brighton portion, having never been opened for passenger traffic. 
As it was plain that a transit by rail was for the accommodation of the public, and 
that it was the duty of the companies under the statute to, provide it, we made an 
order enjoining them to afford a continuous communication by means. of the eon- 
tinuous line, but as regards time, binding them only by the limit of what would give 
them reasonable opportunity to provide for the requirements of a new traflic, and to 
make all needful preparations for it. 

The Act of 1873 extended the jurisdiction created by the Act of 1854 to.some new - 
provisions for the regulation of railways, and we will now report upon the applications 
having reference to those new provisions. By sections 8 and 9, as amended. by 37 and 
38 Vict. c. 40., we are authorised to decide differences to which a railway company 
is a party and which are referred tous in lieu of being referred, to arbitration, and 
eight cases of this kind came before us during the year. Po gouge 

As we propose to place our principal decisions in an appendix, ahd the cases we 
are now upon turned frequently upon very special facts and the application of private 
Railway Acts, we shall confine ourselves in this part of our report to stating shortly 
the main points in dispute in each case, referring for details to the judgment in the 

Appendix. In the Bala and Dolgelly Railway ». the Cambrian Railway Company 
' (No. 2) the former company had power to run over a railway belonging to the latter, 
and the question in difference was the toll or other consideration to be paid to the 
Cambrian Company for the use of their railway, and the restrictions to be put upon 
the other company in exercising the running powers. 

In the Bristol and Exeter Railway Company v. the Somerset and Dorset Railway 
Company (No. 5), the Cheddar Valley Railway of the Bristol Company and the Hast 
Somerset Railway were separated from each other: by the Wells Station of the, 
Somerset and Dorset Company, but the Bristol Company had a right of passage 
through, and the use also of a part of the station, paying to the Somerset Company 
an annual rent of 4007. to commence with the commencement of certain works at 
Wells. The works were commenced in 1870, but the Bristol Company had never been 
able to get into the Wells Station through default as they said of the Somerset 
Company, and they claimed that the rent did not commence till they should be able 
to run into the station. This was the difference referred for our decision; and we 
decided that the rent was payable from 1870. . 

In the Midland Railway Company v. the Great Western Railway Company (No. 6), 
the Midland applied to us to revise the fares for the first class which they and the 
Great Western were then charging for places between which they both carried. The 
two companies were bound by agreement to have equal fares between. competitive 
stations, and so long as the first-class fare of each was at the rate. of 2d. a mile the 
equal fares for that class were not difficult to settle. But the Midland had recently 
reduced their rate from 2d. to 14d. wherever they were not controlled by the agree-. 
ment, and they proposed by the reference to us to get also the agreed fares similarly 
reduced. We decided, according to circumstances which, as the judgment shows, 
were very various, for the reduction as to some of the fares, and against it as to 
others. } } ; 

The Caledonian Company and the Wemyss: Bay Company were the parties to two 
differences (No. 9 and No. 11) that were referred to us. Nearly all the traffic of the 
Wemyss Bay line is of a through kind to or from the Caledonian Railway, and. is 
carried at through rates. The Caledonian Company.work the line and pay over to the 
Wemyss Bay Company an agreed share of the receipts. They also hold shares in the 
Wemyss Bay Company, and in respect of their shares are by agreement entitled to 
one fourth part, neither more nor less, of that company’s net revenue. The cost of 
the line much exceeded the authorised capital, and since 1866 the interest of the 
money borrowed and the current expenses had absorbed the entire gross receipts paid 
over to the Wemyss Bay Company. Had there been no interest to pay there would 
have been a balance in each year divisible in the proportion of three fourths to the 
Wemyss Bay Company and one fourth to the Caledonian Company, and the Caledonian 
Company claimed that by the agreement the fourth part they would in such case haye 
received was theirs in any event, and if in the first instance appropriated to pay interest 
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on debt, remained a charge on the Wemyss Bay Company’s three fourths of any future 
dividend fund. The Wemyss Bay Company contended for a different construction of 
the agreement, and the difference being referred to us we held that we:could not but 
affirm the claim of the Caledonian Company. 

The other difference between these two companies (No. 11) related to the division of 
the above-mentioned through rates. A division had been made in 1871 by which the 
Wemyss Bay Company received a fixed sum out of each through rate in lieu of.a 
mileage or other proportion, but the through rates had since then been increased by 
the Caledonian Company, and the Wemyss Bay Company claimed to be paid a part of 
the increase. We held that under the circumstances and in a proceeding under the 
8th section we could not apportion the increase, but we gave to the Wemyss Bay 
Company one half of a saving to the through rate caused by a reduction in an amount 
paid out, and the whole of which the Caledonian Company had appropriated to 
themselves. __ 

In the Taff Vale Railway Company v. the Rhymney Railway Company (No. 16), it 
appeared that the Rhymney Railway joined the Taff Vale Railway at Walnut Tree 
Station, and that the Rhymney Railway Company were bound to convey traffic 
coming over their own line and destined. for Penarth Docks over the Taff Vale line 
from the Walnut Tree Station to Penarth Junction, and there to deliver it into the 
Taff Vale Company’s sidings. ‘They were to pay toll to the Taff Vale Company for the 
user of their line according to the actual distance run over, and to pay also for other 
accommodation. The subjects of the reference to us were the length of line run over 
and whether some accommodation found by the Taff Vale Company was of the kind 
for which they could claim to be paid. 

The Manchester, Sheffield, and Lincolnshire Railway Company and. the Trent, 
Ancholme, and Grimsby Railway Company against the guardians of the poor of the 
Caistor Union, and the guardians of the poor of the Glanford Brigg Union (No. 3 and 
No. 15), was a case which required us to determine a number of difficult questions as - 
to the mode in which property in the occupation of a railway company should be 
rated to the relief of the poor. The guardians had made their assessments in the 
usual way by ascertaining as well as they could the gross receipts of the portion of 
line in each parish, and after deducting the working expenses, the profits of capital, 
and the outgoings allowed by statute, assuming the remainder to be the rent or net 
annual value to let of the lands and buildings of the railway in the parish. The 
assessments being very much higher than before, the railway companies appealed 
against them, and the matters in dispute were by consent referred for our decision, 
which we gave in the judgments numbered 3 and 15 in the Appendix. How the 
capital in rolling stock should be valued, what per-centage of the capital would be a 


fair allowance for tenant’s profit, and other similar questions, were discussed before us 


at great length, and the value of the occupations for rating depended very much on 
the answers they received, but the questions as to which the views of either side were 
furthest apart was as to the rating of the Grimsby Docks, owned and occupied by the 
Manchester and Sheffield Railway Company. The railway company treated them as 
having no rateable value because worked at a loss, while the guardians assessed them 
at no less than 37,000/. a year. The guardians were right on the assumption that the 
docks were as completely part of the railway,as any large station on the line might be, 
and the railway company were right if the docks and railway, though owned and 
occupied by the same party, were still separate properties and subjects for separate 
assessment. We held that the docks had neither the one nor the other character 
claimed for them exclusively, but partook of both, and we amended the assessment 
accordingly, | 

The matter in difference in the Midland Great Western Railway of Ireland. Company 
against the Great Northern and Western (of Ireland) Railway Company, was whether 
the Great Northern Company had done all that they were bound to do by their special 
Act, in completing the works of a new railway called the Ballina Extension Railway 
and leased by them to the Midland Company. After atwo days hearing the Great 
Northern made an offer which was accepted by the other side, and met also with our 
approval, to pay 2,000/. to the Midland in satisfaction of all claims, and we made an 
order as desired in. the terms of the offer. . 
. We have only further to mention in connexion with the sections 8 and 9 as amended 
that with our consent we were appointed on the Ist of March last by the Board of 
Trade arbitrators under the Cheshire Lines Transfer Act, 1865, to decide any differences 
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that might arise between the members of the committee for managing the lines, repre- 
senting the Manchester, Sheffield, and Lincolnshire, the Midland, and ‘the Great 
Northern Railway Companies. 


The 10th section of the Act of 1873 enacts that working agreements between 
railway companies shall have no operation until approved by us. Four agreements 
were approved by us during the year, and we give in the Appendix the names of the 
companies which entered into them. 


The Greenock and Wemyss Bay Railway Company v. the Caledonian Railway Com- 
pany (second case, No. 10), was an application to us to revise a working agreement. 
A special Act passed before the Railways Clauses Act, 1863, had approved the agree- 
ment in question and given power to the Board of Trade to revise it from time to time, 
This power, according to the applicants, had been transferred to us under section 10 
which transfers to us “‘ the powers of the Board of Trade under any special Act with 
“respect to the approval of working agreements between railway companies.” As 
regards the Wemyss Bay agreement, the approval had been by Parliament, and the 
special Act only authorised the Board of Trade to revise. We thought that the language 
of the section might perhaps give us power to revise in a case where the power of 
approval had also existed, but that where the only power mentioned in the special 
Act was a power to revise, it did not pass to us under words which transferred a power 
to approve. We held, therefore, that, we had not in this particular case superseded the 
Board of Trade. 

The 11th section gives us power to require a railway company to pass traffic over its 
line from or to the line of another company at through rates, and three of the appli- 
_ cations heard by us during the year had for their object to obtain through rates. In 
the East and West Junction case (No. 12), it appeared that there were two routes for 
Northamptonshire iron ore into South Wales, one by the North-western Railway as far 
as Smethwick, the other by the East and West Junction as far as Stratford-on-Avon. 
The continuation of each route was by the Great Western, and the distance to 
South Wales the same from Stratford as from Smethwick, but as between the East 
and West Junction and the North-western portions of route there was a difference of 
20 miles in favour of the former. The Great Western Company were already carrying 
iron ore from Smethwick at agreed through rates with the North-western, and were 
receiving a mileage rate of $d. aton. The East and West Junction Railway Company 
proposed through rates for the route by Stratford lower than those at which the ore 
was carried via Smethwick, but sufficient to give the Great Western the same mileage 
proportion of 3d. per ton per mile over their part of the through route. The Great 
Western, however, would not agree to through rates with the East and West Junction 
Company, unless their gross amount also was the same, but we thought this was more 
than they could in fairness insist upon, considering the 20 miles difference of distance, 
and we granted the through rates proposed subject to the Junction Company 
forwarding on an average not under 500 tons a week. iad 

In the Central Wales and Carmarthen Junction Company v. the Great Western 
Company (No. 18), we refused to grant the through rates proposed by the Central 
Wales. We did not think they were the right parties to propose them. The London 
and North-western Company had a lease of their line, and worked it, and a division of 
the receipts by mileage, which was a part of the Central Wales’ proposal, would, the 
Great, Western Company said, be at variance with an agreement they had with the 
North-western on the subject of the apportionment of receipts from interchanged 
traffic to and from South Wales. But it was not so much that, as the agreement for 
the lease of the Central Wales line to the North-western, which appeared to us to 
make it proper that we should not grant through rates on the application of the Central 
Wales Company, for while that company expressly disclaimed acting with the privity 
of the North-western in making their proposal, the lease of their line provided that 
rates and fares for through traffic by it should be fixed by the London and North- 
western Company. 

The third case (No. 24) was an application that the passenger traffic of the Wemyss 
Bay line to and from Glasgow might be carried by the Caledonian Company at through 
rates. The Caledonian Company worked the lines for the whole distance between 
Glasgow and Wemyss Bay, and booked through, and through rates were applied for, 
not so much for any difference that it made whether the Caledonian Company booked 
at through rates or cumulative rates, but because, in granting through rates, it would 
be necessary for us to apportion them, and if we adopted the apportionment proposed. 
by the Wemyss Bay Company, that company would receive in future more than they

- were then receiving out of the fares for through traffic. Several days were occupied 
in the hearing of this case, and in the end we granted through rates for the bulk of 
the traffic, and made the fairest division of them in our power between the two 
companies. 

Section 14 requires railway companies to keep at each of their stations books of the 
rates at which they are carrying traffic from that station to any place to which they 
book, and in addition, if upon application we make an order to that effect, to dis- 
tinguish in such books how much of particular rates is for conveyance on the line, and 
how much for terminal or other expenses. We heard four cases under this section, 
and in the Harborne Railway Company v. the London and North-western Railway 
Company (No. 18), and in Jones v. the North-eastern Company (No. 20), the com- 
panies contended that the section did not apply to the traffic concerned in those cases, 
because it was carried from sidings and not from stations. We, however, decided that 
the section included sidings, and that all rates which a company charged must be 
exhibited, not necessarily as to those from sidings at such places, but at some station 
near, and we granted injunctions accordingly. 

The other two cases, Ivens v». London and North-western, and Bailey v. London, 

Chatham, and Dover Railway Company, were applications under the latter part of the 
section for an order upon the companies to show separately in their books the part 
for carriage of their rates for certain articles from the other parts of the rate, and to 
give particulars as to those other parts, and we made orders upon the companies to 
do so. | 
_ The 18th section relates to the conveyance of mails, and we mentioned in our first 
report that we were about to hear a complaint of the Postmaster General against the 
Highland Railway Company for not forwarding mails between Bonar Bridge and Wick 
and Thurso, with the despatch they were by that section bound to use. When the 
case came on, our hearing it was objected to on the part of the Highland Company on 
the ground that the matter of it was a difference which in lieu of coming before us 
ought to have been referred to arbitration in the manner provided by the 1 & 2 Vict. 
ce. 98. We decided that we had power to hear and determine the case, and the High- 
land Company then at once agreed toa conveyance of mails by its limes which was 
satisfactory to the Post Office, and further proceedings in the case were stayed. 

Under the 26th section an appeal lies. in certain cases from our decisions, but only 
upon points which, in our opinion, are questions of law. In the different cases to 
which the Festiniog Railway Company, the North-eastern Railway Company, and the 
. Central Wales and Carmarthen Junction Railway Company were parties, they desired 
to appeal from the decisions we gave against them, but the points they raised were 
not, we considered, questions of law. We give in the Appendix our decision upon the 
application to appeal of the Central Wales and Carmarthen Companies (No. 21). 

There are three cases to be mentioned which were arranged without a hearing. 
These were the Crystal Palace and South London Junction Railway Company v. 
the London, Chatham, and Dover Railway Company, the Stokes Bay Railway and Pier 
Company v. the London and South-western Railway Company, and the Mold and 

‘Denbigh Junction Railway Company v. the London and North-western Railway 
Company. In the first of these cases, which related to differences as to accounts and 
as to the working and maintenance by the Dover Company of the Palace Railway, 
we had been appointed arbitrators between the two companies by the Crystal Palace 
and Sevenoaks Railways Act, 1874, section 2, and the Crystal Palace Railway 
Company had referred the differences for our decision. An amalgamation of the 
companies was afterwards arranged, and was carried out by an Act of last session, the 
London Chatham and Dover Railway Act, 1875. In the next case the London and 
South-western Railway Company had declined, on some objection as to title, to com- 
plete the purchase of the undertaking of the Stokes Bay Company, and the Stokes Bay 
Company claimed that they were bound to complete it and referred the difference to 
us under the 8th section of the Act of 1873. The South-western Company con- 
tended that the difference was not one within the meaning of the 8th section and 
that we had no jurisdiction in the matter. We decided that the difference was within 
the section, but it did not come to a hearing, as shortly afterwards the transfer of the 
undertaking was completed and the purchase money paid. The Mold and Denbigh 
Junction Railway Company v. the London and North-western Railway Company was 
also a difference referred to us for decision under section 8. It arose out of a claim of 
the Mold Company to share in some receipts from terminals, and it was settled without 
our hearing it.

Ir is our duty to forward to you.the Report of our Proceedings in the Tithe 
Department of this Consolidated Commission to the close of the year 1875. 

We have received 7,070 Agreements, and confirmed 6,778. 

We have made 5 650 Drafts of compulsory Awards, and confirmed 5,452. 

In 12,230 Districts, as will be seen from the above statement, the Tithes have been 
commuted by confirmed Agreements or confirmed Awards. 

In 416 of these Districts the Rentcharges have been disposed of by Redemption or 
Merger. 

We have recéived 11,788 Apportionments, and confirmed 11,784. 

We have made 4,932 Altered Apportionments, and confirmed 4,329; and of these 139 
have been received and 140 confirmed during the year 1875. 

We have received 1,334 Applications for the Exchange of Glebe Lands, and confirmed 
1,208 of such Exchanges ; and of these 13 Applications were received and 15 Exchanges 
confirmed during the past year. 

We have received 2,300 Applications for the Redemption of Rentcharge, and have 
completed 1,843 of such Redemptions ; and of these 215 were received and 172 completed 
during the year 1875. 

We have received 12 Applications to convert variable Corn-rents payable under local 
Acts of Parliament into Rentcharges to be henceforth payable in like manner as ordinary 
Tithe Rentcharges, and have completed Awards in 7 of these cases. 

At the close of 1875 we had confirmed 15,118 distinct Mergers of Tithes or Rent- 
charges.

, Lecistation puRING THE YEAR 1875, RELATING To ConTacious or Inrecrious DIsEAsES OF 


ANIMALS IN GREAT Brirain. 


The Privy Council, under the powers conferred upon them by The Contagious 
Diseases (Animals) Act, 1869, have, during the past year, issued seven Orders, reprints 
of which will be found in the Appendix to this Report at page 55. 

The first of these is the Order revoking all Orders in force on 5th June 1875 

No. 373)... 

( The second Order is entitled The Animals Order of 1875 (No. 374), which was 
issued with the view of consolidating all the Orders previously in force, and which it 
was considered necessary to continue, and thus to avoid the embarrassment frequently 
occasioned by the existence of Orders having reference to each other, or of Orders 


of which a part only had been revoked. 


The only alterations of any importance made by The Animals Order’ of 1875 were, 
the increasing the maximum amount of compensation for cattle slaughtered on account 
of being affected with pleuro-pneumonia from half the value, with a limit of 20/. to three 
quarters the value, with a limit of 30/.; and granting permission to local authorities to 
require the slaughter of horses affected with glanders. 

The third Order is the Southampton Order, dated 5th June (No. 375), reducing the 
period of time, during which foreign cattle from scheduled countries were subject to 
quarantine, from twenty-eight days to fourteen days. 

The remaining Orders are Local Orders only, and it is not necessary further to refer 
to them. 

The Metropolitan Market and Foreign Cattle Market (Deptford) Bill, “ for conferring 
** powers of sale or leasing of parts of the site of the For eign Cattle Market (Depiford),” 


and for other purposes, was introduced before Parliament in February at the instance of 


the Corporation of London. 

This Bill was afterwards amended, and all that related to the Deptford Market was 
strack out, as the Lords of the Council were unable to accede to the statement contained 
in the Preamble of the Bill that the accommodation provided was much in excess of the 
existing and of the probable future requirements of the Metropolis in connexion with 
the importation of foreign animals. Part of the correspondence on this subject-is printed 
in the Appendix, at page 71. 

The byelaws proposed to be issued by the Metropolitan Board of Works and by the 


City of London, being the local authorities under The Slaughter-houses, &c. (Metro- 


polis) Act, 1874, were referred to this Department during last year, and certain sugges- 
tions with a view to their improvement were made to the “Local Government Board; the 
Act providing that the byelaws made thereunder shall be confirmed by that Board. 


Contagious or Inrectious Disrases amMoNnGst ANIMALS IN GREAT Britain. 


- A professional Report by the Chief Inspector of the Department relating to these 
diseases will be found at page 15. This country has been free from cattle-plague and 
sheen-pox during the past year; sheep-scab has prevailed to a considerable extent in 


' England and Wales, and toa less extent in Scotland ; glanders and farcy have prevailed: 


to a considerable extent-in England, upwards of 1, 000 horses affected with these diseases 
haying been killed, but few cases from Wales and Scotland have been reported to this 


Department.

7,740 in 1874, showing a decrease in 1875 of 1,934 cases; from which it will be seen 


that the decrease alluded to in the Report for 1874 has continued. . 

From the replies received up to the date of this Report it appears that the number of 
cattle slaughtered by order of local authorities in Great Britain, between the Ist of 
September 1874 and the 3lst of August 1875 was 4,963, against 6,898 in the previous 
twelve months, and the amount of compensation awarded was 31,337/. 13s. 93d., against 
44,384/. 11s. 2id. in the previous twelve months. A Return for the various districts 
will be found at page 72 of the Appendix. 


Foot-and-Mouth Disease. 


‘Returns of foot-and-mouth disease have not been required to be furnished to the 
Privy Council Office by the inspectors of the local authorities for the last four years, 
but it was decided at the end of last year that all the local authorities in Great Britain 
should be requested to furnish this Department with monthly Returns showing the total 
number of cases of this disease in their respective districts. Particulars respecting this 
disease will be found in the Report of the Chief Inspector of this Department at 
page 16 of the Appendix. . 


Foreicgn Countrigs. 


1. Arrangements made. respecting International Communications with regard to 
Cattle-plague. 


It was mentioned in the previous Report that the Government of this country had 
assented generally to Article I. of the resolutions adopted at the Vienna Conference, 
but it was not till last year that the arrangements were concluded with Austria- 
Hungary, namely :— . 

On an outbreak of cattle-plague in the United Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland, or in 
the Isle of Man, the Channel Islands, Heligoland, Gibraltar, or Malta, immediate notice will be 
given by telegraph or by special messenger to the Secretary of the Austrian and Hungarian . 
Embassy, London, and by telegraph to the Maritime Prefét;’ Royal Imperial Maritime 
Authority, Trieste, and to the Maritime Prefét, Royal Imperial Maritime Authority, Fiume. 
An immediate announcement of the fact of such outbreak will be published in the London 
Gazette, and weekly notices of the state of the disease will be published in the same journal 
until the disease is extinguished. A copy of every such notice will be sent to the Secretary of ' 
the Austrian and Hungarian Embassy, London. All Orders of Council relating to cattle-plague 
will be published in the London Gazette, and a copy thereof will be sent to the Secretary of the 
Austrian and Hungarian Embassy, London. 

In the event of an outbreak of cattle-plague in the Austrian-Hungarian Empire, notice is to 
be sent by telegraph addressed to the Secretary, Veterinary Department of the Privy 
Council Office, London, by the Imperial and Royal Authorities (Lieutenances et Gouvyerne- 
ments de Province, Statthaltereien und Landesregierungen en Autriche, et les Autorités 
Administratives analogues en Hongroie), all ordinary official notices being forwarded in the usual 


manner. 
Arrangements have also been made that these communications shall be as rapid as possible, 


It is now hoped that arrangements of a similar nature will be soon completed with 
most of the other countries represented at that Conference. 

Although the Government of the Netherlands did not send a delegate to Vienna in 
1872, yet that Government has agreed to communicate by telegraph the fact of any 
outbreak of cattle-plague in that country, and has also expressed its willingness to 
co-operate in any plan having for its object the prevention of the spread of that disease 
into Western Europe. ct ; 


2. Legislation in various Countries. 


The Hungarian Minister of Agriculture issued in January 1875 some important Orders 
relating to cattle-plague, based on the Act passed by the Hungarian Diet in 1874 
(see Report for 1874, page 22). A translation of these Orders, containing provisions 
against cattle-plague in the East, will be found in the Appendix at page 30. The — 
hope that was expressed, last year that the measures adopted in Austria- Hungary 
for the prevention of the spread of cattle-plague would “eventually have a marked 
effect in checking the disease,”’ appears to be partly realized, as it would seem, from 
the accounts received by this Department, that cattle-plague did not prevail there to so. 
great an-extent during the year 1875 as in previous years. ! |

LEGISLATION IN VARIOUS COUNTRIES. y. 


_ The Department has not received information of any change having been made 
during last year in the laws relating to diseases amongst animals in Belgium, nor has 
any report been received as to the existence of contagious or infectious disease in that 
country. But 1,523 cattle, 680° sheep, and 48 swine affected with foot-and-mouth 
disease, 1 sheep affected with sheep-pox, and 174 sheep affected with sheep-scab, were 
received from Belgium during 1875. 

The total importation from that country during the same period was 7,168 cattle, 
165,458 sheep, and 353 swine, showing a very considerable increase in the importation 
of cattle and sheep over that of the previous year. 

In March 1875, Belgium urged upon this Government the removal of the restrictions 
which exist inthis country upon the importation of Belgian cattle; but their Govern- 
ment was informed, through the Minister at this Court, that the Lords of the Council 
were not prepared to relax the restrictions which would have allowed such cattle to be 
moved inland instead of being slaughtered at the place of landing. 

The only change which has been reported with regard to the regulations in force in 
Denmark during 1875, was that contained in the notice, dated 10th April 1875, imposing 
a three weeks quarantine on horned cattle, sheep, goats, and swine imported from the 
Duchies of Schleswig and Holstein and from Great Britain, on account of the prevalence 
of foot-and-mouth disease in those countries. 

_. Denmark was reported to be free from contagious or infectious disease amongst 
animals, with the exception of foot-and-mouth disease, during the past year, and the 
only disease detected in animals imported from that country was foot-and-mouth disease 
in a few animals in a single cargo; the total importation from Denmark, during 1875, 
being 47,025 cattle, 55,613 sheep, and 13,653 swine, showing very considerable increase 
in the importation of animals from Denmark as compared with that of the previous year. 

During the past year the French Government again requested that the restrictions on 
the cattle traffic between France and England might be relaxed; but it was considered 
that the existing regulations could not with safety be modified, as the French frontiers, 
touching as they do upon Belgium, Germany, and Italy—all three scheduled countries— 
appeared to offer facilities for the passage of cattle from those countries through France 
to England. ‘The Lords of the Council required to be convinced that practical regu- 
lations would be enforced to prevent the possibility of cattle being surreptitiously 
introduced into. France from these scheduled countries, before the present restrictions 
could be removed or even relaxed. ‘The French Government accordingly caused a 
scheme to be prepared by a commission, by which it was hoped that the restrictions 
complained of could be safely repealed. ‘The Privy Council, however, were of opinion 
that the measures proposed by the French Government were inadequate to protect this 
country from the introduction of contagious or infectious disease, and that nothing short 
of the measures which are enforced by the Government of the Netherlands should, on 
sanitary grounds, be accepted as sufficient to justify the removal of France from the list 

of countries comprised in the schedule. . 

The number of animals imported from France during 1875 was 9,025 cattle, 8,388 
_ sheep, and 30,475 swine; this is a considerable increase over the importations of the 
previous year as regards cattle and sheep, but shows a perceptible falling off under the 
head of swine. _ Foot-and-mouth disease appears to have prevailed to some considerable 
extent in France, as 2,879 animals affected with that disease were landed here during 
last year. . 

There were two outbreaks of cattle-plague in Germany during the year 1875; one 
occurred at Sawadden in the district of Lyck, in East Prussia, and the other at Kiihren 
near Wurzen, in Saxon Silesia. 

The Sawadden outbreak was declared on the 15th of January, and the requisite 
measures for suppressing it were at once enforced. ‘The disease appeared on an isolated 
estate, having three of its sides bordering on Poland, and so situated that military 
assistance was not required. ‘Three head of cattle died and sixteen others were slaugh-

tered. ‘This outbreak appears to have been confined to the spot where the disease first ' 


appeared, although it is probable that ten days at least had elapsed between the 
appearance of the disease and the discovery of its existence. \Germany was officially 
declared to be free from cattle-plague so early as the 12th February 1875. 

The Kiithren outbreak was notified on the 16th of April, and all the cattle on the farm 
were killed and other requisite measures taken immediately. It would appear that this 


outbreak was also confined to the farm where it was first observed, and Germany was. 


again declared to be free from cattle-plague 7th May 1875. 
__A reply to the application received in December 1874 from the German Govern- 
ment, for the removal of the restrictions which exist in this country upon the importation

of cattle from Germany, was sent in February, and an extract of this reply is given, 


as it sets forth the considerations which induced the Lords of the Council to decline 
to accede to the proposals. DO NMAEAD + er ui

I am directed to inform you that His Excellency’s letter has been most carefully and anxiously 
considered by the Lords of the Council, who desire me to express their thorough apprecia- 
tion of the endeavours already made by the German Government to meet their Lordships’ views 
on the subject, and of the courteous expression by Count Miinster as to the willingness of his 
Government to adopt all those measures which may be indicated to it as.necessary and desirable 
for the security of the interests of Great Britain in relation to this matter. 

I am directed to state that their Lordships are fully impressed with the fact that Great 
Britain is vitally interested in preserving the greatest possible freedom to the trade in cattle, and 
especially in that part of it which supplies the deficiency in her home production ; and that, 
therefore, the Privy Council would be consulting the true interests of the country, if it were to 
relieve the German trade from its present restrictions, provided that this could be done without 
increasing the risk of the introduction of cattle-plague. 

But this’ does not appear to be the case. The late outbreak in East Prussia shows that even — 
the total prohibition of the import of cattle does not prevent the passage of cattle-plague over 
the frontier, and.also that cattle may die of this disease in Germany before the German Govern- 
ment are aware of its existence in the country. The disease had probably existed at Sawadden 
for at least ten days before it was discovered ; ‘and, during this time, there do not appear to have 
been any regulations in force tc prevent the cattle from the infected district being forwarded to 
Great Britain. Had the restriction requiring the slaughter of German cattle been remoyed, and 
had these cattle been so forwarded, the risk of the introduction .of cattle-plague into this 
country would have been enormous. ee . 

Their Lordships presume that the proposal of the German Government to remove the present 
restrictions enforced in Great Britain on this trade, is urged in the interests of German 
agriculture, upon the assumption that either the cattle sent here will fetch a better price, or that 
a larger number of them will be sent. Upon the first pomt it is difficult to form an opinion; 
but, upon the second point, their Lordships would remark that, according to evidence given in 
1873 before a Select Committee of the House of Commons, Germany imports into her territories 
as many cattle as she sends to Great Britain. . 

If, upon the removal of the restrictions, this import were increased, it must, be evident that 
the risk of importing cattle-plague would increase also. 

In consequence of the action taken by the German Government, and the precautions taken by 
the Lords of the Council in this country, cattle-plague, which is so much dreaded by the 
agriculturalists here, has not, with the single exception of the cases received: through Hamburg 
in 1872, been imported from Germany since the present restrictions have been in force, although 
the import of cattle has been considerable. The advantage of this freedom from cattle-plague 
can hardly be over-estimated, whilst an increased import would be dearly bought by this country 
at an increased risk of the introduction of the disease. 

But, in addition to the increased risk which must arise from the increased import from 
Germany, it must be obvious to the German Government that the concession to their request. will 
carry with it, as an inevitable consequence, the removal of the restrictions upon the import of 
cattle from all those countries in which the home legislation is similar to that of Germany, and 
the cattle of which are at present. required to be slaughtered here on landing. Medics 

The wholesale removal of the present restrictions, which appears to be a consequence of an 
assent to the proposals of the German Government, involves a risk, the responsibility of which 
the Lords of the Council, under the present circumstances, do not feel themselves justified in 
taking. ; 

% 


A note was also received from the German Chargé d’Affaires at this Court, with a 
view of freeing the importation of cattle from the Duchy of Oldenburg from the 
present restrictions, and placing them on the same footing as cattle from Schleswig 
and Holstein. The Lords of the Council, however, were not prepared to grant any such 
relaxation. ; 

Germany, therefore, still remains, a scheduled country, with the exception of the 
Duchies of Schleswig and Holstein, which are excepted, under special provisions con- 
tained in The Animals Order of 1875, during about six months in each year. . 


A translation of a Prussian law, dated 25th June 1875, containing measures against 
the propagation of easily conveyed diseases (not including cattle-plague) among animals . 
is printed in the Appendix at page 22. : lentil Boe? : 

Pleuro-pneumonia, ' foot-and-mouth disease, sheep-pox, sheep-scab, and. glanders, as 
well as cattle-plague, already mentioned, were reported to have existed in Germany 
during 1875. Germany sent to this country last year 67,609 cattle, 339,543 shéep, 
and 2,945 swine, showing an increase in the number of cattle and sheep over that 
imported in the previous year, but a considerable decrease in the number ‘of swine. 
The number of diseased animals landed in Great Britain from Germany in 1875 
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was considerable. Pleuro-pnéuitionia was’ found to exist in°4 cattle ;' 3,898 cattle, 
1,038 sheep, and 1,228 swine were affected with foot-and-mouth disease ; and 129 sheep 
‘were the subjects of sheep-scab. qo DUS! | BIT 

The Department has not received during the year any information with regard to any 
change having taken place in the legislation of the Netherlands relating to contagious 
or infectious diseases of animals, with the exception of a Decree of the 17th April 
1874 relating to inoculation of cattle suspected of being attacked with pleuro-pneumonia. 
This Decree is printed in the Appendix at page 51. . |

which shows that, notwithstanding all the efforts on the part of the Government to 
stamp out this disease, the number of cases has been almost the same for the last 
three years. ; : 

_ The increase in the number of diseased, animals landed in this country from the 
Netherlands in 1875 is very marked, for though there were only 3 cattle affected 
with pleuro-pneumonia, and only 1 sheep affected with sheep-scab, yet-7,858 animals 
were found to be affected with foot-and-mouth disease. The total importation from that 
country during the year was 81,271. cattle, 414,254 sheep, and 25,284 swine, showing 
a considerable increase over the importation of the. previous year as regards cattle and 
sheep, but a falling off in swine. 

Foot-and-mouth disease was known to exist in Portugal during the year 1875, and 
122 affected cattle were imported ; but besides. that malady, pleuro-pneumonia must have 
existed in that. country also, as 3 cattle affected with that disease were landed in Great 
Britain. There is an increase in the importation of animals during 1875 over that of 
_ the previous year, as Portugal supplied us with 21,073 cattle and 23 swine. The Depart- 

ment has not received information of any fresh legislation on the subject of cattle diseases 
eres: ope 3 

The importation into this country of cattle from Russia has been prohibited since 
July 1872. Cattle-plague still prevails in that: country. 

Spain sent to this country during 1875, 24,018 cattle, 107 sheep, and 1 head of swine, 
showing an increase over the previous year’s importation as regards cattle; 195 of these 
cattle were affected with foot-and-mouth disease. 

A serious outbreak of sheep-pox in the province of Lerida occurred in the month of 
March, and the Minister of the Interior issued a circular recommending inoculation ; the 
few sheep imported into this country from Spain were, however, healthy. 

The number of animals imported from Sweden and Norway is less than that of the 
previous year. From Sweden we received only 4,542 cattle, 1,733, sheep, and 214 
‘swine ; and of these, 419 cattle were affected with foot-and-mouth disease. Norway 
exported to this country only 257 cattle and 3 sheep, all of which were healthy. 

In consequence of the prevalence of foot-and-mouth disease in this country, the im- 
portation of neat cattle and of the hides of neat cattle from the United Kingdom into 
the United States has been prohibited by a Treasury Circular until further order. 
Pleuro-pneumonia was reported to have appeared in some districts of New Jersey, and 
influenza, or catarrhal affection, the symptoms of which were similar to those observed in 
1872, prevailed among horses.

. The prohibition’ to import horned cattle, sheep, and pigs into the province of South 
Australia (in 1873) has been further extended to 13th June 1876. 
-» The former prohibition against landing cattle, sheep, and pigs in Queensland from places 
beyond the Australian colonies is extended from 15th of May 1875 to 13th June 1876. 
Importation of cattle, sheep, and swine from New Zealand is allowed in Victoria and 
Western Australia, but prohibited in New South Wales, Queensland, and South

Price of Meat. 


It has been stated in previous Reports that no direct connexion had been shown to 
exist between the wholesale price of meat and the price which the ordinary consumer is 
required to pay for it, and this mysterious problem still remains to be solved.

During the past year 3 more travelling inspectors were appointed, whose duties, 
as stated in the Report of the Department for 1874, consist in visiting all parts of the 
country, and, with the assistance of the local inspectors, in ascertaining that the Orders 
of Council relating to the transit of animals, both as regards disinfection and the 
prevention of cruelty and suffering, and those relating to the vessels engaged in the 
Irish and coasting, as well as in the foreign trades, and to railways, Jairs, markets, and — 
fairs, are efficiently carried into effect. | 

During the past year several inspectors have been added to the staff of the 


‘ Department, and have been stationed at ports at which Irish cattle~are landed’; their 


instructions are, as stated in the Report of the Department for 1874, to inspect, as far 
as practicable, all animals (including horses) landed from Ireland, and if any contagious 
or infectious disease is detected in any such animals, they are forthwith to report the 
fact to the Veterinary Department and to the local authority. 

The inspectors of foreign animais at the various ports are also similarly instructed, 
and all these local inspectors have instructions to imspect vessels, and the trucks, pens, 
&c. used on railways for the transit of animals, and to report any neglect on the part of 
any person in carrying into effect the provisions of the Act of 1869 or of any Orders of 
Council thereunder. During the year 19 prosecutions were instituted by the Treasury 
at the request of the Privy Council for infringements of these provisions; 12 of these 
were against railway companies, and 7 against shipping companies ; 9 convictions were 
obtained, 6 were pending at the end of the year, 3 were withdrawn, and 1 failed. 

The local authorities had for the purposes of The Contagious Diseases (Animals) 
Act, 1869, 1,777 inspectors holding appointments on the 31st of December 1875. Of 
these, 372 were members of the Royal College of Veterinary Surgeons, 70 had 
obtained the certificate of the Highland and Agricultural Society of Scotland, 1,091 
were officers of police, and 244 appear to have possessed no special qualification for 
the office. Les 


Returns, &c. 


Section 22 of the Act of 1869 provides for the publication in the London Gazette, 
under the direction of the Privy Council, of “‘ a return of the number of foreign animals 
“ brought by sea to any port in Great Britain which on inspection on landing within 
“ the then last preceding month have been found to be affected with any contagious or 
“‘ infectious disease, specifying the disease and the ports from which and to which such 
“ animals are brought, and the mode in which such animals have been disposed of.” 

The return has been prepared accordingly by this Department, and issued monthly 
down to March 1875. Since then additional information has been given in these 
monthly returns, which now show also, ‘‘ whether the foreign ports from which the 
“ animals are brought are in scheduled or unscheduled countries, and the number of

PLEURO-PNEUMONIA. - 


Cattle-plague has not appeared in this kingdom 
since the outbreak in Yorkshire in 1872, and no out- 
break of sheep-pox has occurred since 1866. Sheep 
affected with sheep-pox were landed at English ports 


in 1868, 1869, 1870, 1871, and 1875, but in each case 


__._ all necessary precautions were taken by slaughter of 


the cargoes of sheep among which the affection was 
detected, and. disinfection of the landing places to 
prevent any further spread of the disease. The other 
contagious and infectious diseases of animals, pleuro- 
pneumonia, foot-and-mouth disease, sheep - scab, 


- glanders, and farcy have continued to prevail in dif- 


ferent parts of the country. Sheep-scab, glanders, 
and farey have been returned as more extensively 
prevalent than during the previous year. 
In the report on pleuro-pneumonia for 1874 it was 
stated that, so far as could be judged from the return 


of the number of animals attacked with the disease, 


no beneficial results had been attained by the adoption 
of the system of compulsory slaughter ; the reports for 
the past year show a more favourable state of things, 


the number of reported attacks for 1875 being 5,806, 
‘against 7,740 in the year before: 


A similarly rapid 
decrease in the number of attacks was observed in the 
Netherlands during the first ‘year after the order for 


compulsory slaughter came into operation ; but there 


is reason to believe that great activity was displayed 
by the executive in the Netherlands in carrying the 
provisions of the order into effect. Inspectors were 
appointed to superiatend the slaughter of diseased 
animals, and to enforce the rules relating to isolation 


of suspected animals, and, if the circumstances of 


certain conditions. 
the more immediate effect of the regulations. 
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the locality rendered the course necessary, the district 
was placed under supervision, and the movement of 
animals was either prohibited or allowed only’ on 
These circumstances account for 


In Great Britain during 1875 the most remarkable 
decrease in the number of cases of pleuro-pneumonia 
occurred in Norfolk, wheve the attacks numbered 409, 
against 1,042 for the year 1874. In other parts of 
the country, however, a considerable increase in the 
number of attacks has been reported. The metro- 
polis furnishes 626 cases of disease in 1875 against 
340 in 1874. In Edinburgh the increase in the. 
number of reported cases in 1875 was also consider- 
able, 713 cases being returned against 518 in the year 
1874; it is by no means, however, necessary to con- 


elude that the increase in the reported cases indicates 


an accession of disease in London and Edinburgh. 
The greater amount of compensation which was pro- 
vided for under the Order of June 1875 is very pro- 
bably connected with the circumstance of the returns 
being higher. And this seems the more likely, when 
it is observed that the increase was most marked 
during the latter half of the year. On the other hand, 
no amount of compensation will tempt a large number 
of owners of dairy stock to incur the annoyance and 
loss which: attends the publication of the fact of 


disease existing on their premises; and, therefore, a 
large proportion of the outbreaks remain undetected, 
especially in large towns where the chances of dis- 
covery are very remote, and the consequences of 
evading the obligations of the law not very serious. 
When an outbreak of pleuro-pneumonia is discovered 
the system which is generally adopted is defective in 
very essential points ; diseased animals, instead of keing 
immediately slaughtered, are kept. for days until the 
inspector’s visit has been followed by that of the 
valuer, and then until a meeting of the committee, or 


‘some members of it, can be held to give an order for 


slaughter; all this time the animal is probably kept 
in a position in which communication of the disease 
to other animals is a matter of certainty. 

Where the arrangements admit of effectual isolation 
of diseased animals, the delay is not of so much conse- 
quence ; but in a large number of instances there are 
no premises which can be utilized for the purpose of 
isolation, and under such circumstances. immediate 
slaughter is absolutely necessary, and even then 
further precautionary measures are required for the 
effectual repression of the disease. 

Each animal which is the subject of an attack of a 
contagious disease becomes a centre of infection, and 
it therefore naturally follows that slaughter only limits 
the amount of injury done without entirely preventing 
the extension of the disease. In order to secure the 
isolation of infected animals before the disease is so 


far developed as to be easily transmitted, a periodical 


inspection of the herd and the frequent use of the 
thermometer are required. 

A plan of proceeding was suggested for the guidance 
of the local authorities, in a circular letter which was 
sent out in 1874, but the recommendations therein con- 
tained have been toa great extent nullified owing to 
the want of the requisite skill on the part of those who 
were instructed to carry the. suggestion into effect. 
Various objections to the use of the thermometer were, 
shortly after the issue of the circular, forwarded for the 
consideration of the Veterinary Department. For ex- 
ample, it was urged that the excitement which was 
occasioned by the act of driving animals into a shed, or 
penning them in a corner of a field, and securing them 
for the purpose of making the observation, would have 
the effect of raising the temperature, and thus lead to 
confusion. Further, it was objected that different 


‘thermometers gave different results in the same cases, 


and in several instances instructions were asked as to 
the manner of using the instrument. It did not seem 
to have occurred to the objectors that the use of the 
thermometer would not have been recommended unless 
there: were sufficient reasons for making the recom- 
mendation ; it must be admitted however that’ the pro- 
position was based on the assumption, now proved to 
have been premature, that the inspectors possessed the 
necessary knowledge and dexterity to be able to use 
the instrument effectively. It is now necessary to 
advise, on the experience of the last two years, that the 
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thermometer in any but skilled hands is more likely 
to lead to confusion than to assist the inquirer in his 
investigation ; the fact, however, remains, that ther- 


‘mometric observations are essential for the detection . 


of the earliest indications of disease, and, therefore, 
for the isolation of infected animals before the disease 
has assumed an actively contagious form. 

A question has arisen as. to the amount of risk of 
the spread of the disease from the removal of offai of 
animals which have been slaughtered on account of 
pleuro-pneumonia. On this point it is at present 
sufficient to state that the evidence of experiments 
which have been made with a view to ascertain how 
pleuro-pneumonia is communicated, and the history 
of the progress of the disease from the time of its 
introduction, are opposed to the idea that, it is 
propagated by any morbid products taken from the 
dead animals. The assertion that pleuro-pneumonia 
can be communicated to healthy animals by means of 
the blood, offal, hides, manure, and urine of diseased 
animals is a mere speculation, quite unsupported by 
facts, and apparently only advanced for the purpose ‘of 
explaining outbreaks of the disease which are otherwise 
not easily accounted for. nae 

Some of the outbreaks which have been reported are 
of very doubtful character, for example, the returns for 
Wales give forty-three animals attacked with the 
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disease out of which twenty recovered and seventeen 


‘were killed. It is not known on what authority the 
existence of pleuro-pneumonia in this case was 


asserted, but the number of recoveries renders it 
possible that some less fatal affection was mistaken for 
it; sometimes scrofulous deposit in the lungs has been 


_ recorded as pleuro-pneumonia, and many cases of the 


disease among sheep and pigs have been returned. It- 
is therefore necessary to state as a matter of fact that 
these animals are not liable to the contagious form of 
pleuro-pneumonia as it occurs in the ox. 

In the present state of prevalence of pleuro-pneu- 
monia there is good ground for believing that it. might - 
be entirely extirpated by the adoption of sufficiently 
stringent regulations for the detection of outbreaks, 
the immediate slaughter.-of the diseased and the ~ 
isolation of suspected animals. : 

An effectual system of repression would necessitate 
an alteration in the present Act, as it would be essential 
to prevent the movement of. cattle from infected 
premises‘for.a period of at least two months instead 
of one, and it would further be. required that all 
regulations relating to slaughter and isolation be made, 
compulsory, and be applied as uniformly as .cireum= 
stances. of locality might permit to all parts, of the. 
kingdom where the disease was known to exist. 

: 
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Since the first appearance of foot-and-mouth disease 
in this country in 1839, there have been seven out- 
preaks, or periods of prevalence of the affection, fol- 
lowed by irregular periods of decline. On its intro- 
duction the malady spread with considerable rapidity 
from the metropolis, where it was first, recognised, to 
all parts of the kingdom. 

During the two or three years of its prevalence, 
foot-and-mouth disease was very virulent in its cha- 
racter, and included: among its victims cattle, sheep, 
pigs, and poultry. There is good evidence of the fact 
that the affection was-more severe during the period 
of the first ourbreak than it has been since. ” 

From 1839 to 1842 foot-and-mouth complaint ‘con- 
tinued to prevail in different parts of the kingdom, 
then it gradually declined until 1845, when a second 


period of excessive prevalence may be said to have - 


commenced. 


The second outbreak (1845) using the term in the 
qualified sense which has been suggested, lasted only 
for a short period before a decline commenced, which 
continued up to 1848, notwithstanding the large in- 
crease in the imports of foreign stock in 1846, owing 
to removal of the duty. 

For a third time foot-and-mouth disease began to 
spread over the kingdom, beginning apparently in 
Scotland in 1849. This outbreak lasted till 1852, 


_ when the number of attacks rapidly declined, and for 


a comparatively long period, from: 1853 to 1860, the. 


affection remained in an almost stationary condition. 
A fourth outbreak commenced in 1861) and the 


disease continued to prevail during 1862 and part of . 
1868, when it again began to decline; but, in 1865, 


when cattle-plague appeared in this country, foot-and- 
mouth disease was once more rife, and ‘the two diseases 
were frequently seen in the same animals. In several 
instances. it was noticed that foot-and-mouth disease 
assumed a form so severe that the lesions in the 
mouth were almost identical with those of cattle-plague. 

The fifth outbreak may be dated from the spring of 
1865, and the affection continued to prevail during 
1866, notwithstanding the operation of the cattle-plague 
restrictions. In the beginning of 1867 foot-and-mouth 
disease existed in a virulent form in Yorkshire, and 
was only brought to the notice of the Veterinary De- 
partment on account of the extremely severe type 
which it assumed, leading to the impression that the 
animals were affected with cattle-plague. 


During the latter part of 1867 and the beginning of 
1868 very little was heard of the disease, in fact the 
usual period of decline had commenced, and had it 
not been for the circumstance that the movement of 
animals was restricted during a part of the time when 
foot-and-mouth disease prevailed, the decline of the 
affection after nearly two.years of continued existence 
would not have been remarked, the fact not being in. 
itself remarkable’; but the circumstance of the decline 
of the disease in the latter part of the period of the 
operation of* the cattle-plague restrictions received 
more attention than it deserved, as must. appear from 
a careful review of all the evidence. , 

Had it occurred to any one that the cattle-plague 
restrictions had been in force for more, than a 
year before the foot-and-mouth complaint even began 
to decline, it is most likely that. the conclusions 
which were arrived at would have been materially 
modified. It may be fairly conceded that restric- 
tions on the movement of animals are calculated 
to control the spread of a contagious disease ; but the 


. statement that the cattle-plague regulations had the - 


effect of extirpating foot-and-mouth disease ‘is simply 
not. true, and is only persistently repeated for the. 
evident purpose of establishing a foregone conclusion. 


. In the early part of 1869 the foot-and-mouth disease _ 


began to extend its area for the sixth time, and during 
1870-1 the malady prevailed to a serious extent in all 
parts of the kingdom. Towards the end of 1872 the © 
disease again declined. Se, rete aa 
The seventh outbreak of foot-and-mouth disease 
occurred in the spring of 1874, and in some’ parts of | 
the country the affection was exceedingly virulent, 
especially among pigs, which animals are usually at- 
tacked more severely than the other susceptible. subjects, 
and the disease in those animals often assumes a fatal 
form. nee 
In the beginning of 1875 foot-and-mouth disease 
was prevalent in many parts of the country, and the 
extent of its existence on the continent may be 
gathered from the fact that during January over 
1,600 diseased animals were landed at English ports 
a Germany, Belgium, France, and the Nether- 
ands. ' fe

During February foot-and-mouth disease spread 
rapidly in some parts of Kent. It was stated that 


less than a hundred cases of the affection existed in 


the county in the latter part of 1874, while in 
January 1875 the returns of the inspectors gave 
nearly 3;000 eases among cattle, sheep, and pigs. 

164 animals suffering from the disease were de- 


tected i in the Metropolitan market and lairs during the 


month of February. 


The reports for March were more favourable in 


respect of certain districts. ‘The disease was checked 
in Norfolk, but it continued to spread in other parts 
of the country. Accounts from Northumberland were 
to the effect that foot-gnd-mouth disease had spread 
all over the county. 

In the Metropolitan market and lairs 169 animals 
affected with the disease were seized by the inspector 
in March. 

‘In April foot-and-mouth disease continued to exist, 
and the reports from the continent showed that the 
affection had attained a high rate of prevalence in 
Germany, France, Belgium, Netherlands, Denmark, 
and Sweden. ‘The disease was not officially recognised 
at Copenhagen till later in the’ year; in fact the 
information received from that country was to the 
effect that measures were being taken to prevent its 
introduction from Schleswig and Holstein, and 
also from Great Britain, by subjecting animals from 
those countries to 21 days quarantine, but there 
could be no doubt of the existence of the disease in 
Denmark as in the early part of the year 20 cattle 
and five sheep affected with it were landed at New- 
castle from Copenhagen. 

One hundred.and sixty-four diseased sisting were 
seized by the inspector of the Metropolitan market 
during the month. 

During May foot-and-mouth disease spread rapidly 
in the south of England, and extended through the 
county of Hants; it prevailed extensively at Ringwood 
in the neighbourhood of the New Forest. 

In this case, although regulations of a stringent 
nature were issued by the local authority, it was im- 
possible to carry them into effect in the New Forest. 
The disease, however, gradually died out. It was 
believed that foot-and-mouth disease was introduced 
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began to decline in some districts although fresh out- 
breaks were constantly occurring. 

‘The number of diseased animals seized in the 
Metropolitan market during the month amounted to 
235. 

The decline in the number of attacks of foot-and- 
mouth disease was most marked in December. 

In the Metropolitan market and lairs 62 animals 
were detected suffering from the disease. 

The total number seized during the year, in the 
market and lairs adjoining, was 1,721, all of which 
were slaughtered in the slaughter-houses i in the market 
area. 

More than the ordinary amount of attention appears 
to have been excited among stock-owners by the last 
outbreak of foot-and-mouth disease, and the subject 
of legislation in connexion with it has been debated 
with more than usual earnestness; it is somewhat 
hazardous to suggest that there have not been any 
special circumstances in the progress of the disease 
to account for the excitement which it has caused. 


Estimate the mischief done at the worst, it has not” 


been more serious than during former periods of the 
prevalence of the malady; yet it is the case that at 
no former period has so much discussion on the 
subject taken. place. 

Consumers, and representatives of trade societies, 
have urged that restrictions in respect of foot- and- 
mouth disease, are objectionable and useless. While 
agriculturalists have represented, it is to be hoped in 
metaphorical language, that ruin,is impending over 


_ the farming interest unless effective measures be taken 


among the cattle in the New Forest by some young . 


stock which were purchased in Southampton market. 

During May the inspector of the Metropolitan 
market seized 30 animals affected - with -foot-and- 
mouth disease. 

Foot-and-mouth continued to extend its area during 
June and July and August. Accounts were received 
from all parts of the country of the extensive pre- 
The counties in which the 
ravages of the disease were most severe were Sussex, 
Surrey, Dorset, Herefordshire, Carnarvonshire, Ox- 
fordshire, Cambridgeshire, Lancashire, Cumberland, 
Westmoreland. 

During June the inapector of the Metropolitan 
market seized 32 animals affected with the disease. 

In July the number was.69, and in August it rose 
to 192. | 

During September and. October foot-and-mouth 
disease made extensive progress in the kingdom. 


In Ireland the malady was reported to have assumed 


a very virulent type. Reports of the prevalence of the

to arrest the further spread of the malady. 

No question need arise as to the annoyance and 
loss which are the inevitable results of the repeated 
outbreaks of foot-and-mouth disease among the herds 
amd flocks of this kingdom, evils which fall most 
severely on the breeders of valuable animals, but it 
must always be a question why stock-owners manifest 


such utter disregard of the most obvious a 


for their own protection. 

During the whole of the period of the last out- 
break diseased and infected animals: were moved from 
place to place as though no laws were in force to 
prevent such movement. 

It. has been objected that permissive legislation 
is useless, but the objection does not apply to the 
provisions of the Contagious Diseases (Animals) Act 
which, in relation to the movement of diseased animals, 
are compulsory, and yet are generally disregarded, 

Stock-owners, without scruple, send.to fairs and 
markets animals which have been exposed to infection, 
and which they are quite conscious will be purchased 


and taken to other farms to spread the disease’; and in 


return they purchase animals from fairs and markets 
with the clear probability before them that such 
animals’ will communicate the disease to their own 
stock as soon as they are introduced on to their 
premises. One member of an influential deputation 
stated that when foot-and-mouth disease began to 
spread in the Vale of Aylesbury, the farmers im- 
mediately sent all the apparently healthy animals to 
market. In .so doing they acted in accordance with 


universal precedent, “but it cannot but-seem to a’ 


looker-on that such proceédings are singularly: opposed 
to the loudly-expressed desire for more severe restric- 
tions for the prevention of the disease. 

It must be evident that if foot-and-mouth disease is 
to be exterminated, farmers must assist in carrying 
into effect, the necessary measures for its repression, 
and they have distinctly intimated, through their 
representatives, that they will not give such assistance 
or submit to restrictions unless the importation of 
disease be prevented by the slaughter or quarantine of 
all foreign animals which are landed in this country. 

Without in any way touching the question of the 
expediency of adopting a radical change in the foreign 
trade, it may be taken as granted, indeed it. has never 
been “denied, that the slaughter of all foreign animals 
at the port of landing would give more complete pro- 
tection against the introduction of contagious diseases 
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than is secured by the present system, would in fact, 
afford the highest attainable degree of security, and 
therefore on. sanitary grounds the scheme isa proper 
one. : 

“Quarantine on any large scale of imported animals 
would increase the risks of: the introduction of con- 


tagious diseases, and is therefore an objectionable. 


scheme. 
Under the present system the re-introduction of foot- 
and-mouth disease is, except in rare cases, provided 


against, but it remains to be determined what regu- - 


lations may be enforced for the purpose of stamping 
out the malady which has been existent in this king- 
dom for nearly forty years. For this purpose it will 
be necessary to refer to what has already been stated 
in previous reports relative to the causes of the rapid 
spread of foot-and-mouth disease at certain periods, 


An examination of the history of the several out-' 


breaks which have occurred since 1839 will show that 
the disease has generally prevailed extensively for a 


period of two or three years, and that the period of 
‘extraordinary prevalence has been succeeded by a 
corresponding period of decline. Since 1869, when: 


legislation was first directed to the prevention of foot- 
and-mouth disease, the affection has taken exactly 
the same course as it did before any restrictions were 
imposed. The sixth outbreak of foot-and-mouth disease 
occurred in the year 1869, and the affection continued 


to prevail for a longer period than during any previous 


outbreak since 1849, a fact which does not speak in 
favour of the legislative measures which were adopted; 


at any rate it proves that the progress of the disease’ 
was not modified by the operation of the law. 


The periodical accessions of disease can ‘be ex- 
plained by assuming the existence of a large number 
of susceptible subjects, its persistent decline, on the 


same principle, may be accounted for on the assump-_ 


tion that the supply of susceptible animals is exhausted, 
or at least diminished during the periods of excessive 
prevalence of disease; obviously the chief—causes of 
the spread of the affection, the unrestricted movement 
of animals all over the kingdom is always in operation. 


Judging from the evidence which is afforded by the 


experience of the last 37 years, the ordinary causes of 
the spread of foot-and-mouth disease will not induce 


any great accession of disease for at least another year, . 


and during that time an opportunity will be afforded of 
dealing with the centres of infection which exist, by 
the only effectual method, that of shutting! up the 
animals which are affected, and all those which have 


been exposed to infection until all danger of spread. 


of the disease has ceased. 


In the absence of statistical information it cannot 
be exactly determined to what extent diseased and 
infected animals were moved from one part, of the 
kingdom to another during the last year, but there 
is sufficient evidence to justify the assertion that very 
little effort was made to prevent such movement. 


The reports of the inspectors stationed at ports 
where Ivish animals are landed, show that foot-and- 


mouth disease was frequently introduced from that 


part of the kingdom. 


The inspector at Liverpool reports in reference to 
Irish animals landed at that port during 1875, “ that 
foot-and-mouth disease was found to exist in 55

“Foot-and-mouth disease was probably not very — 
prevalent in Ireland in the earlier part of the year, 
as the first date on which it was detected here was the 
31st of July, but it was not until the middle of 
September that any large number of cases were found ; 
since this period, however, the majority of the cases 
enumerated above have been discovered, and it has 
also been noticed that from that time but very few 
animals, whether cattle, sheep, or swine, have been 
brought from Ireland to’ this port which have not 
shown evidence of having’ recently recovered from | 
the disease. The majority of the cases of disease 
were in the early stage, but there were exceptions to 
this, as in the cargoes of cattle from Limerick and 
Cork, and some of those from Waterford, in which the 
cattle were suffering from the disease in a very severe 
form and in an advanced stage. Nearly all the animals 
which have been discovered to be diseased have been 
slaughtered at various slaughter-houses,: but the 
slaughter is not supervised in any way by any officer 
of the loeal authority.” oY BE : 

The inspector at Bristol, Newport, and Cardiff 
reports :— . : 

“That the ‘animals landed at Bristol and Newport 
are almost entirely imported from Ireland, as many as 
seven or eight cargoes arriving weekly during the past 
year, each cargo amounting to a considerable number. 
Their sanilary condition is in some cases far from 
satisfactory; especially has this been so from July 
last, since which-time scarcely a week has elapsed 
but foot-and-mouth disease has been detected at the 
landing place in one or more cargoes, pigs beg 
principally affected by it. | 

“The disease manifests itself more particularly,in 
the feet, but in some instances it has shown itself 
in vesicular eruptions on the snout. The majority of 
the pigs imported are slaughtered here, the remainder 
are conveyed by rail to Calne (Wilts) ; but as regards 
cattle, which are imported as store stock, not. many - 
cases: have been detected on their arrival, in conse- 
quence, probably, of want of greater facilities for 
examination; the disease in some of these cases, 
howeyer, was of a malignant character, and was un- 
doubtedly apparent at the time of shipment in Ireland. 
In some cargoes of sheep this disease has been obsery- 


able not only in the feet but also in the mouth; no 


less than 20 being thus affected in a cargo imported. at 
Newport last month. f 

“ There can be no doubt that the animals which are 
brought to this port from Ireland are a fruitful source 
of disease to this neighbourhood, for not in a few 
eases has it been traced direct to our cattle-market, 
from which cattle apparently healthy have been re- 
moved, and in a few days have shown indications of 
this disease, probably through their having been 
in contact during transit and under unfavourable cir- 


‘ cumstances, with the other position of the cargo 


affected. Heavy penalties are often inflicted by our. 
magistrates on. dealers for exposing diseased animals — 
in the market, but no steps are ever taken at debarka-. 
tion by the local authority beyond isolating the affected 
animals. 

“The condition of the landing place at Cumberland 
Basin has not been all that could be desired, but steps 
have recently been taken to comply with the require- 
ments of the Orders in Council. h : 

“The importations from abroad, both at Newport 
and at Cardiff, are comprised:of ship’s stores only, and in 
no case has disease appeared among the animals landed. 


_“The regulations relating to cleansing and disin- 
fe tab of vessels at Bristol and Newport are pve 


-earried out under my own supervision.’ 


The inspector at, Fleetwood reports :— 


“ During the past year 18,001 cattle, 4,888 sheep, 
2,155 swine have been disembarked at this port from - 


Belfast, The landing of 11 infected cargoes, con- 
taining 1,202 cattle ‘and 144 swine, between August 
Sth and December 18th, will show that a considerable 
amount of foot-and-mouth disease was imported frora 
Treland, though the actual number detained was but 14 
head of cattle and 5 swine; this must necessarily 
represent a very small percentage of those which were 
then contaminated, and ultimately became diseased, 


principally store cattle ; ‘they must have been the | 


cause of a great propagation of the disorder. In nine 
of the diseased animals, imported on: five different 
occasions, the disease was so advanced that their 
condition would have been plainly visible previous to 
leaving Belfast.” 

The inspector at Ardrossan and Piel Pier reports as 
follows :— 

« About the end of May an almost simultaneous 
outbreak of foot-and-mouth disease took place in the 
parishes of Dalry and Ardrossan, which was_ believed 
to be introduced by cattle from the Glasgow market. 
‘The railway station at Dalry has long been the prin- 
cipal place for landing cattle from Glasgow going to 
Ardrossan for slaughter, as it is only seven miles across 
country, whereas by rail it is over double that length, 


‘and of course the charges are greater; so that the. 


‘Dutchers prefer to travel them, and it is thought that 
some of the cattle so driven were suffering from foot- 
and-mouth disease, ‘for at different farms along the 
route this disease made its appearance in the course 


of a few days after several cattle were observed to - 
“haye passed on their way from Glasgow via Dalry 


to Ardrossan. The disease continued to spread 
in the immediate neighbourhood of the town. 
There was nothing peculiar in this outbreak; the 


"eases were not of a Very virulent character, no deaths 


having occurred. I was asked to make a post-mortem 
on a cow that died while suffering from the disease, 


but I found that it had been choked By the incautious. 


administration of gruel. 
“ L arrived at Piel on the 8th of July, and found 


that, there was daily communication with Belfast. 


The steamers trading on this route are in every way 
well adapted for carrying cattle and other animals, 
and when landed as a rule they look clean and fresh. 
The passage from Belfast occupies’ about_10 hours, 
the steamer arriving in daylight. As soon as the 
cattle are landed. they are placed in pens and allowed 


to remain for two or three hours, being well fed and 


watered, a trough of water being in each pen. 148 

cargoes ‘of animals were landed since the 8th of J uly, 

and. consisted of 11,426 cattle,.661 sheep, 2,569 swine, 
552 goats, 328 Reece and 8 donkeys. 

“J detected foot-and-mouth disease in two cargoes ; 
‘ene bullock landed on the 16th of October had evi- 
‘dently been suffering from this disease for two or 
three days prior. to leaving Belfast; a heifer on the 
19th of the same month was in the earliest stage 
of the disease ; in both cases the animal was detained 
‘on the island by order of the local authority. Two 
swine died from suffocation. One heifer slipped on 


board the steamer and violently sprained’ the gracilis 


and ‘other muscles in the femoral region ; she was quite 


‘unable to stand, and was left on the island till recovery. 


“T found that the arrangements here for cleansing 
-and disinfecting the pens and trucks were something 
‘similar to what existed at Ardrossan, if anything, 
“worse ; the pens had never once been disinfected, and 


‘appeared to be swept out once a week or so; the 


trucks were roughly cleansed if time could be found ; 


for sometime after I got here I saw trucks coming

““ About the middle of July foot-and-mouth disease — 
made its appearance in the neighbourhood of Ulverston, 
brought. by a lot of cattle that a butcher of that town 
had bought at Cockermouth in Cumberland. The 
disease spread: rapidly amongst the farms in the imme- 
diate neighbourhood, and suddenly made its appear- 
ance in the town of Barrow, amongst a dairyman’s 
stock at least 10 miles from the nearest’ infected farm, 
then at a farm above Furness Abbey, three miles from 
Barrow ; from this farm it spread amongst the cattle 
grazing on the banks of a rivulet which flowed past 
the infected farm, and out of which the diseased cattle 
drank, and in a short time it became pretty general in 
this neighbourhood till the end of November, when the 
district under the supervision of Barrow local autho- 


‘rity was declared clear. 


“ On the 23rd of December this disease again made 
its appearance in Barrow, and in the stock belonging to 
the dairyman referred to above. None of the cattle, 
however, being affected that had itin July. This out- 
break can undoubtedly be traced to two Irish cows 
The cows 
in question arrived here on Tuesday the 21st Decem- 
ber, and being near calving, were placed in a shed and 
well fed and watered. I examined them’carefully, and 
could not detect anything amiss with either, they ate 
and drank heartily, and seemed in perfect health, they 
were removed to Barrow during the course of the day, 
and on Thursday the 23rd they were ,both affected with 
foot-and-mouth disease. I think there can be little 
doubt but that these cows must have come from a 
diseased stock, or been in contact with diseased animals 
before leaving Ireland.” 

At all the “ports on the coast where Trish animals 
are landed the inspectors have detected foot-and-mouth 
disease in various stages, some of the animals were in 


_ the most advanced condition of disease, and a large 


proportion of them had nearly recovered. 

The important question is, how to prevent the ex- 
tension of disease by the movement of diseased and 
infected animals ? 

It was stated in the last report that nothing new 
could be written on the subject of legislation for foot- 
and-mouth disease ; the statement has excited a good 
deal of adverse criticism, although it merely expresses 
a truism which must be evident to all who take the 
trouble to investigate the subject, inasmuch as every 
possible suggestion for preventing by legislation 
the spread of the malady has been urged over’ and 
over again. .The methods of controlling outbreaks of 
contagious disease among animals have been thoroughly 


discussed and tested, and it is hardly to be expected 


that any novel scheme for the purpose will be-pro- 
pounded. The question, has never been, what means 
are likely to be effective for the extirpation of foot-and- 
mouth disease, but is the end to be gained worth the 
cost which will be incurred? Not merely the cost in 
money, but including the enormous inconvenience and 
excessive disturbance of trade regulations which will 
be occasioned by the adoption of any effectual scheme. 

A proposition in general terms for the enforcing of 
more stringent regulations is not likely to excite oppo- 
sition, but as soon as the details of the many schemes 
which have been suggested are brought into use it 
will be seen how impossible it is to carry them into 
effect in the face of the opposition with which they 
would be met by a large section of the Community 
who are concerned in the cattle trade. 

In the first place it would be necessary to employ a 
large number of inspectors with power to enter 
premises for the purpose of detecting disease. 

Tt has been suggested that such owners might 
refuse to allow the inspector to enter their premises 
until he had undergone the process of disinfection. 
What kind of process this might be which the indi- 
vidual has to undergo outside the farmers’ gates we 
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are not informed, but it is easy to see that the con- 
dition would be made a plea for refusing to the 


inspector admittance altogether; and yet without « 


some such protection it would be unjust to the owner 
of healthy stock to authorise a stranger to pass 


directly from a centre of disease to his flocks or - 


herds. 

Having discovered the localities where the. disease 
exists the next step is to prevent movement of all 
animals from the infected farm or premises except 
by license, which should only be given in respect of 
animals which had not,.so far as can be ascertained, 
been exposed to infection. It is doubtful how far it 
might be possible to limit the movement of animals 
from adjoining farms, but most probably the attempt 
would be resisted. Very few stock-owners would 
‘patiently submit to interference with the animals 
which they had succeeded in keeping free from 
disease, on the plea that their neighbours stock were 
infected. 

If the apparently simple plan above described were 
adopted universally and rigidly carried into effect, very 
little more would be necessary, because the movement 


of diseased and infected animals would be effectually _ 


prevented. At the same time it must be observed 
that the scheme, notwithstanding its simplicity, would 
necessitate the establishment of a very complete 
system of inspection, which should extend to every 
part of the kingdom, chiefly for the purpose of detect- 
ing disease on the premises where it originated, but 
incidentally also for the discovery of cases in fairs and 
markets, with the object of tracing these animals in 


order that proper restrictions might be applied to the © 


premises whence they had been removed. 
Inspection of vessels, railway trucks, and pens is 
already provided for to some extent by the appoint- 
ment of travelling inspectors, and the system has 
worked so well that its further development in other 
directions might be highly advantageous. 
The orders relating to the cleansing and disinfect- 
ing of ships, trucks, and pens have always been 


compulsory, but the occasional inspections which were - 


made by the inspectors of the Privy Council proved 
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that the majority of the shipping and railway com- 
panies paid no attention to the provisions of the law. 


The appointment of Mr. Courtney as travelling 


inspector, in August 1874, led to considerable im- 
provement in the method of cleansing and disinfection, 
but it was soon evident from that gentleman’s reports 
of the condition of vessels, cattle-trucks, and loading- 
pens in various parts of the country, that it would 
be impossible for him to deal with the amount of 
work which was required to be done, and accordingly 
additional inspectors were appointed and the country 
was divided provisionally into districts. 
Several prosecutions have been successfully insti- 


_tuted on the reports of the inspectors, and it may 


safely be asserted that the regulations relating to cattle 
transit are more effectively carried out than they haye 
been previously. 

A great deal yet remains to be done, and the dif- 
ficulties to be overcome are not inconsiderable. To 
take a single instance by way of illustration, it may 
be stated that at Tottenham station, on the Great 
Eastern line, there arrive, on an average, 400 trucks 
laden with animals, on Saturday and Sunday, for the 
London market. To properly cleanse and disinfect 
a single truck two men would require at least a 
quarter of an hour; thus 16 men would be employed 
for upwards of 12 hours, without intermission, 
in getting the trucks ready for use again after the 
animals had been unloaded. It is not therefore with- 
out reason that! the railway companies have asserted 
the utter impossibility of complying with the demand, 


which has repeatedly been urged, that all trucks. 


should be, cleansed and disinfected at the stations 
where they are unloaded.. Anyone who is familiar 
with the details of railway traffic must be aware that 


if such a measure were insisted on a complete block. 


would constantly occur at many of the principal cattle 
stations. ‘The present provisions are amply sufficient 


for the attainment of thé object in view, and it is only — 


necessary to insure that they shall be carried into 
effect.

THE CONTAGIOUS. DISEASES ANIMALS ACT, 1869. 


SIR, : 
I wave to inform you . that the Instructions 
relating to your duties as an Inspector of the Privy 
Council, dated 29th December, 1871, No. +331, will 
cease to be in operation from the 23rd instant, and 
that after that date the following Instructions are to be 
strictly followed. The terms used in these Instruc- 
tions are to be interpreted as having the same meaning 
as the terms used in The Animals Order of 1875. 


General Instructions. 


1. The Inspector of the Privy Council is respon- . 


sible at the place or -places for which he is acting for 
carrying into effect the provisions of Part III. of The 


Animals Order: of 1875, from the time at which any 
Foreign Animals are delivered into his charge by the 
Officers of Customs. che 


2. The Inspector of the Privy Council is to exa-. 


mine, as far as practicable, all animals (including 
horses) landed from Ireland at the place or places for 
which’ he is acting as such Inspector, and, if he 
detects any contagious or infectious disease in any of 
such animals (including horses), he is forthwith to 
report the fact to this Department and to the local 
authority. 

3. The Inspector of the Privy Council is from time 
to time to inspect all vessels bringing animals, with a 
view to ascertain that the provisions of the Act of 
1869 and the Orders thereunder are properly carried 
into effect. 

_ 4, The Inspector of the Privy Council is from time 
to time to visit the railways near to the place where 
che is stationed with a similar view. 

5. If called upon by the Officers of Customs to do

* The Chief Inspector of this Department’ is of opinion 
that— 

In the final examination of foreign cattle, the Inspector of 
the Privy Council should observe the state of the respiration, 
the general aspect, the gait, and the condition of the feet of 
each animal.. Next he should carefully examine the inside of 
the mouth and the tongue of each animal. Finally, when the 
result of this inspection is doubtful, the state of the internal 
temperature should be ascertained. 

In the final examination of-foreign sheep, the aspect, gait, 
and the condition of the feet of each animal should be carefully 
observed. Next each animal should be caught in order that

TRANSLATION of a Law for the SUPPRESSION and PREVENTION of certain DISEASES among ANIMALS - 
in Prussia, dated 25th June 1875. 


WE, WILLIAM, by the Grace of God King of 
Prussia, &e., &ec., with the concurrence of both Houses 
of the Diet, command for the whole Compass of the 
Monarchy as follows :—

The following law regulates the procedure against 
the propagation of easily conveyed diseases of domestic 
animals, for the protection of the native stock of 
cattle. 
The same does not apply in any way to the pro- 
cedure for the prevention and suppression of rinderpest. 


I.— PREVENTION oF ConTAGION FROM NEIGHBOURING. 


STATES. — 


(a.) Restrictions on Importation. 


§ 2. 
Tf in a neighbouring country an easily conveyed 
disease of domestic animals prevails or breaks out 


in a district, which threatens the native stock of cattle, 
and its conveyance into home-territory is to be guarded 
against, the country police authorities of the frontier 
districts, can, with the permission of the Minister of 
Agricultural Affairs, forbid, either altogether. or for 
certain determined frontier tracts, the importation 
of living or dead animals from those neighbouring 


- eountries in which the disease exists, or ‘lay such 


restrictions upon it as to debar or diminish the danger 
of contagion. - ; 

These commercial restrictions are so far necessary 
as to extend also to the import of raw animal imatter, 


hay, straw, dung, and of all such objects which might 
carry the infection. 


(6.) Cattle revisions.

Should the disease increase to any threatening, 
extent in a neighbouring country, and at a distance 
as yet but little affected by the frontier trade, a revision

The superior authority has nevertheless, in cases 
where differences of opinion occur, concerning the 
outbreak or suspicion of a disease, between the official 
veterinary surgeon and the efficient veterinary surgeon 
called in by the owner, or when from such reason 
any doubt prevails concerning the justice of the 
discoveries relative to the same made by the official 
veterinary surgeon, immediately to call in the superior 
opinion of the district veterinary surgeon, and to 
regulate the procedure in accordance with the same. 


§ 15. 


All cattle and horse markets, and all herds of cattle, 
and all herds of cattle brought together by dealers for 
public sale, are to be superintended by duly appointed 
veterinary surgeons. : 


The district police authority is authorised to extend’ 


this measure to all public cattle-shows, and to all 
herds of horses and cattle, and tobe enforced by 


magisterial order. 


The veterinary surgeon is bound immediately to 
acquaint: the local police authorities with any cases 
he may observe of easily conveyed cattle diseases, or 
appearances causing a suspicion of disease, either 
in the market or in the before mentioned herds of 
horses and cattle; and after an immediate examination 
of the case, to order the appliance of the necessary 
police protective measures. If delay causes danger, 
the veterinary surgeon is bound to order, before police 
intervention, the isolation and surveillance of. all 
diseased animals or such as are suspected of disease. 
More detailed rules for the veterinary police inspection 
of markets can be determined by special regulation. 

The expenses which arise from the inspection by 
appointed veterinary surgeons of cattle and horse 
markets, and of the before mentioned herds of horses 
and cattle, shall be borne by the dealers, and are in 
default of amicable agreement between the interested 
parties, to be determined by the local police autho- 
rities. i 


(d.) Protective Measures against the Danger of 
Disease. — 


; § 16. 


In case of the danger of disease (§ 18), and for the 
duration of the same, the following protective measures 
under restriction of the special orders imparted in this 
law, concerning individual diseases, can be ordered 
by the police, in consideration of the concerned trade- 
interests. 


Trade and Produce Restrictions.

(1.) The separation, supervision, or police observa- 
tion of animals stricken with the disease, or suspected 
of the same. 


The owner of an animal subjected to separation or 
police supervision, is bound on demand to make such 
arrangements that the animal, for the duration of 
such separation or supervision, cannot leave the space 
allotted to it (stall, standing place, yard, or pasture, 
&e., &c.), and that such animal is kept from all con-

(2.) Restrictions on the utilization, sale, or trans- 
port of diseased or suspected animals, and on the sale 
of any produce originating from the same, and on 
the employment of any things which have come in 
contact with diseased animals, or such as are suspected . 
of disease, or likely to spread the same. - 

Restrictions on the transport of the before-men- 
tioned dangerous materials, and of such animals as are 
likely to spread the disease.

(3.) Prohibition of the common driving together to 
the pasture, of cattle from different stalls, and the 
use of certain tracts of meadow, and further of the 
common use of fountains, drinking and watering 
places, and of any trading with diseased animals or 
such suspected of disease, in any public or general 
streets and conimons. 

Prohibition of the free running-about of dogs. 


- § 20. 


(4.) The closing of stalls, standing places, premises 
of farms, localities, or limits, in which animals either 
stricken with or suspected of disease, exist, against 
traffic with animals and with such objects which 
might convey the seed of contagion. 3 

The closing of farm-premises or of pastures, may 
only first be ordered, when, in the opinion of the 


appointed veterinary surgeon, the outbreak of the 


disease is established. 

The closing of a locality or of an enclosure is only 
then admissible when the disease, according to its 
nature, includes a greater and more common danger, | 
and animals have already succumbed to it in greater 
numbers. 

In large enclosed localities, the closing of the place 
and of the boundary is not permissible; on the other 
hand, single streets or portions of the locality, or of - 
the limits of the same, can be subjected to it. 

The closing of a stall, premises of a farm, or of a 
pasture, ordered by the police, compels the owner to 
observe all regulations prescribed for the efficient | 
execution of the interdict. | 


Inoculation. 


§ 21. 


(5.) The inoculation of animals exposed to the 
danger of disease. 

The’ same can only be ordered in such cases which 
are expressly mentioned in this law, and indeed | 
according to the detailed orders imparted in the | 
same. hee, 

Inoculation ordered by the police must be carried 
out under the superintendence of the official veterinary 
surgeon. 


Slaughter. 
§ 22. 


(6.) The slaughter of animals stricken with or 
suspected of disease. 
_ The same can only be ordered in such cases which 
are specially mentioned in this law. 

The order for immediate slaughter of such animals 


stricken with or suspected of disease, wherever it is con- 


tained in this law, cannot be applied to such animals 
as are given over to the custody of one of the royal

Should any animals which have been placed under 
certain restrictions of traffic, or sale, or under seclu-

Removal of Carcases. 


§ 24. 


(7.) The innocuous removal of the carcases of such 
animals which have died from the disease, or have 


been slaughtered on account of the same, and of such 


portions of the carcases of sick or suspected animals, 
likely to. spread the disease (flesh, hides, entrails, 


“horns, hoofs, &c., &c.), finally the straw, dung, and 


other waste of diseased or suspected animals. 


Disinfection. 
§ 25. 


(8.) The making inndcuous (disinfection) of the 
stalls and standing-places made use of by the diseased 
animals, and the disinfection or innocuous removal of 
any objects which have come in contact with the 
same, especially also the clothing of such persons who 
have come into close contact with the diseased animals. 

In necessary cases the disinfection of such persons 


who have come in contact with diseased animals, can . 


also be ordered. 
The execution of these measures must follow the 
instructions, and must be under the direct supervision 


_ of the official veterinary surgeon. 


Discontinuance of Cattle Markets. 
§ 26. 


The discontinuance of cattle or horse markets 
within the district or its neighbourhood, or the 
exclusion from the use of the markets of certain 
kinds of beats.

(2.) Special Orders for individual Cattle Diseases.

The more detailed orders concerning the application

The undertaking of sanguinary operations on 
animals suffering from or suspected of splenetic in- 
flammation, is only permitted to efficient veterinary 
surgeons. 


§ 31. 


The carcases of animals which have died from, or 
been slaughtered on account of splenetic inflammation, 
must be immediately rendered innocuous. 

Without permission being granted by the police, 
any opening of the carcase may only be undertaken 
by efficient veterinary surgeons. 


(4.) Pleuro-pneumonia of Cattle. 


§ 32. 


_ According to the decree of the before-mentioned 
regulation in § 60, as soon as pleuro-pneumonia is 
established in cattle, the immediate slaughter of the 
animal stricken with the disease can be ordered. — 


§ 33. 


The law of the 23rd August 1855, concerning 
measures against the spread of pleuro-pneumonia 
amongst cattle in East Friesland, remains in force 
with the following alterations :— 

(1.) Instead of the obligation in § 1 laid upon 
the owners of cattle to give information of 
diseases amongst their cattle, which raise sus- 
picions of pleuro-pneumonia, the general orders 
of this law concerning the duty of information, 
and concerning the united consequences of the 
non-fulfilment or transgression of the protective 
measures ordered by the police (§§ 9, i0, 23, 
61, 73, and 74,) come into force... 

(2.) The procedure for the discovery of the 
outbreak of disease, and the mode of procedure 
to be observed for the slaughter and valuation 
of diseased or suspected animals, is regulated 
according to the orders of this law. 

(3.) The orders of this law concerning the 
damages to be rendered out of the exchequer 
for slaughtered animals, can also be applied on 
the basis of the law of the 23rd August 1855, 
to animals slaughtered on account of pleuro- 
pneumonia. 

According to the orders of this law the costs of 
procedure are to be defrayed. 

(4.) Instead of § 15 sentence 2 the orders 
contained in this law are to be substituted. 


(c.) Glanders (Farcy) of Animals. 
§ 34, - 


As soon as glanders (farcy) is established. in 
animals, the immediate slaughter of the same must be 
ordered by the police authorities.

Animals suspected of glanders, with the restrictions 
which are found necessary to impose on the sale and 
barter of the same, as well as on the isolation and 


confinement, according to the locality of the case, are 
placed under the supervision of the police authorities. 


All horses and such solid-hoofed animals which: 


have come in contact with glander-stricken animals, 
are to be treated as suspected of glanders. 


§ 36, 


'. The slaughter of animals suspected of disease can 
be ordered by the local police authority. 
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When the outbreak of elanders is declared as 


possible by the official veterinary surgeon on account 


of the apparent symptoms, or when the surroundings 
of the case do not permit any efficient protection 


against the disease being arrived at by any other 
application of the measures pursuant to the regula- 


tions of this Act. ° 


§ 37. 


The carcases of animals which have died from or 
have been slaughtered on account of disease, must be 
disposed of untouched, : 

The flaying of the same is forbidden, 


(d.) Sheep-pox. 
§ 38, 


When pox has become established in a flock of 


sheep and a sufficient isolation of the same is not 
practicable, or special circumstances are apparent, 
which cause the quick termination of the same to appear 
necessary for the public interest, an order must be 
given to the owner of the same for the immediate 
inoculation of all such sheep which are at the time 
free from disease. 


§ 39. 


Should the disease increase to a greater. extent, or 
if on account of local circumstances the contagion of 
disease cannot be shut out from neighbouring flocks, 
the police authorities can order the inoculation of all 
flocks threatened by the disease, as well as of all sheep 
in the neighbourhood. ‘ 


§ 40. 


Except in the case of a police-order, the pox-inocu- 
lation of sheep can only be undertaken after due 
notice has been given to the district police authorities. 

This notice must be given at least eight days 
before the inoculation. 


§ 41. 


According to the police protective measures, all 
inoculated sheep are immediately to be treated as 
though they were pox diseased. 


(e.) Diseases of the generative organs of “ Horses ” 
and Pemphigus of Horses and Cattle. 


§ 42. 


Horses suffering from disease of the generative 
organs, and horses or cattle which are suffering from 
“pemphigus” of the sexual organs, may not be allowed 
to copulate by the owner, until the complete cure, and 


unsuspion of the animal is established by the official _ 


veterinary surgeon. 


§ 43. 


Should the decortication disease increase to’ a 
greater extent in a district the permission for horses 


to copulate must asa rule during the duration of the 
disease, be dependent on a previous examination of 
the same by the official veterinary surgeon. 


(f-) Horse and Sheep scab. 
§ 44. 


Should the scab-disease become established amongst 
horses or sheep, the owner of the same if he prefers 
not to have the animals slaughtered, can be ordered to 
place them immediately under:the treatment of an 
efficient veterinary surgeon. ~ 


The latter is to be under the supervision of the 


official veterinary surgeon.

Should signs of rabies. show themselves on the same, - 
the immediate destruction of these animals is to be 
ordered.

If a dog suffering from or suspected of rabies has 


_ been allowed to run about loose, the confinement of all . 


dogs in the compromised district, must be ordered by 
the police as long as the danger lasts. 


§ 51. 


The .carcases of rabid animals, or animal sus-~ 
pected of rabies, which have died or been destroyed, 
must be removed intact. 

Every utilization of the same is forbidden. 


(3.) Special directions for Yards where Cattle for 


_ slaughter are kept, and for Public Slaughter-houses. 


§ 52. 


The precepts administered by this law are appli- 
cable to all yards where cattle for slaughter are kept, 
to all such cattle, and to all public slaughter-houses 
placed under regular veterinary police control, with 
such exceptions as arise from the following special 
directions.

The official duties assigned to the local police 
authorities in this-law, will be performed by the 
authorities of that locality, on which the immediate

Tf a highly contagious disease is discovered amongst 
the cattle intended for slaughter which have been put

a. For such animals which, suffering from 
glanders or pleuro-pneumonia,, are driven. into 
native territory, or which, after their importa- 

‘tion into native territory, are found to bé 
- suffering from glanders, within three. months, 
or from pleuro-pneumonia within six months. 

b. For animals which belong to the military 
authoritiés or to the Prussian state. 
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ec. For animals which have been placed in 
yards where cattle for slaughter are kept, or in 
public slaughter-houses, and slaughtered . by 
order of the police. - 

(3.) The compensation to be given is to be 
determined by the provincial’ societies, the com- 
pensation duty, can however, with the consent of 
the « provincial representative, be entirely, or 
partially placed in the charge of smaller societies. 
Provincial societies in the sense of this determi- 
nation are to be looked upon as equal to the 


commercial societies of the governing districts of 


Cassel and Wiesbaden, thé national commercial 
societies of the Hohenzollern Lands, and the 
town circuits of Berlin and Frankfort-on-the- 
Maine. 
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(4.). For the defrayment of compensations, a 


proportionate contribution (duty, insurance pre- 
mium and so forth) shall be levied within each 
societies district, according to the existing horse 
and cattle stock, of such a nature that compen- 
sations for slaughtered glandered: horses, and 
the compensation for cattle slaughtered on account 
of pleuro-pneumonia, shall be imposed upon the 
. respective horse and cattle owners. 

(5.) The impost will not be levied for animals 
belonging to the military authorities or the 
Prussian State, and for such animals placed in’ 
yards where the cattle for slaughter are kept, 
or in public slaughter-houses. / 

(6.) The more detailed orders concerning the 
amount of the compensation to be awarded, con- 
cerning the standard of taxation, and the prin- 
ciples to be applied to the distribution of the tax, 
or to the determining of the insurance taxes and 
premiums, concerning the assessing and collect- 
ing of the tax, concerning the payment of the 
compensation, and concerning the management 

‘ of any surplus which may arise from the funds 

composed of the tax; will be settled) by way of 
regulation for the provincial communal societies 
mentioned in No, 3, and for the town circuit of 
Frankfort-on-the-Maine, by the representatives 
of the same ; and for the towncireuit of Berlin, by 
the municipal authorities. 

Regulations require the sanction of the Ministers 
of the Interior and of Agricultural Affairs. 

Unless. their permission be given the owners of 
horses which have been slaughtered. on account’ of 
glanders, by order of the police, have: no claims to 
compensation. 

In East Friesland the compensations for cattle 
slaughtered on account of pleuro-pneumonia by order 
of the police, remain in accordance with the law of 
the 23rd August 1855. 


§ 61. 
Every claim to sompensatiga ceases heen §§ 57 and 
60.)— 

1. When me owner of the ound ‘or the re- 
presentative of the farm to which ‘the animal 
belongs, or the drover of any animal which may 
be in transit, knowingly omits to furnish the 


necessary notice mentioned in § 9, or delays it 
‘longer than 24 hours after he has become aware 


of the outbreak of disease, or suspected the — 


same, 

2. In the case of § 23, or when the owner or 
his representative do not comply with, or trans- 
gress the protective measures ordered by the police 
for the prevention of the danger of disease. 


§ 62. 


Animals slaughtered by order of the police, must 
have the compensation to be awarded for the same 
settled by valuation before their slaughtér, so long as 
every, compensation is not magonditionally, forbidden 
(see §§ 58 and 60, No. 2.) 

The suspicion of one of the: diseases mentioned in 
§ 59 is not to affect the valuation. 
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The valuation of such parts left at the disposal

§ 63. 


The valuation is determined by a combined com- 
mission of one of. the official veterinary surgeons, and 


’ +wo umpires. 


‘For every circle, and in the Hohenzollern Lands 
for every upper jurisdiction, the acting official district 
committee; and on the other hand, in those parts of 
the country in which acting district official committees 
do not exist, according to the model of the district 
order of the 13th December 1872. The district go- 
verning powers will point out yearly in requisite 
numbers from the competent inhabitants of the dis-

2. Things belonging to his wife, even when 
the marriage tie exists no longer. 

3. Things belonging to a person with whom 
he is directly related, or bound by marriage or 
adoption, indirectly related to the third degree, 
or related by marriage to the second degree, even 


when the marriage which caused the affinity 


exists no longer. 
All persons who do not possess the municipal 
rights, are disqualified from taking part in a valua- 
tion, 


§ 65. 


The Commission has to report the result of the 
valuation, and one of the members of the same must 
make out a report for signature and send the same to 
the local police authorities. The result of the valua- 
tion is binding for both parties should compensation 
be awarded. : 

If a person previously excluded or disqualified 
(§ 64) has taken part in the valuation, the same 
becomes null and void, and has to be repeated. 


§ 66. 


The compensation to be awarded will be. paid (as 


long as a more authorised ‘person is not known,) to . 
the person in whose care or keeping the animal was, .

So long as every compensation is not forfeited,

Should a difference of opinion occur between the 
official veterinary surgeon and the professional man 
called in by the owner, the superior opinion of the 
deputy for the veterinary, body is to be called in. 

The diseased state of the slaughtered animal as 
regards the question of compensation, will be finally 
settled by the declared opinion of the . official veterin- 
ary surgeon and the professional man called in by the 
owner, and in special cases by the superior opinion of 
the deputy for the veterinary body.

§ 68. 


So. far. as special expenses are incurred by the 
ordering, management, and supervision of the mea- 
sures for the inquiry into, and prevention of the 
danger of disease, or by the veterinary official orders 
carried out by requisition of the police authorities, 
the same are to be borne by the exchequer. 


§ 69. 


The community and independent estates have on 
the other hand— 5 


1. To establish at their own cost, proper watch- 
men for the efficient execution of the protective 
measures ordered in their district. 


2. Furthermore, the same have to defray the 
costs of such measures which may be ordered 
in their district, for the efficient exeeution of the 
local or boundary interdictions. 


3. Should the slaughter of sick or suspected 
animals, the removal intact of the carcase or 
‘certain parts of the same, or the inoculation 
of affected animals be ordered, the community 
of the affected district, and especially the owners 
of the estate, must establish necessary auxiliary 
helpers, at their own cost, and also the necessary 
means of transport, for the execution of the 
measure. 


4, If the owner of the dead or slaughtered 
animal does not possess sufficient space of his 
own for the innocuous .removal of the carcase, 
or certain parts of the same, straw, dung, or 
other rubbish, the duty is to be undertaken by 
the community of the affected district, especially 
by the owner of the independent estate, and 
he must also be provided with the necessary 
‘protective arrangements without any remunera- 
tion. 


§ 70. 


When communities and estates connected as to 
local position are commonly encompassed (see § 20.). 
by the protective measures mentioned in § 69, Nos. 1 
and 2, the costs of such measures incumbent on 
them, will be according to the proportion in which 
they have to contribute to the district taxes, or so 


far as a fixed taxation standard does not exist for 


' the taxation of the district, they are commonly 
to be levied according to the scale of the sence, State 


taxes. 


§ 71. 


All costs occasioned by the protective measures 
ordered by the police authorities, and not mentioned 
in §§ 68 and 69, must be borne on the other hand 
without being detracted from by private claims for 
compensation, by the owners of cattle, sick or suspected 
of sickness, dead, or slaughtered, as well also by 
those in whose custody or protection the animals 
are found (stall, farm, meadow, &c.), the drover of 


the same, and so far as the costs are increased by 
the disinfection of stalls, standing-places, movable 


objects, and removal of the latter, by. the owner of the 
same. 
The costs can be collected from the responsible 


7 parties by official execution. 


The communities and independent estates, must 
also, in case of the incapability to pay of the afore- 
mentioned responsible parties, bear these costs, and 


in necessary cases advance the money. 


§ 72. 


By way of statutory law, larger committees may be 
formed in certain districts, especially the superior 


official districts, for the common burden of the costs 


of procedure, assigned by this law to the communi- 
ties and independent estates, also for the “ laying- 
out” and maintenance of places of interment, for the 
innocuous removal of dead or slaughtered animals. 


Ill. Puntsment ORDERS. 


§ 73. 


The following offences will be punished with a fine 
of 50 to 150 marks, or with imprisonment from three 
to six weeks,— 

1. When the order of § 9 concerning. notice 
being given of the outbreak of disease, is either 


ignored or delayed more than 24 hours. after 


such knowledge has been received. 

2. When the orders contained in §§ 29 to 31 
are broken, by slaughtering animals suffering 
from or suspected of splenetic inflammation, by 
selling or using any produce, or by undertaking 
any sanguinary operations on the same, by flaying 
the carcase or illegally making any opening in 
the same. 

3. When, against the order contained in § 37, 
the carcases of animals are flayed, which have 
either died from or been slaughtered on account 
of glanders. 
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4..When the pox inoculation of sheep. is, 


undertaken without police authority, and with- 
out previous and timely notice being given to 
the district police authority. 

5. When, against, the order of § 42, horses 
suffering from. the decortication disease, and 
horses or cattle which are suffering from “ pem- 
phigus” of the sexual organs are allowed to 
copulate. 

6. When the orders detailed in § 46, 47, 48, 
and 51 for the protection of domestic animals 
against rabies are contravened. 


§ 74. 


With a fine up to 150 marks or imprisonment, as 
long as a larger punishment has not been incurred 
(see §§ 327 and 328 of the Penal Code for the 
German Empire), will be punished : 


1. Whoever contravenes the import-restrictions 
ordered by reason of § 2 of this law, as well as 
the ‘punishment. inflicted, animals imported 
against the law are to be confiscated without 
distinction, whether they belong to the con- 
demned or not. 


2. Whoever contravenes, in case of the danger 
of disease, the protective measures ordered by the 
police (see §§ 17 to 26 and § 50). 

Persons guilty of contravening the police orders 


- as to the use of the parts and produce of animals 


suffering from or suspected of disease (§ 18), or as 
to the innocuous removal of the ,carcase or certain 
parts of the same, (see § 24) are to be punished with 
a fine of not less than 50 marks, or by imprisonment 
of not less than three weeks.

The Minister for Agricultural Affairs is commis- 
sioned with the execution of this law.

Based ‘upon Act XX. of the year 1874 upon 
measures against Oriental Cattle Plague, and for the 
execution thereof, it is ordered : 


CONCERNING ARTICLE 1. 
REGULATIONS AT THE FRONTIERS. 


A.—IN INTERCOURSE WITH sUCH COUNTRINS AS - 


FOLLOW A SYSTEM OF WHICH THE FUNDAMENTAL 
PRINCIPLES ARE IN ACCORDANCE WITH AcT XX. or 
THE YEAR 1874. 

So soon as the town authorities of places bordering 
such countries, as, by their. position and ‘their 
intercourse, are able to obtain the most reliable 
information respecting the sanitary condition of the 
cattle in the adjacent. territory, receive intelligence of 
an outbreak of cattle-plague, they are bound to put 
the Minister for Agriculture, Industry, and Trade in 
immediate possession of the: fact, by a telegram if 
possible, to also inform the neighbouring authorities 
of the fact, and at the same time to make every 
arrangement within the sphere of their duties in the 
sense of this Act.and of these orders, that may be looked 
upon as necessary to restrain the cattle-plague, and to 
furnish a report of their proceedings to the Ministry. 

The very first things to be done are— 

(1.) To stop all traffic in ruminants and their 
raw products throughout the whole of the infected 
country. ais 

(2.) To ascertain the condition of the disease 
by effectual means. 


CONCERNING § 3. 


If it result from researches, that the cattle-plague 
is limited to one village at least five miles* distant 
from. the frontier; then § 3 of the Act comes into 
force, and upon this ground— 

(a.).To determine upon those places (import 
stations) on the, frontier through which both 
single heads of cattle, entire droves, and raw 
products may be imported. 

(6.) To determine upon the roads by which 
cattle and goods imported may be forwarded. 

(c.) Frontier commissions of inspection are to 
be established (consisting of one veterinary and one 
administrative official) at all the frontier stations. 

It is the duty of this frontier commission of 
inspection to examine the original certificates of 
health, and all the animals and their sanitary con- 
dition, and to examine.the quality and condition 
of the raw products originating with animals. 

(d.) The frontier is to be entirely blockaded, 
save at the import stations, in its entire extent, 


and the points of circulation on the frontier are 


to be guarded by military in case of need. 
The districts concerned in the infected country are to 


be made aware of these regulations by the jurisdiction, 


- When the frontier commission finds the cattle 
passes (of origin: and health) in order, and the 
sanitary condition of the animals arouses no sus- 
picion ; and when the quality of the raw products 


-corresponds to the existing average, the commission 


will enter the fact upon the passes or upon the 
certificate of origin, when no obstacle will prevent 
the entry or transit of the animals. At the same 
time the commission will decide in what direction 
this transport shall proceed to the nearest railway or 
shipping station, which must on no account be 
departed from. ; 

. The frontier commission of inspection must imme- 
diately and minutely inform the. officials of the 
railway or shipping stations of the arrival of these 
consignments of cattle, and require them to imme-

diately bring it to the knowledge of the railway 
or shipping commission of: inspection, so that the 
inspection, prescribed may be duly observed upon 
their béing laden for transport. u 

In deciding upon what roads may be traversed by 


‘droves of cattle it must be taken care that this 


transport— 
; (a) Is in a fit condition to reach the railway 
or shipping station in question, and 

(6.) That they avoid inhabited places and 
meadows as far as possible, but when local 
conditions do not allow them to entirely avoid a 
village, precautions must be taken beforehand 
that the cattle of the village do not come 
into direct contact with the cattle forming’ the 
transport; and, upon these grounds, 

(c.) For such said transports of cattle special 
foddering and resting places, and special wells 
are to be assigned, and these places must not be 
approachable by any other cattle. 

(d.) If any cattle transport upon its way from 
the import station to the nearest railway and ~ 
shipping station has to traverse the territory of 
“many. jurisdictions, the commission on the 
frontier must inform the jurisdiction concerned 
in every: case, so that upon’ the transport tra- 
versing their territory until the arrival of it at 
its destination, the necessary measures can be 
taken beforehand. ; 

If the journey of a transport. require more than 
six days to go from the frontier to the nearest 
railway or: shipping station, care must be taken that 
the various animals forming the drove are examined 
afresh’ by an official veterinary or other surgeon. ; 

When a consignment of. cattle or raw products 
arrives at the import station without official certificates, 
or if these certificates seem to lack some essential 
point, farther,., those consignments of which the_ 
number of animals or the quantity of raw products do 
not agree with the numbers or quantities on the 
certificates of origin, and the increase or decrease can- 


not be explained satisfactorily; and lastly, those con-. ~ 


signments with regard to which any doubt prevails in 
respect to the sanitary condition of the animals or the 
quality of the raw products, the whole consignment 
is to be inexorably rejected by the commission, — 
and the nearest police authorities of the adjacent 
country are to be forthwith informed of the fact. 

When areturn takes places by railway, and touches 
customs toll-houses, both the personnel of the railway. 
and the customs authorities are to be informed of the . 
reasons of the rejection. . 

The veterinary surgeon of the commission esta- 
blished at the import station is to prepare a return, 
in which the following data must be strictly filled in:

a. The day of arrival at the import station. 

é.. The name and address of the cattle owner. 

ce. The description of the animals or the 
number of cattle belonging to the transport. _ 

d. The place from whence the cattle come and 
by what road. ere 
e. The designation of the authorities who have 
issued the certificates of health or cattle passes, 

f. The destination of the transport. 


2. CoNCERNING THE TRANSPORT OF RAw Propvucts. 


a. The day of arrival at the import station.. 

6. The name and address of the sender. 

c. The description of the raw product, quan-’ 
tities, and manner of packing, 

d. The place from which the raw products 
come, and where they have lain. F 

é. The description of the authorities who have 
issued the certificates of origin or legalised them. 

f. The destination, 
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ConcERNING §§ 4, 5, and 6. 


Although in the condition of cattle-plague as 
described in § 3, the daily intercourse between the 
communes on both sides of the frontier may be 
allowed by the special permission of the district 
authorities’ concerned, and the fields may be utilised 
on this side of the frontier, all frontier intercourse 
must. cease so soon as cattle-plague acquires the 
dimensions specified in § 4, and a stringent frontier 
blockade must be enforced. 

So soon as the authorities on the frontier become 
aware of the increased spread or nearer approach of 
cattle-plague, all the communes under them are to be 


informed of the fact, and of the strict frontier ~ 


blockade therefore ordered, and all frontier traffic is to 
be stopped with the absolute notice, that any native 
animal which is on the other side of the frontier must 
be fetched home within 24 hours from the time, or 
will have to otherwise undergo 10 days quarantine. 

After all intercourse over the suspected frontier 
has entirely ceased in consequence. of the -stringent 
plockade according to §§ 5 and 6, the trade in 
animals for slaughter, and in those raw products there 
more minutely described, may take place by railway 
‘and steamer alone, and that only by virtue of permits 
to be obtained beforehand of the ministry. 

The expenses incurred by the commission of inspec- 
tion of such consignments are to be borne by the 
owner of the consignments, in the sense of. paragraph 
_ (e) in § 30 of these instructions. 

(a.) Any ruminants and their raw products 
forwarded by rail or sea without ministerial 
permission, are to be confiscated in case of their 
entry, their value to be realised. under prescribed 
regulations, and the resulting moneys are to be 
immediately “given over to the nearest custom 
house through the authorities of the jurisdiction. 

(o.) When in infected foreign territory. a 
consignment is taken up, and, destined for a 
foreign county, is conveyed by rail or sea through 
this, and upon its possible change of conveyance 
comes ‘under the. eye of the commission of 
inspection, should one single condition be un- 
fulfilled contained in § 5 of the Act, the whole 

_ consignment is to be sent back, and.a report of the 
circumstances drawn up and sent to the ministry. 

(¢.) The animals confiscated according to para- 
graph (a.) are to be driven to an isolated spot, 
that they may come in contact with no others, 
and they are to be there watched until the 
authorities have received notice of the matter, 
and made proper arrangements. 

When the confiscated animals have been found 
to be quite healthy, upon a veterinary examina- 
‘tion ordered by the authorities, and further, when 


the place where they were confiscated is near to ~ 


a railway. station from whence, by means of the 
railway, a town of large consumption can be 
easily reached, then these animals can be sent 
there under supervision, to be immediately 
‘slaughtered and consumed. : 
The expenses attached to forwarding and ac- 
companying of such transport and disinfecting 
measures are to be recouped out of. these sums. 
Those confiscated animals, which, after being 
slaughtered, have been found upon examination 
to be perfectly healthy, may be disposed of, and 
the value of the remaining parts may be turned 
into money, but in case of the existence of 
cattle-plague, or only a well-grounded suspicion 
of it, the animals are to be destroyed without 
any recompense (§§ 44 and 54). 
As to whether the value of the animals. may 
‘he realised, or whether they are to be destroyed, 
and, in the first place, under what precautions 
this is to be effected, will be decided by the 
authorities according to the report of the ex- 
‘amining veterinary surgeon, but during the 
existence of cattle-plague this is decided by the 
Commission of disease. my 
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(d.) The place where such confiscated cattle 
are kept must be purified and disinfected in con- 


formity with the instructions concerning § 46 of 


the Act. 

(e.) The raw products must be purified and 
disinfected in conformity with the instructions 
concerning § 12, and may only be sold according 
to the regulations of § 9 of the Act, the sum 

. realised, after deducting the expenses incident 
to disinfection, together with a specified account, 
is to be given over to the jurisdiction. 

If the objects confiscated are of but little value, 
or if disinfection cannot be immediately effected, 
and in consequence thereof introduction of the 
disease is to be feared, the confiscated raw 
products and objects ate to be immediately 
destroyed. 

(f.) Wool properly packed in sacks, and also 
cow and goat’s hair, are to have the exterior 
disinfected at the owner’s cost, and to be for- 
warded direct to the bleaching works from the 
railway or shipping station, under supervision. 


CoNncERNING § 7, 


The general system to be followed in forwarding 
ruminants and raw products by rail or sea is laid 
down in § 80 of the Act, and in the regulations con- 
tained in these instructions.

B.— ARRANGEMENTS CONCERNING ‘TRAFFIC - WITH

Concerning § 10. 


Every arrangement concerning quarantine has one 
and the same object, namely, to examine’ the sanitary 
condition of the animals imported and the. quality of 
the raw products, and consequently to only admit 
such animals as are healthy and such raw products 
as are beyond suspicion, to reject diseased or sus- 
pected animals and suspected goods. 

’ The entire frontier police will so thoroughly ascer- 
tain the sanitary condition of the Roumanian and 
Bosnian cattle that the trade in ruminants and their 
raw products will often be confined to the quarantine 
stations at the import places, and be sometimes wholly 
or partially stopped. 


ConcERNING §§ 11 and 13. 


1, VETERINARY Frontier Pottce Dispositions 
IN ALLOWING TRAFFIC. 


When the sanitary condition of the countries speci- 
fied in § 9 is favourable, that is to say, when no, ¢attle- 
plague exists throughout the entire territory of these 
countries, or it is limited to.a few. small places at 
least eight miles distant from the Hungarian frontier, 
cattle, sheep, and goats may be introduced, but upon 
the condition alone that, these animals, in view of 
verifying their health, shall be kept under super- 
vision—cattle for 10 successive days, and sheep and 
goats for 14 hours. ; 

It is the very first duty of the governor of a 
quarantine station to narrowly test the sanitary .con- 
dition of all Roumanian and Bosnian ruminants, 

To effect this examination, beyond, the reports of 
the royal and imperial consulates, and in addition, to 
other requisite information, there must be an ocea- 
sional examination of, the cattle on the spot, either by, 
the governor of the quarantine station or by an expert

the quarantine station. '; 

When the countries in question are entirely free 
from cattle-plague, or it, is limited to a few small 
places at least eight miles distant from the Hungarian 
frontier, quarantine can be permitted, but cattle, or 
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droves thereof, announced for quarantine, are to be 
narrowly examined before passing the frontier. 

If upon this preliminary examination In regard to 
the sanitary condition of animals for import, the 
slightest doubt should arise, they are all to be im- 
mediately rejected, and sent back. All the various 
customs and frontier-guard authorities are to be im- 
mediately put in possession of this circumstance, and 
at the same time redoubled watchfulness is to be 
enjoined. ra amt 

But when upon preliminary examination of an 
animal, or droves thereof, in regard to the sanitary 


condition of which no doubt exists, and the numbers, - 


species, &c., of the animals agree swith the details in 
the cattle-passes, the owners or drovers of the cattle 
are to be given to clearly understand, in’ the presence 
of witnesses, thoroughly and intelligibly, of the: kind 
of quarantine they will have to undergo, and of the 
consequences resulting should cattle-plague break out 
during quarantine, or upon their being conveyed 
farther on, and also that in case of cattle-plague 
breaking out among the drove, the whole of the 
animals will be destroyed without any kind or manner 
of compensation whatever, and when they still request 
that the cattle may be admitted, the animals, so soon as 
each one shall have been branded with the brand of the 
quarantine station, and have been cleansed either by 
washing or immersion, are to be taken into the 
quarantine station, or in case this should be some 
distance from the frontier they are to be escorted 
thereto by watchers. . L 

It is to be most strictly observed that during this 
transit the animals by no means come into contact 
with native cattle or with any of the populace in any 
way whatever. rs 

The cattle brought, under this strict surveillance, 


‘into the quarantine stations, are, together with their 


drovers and attendants, to be placed in one or more 
numbered and isolated stalls, according to the number 
of animals, and given over to the supervision of the 
quarantine employés throughout the duration of the 
quarantine, then the passes deposited in the office of 
the quarantine will be entered in the official minutes 
together with the numbers of the stalls, and the names 
of the quarantine attendants who were detailed to 
supervise the animals. __ 

In such cases, when upon large arrivals of animals, 
the supervision by the permanentlyfappointed quaran- 
tine servants cannot be adequately provided for, 
temporary servants may be employed for so long as 
the exigency lasts, who are to be thoroughly instructed 
in their duty as to the magnitude of the responsibility 
devolving on them, and the serious results connected 
therewith, after which they are to be sworn in. 

The quarantine servants detailed for the cattle are 
to remain with their charge uninterruptedly, and watch 
both animals, drovers, and attendants unceasingly, but 
without in so doing coming into contact with them. 

They are also to constantly direct their attention to 
the cattle, and drovers thereof, in such a way— 


That no strange cattle, that is, no cattle not - 


belonging to the cattle staying in quarantine in 
the stalls, can approach them : 

That no contact occur between the animals of 
the various consignments; and lastly : 

That no cattle belonging’ to the same owner, 
but in separate quarantine, shall come in contact 
with each other, nor any of them be taken away. 

The slightest alteration perceptible in the sanitary 
condition of those animals in quarantine, is to be 
immediately reported to the quarantine authorities by 
the servants in charge of them. ; 

Beyond this the governor of the quarantine station, 
either by his qualified representative, or his deputy, is 
to closely examine and satisfy himself of the sanitary 


condition of the animals at least once in 24 hours, and © 
‘that especially at the time of foddering. 


The fodder is to be brought, according to require- 
ments, from a store previously assigned for the purpose 
by the quarantine authorities, by an individual ap- 
pointed for the purpose, upon a wagon drawn by 
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horses, and this individual is on no account to come 
into contact with the drovers who take the fodder away. 

Watering the animals must in all cases take place in 
the stalls themselves. 

‘In those quarantine stations where water cannot be 
run into individual stalls, it is to be carried in under 
every precaution by the attendants, and special vessels 
to hold it are to be served out to the stalls. ; 

Should no suspicious case develop itself throughout 
the whole period of quarantine, there will be no farther 
objection to the introduction of the animals into the 
interior of the country. 

The cattle which have passed through quarantine 
with favourable results must be properly purified and 
branded before their departure, and then the certificates 
of health will be handed over to either the owner or 
driver of the same. 

The purification must be effected by immersion in ~ 
ponds, streams, or reservoirs established for this pur- 
pose, or when this cannot be done the animals must 
be washed as well as they can be by putting them 
under a pump, and letting the water run repeatedly 
over every part of them, and then they are to be well 
rubbed down with wisps of straw. f 

This purification must be effected by the drover 
under the supervision of one of the authorities of the 
quarantine station. —- ; 

The branding must be done with branding irons 
provided. with a monogram, formed of the initial 
letters of the name of the quarantine station, and this 
is to be branded upon the animals at the root of the 
left horn. 

In the Frontier cattle passes issued by the quaran- 
tine stations the direction of the route must be 
minutely described, and the numbers in the schedule 
of the quarantine station referring to the drove must 
be entered in the passes likewise. . 

The drovers of the cattle are to be reminded that 
they may not under any circumstances deviate from ~ 
the prescribed route, or they will be treated’ as smug- 
glers, and their cattle confiscated in the same manner 
as other smuggled goods. rs 

Driving them away to the next inspection or rail-: 
way station may only be effected under the super- 
vision and escort of a quarantine servant, and during 
this period he will retain .the certificates in his own 
hands. 


After the cattle have evacuated the stalls, these are 
to be immediately purified, wnder the supervision of a 
quarantine officer, at the expense of the owner and by 
his people, the dung, straw, and remains of fodder 
are to be burnt, and the partitions, &c. of the stalls to 
be washed over with thin chloride of lime. : 

When the cattle have been kept in open barns, 
after taking away the dung, &., the cribs and ~ 
mangers are to be carefully washed with a strong lye, 
the walls whitewashed, and the upper surface of the 
ground steeped in urine is to be liberally besprinkled 
with a solution of sulphate of iron. 3 he ra 

After removing all quarantined animals from a 
stall, in addition to the measures of purification 
required. in respect to open barns, they are to have all 
Openings stopped, up and then be fumigated, after 
which they are to be thrown open for at least three 
days. 

After removing the cattle, and after the purification 
has been duly effected, no open ‘barns may be used 
again within eight days, and no stalls within 15 days. 

All matters used in purifying, brooms, pails, bar- 
rows, &c., are to be well washed after use, by the 
same people as have had them in use. 

When a slight alteration is observed in the sanitary 
condition of one or more animals, but which cannot 
be thought to be disease, these are to be immediately 
separated from the others, and be put under strict 
observation in stalls devoted to this purpose. 

Should this altered condition immediately prove to 
be real disease, then the animal in question, without 
regard to the diagnosis expressed, is to be immediately 
killed upon the carrion place, and the disease be 


part in it are to 


declared according to the evidence obtained by dis- 
section. Should it be undoubtedly proved that the 


disease is not cattle-plague, the rest of the cattle can 


continue to undergo the quarantine prescribed. 

Should, however, the symptoms of the disease, and 
the data from dissection show the presence of cattle- 
plague, and the quarantine take place near to the 
frontier, the entire herd to which the diseased animal 
belonged is to be forthwith sent back over the frontier, 
under the most stringent observation of the prescribed 
measures. . 

When the quarantine station is very distant from 
the frontier, and the infected herd cannot be driven 
back to the frontier without danger of introducing 


the disease, or if their reception be refused by the 


foreign authorities, the entire consignment is to be 
removed to a spot fixed upon by the quarantine 
authorities (which must be remote from traffic) and 
there surrounded by watchers, is to be destroyed to 
the very last animal. 

The horns, hoofs, and fat of those animals, which 
upon slaughter prove to be perfectly healthy, may be 
delivered to the owner after bleaching for 48 hours 


‘in lime, upon payment of the expenses connected with. 


the slaughter; the flesh of these animals is to be 
buried in a grave six feet deep and covered first with 
quick lime, then with earth and then large stones are 
to be carefully rolled over the grave. 

It need hardly. be said, that after such a case, the 
stalls of the entire herd, including those of the diseased 
animals are to be most carefully disinfected, and that 
no animals may be brought into them within a period 
of 14 days. 

In cases where, notwithstanding that the dissection 
may been effected with the greatest care and minute- 
ness, one is not in a position to positively declare 
what the disease is, or if a suspicion of cattle-plague 
arise more or less, the next case of disease must be 
watched with redoubled attention; the course the 
disease takes in the affected animal be narrowly. 
observed, and after it is developed the animal is to be 
killed for dissecting purposes. 

Those animals which are taken ill during quaran- 


' tine, but whose illness does not permit a suspicion of 


cattle-plague may be treated in their stalls for it, at 
their owner’s cost. 

So long as the sanitary condition of those countries 
set out in § 9 of the Act allows of the introduction of 
ruminants by way of quarantine, the traffic in the raw 


Act. The manner of disinfection and the means thereof 
may be modified according to circumstances; at pre- 
sent, to disinfect sacks and dry skins, there is to be 
applied a sprinkling on both sides of a solution of 


-carbolic acid (4 lb. of carbolic acid to half a pail of 


water) ; for disinfecting horns, utensils, and washing 
coverings, a solution of culinary salt. ee 

Fresh or imperfectly dried skins, horns, or bones 
are in case of confiscation to be laid in a solution of 
lime (2 lbs. of unslaked lime to a pail of water) for 
24 hours, and then dried in the open air. 

In dealing with raw products they are to be narrowly 
examined as to whether their quality corresponds to 
the assertions of their owners, and consequently, casks, 
cases, boxes, &¢., are to be opened and their contents 
thoroughly tested. Should a single horn or a hoof 
with flesh or skin adhering to it be found, or splinters 
of bones, or should there be among the skins a single 


one wet or imperfectly dried, the entire consignment 


is to be sent back. E 
In these examinations care must be taken not to 
mix the products, and therefore products belonging to 
different persons or of different consignments should 
never be dealt with at the same place at the same time 
by the same person. ] 
After each such examination all the persons taking 
undergo a thorough purification and 
disinfection. By 
_ The minister alone has the power to remit these 
measures by virtue of a proposition submitted to him 
by the quarantine authorities to that effect. 
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_ products of these animals is regulated by §12 of the  ~ 
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IJ—ReGuLations DURING CESSATION OF FrontTIER 
TRAFFIC OR INCREASING THE FRONTIERK BLooK- 
ADE. 


When cattle-plague attains increased dimensions in 
one of the countries specified in §9 of the Act, or 
breaks out on a territory within eight miles. of the 
frontier of the Hungarian States, the regular traffic 
will be stopped by the ministry, and strict frontier 
blockade comes into force by virtue of § 13 of the Act. 
While this blockade lasts there must be sent back 
unconditionally ; é, 

(a.) All ruminating domestic and wild animals, 
both alive and dead. 

(d.) All the raw products of these animals in a 
fresh condition. 

On the other hand, there can be imported 
washed wool properly packed in sacks (after the 
sacks have been disinfected as prescribed) 
thoroughly dry skins, and also melted tallow in 
casks and skins. 

(c.) Hay, straw, maize, stalks, and other species 
of raw fodder. ‘y f 

(d.) Household and stall utensils, cattle utensils, 
cast-off clothing and drapery, casks, cases, &c., 
containing goods packed in hay and straw. may 
be admitted according to paragraph (d.) of § 6 of 

_ the Act. 

Such people as have been in contact with the 
animals or with their dung, can only be admitted after 
purification and disinfection. 

The import of the raw products and goods allowed 
to pass, may only be conveyed from the frontier to 
the quarantine station by means of vehicles drawn by 
horses, mules, or asses. j 

This regulation extends to all vehicles which convey 
wood or wooden goods from the woods on the other 
side of the frontier, or which pass through the territory 
without regard to what use these woods are put to. 

Jt rests with the ministry to abolish the frontier 
blockade should it appear desirable, and rests with the 
ministry likewise to restore it. 

As smuggling is generally carried on to a great 
extent during the strict blockade of the frontier, and 
thus increases the danger of introducing the disease, 
all the frontier authorities are to be made acquainted 
with the frontier blockade immediately, so that they 
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may redouble their attention, and increase the numbers _ 


of frontier watchers should it be deemed necessary.’ 
All smuggled cattle, raw products, and goods sus- 
ceptible of receiving and retaining infection, are to be 
confiscated both during frontier traffic and after its 
cessation, and sent to the nearest quarantine station to 
be dealt with by the veterinary. police. 

In dealing with such animals and products, the 
great principle to be borne in mind, is to prevent any 
introduction of cattle plague, therefore it depends upon 
circumstances whether the animals and goods may be 
utilised with due observance of the necessary pre- 
cautions, or whether they must be destroyed. 


CONCERNING § 14. 


OrGANISING CATTLE REGISTERS AND VERIFYING THE 
ENTRIES OF CATTLE. 


Receiving and verifying the numbers of cattle to 
the extent of five miles of the frontier, and strict obser- 
vation, is one of the greatest safeguards against smug- 
gling under any circumstances, and forms in that 
respect what might be called an enlarged part of the 
already existing quarantine’ frontier police arrange- 
ments, and on the other hand serves as an exceptional 


_ preventive of infectious and contagious diseases, by 
- affording means. for immediate discovery of the evil, 


so that on its appearance it can be immediately sup- 
pressed. 
In preparing cattle registers the following procedure 
must be observed. ; ; 
1. The ministry sends.a Commission consisting 


of two members, which is enlarged by the addi- - 
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tion of representatives of the jurisdiction con- 
cerned adjoining the frontiers, according to re- 
quirements, and this is the Chief Frontier ene 
mission. 

.2. This Chief Commission decides first. of all 
what frontier points of frontier territory fall 
under the action of the cattle registers. 

In this decision the already existing boundaries, 
i.€., political divisions, hills, streams, &c., are to 
he regarded, and if any little Gig orencee arise 
respecting the decision, it is always to be adjusted 
in favour of the already existing and marked 
frontier limits. 

3. The Commission is to allot the whole of 


the frontier territory in question into separate 


portions and number them. 


In this proceeding the boundaries of the juris- 


diction involved are also to be taken into account, 
but if these jurisdictions possess a greater ex- 
tension than natural boundaries, such as hills, 
streams, &c., they are to be followed. 

This Commission is also to nominate a Com- 
mission (Frontier District Commission) jointly 
with the political authorities concerned, to open 
a local book for each cattle registrar’s district, for 
the entry therein of all the cattle. 


After constituting the Frontier Disease Com-' 
‘mission the joint action of the jurisdiction repre-: 


sentatives sent to enlarge the Chief Commission 
ceases, whereas the operations of the two Com- 
missions sent by the ministry remain in action, 


for it is their duty to expedite the entries of the — 


cattle. 


Tl1.—Tue Frontier Disease Commissions. 


‘The duty of the Frontier Disease Commission, con- 
_ sisting of one veterinary surgeon, one political official, 
and es cattle owners, is as follows: 


(a.) To prepare returns of the communes of 


the frontier district, their farmsteads, occupants, 
&c., and to number the communes, for the pre- 
paration of statistical data by the jurisdictions 
concerned. 

(6.) To communicate to. the communes ‘all in- 


structions issued by the ministry respecting the - 


returns of the numbers of animals, and to provide 
them with copies of all orders and alterations, 
corresponding to the local necessities. 


(c.) To require the communes to nominate 


their delegates for keeping the cattle registers, 
and to give in their names to the Frontier District 
Commission. 

(d.) To determine the dates at which the 


returns of the numbers are to be sent in to the 


Frontier District Commission. 

For obtaining the information required for these 
returns, the Frontier District Commission is to 
support ‘the several communes by practical in- 
formation. 

(e.) After receiving ites returns of the numbers 
the Frontier District. Commission is to proceed 
from commune to commune, and satisfy themselves 


of the accuracy of the entries, and upon being 


satisfied thereof is to enter them in the. register 
of the frontier district; 

(f-) Upon this occasion the Commission is to 
examine the cattle passes, and compare the num- 
bers and entries therein with the data contained 
in the returns. 


(g.) The Commission, upon preparing the re-: 


turn, is to examine again into the case of cattle 
concealed or declared to be smuggled, and should 
it result that they are really. to be considered as 


forfeited, the Commission is to forthwith take the 


necessary steps for their disposal. 

' (h.) After accomplishing the above-mentioned 
duties, the Commission will give the communes 
the forms necessary for making the returns, and 
will instruct the individual chosen for filling in 


_the local book how to prepare the returns (this 


individual should be the local notary when 
possible). 

- After completion of the enumeration of the 
cattle, and the preparation of the cattle register, 
the Frontier District Commission is dissolved,’ 
and the duty of keeping the cattle register devolves 
upon the state veterinary surgeon nominated for 
the frontier district. 


LV.—INstRUCTIONS FOR MAKING UP THE RETURN 


or THE NUMBERS OF CATTLE. 


(a.) So soon as the communal committee shall 
have received orders concerning the enumeration 
of horned cattle, it is bound to convoke a com- 
munal assembly, from which. the delegates for 
making the return of the number of animals is to 
be chosen. In this committee the communal 
notary and magistrate must in every case be 
ineluded, in addition thereto two or three respect-. 
able landed proprietors are to be chosen. — 

In communes with large cattle possessions, a 
number of such committees may be formed, so 
that the enumeration ordered by the Frontier 
District Commission may be’completed within the 


: given time. 


In these, cases, however, the committees must 
give up their returns to the notary, so that he may 
collate them, with the returns to be prepared of 
the whole commune. 

(6.) Upon completion of the arrangements for 
enumeration the committee is to give immediate 
notice thereof to the inhabitants, and at the same 
time order that all the cattle belonging to certain 
farms are to be kept within doors on a certain 
specified day, without regard to whether they are 
in meadows or whether they are engaged in certain 
out-of-doors employment», 

When a commune is very large the committee 
may make arrangements by which, on a certain 
day a certain portion of the communal cattle can 
be kept in their stalls. 

The enumeration is to embrace every animal 
found within the communes of the frontier dis- 
trict, although these should only be kept ‘in their 
stalls for a short Bnet as for instance for fat- 
tening. 

Every calf born must be returned to the keeper 
of the local book within eight days, where it is” 
at first to be only noted, and at the end of three 


‘months, provided that it shall not have been dis- 


posed of during this time, it should be entered: in 
the register, branded with the brand of the com- 


_, Inune, rand a certificate of ownership made and 


given-to its possessor. 
(c.) Animals for traffic and slaughter, of which 


' the first only stay upon the communal territory 


until their sale, and the second until slaughter, 


- are not to be entered, but such cattle must not 


come into contact with any other cattle, either in 
houses, meadows, or in any other way, but must 
remain until disposed of as aforegoing, quite 
isolated, so to say, in quarantine. 

(d.) The description of each animal is to be 
entered in triplicate, one copy to be sent to the 
ministry, the second to be given to the state vete- 
rinary surgeon, and the third is to be retained by 
the communal committee. 

When in any commune the enumeration of the 
cattle is confided to one particular individual as 
frontier inspector, this third copy. of the return is 
to be given to him. 

(e.) The enumerated cattle are to be branded 
upon the upper part of one thigh with a Roman 
and Arabic number (as I. 3). The Roman figure . 
signifies the number of the frontier district, and 
the Arabic the number of the commune. 

The year of birth of the animals is to be 
branded upon their necks, on’ the same side as 
on the branded thigh, only the last two figures 


of their year of birth being branded, 71 for 
instance, instead of 1871. _ 
.) Every owner will have a page or more of 
the loeal book. to himself, on which his various 
 eattle will be entered. 

In virtue of this enumeration the owner will 
receive a certificate certifying his property in the 
animals, and in this as well as in the correspond- 
ing page of the local: book, all alterations of 
ownership are to be entered which take place 
among the cattle. 

When these animals are removed to another 


frontier district the certificate is to be exchanged ' 


fora fresh one. 


g.) When an animal belonging to a frontior 


district is sold for the interior of the countr y the 

certificate of health and ownership (cattle pass) 
must specify the route to be followed and the 
exact spot at which its exit from the frontier 
district will be permitted. 

(h.) When large herds of cattle leave the 
frontier district their sanitary condition is to 
undergo veterinary examination, and in this case 
the certificates of ownership (cattle passes) are to 
be countersigned by the veterinary surgeon. 


Concernine § 15. 


Carrrzm RucisTers. 


The local cattle book will be filled up according to 
Form If. in enumerating the cattle, and must not 
only contain every individual herd of cattle, minutely 
described under the No. of the farm, but also of every 
alteration which may have occurred in any one of them. 

Every increase produced by breeding, purchase, &c., 
is to be announced to the keeper of the local book 
(usually the notary), who will duly note it, and also 
all decrease peosoes by death, oat &e., is to be 
entered. 

Anyone ae to drive his cattle to the market is 


* bound tosnotify it, so that it may be noted in the local 


book, but the placa where the market is held and the 
_ route to be followed must be entered upon the certi- 
cates of ownership. 

When the cattle are not sold at the market and are 
driven home again, this. entry is to be SDL struck 
out. 

All cattle not sold at market, and so driven home 


again, are to be considered as suspected should cattle- . 


plague prevail in the neighbouring countries near the 
- frontier, and they must be kept separate for 10 days, 


after which, before they are suffered .to mix with the. 


other animals, they must undergo a veterinary exami- 
nation. 

Whether the animal should be sold direct from its 
home or at market, the selleris bound to give up the 
certificate of health appertaining thereto, by which the 
sale, with the substitution of the name and address of 
the buyer, will be verified. This transferred certificate 
will serve as a passport for the owner under which he 
ean introduce the purchased animals into his own 
commune. 

But the certificate of ownership, by which the sale 
was verified (as to whom and to where going) must be 
given over by the seller to the communal local book 
* keeper, who will thereupon strike the sold animal out 
of the local book. 

At the end of every year the frontier curmnuncs 
must prepare “a summary and return, according to 
_ Form III. at the end of these orders, and send ‘it to 


- the ministry through the jurisdiction. 


Duties or tHE Frontier District ‘State 
VETERINARY SURGEONS. 


The duty of the State veterinary surgeon nominated 
to the frontier district is :— 
(a.) To see to the minute enumeration and 
proper description of the animals, and to most 
especially determine upon their age. 
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(6.) To direct the compilation of the local 
book, and to hold uninterrupted control over the 
same. 


(e.) To observe those animals released from 
quarantine already mentioned upon their being 
driven through the frontier district, and to satisfy 
himself of their sanitary reine by a searching 

- examination. 


(d.) It is the duty of the frontier district 
veterinary surgeon to not only constantly watch 
over the sanitary | condition of the frontier district 
cattle, but also all other domestic animals, so that 
any epidemic diseases may be immediately dis- 
covered and their spread be prevented. 


_ (e.) So that the breeding of cattle on the 
frontier districts may be increased as much as 
possible, the frontier district veterinary. surgeons 
are to see that the cattle owners bestow extra 
care upon the nourishment of useful domestic 
animals, to which end the veterinary surgeons 
will offer suggestions of a simple and intelligible 
character to the population, to which propositions 
the winter months are especially suitable. 


(f.) Cattle breeders are to have their attention 
especially directed to the destructive effects of 
those epidemics arising generally from the negli- 
gence of ¢attle owners, such as glanders, foot- 
and-mouth disease, .&c., and they are to be 
enlightened as to the contagiousness of these 
diseases ; but they are more especially to be 
instructed in the ways in which these evils can 
be avoided. 

The veterinary surgeons have especially to 
inform the population what gigantic injuries 
are associated with concealment of any such 
diseases, and also with failing to obtain the most 
speedy veterinary aid. 

(g.) Lastly, it is the duty and avocation of the 
frontier district state veterinary surgeons to see 
that every measure necessary to the due execution 
of this Act be punctually carried into effect. 


ARTICLE II. 


PERMANENT ARRANGEMENTS UPON THE TERRITORY OF 
THE COUNTRY. 


Concernine §§ 17 and 18. 


In regard to the trade in ruminants, particularly 
cattle, the Act orders that the owner on selling or 
sending away the cattle, must verify his ownership 


-on the one hand and the sanitary condition of the 


animals on the other. 
Therefore two documents are requisite, viz. :—- 
(a.) The cattle pass, and 


(&.) The certificate of health ; however, in 
practice, one of these documents suffices, that is, 
the. cattle pass, only this pass, besides the name 
and address of the owner, must contain a strict 
description of the animal in question, its origin 
in a healthy neighbourhood, and a verification. of 
its sanitary condition. 


‘The verification of ownership is reckoned available 
for one year after its. issue, on which account cattle 
passes only require renewing once a year, but that 
portion verifying the sanitary condition of the animal 
is only valid for seven days; the verification of the 
sanitary condition of the animals will only be. required 
when the owner sells his cattle, or wishes to remove 
it to a neighbourliood where only healthy cattle and 
cattle of a “healthy origin are admitted. The verifi- 


- cation’ of the healthy condition: of the animals will 


also -prescribe the place and route of their journey, 
and for this purpose the cattle pass contains a ‘special 
heading, 7.e., the last one. 
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Tn those parts of the country where cattle registers 
are introduced according to § 14 of the Act, each

tle Plague. this is to be specially prepared for him by filling up 
the corresponding heading in the cattle pass. 

Cattle passes can be issued not only for single 
animals but for whole droves and herds, but one cattle

farm or estate. 

Should the cattle not bear such a mark, they must 
be immediately furnished with one, and for marking 
to last only a few days, oil colour will suffice, but for 
marking which is to last longer, brand irons must 
be applied. 

To be able to enter all the animals of one herd in 
one cattle pass, it does not suffice that they be all 
marked with one colour, inasmuch as in the dying 
or removal of diseased or’ suspected animals, they 
could easily be replaced by others marked with a 
similar colour during the transit. ; 

Throughout the whole dominion of Hungary the 
only printed cattle passes available are those (of which 
Form 4 is a copy) issued by the ministry in accordance 
with these instructions, and prepared by the various 
jurisdictions, 

A valid cattle pass can only be issued by the local 
committee, and that after inspection of the animals. 

Tf cattle-plague prevails in the country, the sanitary 
condition of the animals must be verified by a veterinary 
or other surgeon. 

When the cattle are not sold at the spot designated 
in the cattle passes, and the owner purposes moving 

them elsewhere to another market, and the seven days 
validity of the certificate of health is already exhausted, 
the sanitary condition of the animals is to be examined 
into once more by the local committee or market com- 
mission, in consultation with a veterinary surgeon, 
when eattle-plague prevails, and it is to be extended for 
seven days more; but if the period mentioned on the 
| passes should suffice during the holding of the market 
: to which they go, then in that case the cattle passes 
RY are only to be marked with the route to be followed, 
by either the local committee or the market com- 
mission.. 

The circulation of ruminants for pasturing, water- 
ing, and immersing purposes, also for the continuation 
of farm work, may take place at periods free from 
cattle-plague, and within the territory of the same 
county, without the prescribed certificates ; and their 
removal from one farm to another. lying within the 
territory of a different county, can be permitted when 
eattle-plague does not prevail, if the cattle concerned 
are provided with a proper cattle pass by the local 
committee, and also with a certificate which shows 
that the sanitary condition of the cattle of the 
commune in question is perfectly satisfactory. 


The further extension for seven days of the validity 
of the cattle passes is to be noted on the backs thereof 
in the form of a visé. 


It is of course understood that such local alterations 
are to be announced beforehand to the counties. 


At the time of cattle-plague, traffic in such ruminants 
is forbidden, save under veterinary supervision, both 
in the infected, adjacent, and any closely situated 
counties under all conditions whatever, and forwarding 
the animals to distant’ tracts may only be effected 
in virtue of a ministerial permission previously 
obtained. 


All such removals are to be notified beforehand to 
the committees of those places through which and 
to which they are forwarded, 


_ The verification, treatment, and dues. payable to ‘the 
local authorities for the cattle passes issued by them, 
will be laid down in an instruction issued by the 
ministry.

All such communes as are qualified to held cattle 
markets, must at the same provide :— 

1. The necessary space for holding the market. 

2. The necessary veterinary police arrangements for 
so long as the market, lasts. 

(a.) Where it is possible, the market must be 
held at some distance from streets or roads of 
considerable traffic. 

(6.) Veterinary surgeons and machinery for 
security must be provided adequately, in pro- 
portion to the extent of the market space, and 
corresponding to the veterinary police require- 
ments. 

(c.) Before the market commences the market 
commission must be constituted; the chairman 
of this commission is, in towns, the mayor, in 
market districts, the district magistrate ; the mem- 
bers of it are the veterinary or other surgeon, and 
lastly the necessary secretary or secretaries. 

(d.) This commission is to send out so many 
sub-commissions as there are entries to the 
market place. The sub-commission. consists of 
a security commissioner and the necessary staff 
of watchmen. a 

(e.) Each sub-commission settles down at its 
appointed place of entry, and the watchmen

must take care that all crowding or pressing is

(f.) No animal is to be admitted to the market 
place ‘without a cattle pass and a certificate of 
health. : 

Any animal without a cattle pass or with 
a ‘faulty one is to be removed to the back of the 
market, and when the market is over is to’ be 
given over to the authorities to be further dealt 
with. , : 

' (h.). When the owner of such an animal cannot 
properly prove his ownership, his cattle is to be 
confiscated according to.§ 59 of the Act, and to 
be publicly disposed of after 10 days’ quarantine.

(k.) When during the market any animal dies, 
or is taken ill, in the first case it is to be dissected, 
but in the latter itis to be killed immediately 
after valuation without inspection, and. compen- 
sation paid according to § 52 of the Act, in the 
interest of verifying the diagnosis of the disease. 

(d.) In cases 7 and & the remaining ¢attle of 
the same owner, as well as all the cattle which 
have stood in the immediate neighbourhood of 
the dead or diseased animal, are to be driven to a 
remote spot, and there remain until the result 
has been ascertained by dissection. 

(m.) Should it result undoubtedly therefrom 


that the case in question is not cattle-plague, — 


the cattle kept isolated may be restored to the 
market. 4 

But if the slightest suspicion of cattle-plague is 
created, not only all the animals driven on one 
side, but all horned cattle at the market coming 
from the same spot, are to be placed aside where 
the market commission shall direct, and, in some 
isolated place if possible (gardens, courts, &c.), 
shall undergo 10 days quarantine. 

It is understood that the places where the 
deceased or diseased animals stood or were taken 
to and dissected, are to be/ properly cleansed and 
disinfected.

(n.) Should any animal coming from such a 
_place have been already sold, but be still in the 


market, it is to be taken and undergo quarantine — 


with the other animals. 

But should such animal have been sold and 
driven away, the communes concerned are to be 
made aware of the circumstance (by a telegram if 
possible) by the market commission, and quaran- 
tine ordered of the animal wherever it may be. 

The market commission is bound to immedia- 
tely inform the jurisdiction concerned of this 
circumstance, who will declare the commune from 
whence the dead or diseased animal came, to be 
suspected, and will put in motion the regulations 
of § 32: 

The proceedings which the market commission 
are to observe in viséing the certificates of those 
ruminants which are not sold at the spots speci- 
fied in the cattle passes are contained in §§ 17 
and 18 of the Instructions given with this 
Act. ; 
Lastly, the market commission is bound to 
‘assign a distinct mark for all animals bought. or 
sold at the market. 


ConceRNING §§ 22, 23, 24, and 25. 


The business of a slaughterer and cattle dealer is not 
less dangerous as a medium for spreading the disease 
than the markets themselves, and on this ground has 
to be put under stringent regulations, 

1. Slaughterers and cattle dealers, even in periods 
free from cattle-plague, are bound to notify the 
arrival of all animals brought into the commune 
within 12 hours to the local committee, and to give up 
thereto the cattle passes belonging to them. 

' The cattle passes are to be retained by the local 
committee. Neglect to give this notice is punishable 
by a_fine of 10 to 100 gulden or a corresponding 
period of imprisonment. 

But should the animals be forfeited under §{§ 59 
and 60 of the Act, they are to be confiscated, in 
which case the proceedings are to be observed of the 
above sections. ’ 

Whoever discovers a case of neglect, receives out of 
the sale a reward of 10 gulden for each animal. 

2. At the time of cattle-plague, slaughterers and 
cattlé dealers in any commune of the jurisdiction are 
bound to keep all newly purchased cattle separated 
from their others. During these 10 days, any animal 
found on examination to be healthy may be slaugh- 
tered. Sate 
If the animals are found to be healthy after 10 days 
quarantine, they may join the droves or business cattle 
of the slaughterers or cattle dealers, and may be driven 
with them to the meadows assigned by the local autho- 
rities for animals for sale and slaughter, ‘but under no 
circumstances must they join the cattle of the 
commune. 

The violation of this order by either slaughterers or 


cattle dealers subjects them to a fine of 10 to 500 


gulden. 


3. As it has been shown in many cases by expe- . 


rience that both slaughterers and cattle dealers go 
from stall to stall seeking cheap cattle, and as the 
cheapest cattle are only to be found at the infected 
places, contagion is conveyed not alone by the 


animals, but by their own apparel, and they are

‘ consequently the most-dangerous visitors to farms and 


such places, stalls, and meadows. ‘The Central Com- 
mission conyoked for the entire country is therefore 
empowered, upon cattle-plague being declared, to 
forbid both .slaughterers and cattle dealers to visit the 
stalls-and herds of cattle, and this prohibition is 


to be at the same time extended to the cattle owners . 


in those cases where there is found to have been a 
violation of this order in which both parties are 


culpable. ; : 
". . The goods ean be looked at by intending buyers in

not being necessary that there should be a direct’

In consequence of this danger, and by reason of 
cattle and meat inspection not having been introduced 
mto most communes, and there being a lack of 
slaughter - houses, the establishment of slaughter- 
houses and of meat inspection is ordered. 

The slaughter-houses are to be established beyond SuauaurEr- 
the villages and away from the thoroughfares in such pouszs. 

a manner that no ruminants (especially cattle) can 
stray near them. 

' Should: the village lie on a stream the slaughter- 
house is to be erected. below the village, close to the 
stream, in regard to which it is to be observed 
that that portion of the stream below the slaughter- 
house is on no account to be used as drink for the 
animals, 

In those villages where the slaughterer is also an 
innkeeper, the first interest of the commune demands 
that the authorities take care that this right of being 
both slaughterer and innkeeper is only carried on 
according to the conditions of the leases, if these two 
trades can be separately. exercised. 

As both cattle and meat inspection is of little Carri anp 
security without a veterinary surgeon, in those cases, Wat In- 
where only an ordinary surgeon is available, they are gpyorion. 
to be inspected by this surgeon and by a member of 
the Gommission, or where there is no surgeon, it is to 
be done by some reliable person chosen for the office 
by the commission. Some knowledge of animals, 
unswerving rectitude, and practice, will keep the 
inspector from any very gross mistakes. — 

The cattle for slaughter are always to be declared 
beforehand by the commune committee. The in- 
spector will receive the cattle pass from the local 
committee which has heen given up to them by 
the slaughterer upon his declaring the animal for 
slaughter, and will satisfy himself of the identity of 
the animal. 

After the date of slaughter, the description, and the 
certificate have been duly entered in the slaughter 
register, the cattle pass is to be destroyed. This 
register must be kept in all villages, however small, 
and for carrying out the regulations -in regard to 
inspection of meat and slaughter-houses both the 
local committee and the slaughterer are responsible, 
and any apparent. failure thereof. is to be searchingly - 
and repeatedly investigated by the authorities, and the 
offenders to be punished according to the most 
stringent interpretation of the Act. 

Should it happen that the slaughterer offer for 
sale meat, raw or otherwise, proceeding from an animal 
which has not been inspected, the law as prescribed 
by § 20 of the Act is to be put in force against 
him. i 

A printed copy of the above orders concerning 
slaughterers, slaughter-houses, and inspection of meat, 
must be posted up in every place where slaughter is 
effected, signed by the communal committee. 


CoNcERNING §§ 26 and 28. 


Whenever cattle-plague has been introduced during SHEPHERDS 
indiscriminate pasturing, in 99 cases out of 100 it snp dean 
has always been among pastured animals. The ease p ASTURES 
with which, with us, not only native communal. cattle, oe 
but even the cattle of an entirely strange owner, can 
and do enter into the meadows, is a circumstance 
which offers peculiar facilities to introduce smuggled 
animals and those without passes, or such as have 
escaped from infected places, and affords considerable - 


assistance in introducing the contagion. 


On this account both the pastures and the animals 
pasturing therein must be put under stringent super- 
vision, and above all the shepherds must be prose- 


‘cuted and punished for every irregularity. 
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For the purpose of suppressing and discovering such 


improprieties it is ordered ; 


1. Each individual local committee is bound to 


- enumerate the herds, and give this list of every animal 


‘ating to Cat- +o the shepherd, as prescribed ; to instruct the same in

his duties under this order, and to impress upon him 
the severe punishment attendant upon any violation of 
his duty, and lastly, to swear him to its faithful 
execution. { 

2. The shepherd is to be made responsible also for

3. The shepherd: may not receive into the herd 
any cattle not enumerated and examined by the 
Commission. 

4, If the shepherd receive any cattle, under any 
pretext, as native cattle, into the communal pastures, 
or if he do not immediately draw attention to any 
strange cattle which have got in among the cattle 
confided to him without his knowledge, and have it 
separated from them forthwith, he is to be punished 
according to § 60 of the Act, and the smuggled cattle

Inns, especially such as are on the high road, serve 


generally as resting and feeding places for yoked 


oxen, and also for animals for trade and slaughter, 
and are therefore eminently qualified to serve as a 
medium for both direct and indirect contagion. 

Upon any outbreak of disease in the country the 
Central Disease Commission is to especially bestow its 
attention upon these places, and to forbid all resting, 
foddering, and watering where it is not provided that 
all animals belonging to the household are thoroughly 


protected against infection, under threats of punish- 


ment. 

The remains of all fodder and the refuse, is, after 
the strange.cattle are gone, to be taken away to a 
place inaccessible to the domestic animals, or failing 
such a place they are to be burnt upon the spot. 


ConcERNING § 29. 


‘The routes are to be determined by each jurisdiction 
within their communes in such a way that they shall 
connect with the routes of adjacent jurisdictions. 

The direction ofthese routes is to be announced 


with the widest publicity. 


The supervision of these routes is to be effected by 


patrols of police, who are to ascertain whether the 
consignments of animals are provided with the pre- 
scribed certificates, and whether they are deviating 
from the route assigned to them either at the frontier 
or at their starting point, lastly whether at the time of 


6. So that the shepherd shall not be able to avail — 


cattle-plague. the prescribed veterinary examination 
was effected at the places assigned. 

If the drover cannot prove this in a credible way, 
the cattle are to be stopped and treated according to 


the instructions signified in § 4. 
_ Of course it is understood that all unpleasantness ~ 
resulting from violating the Act will ‘fall upon the. 


owner, and he will have, to bear all expenses arising 
therefrom. 


With such cattle there often appear foot-disorders, _ 


but more often with'such animals a limp is produced 
artificially to more effectually conceal some other often 
infectious disease. . 


Any animal suffering from foot-disorder is to be 


examined by a veterinary surgeon, to be killed and 
dissected under veterinary instruction, so that the real 
disease may be ascertained, 


Until this examination can be effected the -entire — 


herd is to be detained, and watched over in some 
solitary spot. 

' When the disease is indisputably proved to be foot- 
disorder, the sale of the animal’s flesh may be allowed, 
and the’ herd may proceed without hindrance; but 
should any suspicion of cattle-plague arise, the entire 
herd must undergo quarantine, the next animal 
attacked is to be killed, and shouldit prove to be cattle- 
plague by a veterinary diagnosis, proceedings are to be 
taken as laid down in § 44.

ORGANIZATION AND PROCEEDINGS OF THE INSPECTING’ 


CoMMITTER FOR INSPECTING CATTLE, SHEEP AND 
.GOaTs, AND THEIR. RAW PRODUCTS, FOR IN- 
SPECTING THEIR LOADING AND UNLOADING UPON 
RAILWAYS AND IN STEAMERS, PURIFYING AND 
DISENFECTING RalLways AND STEAMERS, AND 


REGULATING THE DUES PAYABLE FOR PURIFYING 


Rai~way TRUCKS AND SHIPS. . 


Inasmuch as the produce of Austria and Hungary | 


does not suffice for their meat requirements, they have 
to import vast numbers of cattle for slaughter, from 


and through countries whose veterinary police ma- ~ 


chinery is not adequate to the existing international 
postulates in this respect, or which is -not, at any rate, 
exercised with due stringency. 


This dangerous vicinage demands that we proceed. 


with the utmost care in dealing with cattle brought to 


us in the way of trade (in order to prevent any 


introduction of the disease). 

But in view of this fact, that in consequence of 
railway communication, cattle and their raw products 
can be forwarded very speedily, and that by want of 
proper foresight the epidemic could be introduced from 
distant regions; both in the interest of the continuation 


of foreign trade, and in the interest of securing the 


country against any introduction and spread of the 
disease in the interior, such precise: measures must 
immediately be taken as lead to the attainment of. the 
desired end, duly bearing in mind the similar measures 
carried out by other countries. 


‘The permanent inspection commissions charged | 


according to the Act with effecting’ the constant in- 
spection of animals and raw products, their organiza- 
tion, and the railway stations at which they are to act, 
and lastly the operations and duties of railway and 
steamship boards of management in connection with 
this institution, is regulated by the following instruc- 
tion. ; ; 

1. At those railway and shipping stations where 
veterinary police inspection commissions are placed in 
virtue of this arrangement, or where the same can be 
forwarded to the spot and when the appliances for 
loading and unloading are at hand, cattle for farther 
transit can be loaded and unloaded. 

2. The veterinary police inspection commission will 


consist of an administrative official chosen from the. 


administration officials sent by the jurisdiction and of 
an official veterinary surgeon. 
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Should there be no official veterinary surgeon in the 
neighbourhood of the station, the imspection com- 
mission can have a private veterinary surgeon or an 
ordinary surgeon, who, before commencing any ex- 
amination is to be sworn: to conscientiously fulfil all 
the duties thereof, by the administrative officials. 

The jurisdiction is to furnish the names and 
addresses of the members of the veterinary police 
inspection commission assigned to the various loading 
and unloading stations upon their territory, not only to 
the Minister for agriculture, industry and trade, but to 
all the authorities of the railways and steamers, and 
this last by an official channel, with a request that the 
railway and shipping authorities will have the names 
and addresses of the members posted up in the railway 
and shipping stations for public information. 

The station authorities are to strictly fulfil this 
duty, and to keep the above-mentioned list constantly 
posted up as a notice. 

3. The commissioner being on the spot, the sender 


of the consignment, that is, the owner, is to bear the 


expenses attached to the examination; the travelling 
expenses of the commissioners living at some distance 
from the loading and unloading stations, save the 
railway charges, are to be borne by the Imperial 
Treasury, as laid down in paragraph 4. 

alas The fees for examination are’to be as follows :— 


(a.) To a veterinary surgeon living in the place 


for inspection of not more than 10 animals, 


1 gulden; not more than 30 animals, 2 
each animal over 30, 1 kreuzer. 


. When many owners’ names are given in with a 


gulden ; 


‘number of animals for examination at the loading and 


unloading station, and they are all present, all the 
animals are to be reckoned together, and the fees 


payable to. the veterinary surgeon adjusted according 


to the above arrangement, 
“(6.) The members of the ‘administration com- 
mission living on the spot are to receive half a 
day’s pay according to their position in society. 
(c.) Every veterinary surgeon living distant from 
the loading and unloading stations is to receive, 
in addition to his travelling expenses to the 
station and back, and his fee per number of 
head of cattle,— 
For half a day, 2 gulden. 
5 one day 3, gulden. 
The members of the commission sent by the juris- 


_ diction, are to be paid, according to their position, half 
or whole day’s pay and the expenses of a vehicle. 


When the administration official and the surgeon 
live in the same place, the vehicular expenses are to be 
payable only once, but at the highest rate. 

The members of the inspection committee, in the 
exercise of their functions, can give stamped receipts 
to the owners for the fees "recovered for examination, 
and are to send the examined accounts (properly 


_ drawn up) for vehicles: and time payments, within 


14 days after the termination of the examination, to 
the jurisdiction, for transmission to the ministry. 

After the jurisdiction of the Capital Buda-Pesth has 
detailed properly qualified machinery in this respect, 
and has raised certain taxes to meet the cost of these 
proceedings, it will itself determine and bear the ex- 
penses of examination, in virtue of a higher report. 

5. The inspection is to take place upon loading and 
unloading so often as consignments are announced, in 
regard to which itis to be observed that the members 
of the inspection commission are to be informed 

24 hours beforehand of any such consignments on the 
part of the owners. 


But only such consignments of cattle can. be ex-. 
amined, and only such loaded, as arrive at the loading © 
station provided with cattle passes under the conditions 
_ prescribed in § 17 of the Act, and correspond to the 
conditions contained in the forms for cattle passes” 
appended to this order. 


The inspection commission may not under any 
circumstances issue. either, cattle passes. OF certificates 
of health. 
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The performance of inspection of cattle and raw 
products,, and the results thereof are to be entered 
upon the backs of ‘the passes by the members of the 
commission. In loading and unloading cattle provided 
with cattle passes, and found to ‘be healthy by the 
commission of inspection, the commissioner of inspec- 
tion has to take care : 

(a. ) That animals coming from different places 
and belonging to. different owners be loaded 
in separate “portions, and that cattle coming from 
different places shall never be placed in the same 
truck, 

(6.) Domestic cattle must never be placed in 
the same train with cattle for slaughter. 

(c.) If any animal is taken ill or dies during 
transport by railway, the authorities of the station 
concerned are bound to detain the entire consign- 
ment, and to report thereon to the ministry and 
the nearest authorities, who are bound to ascertain 
forthwith the nature of the disease by a com- 

’ petent commission. 

(d.) When the disease proves to be’ eattle- 
plague, and the transport consists of portions 
collected from various places, all those. animals 
coming from the same place as the diseased or 
deceased animal are to be detained, killed, and 


subjected to the regulations contained in §§ 44. 


and 45. 

The places where these animals have stood or 
been killed and dissected, are to be disinfected 
according to the orders laid down. 

(e.) ‘The commission will decide whether the 
remaining animals belonging to the transport shall 
be forwarded, in which decision there must be 
taken into account the distance from the place of 
consumption, the numbers of the animals, and 


the probable time that will be consumed in the. 


operation. 

In all doubtful cases a ministerial decision is 
to be obtained by telegraph before any other is 
arrived at. 

(f.) The authorities of the place of destination 
are to take care that from the arrival of the 
animals until their slaughter, and also during 
their slaughter, everything be avoided which could 
contribute to spread the contagion. - 


Such animals are to be slaughtered under - 


veterinary supervision. 
(g-) If during their transport by railway any 
‘animals have el be changed from one truck to 


fs 
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another, from ‘the necessities of the railway ° 


management, the authorities of the railway station 
or steamboat station, are bound to give notice by 
telegram upon their being first loaded, to the 
station where the change of trucks is to be 
effected, so that the commission whose duty it 
will: be to superintend the transfer may receive 
timely notice. 

_ By change of truck is not intended change of 
line in the same trucks, therefore these changes 
ean take place without the intervention of any 
‘commission. 


(h.) So that loading and unloading of the. 


animals, foddering, &e. may be avoided, the 
transports may only be effected in such trucks as 
can carry fodder and drink with them. . 
When there are not any such trucks, foddering 
and drinking stations must be established, which 
_are to be provided with all necessary utensils, B) 
that in the case of those transports above men- 
tioned, the animals may be foddered and watered 


with : the least possible delay and without any 


sta, 

The places for fodder may not under any cir- 
cumstances be adjacent. to the neighbouring 
roads, nor roads leading to the villages, nor in 
the vicinity thereof. , 

(z.) When the consignor wishes to have his 
cattle transferred (according to paragraph g.) at 

_ any railway or steamboat station, he must make 
-such arrangements that the necessary fodder 
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shall be already at the foddering place when his 
animals arrive there. The vessels necessary for 
watering the animals: must be provided by the 
railway authorities. It is not allowable under 
any circumstances that the drovers go from house 
’ to house seeking for fodder, or that the animals 
be let out into the meadows. Likewise. watering 
the animals at any brook or other place of general 
resort for cattle is forbidden. ; 
Single animals may only be removed or sold on 
the way from the place of being taken up to the 


the place of destination by the intervention of: 


the commission of inspection, even though an 
urgent necessity exists for it, and in intervening 
with the authorities the commission must take 
care that these unloaded animals arrive at their 
destination without endangering the native cattle. 

The number of cattle so unloaded is to be 
entered on the cattle passes by the commission of 
inspection, also a notification of the fact. 

(Z.) The commission of inspection has to fill 
up Form 5 with a digest of. their proceedings in 
this matter, so that one portion of it may serve 
as information, and so that in case of any com- 
plaints or suspicions in regard to, individual con- 
signments the other part of it may serve as 
information to the police in their researches. 

A copy of this register is to be punctually 
forwarded’ at the end of every month to the 
Ministry, through the jurisdiction, and should 
the commission have had no eases to deal with 
during the entire month a blank form is to be 
sent. - ; 

(m.) The railway and steamboat authorities 
are to send a yearly table to the Ministry, not later 
than the 15th January, of all stations where, by 
permission of the Ministry, loading and unloading 
of animals and raw products has taken place, and 
at the same time they are to specify those stations 
where trucks and ships were duly disinfected ; and 
should the railway or steamboat authorities not 
use trucks in which it is possible to carry fodder 
and water for the use of the animals, they must 
specify the station made use of for this purpose. 

Also in every case they mtst report to the 
Ministry what stations in the table have ceased to 
be such for the purposes of loading and unload- 
ing animals, and also what fresh stations have 
been adapted to this purpose. 

7. So long as there be no cattle-plague in the 
country, loading and unloading can take place at any 
railway and steamboat station, without the intervention 
of the commission of inspection. 

(a.) All kinds of useful domestic animals, in- 
eluding calves under six months, with exception 
of cattle, raw products, perfectly dry skins, bones, 
horns and hoofs, dried. or salted intestines of 
cattle, sheep, and goats, melted fat, consignments 
of goats’ hair packed in sacks, wool, raw products, 
and consignments of sheep, goats, and calves, but 
which are intended for the Trans-Lethian countries, 
must be provided with certificates in which it is 
credibly testified that they come from countries 
free from cattle-plague. ; 

(6.) But if cattle-plague has absolutely broken 
out in the country, sheep, goats, and calves may 
only be unloaded and given up at stations where 
inspection is constantly exercised by. a Commis- 


sion of Inspection. Those raw products which . 


come from. regions free from cattle-plague do not 
form objects for inspection during the prevalence 
of cattle-plague and can therefore be freely for- 
warded. 

(c.) But, on the other hand, raw products 
coming from the infected districts may only be 
given up at the stations defined for loading and 
unloading, in virtue of a permission obtained 
from the Ministry, after an examination by the 
Commission of Inspéction, at the owner’s expense, 
and after undergoing disinfection as prescribed in 
“the instructions to § 12 of the Act. 


The fee of the members of the commission in 
respect to the exceptional examination according 
to paragraph (c.), is half or one day’s pay, and 
such expense of conveyances as may have been 
incurred. These outlays are at the owner’s 
expense. 

(d.) Slaughtered sheep, goats, and calves coming 
from a neighbourhood free from cattle-plague can 


be forwarded by railway or steamboat even during. 


the prevalence of cattle-plague if provided with 
the certificate issued upon examination of the 
meat, without the intervention of the Commission 
of Inspection. 

8. When oriental cattle-plague breaks out on the 
territory of neighbouring countries, the arrangements 
for the import or transit of foreign animals for 
slaughter and their raw products, which during 
the existence of the stringent frontier blockade, 
ordered in § 4 of the Act, can only be effected in every 
instance by virtue of a special ministerial permission, 
and then only by railway‘or steamboat, and also the 
arrangements for transferring such. consignments to 
inland territory, are laid down in § § 5, 6, and 7. The 
modifications, however, which circumstances as they 
arise may suggest to the Commission of Inspection are 
to be regulated by the instructions contained in the 
aforesaid sections and in this order. 

9.. By examination, the Commission of Inspection is 
to also ascertain that the railway trucks and steamers 
devoted to the freightage of these animals are duly 
purified, and disinfected. 

Any failures remarked in this respect are to be 
immediately notified officially to the Minister for agri- 
culture, industry, and trade by the acting authorities, 


10. The fees payable by the owner of the consign- | 


ment for the. purification and disinfection of railway 


‘trucks and steamboats, without regard to distance, are 


to be reckoned up and exacted upon loading according 
to the scale issued on this subject. Pe 

11, The members of the Commission .of Inspection 
are responsible for the due execution of the prescribed 
measures according to the spirit of § 62 of the Act. 

As the railway ‘and steamboat authorities are re- 
sponsible for any violation or non-punctual execution 
of the regulations contained in Act XX. of the year 
1874, the instructions based upon it, and all damages 


which may arise therefrom, they- are punishable for 


any neglect or misconduct according to § § 58, 60, 
and 61 of the Act. . 
,12. As concerns the conscientious and uniform 


execution by the jurisdiction, Commissions of Inspec- ° 


tion, and railway and steamboat authorities of the 
above regulations, the ministry will provide a central 
controlling supervision by a specially appointed rail- 
way commissioner. 


PURIFICATION AND DISINFECTION OF RAILWAY TRUCKS 
AND OF STEAMBOATS. : 


All railway trucks and steamboats used for the pur- 
pose of carrying cattle for slaughter are to be purified 
by the employés of the railways or steamboats, in such 
a manner that all impurities, such as dung, &c. are 
removed with hard brooms and water immediately 
after the cattle are unloaded,. whether cattle-plague 
prevail or not. © Lesa 

Such dung, straw, and remnants of fodder are not 


to be utilised for any purpose whatever, but are to be’ 


burned. ; Y eR 
Railway trucks and steamboats after being properly 
purified with stiff brooms and water, are to be sent to 
be ‘disinfected to those stations assigned for the pur- 
pose, the numbers coming to be telegraphed previously, 


where they are to be treated with scalding water or 


steam, and then washed over with a solution of carbolic 
acid, 4 lb. to each truck. 

‘This disinfection must be extended to all objects 
which have been in contact with the animals during 
the transit, especially the chests of fodder, and to all 
appliances used in their loading and unloading, gang- 
ways, stagings, &c., and to all tools and utensils used 
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in the purification of the trucks, &c., such as brooms, 
pails, &e. : 

The employés of both railways and steamboats are 
also to undergo a similar careful disinfection, that is to 


“say, all those occupied with the loading and unloading 


of the cattle and in the purification of the trucks and 
appliances, and this before they enter upon any other 
occupation. 


PouRIFYING OF SHIPS. . 


All sea-going and-river ships which are devoted to 
the carriage of animals are to be purified and dis- 


infected in the same way. 


F SES FOR PURIFYING TRUCKS. 


*. 
In all cases where either cattle or loose raw pro- 


ducts have been forwardéd, and the railway trucks 
have to: be purified and disinfected, the fees payable 
for disinfection, without regard to distance, which are 
to be computed immediately upon loading, are as 
follows, :— 

(a.) For every eight-wheeled truck, without 
regard to whether the same has been used to 
carry cattle or smaller animals (excepting swine), 
4 gulden. 

(6.) For every 4-wheeled truck, without regard 
to whether the same has been used to carry cattle 
or smaller animals (excepting swine), 3 gulden. 

(e.) For every 8 or 7-wheeled truck in which 
only 4 cattle or 10 smaller domestic animals, or 
not more than 80 centners of raw products have 
.been carried, 2 gulden. ; 

For suckling calves which accompany their mothers, 
and likewise for swine, no such fees are to be exacted. 

When several railway companies are interested, 
there. will be 10 per cent. payable to the loading and 
90 per cent. to. the unloading stations in respect of 
purification and disinfection. The fees are therefore 
to be divided in this manner. 

Nothing beyond the cost of the disinfectants is to 
be charged for the disinfection of dried skins, wool, 
hair, bones, horns, &c. 

Nothing beyond the cost of the disinfectants is to be 
charged for the disinfection of the ships, to the owner 
of the consignment. 


ARTIGCUE: TUL 
REGULATIONS UPON THE APPEARANCE 
OF DISEASE AND UPON AN OUT- 
BREAK OF CATTLE-PLAGUE. 


There is no disease of animals in which the results 


of concealment are so Serious as in cattle-plague, for a - 


single case generates so much contagion, that whether 


it be introduced directly or indirectly it is capable of . 


infecting and destroying entire herds in a very short 
time.. 

On the other hand, no other disease of animals is so 
easily extinguished, provided it be recognised at its 
first outbreak, and its extension be properly com- 
batted. — 

Tt is on this account that the immediate declaration 


of any ease of internal diséase as ordered in § 31 of 


the Act is of such essential importance, and why 
neglect of this notice is so stringently punishable by 
the law. ; 

Every ¢attle owner, and indeed every one else who 
becomes aware of any such internal attack, is bound 
under heavy penalties, and without regard to whether 
the disease is apparently serious or not, to immediately 
announce the circumstance to the local authority, who 


is bound to acquire personal knowledge of the fact, — 
_ to remove the diseased animal from the healthy ones 


as far as is possible, and to have it professionally ex- 
amined. : 
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When the immediate professional examination of 
the animal gives rise to only a-suspicion of cattle- 
plague, the local authority is bound, having placed 
the superior authority in possession: of the fact by 
means of an express messenger, to conscientiously 
fulfil every one of the regulations prescribed in § 32 to 
their very letter. ae 

The local authority is then bound— 

(a.) To convoke the commission, to acquaint 
them with the suspicious circumstances, and to 
impress upon them the danger and especially the 
contagiousness of the disease; to strongly emphasize 
the necessity of making an immediate declaration 
of every case of disease, to exact strict observance 
of the orders laid down, and to give information of 
of the case of disease to the adjacent local au- 
thority. 

(4.) In order to prevent the spread of this 
disease the isolation of suspected farms and other 
places is ordered in the name of the law. 

(c.) The pasturing of communal cattle is to be 
immediately forbidden, and all the animals are to 
be ordered to -be confined within their stalls, if 
this be possible; further, 

(d.) So as to fulfil this and other following 
arrangements, a communal commission of disease 
is to be established. The chairman of this com- 
mission is the local authority, the members of it 
are the notary, one or two jurists, the school- 
master, two or three respectable cattle owners, 
and above all the veterinary surgeon, should there 
be one in the commune or in the neighbourbood. 

The duty of this commission is—. 

(a.) To enumerate the stalled cattle from house 
to house, and head by head, and to make up a 
return thereof in three copies with the following 
headings ; steers, cows, oxen, goats, calves over 
one year old, and calves under one year old. 

One copy of this table remains with the com- 
mune, the second is for the officials, and the third 
-is to be given to the county authorities. 

(6.) In enumerating the animals the commis- 
sion is also to ascertain their sanitary condition, 
and to do this they are to offer the animals some 
fodder. 

So that the enumeration of the- cattle may be 
expedited, the commission: may divide itself in the 
ease of very large communes, and in case of need 
may appoint supplementary members. 

(e.) Upon completion of enumeration of -the 
cattle, the commission is to go into the place 
suspected of infection, and test the isolation which 
_has been already ordered by the local authorities. 

In doing this they are also— 

(aa.) To especially remove all healthy cattle 


from the stalls, where this has not been done’ 


already by the owner, and to leave the diseased 
animal in the stall. 


(bb.) Special attendants are to be detailed 


for the diseased animal or‘ animals from the 


personnel of the household, who, until the 
arrival of the district commission, are to re- 
main in either the infected stalls, or at any rate 
in some place where they cannot come in con- 
tact with the other people of the household. 
Of course it is understood that these attendants 
are not to have their meals with anyone else. 
These attendants are to have given to them 
the keys of the isolated stall or stalls. 

(cc.) Both healthy and diseased animals are 
to be watered in their stalls, and for the diseased 
animals special vessels are to be provided. 

(dd.) Neither the cattle of the infected 
place nor the dwellers therein may go out of 
it, to enforce which watchmen are _to be placed 
at the entrances, who are strictly to carry out 
this order. ; 
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ee.) The absolute necessaries of life for the 


Beles in the suspected farm are, by inter- 
vention alone of the local authority, to be pro- 
cured .and supplied exclusively through the 
watchmen. 

(ff.) Until the arrival of the district or 
state administration officials, the ‘dung from 
the infected stall may not be removed. 


d.) When the commission has seen to the: 


isolation of. the house in the manner here laid 
down, they must give orders that the healthy 
communal cattle do not quit the farms. 

(e.) The commission is to exercise special 
watchfulness in regard to house dogs, is to give 
notice that all dogs are to be chained up, and 
also that every dog found loose will be shot. 

(f.) In certain cases isolation is not to. be con- 
fined to infected farms, for if only one single 
house be suspected of being infected the entire 
village or other place may be isolated, for which 
purpose the communal commission is to place 
patrols upon the roads leading thereto, who are 
to understand that they are “to turn back or 
otherwise divert all cattle, horses, or sheep, upon 
their approaching the place, and they are to 
pursue such a route that all contact with the 
village or place will be avoided. 

(9.) All cattle dealers and slaughterers are 
likewise to be informed that until the decision 
of the district commission no sales of cattle may 
take piace. 

(4.) Should any animal have died before the 
arrival of the commission, the local commission is 
to leave the carcase untouched in a remote and 
almost inaccessible spot, and in such a manner 
that neither the blood nor any other product of 
the carcase shall contaminate the roadways. The 
carcase must be either concealed or watched until 
the arrival of the district. commission, so that it 
may neither be injured nor come into contact 
with either mankind nor domestic animals. 


(i.) The local awthority as chairman of the ~ 


commission is to. place the adjacent and neigh- 
bouring communes in immediate ‘possession of a 
knowledge of all the arrangements and measures 
they have undertaken. 


Concerning § 33. 


So soon as the officials of the district or town con- 


cerned have received notice of the suspected case from 


the local authority, they are bound under the severest 
penalties, to immediately proceed to the spot accom- 
panied by a veterinary or other surgeon, or send their 
representative. 

This district commission has before all things to 
ascertain whether the commune has fulfilled the duties 
laid down in §32. Of ‘this the commission will 
obtain information in the neighbourhood of the com- 
mune, and must satisfy themselves whether the com- 
mune gave due notice of the circumstance to the 
adjacent communes, whether the roads were pro- 
vided with patrols, and whether in fine all the pre- 
scribed regulations, calculated to produce complete 
isolation, were carried into effect. 

In the village itself the district. commission is first 
of all to direct their attention to the law, and having 
required and received the return of the enumera- 
tion of the cattle for this purpose, they will verify 
its accuracy in examining into the sanitary condition 
of the animals. 

In effecting this operation the district commission 
is to go from house to house and ascertain that 
all dogs are chained up,.and that all the inhabitants 
of the commune are thoroughly enlightened in regard 


- to the danger of the disease and the importance of the. 


ease, and whether they have willingly fulfilled all the 
regulations prescribed. 

“After effecting all this comes the question of the 
infected place. The first thing to be inquired here is 
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doubt. 
ne the accuracy of the, diagnosis, or certain 


whether any alterations have been made since isola- 
tion was first ordered ; whether since then any fresh 
cases. have occurred either in the same or any 
other place; whether any and how many cattle 
have died, and what, in such cases, has heen done 
with the carcases. 

The district commission will further interrogate 


- the watchmen of the infected place concerning what 


duties have been inposed upon them, and, indeed, 


. about everything that may have happened since the 


attack in the homestead, especially whether the dwellers 
therein have punctually fulfilled the commands laid 
upon them, whether they have viqlated them and in 


what direction, whether the attendants have always: 


remained in the places assigned to them, and whether 
the stalls have been found to be isolated. 
In examinations of the diseased animals they must be 


quietly and unnoticed watched from afar, as to whether ° 


the startled animal, especially if fresh from the 
meadows, show the true symptoms of the disease, 
for in such cases it often happens that, save wildness, 
no symptoms are apparent, so that without the 
application of this precaution the ‘diagnosis ed be 
imperfect. 

The opinions of the owners aka attendants are not 
worthy of much attention, for with a few exceptions 


their sole object is to deceive the committee of | 


examination, and by so doing to free themselves from 
certain unpleasant restrictions. 

When the commission has carefully ascertained the 
form of disease, and has carefully compared it with 


the symptoms of cattle-plague, they may only stay 


further proceedings upon the symptoms diagnosing 
decidedly and strikingly a different disease to cattle- 
plague, so that the possibility of having confounded 
the symptoms of cattle-plague with these are beyond 
-.So soon as 'the slightest doubt arises con- 


symptoms-should resemble symptoms of cattle-plague, 
every circumstance must be inquired into which 
could give any enlightenment as to the origin of this 
disease, and inquiry is to be especially directed to 
ascertain whether the animal is the owner’s own 
breed, or whether he has bought or exchanged it, 


and, if so, when it was first brought home; or, should ~ 


the animal belong to the owner’s own breed, where 
and how employed it had been immediately preceding 
the attack ;:whether similar cases have occurred in 
the same establishment or in the same neighbourhood, 
and, if so, with what result ?. 


Whether the disease appeared at once or in. 


successive cases following one another, and at what 
intervals; and whether, when attacks have taken place 
in. different houses, in what order? Whether it has 
been noticed what houses have been especially 
visited by the disease, which immediately adjoined 
other houses, or of which the inmates were in close 
relationship or in constant intercourse with one 
another ? Whether the animals first attacked had 
not been with their drovers in strange places, and 
where? Whether the animals had not been sent to 
a cattle market shortly before the symptoms appeared, 
from whence they had been returned unsold, and 
whether, in the neighbourhood where the animals 
were, similar cases had not been remarked ? 

Whether the fields in which the diseased animals 
have pastured, and to which they were driven back in 
consequence of the disease, are near to the commune 
which was first attacked ? 

Whether the animals are or are not newly 
chased, and, if so, where? Whether, shortly before 
the outbreak, any cattle market has been held any- 
where in the neighbourhood, and, if so, whether 
many cattle were driven to it? 

Whether the meadows were easily accessible to 
strange cattle; where the pasturing cattle were 
generally watered, where they rested of a night, 
in what directions they changed meadows ; whether 


. cows were put to bulls of strange communes ! ? 


Whether, shortly before the outbreak, any slaugh- 


pur- 


terer or cattle dealer has been in the place or in the 


house where the disease first appeared ? 


When it is proved by this registered series of 


inquiries that attacks had taken place earlier in the 


same or in any other house, and that it has been 


concealed by the owner, a special report containing 


the charges is to be drawn up, and his punishment is 
to be effected according to law. 

After examination and verifying the minutes here 
given, a carcase is to be dissected, or, in default of any 


such, the diseased animal is to be valued and slaugh- — 


tered (according to § 44), and.a diagnosis arrived at 
by the appearances presented. f 

Tf the diagnosis points to cattle-plague, or any 
well-grounded suspicion of cattle-plague is engendered, 
the commission of inspection is to immediately notify 
the appearances presented, to the county authorities ; 
and the local commission, in addition to the measures 
already laid down, is bound— : 

(a.) To inform all neighbouring communes 
under the disease commission of the appearances 
presented. 

(6.) To distinguish the infected houses with 
some striking sign. . 

-(e.) To placard all roads leading to the com- 
mune with the words “ cattle-plague.” 

-(d.) To appoint a suitable receptacle for the 
carcases, and render it inaccessible with trenches 
and barriers. 

(e.) That in the case of their being no knacker 
handy, the carts necessary to carry the carcases 
must be ordered, and the necessary tools be 
obtained. ‘ 

(f.) Two men at least are to be obtained to 

- carry the carcases away, they must live in a hut 

built on the carcase-place, and must never enter 
the village save to carry the carcases away, and 
to club the animals on the spot. 

(g-) As these people do all that is required 
in regard to diseased animals and their carcases, 
the dwellers in the commune are prohibited, 
under severe penalties, from visiting the carcase- 
places. 

So that, the carcase-place may be protected 
against dogs and birds of prey, the men there are 
to be provided with weapons and ammunition, 
and a premium. is to be awarded for every dog 
shot, which has to be paid by his owner when 
discovered, who shall be punished also. 

(h.) The commune is bound .to provide a 
supply of unslaked lime, both to disinfect the 
stalls and. to strew over the carcases, which, 
together with the skins (slashed to render 
them useless), are to be buried in a. grave at 
least six feet deep. : 

(4.) It must also provide a supply of a chloride 
of lime and carbolic acid, the first to disinfect 

clothing, the second to disinfect stalls, utensils, 
 &e. 

Should there be a chemist or a grocer in the place, 
the commune must post up notices drawing attention 
to the efficacy of these chemicals. ' 

Until the local commission has fulfilled its duty, 
the district commission, especially the veterinary 
surgeon, is to closely watch every change in the 
health of the animals, and in communicating the 
same to the-local authority he is to apply his whole 


intelligence to discovering (should this not have 


been done already) -how-and in what ‘manner the 
disease was introduced. i 4 

On this account) the magistrate will examine the 
cattle passes very narrowly which were given up on 
the animals being enumerated, will espy any hidden 


or falsified documents, point out those animals brought | 
into the commune with false cattle passes to the. 


county deputies, and take them (separated from the 
others) under supervision. iy a4 2 
-, The government officials must never fail in their 


- official capacity to spur on the people to the minute 
and punctual execution of the measures ordered, and. 


explain to, them those points of the Act and orders 
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issued by the Ministry bearing on any neglect or 
violation of the same. 


Concernine § 34. 


When the district. officials have given notice to the 
jurisdiction of the symptoms shown in infected or 
suspected places according to § 34 of the Act, the 
first official of the jurisdiction, agreeably to the 
regulations of this section, sends.a deputy to the 
place itself, who strictly tests the measures effected 
by the district commission, and either approves or 
modifies or enlarges them, and sends within 24 hours 
an exhaustive account» thereof to the first official of 
the jurisdiction. 

The chief duty of these county deputies is to 
verify the absolute existence of ceattle-plague by 
dissections undertaken afresh, and if it should be 


- necessary by killing some of the diseased animals, and 


also to investigate the manner in which the contagion 
was introduced. In this investigation attention is to 
be fixed especially upon cattle dealers and similar indi- 
viduals, who, by reason of cattle with false cattle 
passes or without any at all, have been already put 
under the eye of the district officials. 

The jurisdiction is to provide a number of watch- 
men adequate to the extent of the village or place, so 
that unreliable communal watchmen being under 
their supervision might, if necessary, be discharged. 

It often happens that upon the arrival of a com- 
mission the diseased animal has recovered, and there- 
fore their examination has no object to which it can 
be directed. 

In such eases owners and the entire commune with 
them are strongly tempted to declare that the case 
was of no importance, to represent it as quite another 
kind of disease, and to even stigmatise the diagnosis of 
competent professionals as premature and unjustified. 
In such extreme cases the commission must reserve 
their decision, and, in regarding the case as not 


‘verified, must declare the question of examination 


postponed until their decision be arrived at. 

The measures adopted to prevent the spread of the 
possibly existing contagion, such as isolation of the 
suspected farm or village, prohibition of pasturing, 
&c., are to be maintained intact, and for the constant 
supervision of the place a reliable veterinary surgeon 


is to be left behind, together with an adequate staff of 


watchmen. 

If no fresh case of disease appears for 21 days, the 
isolation of the village is to be abandoned after a 
thorough disinfection of the suspected farm, in the 
other case every fresh case is to be utilized to furnish 
afresh diagnosis of the disease. 


CONCERNING §§ 35, 37, 38, and 39. 


When the chief official of the jurisdiction has re- 
ceived the returns furnished’ by the deputed commissions 
sent to the spot according to § 34, by which the ex- 
istence of cattle-plague or a well-founded suspicion 
thereof is communicated, he is on the one hand to 


-inform the Ministry, and on the other hand the inland, 


and where necessary the adjacent foreign jurisdictions ; 
and in cases-where the disease has broken out in a spot 
that does not touch any other jurisdiction in the extent 
of the infected district which it creates, he is to pro- 
ceed in the one case quite independently, but in the 
other case. in co-operation with the chief officials of 
the jurisdiction concerned, to mark out the infected 
districts. 

For this purpose the chief official of the jurisdiction 
or his representative, according to § 37 of the Act 
(inasmuch as § 36 only concerns arrangements where 
cattle-plague does not exist), is to immediately form the 
Central Commission of Disease, or should this already 
exist, to immediately convoke it (inasmuch as_ the 
three days grace mentioned in § 38 of the Act only 
applies to jurisdiction territory where cattle-plague does 
not exist).

While the chief official of the jurisdiction gives” 


notice of the case to the Ministry, and at the same time 
declares the outbreak of cattle-plague to the various 
territories of his jurisdiction, he is to invite his various

of the Commission of Disease ; and as the apportioning 
of districts will form the most important object of the 
sitting, he is to require the district authorities to bring 
a list of such persons as possess the qualifications ne- 
cessary to become commissioners of disease throughout 
the duration of the -cattle-plague, and are willing to 
accept the office. ‘The various official veterinary sur- 
geons are also to be invited to this sitting. © 

The place where the first sitting of the Central Com- 
mission takes place must be in the immediate neigh- 


bourhood of the infected place (presuming it not to’ 


be practicable to bring them together in the place 
' itself. 

(a.) When the central commission has met (at 

the time and place appointed) the various 

officials invited to meet together, and have had the 


importance of their duties impressed upon them,’ 


they are to jointly proceed to the infected spot 
itself, to there strictly ascertain the exact condition 
of affairs, especially as concerns the seope of the 
evil, the direction and manner in which the disease 
has spread, the position of the infected spot and 
its surroundings, of its relationship with adjacent 
villages and places, and of the roads and other 
means of communication. 

(d.) If, notwithstanding the diagnosis already 
arrived at, the slightest doubt prevail, the presence 
of cattle-plague is to be positively ascertained by 


rigid inspection of the diseased animals, and by - 


repeated dissection of such animals as have died 
or been killed. 

(c.) When the presence of cattle-plague is ac- 
cepted by reason of earlier examination, or is 
newly verified, the central commission is to test 
the arrangements already made in the sense of 
§§ 32, 33, and 34, for the repression of the spread 
of the disease by the officials and authorities con- 
cerned, and will either continue them or alter or 
enlarge them according to the requirements of cir- 
cumstances. 

(d.) Should the central commission find it ne- 
cessary that farms and similar establishments ad- 
jacent to the infected one, should be isolated, this 
is immediately to be effected. 

(e.) Should the owners of cattle without passes 
or with falsified passes, already signified by the 

"district authority, not have been yet dealt with, 
this is to be immediately done by the central 
commission in the most stringent application of 
§ 59 of the Act. 

Nevertheless it is not allowed to dispose of any 
confiscated animals before the lapse of 10 days 
quarantine, which is to be reckoned from the time 
of their first seizure and isolation. 

(f.) The chairman of the commission as chief 

official of the jurisdiction, or his representative, 
will be the best judge of how many watchmen he 

_can withdraw from ordinary service, for the 
required thorough isolation of the infected place. 

Should ‘the commission find the number of 

watchmen at their command inadequate to the 
requirements, they are to make immediate appli- 
cation to the Ministry, in the most direct way, for 
assistance, and at the same time specify how many 
officers and men are required, and for what 
places. 
' (g.) After the central commission has guarded 
against the extension of the disease in this man- 
ner, it will proceed to its extinction. Unquestion- 
ably the most secure and effectual way to extin- 
guish it is to kill all the diseased and infected 
animals. 

The practice of clubbing, and the regulations 
in connexion therewith, as laid down in § 44 of 
the Act, are to be narrowly observed. 
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(h.) Before the central commission leaves the 
infected place it must charge itself with the ap- 
pointment of such an individual as is found qualified 
by the central commission to supervise the newly 
ordered regulations, and ‘who will direct the local 

_ commission and the watchmen appointed for 
isolating purposes. 

This indispensable person is the commissioner 
of disease, who must be independent of the com- 
mune, of intelligent and unblemished character, 
and offering adequate security for the due fulfil- 
ment of the duties imposed upon him by the 
central commission. . 

(z.) A veterinary surgeon, or in lack thereof 
an ordinary surgeon well experienced in veterinary 
police matters, is to be left behind at the diseased 
place ; or should this not be practicable, it is to be 
notified to the official employé concerned that he 
is to daily visit the diseased place, and ascertain 
the exact state of the disease by a close exami- 
nation, and is responsible for duly communicating 
what measures he has taken under the circum- 
stances to the commission of disease. 

The arrangements to be made by the commission of 
disease during the course of cattle‘plagae which have 
especial reference to the fulfilment of the isolation 
ordered by the district authority agreeably to § 33 of 
the Act, and to the limited but absolutely necessary 


- traffic which must, take place notwithstanding, are as 


follows :-— x 

(a.) So long as the disease is limited to one or 
to a few farms of which all the animals have been 
isolated after a case has ended in killing or death, 
the dwellers in the other houses in the village, 
which are free from disease, may leave them, but 
they are bound to give due notice of this their 
intention to the ‘commissioner of diseases or 
veterinary surgeon, who in. favourable cases, after 
examining all their cattle in the stalls, will give a 
written permission, available for one day only, 
which they will have to show to the watchmen 
as they pass out, and will give up to them on 
their return, 

(b.) Every vehicle drawn by horses, which is 
purposed to leave the village, must also be pro- 
vided with a pass. 

(c.) Should cattle-plague prevail notwithstand- 

.ing the prescribed application of clubbing, or 
should if break out in many parts of the village 
at the same time, in consequence of its having 
been concealed upon its first appearance, not only 
the village, but the individual meadows, are to 

be so strictly isolated that no one can possibly 
quit them. 1 ek . ’ 

This kind of isolation of the individual mea- 
dows is to be especially applied when urgent 

_ field labours render it unavoidably necessary. 

(d.) Under such circumstances trade with other 
villages, that is, the purchase of the necessaries 
of life, payment of dues, and appearance before 
tribunals, &c., can only take place when the 
persons who purpose leaving the village wash 
themselves clean, and put on perfectly clean and 
disinfected clothes, after which they are to: re- 
-ceive a written permission. In this permission 

is to be specified the place to which they are 
going, upon what business, and how long it is 
likely to take them. Upon their return this per- 
mission is to. be given up to the watchman on 
duty. on 

(e.) For the purpose of checking, the various 
permissions collected by the watchmen are to be 
given up each night by the superintendent thereof 
to the commissioner of disease, who having entered 
them in a register upon their issue, will compare 
the entries and strike them out on their return. 

(f.) Should the permission not be returned 
within the appointed time, the commissioner of 
disease is to immediately inquire the reason, and 
any misuse of it is to be notified to the district 
authority, with a view to its punishment. No 
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such offender, nor the person causing such, can on 
any account lay claim to a further permission. 

(g.) The superintendent of the watchmen ap- 
pointed for the village-or meadow, is to be made 
to thoroughly understand the nature of the traffic, 
and to have his attention directed to its responsi- 
bility, which is closely involved in the strict 
execution of his duty. 

So soon as the central commission has taken the 
measures prescribed for repressing the extension of 
cattle-plague and for its extinction on the spot, and the 
chairman of the commission has enjoined the popula- 
tion to strict obedience to the law.and to the orders 
issued by the government in connexion with the Act, 
and drawn their attention to the consequences of 
neglecting their provisions, the chairman will invite 
the commission to its first sitting, in which, as already 
mentioned, in addition to the ordinary members, all 
administrative officials and all official veterinary 
surgeons of the jurisdiction are bound to take part. 


The object of the 1st sitting of the central commis- 


tion is,— 

1. To prepare the entry register in accordance 
with the data of the disease collected at the 
infected spot. 

2. -To denote the injurious tendency of the 
disease in the whole territory of the jurisdiction, 


and the application of whatever measures seem 


most desirable. 
38. Apportioning the infected districts. 
4. Appointing the district commission of disease. 

So that the entire register in which the discoveries 
of the professional men are to be set out may be 
exhaustive, ¢.e., that it may correspond to the postulate 
assigned, it must be exactly similar to Form 6, @.e., it 
must contain in itself the reasons of the outbreak and 
spread of the disease, the appearances and . course 
thereof, the results of dissection, verification of the 
diagnosis and the epidemic, and also the measures 
taken in police respects. 

The compilation of this register is assigned to the 
county veterinary surgeon in conjunction with the 
official upper surgeon.. 

A copy of this register is to be immediately sent to 
the Ministry. nits ; ; ; 

As lengthened experience demonstrates that the 


RANGEMENTS introduction of the disease is seldom limited to one or 
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a few spots, and since the attacks are still more 
rarely announced at the time of discovery, it is to be 


-always concluded that many attacked and diseased 


animals are as yet undiscovered within the territory of 
the jurisdiction ; so that such concealed cattle shall be 
discovered as early and surely as possible the central 
commission will order— j 


(a.) An enumeration of all the cattle within the 
territory of the jurisdiction. 
So that concealment may be rendered difficult, 
_ at the enumeration of the cattle of those villages 
and places adjoining the infected one or near 
thereto, veterinary surgeons, or where this is 
impracticable ordinary surgeons are to be detailed. 
To facilitate the more rapid enumeration of the 
cattle and examining into their sanitary condition, 
the various animals are to be kept within their 
stalls so far as possible. . 


(6.) For the purpose of ‘restraining the spread 
of the disease the commission with interdict all 
traffic in cattle throughout their jurisdiction. 

(c.) As the cattle passes are withdrawn upon 
enumeration of the animals, and as for the time 
being no fresh cattle passes can be issued through- 
out the territory of the jurisdiction, and as traffic 
in cattle is. forbidden, the central commission will 
prohibit the holding of cattle markets throughout 
their jurisdiction. 

Pasturing, trade in cattle, and the holding of 


cattle markets are to be prohibited until the 


central commission of the infected district is 
thoroughly organised, and has thus put a barrier 
to the extension of the disease. 
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Numerous copies of these regulations of the AppENDIx 
central commission are to be printed, and sent to —— 
each of the communes, and the communes are at Hungary. 
the same time to be instructed concerning the Orders re- 
contagiousness of cattle-plague and of the neces- lating toCa 
sity and appropriateness of the stringent measures tle Plague.

When in this manner the discovery of any concealed ApporTIONi 
animals has been effected, and by stoppage of suspected ment oF THI 
cattle the extension of the diseasé is combatted, the mrecreD 
central commission proceeds to apportion the infected Drsrricrs, 
districts, i.e., to designate those communes within 
whose limits it is hoped to confine the disease. On 
the other side of these boundaries in the other com- 
munes of the jurisdiction, those stringent measures 
invoked until the infected districts be apportioned are 
to be revoked after thorough organization of the 
infected districts, and henceforth the difficulties of 
trade, inseparable therefrom, are to be no more ex- 
tended to communes within the jurisdiction free from 
disease. f 
' The organization of the infected district is to be 
effected as follows. 

When the disease has broken out in any village in 
the jurisdiction which is at least 3 miles distant from 
the boundary of the neighbouring jurisdiction, the 
central county commission on the territory of the 
jurisdiction will itself determine upon what should 
constitute the infected district. But should cattle- 
plague exist on the boundary of the adjoining jurisdic- 
tion, or upon the territory of both, or have broken out 
in both or many jurisdictions at the same time, the 
chief officials of the jurisdiction concerned form a 
mixed commission together with the organization con- 
cerned, and this commission consisting of the represen- 
tatives of many jurisdictions will determine among 
themselves upon the infected district, and see to all 
arrangements which are to be made in the various 
communes in conjunction with the jurisdiction thereof. 
Then— i 

(a.) A-circle is to be drawn at a distance of 
3 miles from the infected spot, all the villages 
and hamlets within this circle form the infected 
district. 

- Natural boundaries, such as streams, hills, 
valleys, &c., may often be used with advantage, 
but the boundary of the adjoinmg jurisdiction 
especially, where the difference of ,district is 
-insignificant, are always to be regarded as the 
boundary line of the infected district, because the 
adjoining jurisdiction with a view to its own 
safety might be disposed to isolate itself from the 
infected jurisdiction, not only at this one point 
but along the entire boundary, as it might natu- 
rally have most confidence in its own precautions 
and its own abilities to maintain them. In such 
eases however the jurisdiction concerned is an- 
-swerable for the consequences. 

(6.) When the boundaries of the infected 
district are determined, it is to be divided into so 
many sub-districts as there are magistrates within 
the boundaries of the infected district. 

The magistrate will perform such duties in hig 
own district as the commission considers necessary, 
and will have continued control over the same. 

(c.) For each 2, 3, or, when very remote from 
one another, for only one commune, a commissioner 
of disease will be nominated upon a proposal to 
that effect made by the district officials concerned. 

The names of these commissioners and also the 
names of the communes given into their charge 
will be entered into the minutes of the meeting. 

(d.) The central commission must provide the 
necessary veterinary surgeons, and. lastly 

(e.) Issue the necessary instructions in view of 
local exigencies, which are— 
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INSTRUCTIONS FOR THE INFECTED DisTRIcT. 


The various communes are to be informed of the 
apportionment of the infected district and its bound- 
daries, and also of what measures have been enforced 
in regard thereto. 

These measures, save such as are referable to local 
and other requirements, are generally as follows :— 

(a.) If the enumeration of the cattle, as already 
ordered, has not been effected, it must be imme- 
diately completed. 

(6.) For this purpose commissions are to be 
formed in the various communes, which are 
bound to immediately effect the enumeration of 
the Lay in the manner prescribed. 


In those communes belonging to the. 


shfotted district, no fresh cattle passes may be 
issued, on the contrary, any that have been issued 
are to ‘be recalled. 

(d.) The transfer of cattle from one commune 
within the infected district to another, can only 
be allowed upon verifying their perfect health, 

and after consideration of the local surroundings, 
and then it must alone be by a written permission 
issued by the communal, district commission of 
disease. 

(e.) It is forbidden to hold pattie rindi 
within the infected district, and in the infected 
place itself it is forbidden to hold markets of 
wearing apparel. The loading and unloading of 
cattle, ‘and their raw products, at any railway 
stations within the infected district is also for- 
bidden. 

(f.) It is forbidden to drive ruminating animals 
through any village or place within the infected 

' / district, coming from whence they may. All 
animals for slaughter and consumption must be 
procured within the infected district; and only by 
virtue of an exceptional permission issued by 
the disease commission, and provided with the 
prescribed and verified certificates of origin and 
health, are slaughterers allowed to introduce 
animals from the districts of Hungary free from 
disease into communes of great consumption, and 


the animals themselves are to be examined by the . 
local commission, and be subjected to a prescribed ° 


isolation. 

(g.) Patrols are to guard all the roads within 
the infected districts and of the communes upon 
the boundaries: thereof, who will prevent the exit 


of ruminants and their raw products, and of hay’ 


and straw from the infected district. The local 
authority is responsible for the strict maintenance 
of this communal watching. 


INSTRUCTIONS TO COMMISSIONERS OF DISEASE. 


When the commissioners of disease are nominated 
they are to be sworn by the chairman to the strict 
fulfilment of their duty, both by word of honour and 
shaking hands. These commissioners will receive 
from the chief official of the jurisdiction, through the 
chairman of the Central Commission, a corresponding 
decree of nomination. 

The commissioners of disease are, immediately 
upon discovery of any outbreak of cattle-plague, to 
strictly execute or supervise the execution, of all 
orders and regulations contained in the Act, and in 


. the instructions issued in, connexion therewith, -and 


of all measures which the commission shall consider 
as applicable in restraining and extinguishing the 
disease. 

But in order that they shall be enabled to ad- 
equately fulfil this important duty, they must have a 
foot-soldier assigned to accompany them, to give them 
an air of importance. 

The Central Commission: of disease will strongly 
impress upon all the communes of the infected district, 


. that they are bound to provide all vehicular expenses 


of both the commission of disease and the veterinary 
surgeons without any delay. ° 
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Commissioners of disease may be nominated both 
for the infected and healthy villages of the infected 
district, 

The commissioner of disease must—

(@.) In the communal assembly he enters upon 
his duties as laid down in his decree of nomina- 
tion, and informs the commune what his sphere 
of operations is. 

(c.) If the local commission of disease is 
already formed, and the enumeration of the cattle 
has already been effected, he takes the two tables 
of enumeration, and pr oceeds, i in company with the 
commission, to verify the condition of the animals. 

‘In so doing the commission is not only to 
ascertain the numbers of the animals, but, also 
the sanitary condition, which last he can best do 
by offering the animals some fodder. 

(d.) Any errors appearing in the numbers of 
animals returned are to be minutely inquired 
into, and corrections made thereof. 

If neither the owner nor the commission is in 
a position fo explain away these errors, the com- 
missioner of disease is to give immediate notice 
thereof to the ‘district officials; should there be 
more animals than in the return he is to have the 
excess isolated; but should there be less the 
district officials shall punish the owner by a fine 
equal to the value of the missing animal or 
animals, which sum is to be exaeted forthwith ; 
and likewise the excess animals are to be 
quarantined, confiscated, and disposed of. 

(e.) “Where no local commission has been yet 
formed, nor the enumeration commenced, the 
commission is to be formed immediately. 

The enumeration of the animals is to’ be 
effected speedily, to this end the commission can 
be divided and supplemented. That the animals 
for enumeration are to be kept in the stalls has 
been already ordered by the Central Commission. 

(f.) The commissioner of disease is to bestow 
especial attention upon the shepherds and flayers, 
and not only interrogate them concerning the 
sanitary condition of the animals, but also most 
seriously impress upon them that they must give’ 
immediate notice of every case of disease or 
death ; further to prohibit their application of 
quack ‘medicines, and properly explain to them 

‘ the provisions of §§ 58-60 of the Act. 

(g.) The commissioner of disease is best 
qualified to forbid the driving of cattle from one 
spot to another and enforce this, for as he travels ° 
from place to place he is the most likely to detect —| 
any offenders in this respect. Should this happen 
he must stop it by sending the cattle to a secluded © 
place to be watched, and notify the fact to both 
the district magistrate, the central and the district 
commission. — 

(h.) In respect to urgent Gold-lobouts requiring 
to be executed in some other place, which cannot 
be postponed, and in regard to other important 
intercourse, the commissioner of disease may bestow 
an exceptional permission, for the consequences of 
which he will remain responsible. 

(i.) When the commissioner of disease finds it 
necessary to- install watchmen between one or 
more villages, he ean immediately cause it to be 
done, but he must furnish the district commission 
of disease with substantial reasons for so doing. 

(k.) As to how often the commissioner of 
disease is to make his appearance in any village - 
or place is not to be arranged beforehand, it is 
however expressly stipulated that the commis- 
sioner of disease reside within .the district in his 

’ charge, and during his custody thereof shall not 
undertake any. other. employment, .

_(m.) Should cattle (necessary for the wants of

The three members of the district commission are 
to meet regularly morning and evening, and arrange 
in the morning for the, operations of the entire day, 
and in the evening confer upon the measures rendered 
necessary or abandoned in consequence of the day’s 
experiences. 

General sittings, that is to say, those at which all 
the members of the district commission must be 
present, are to be determined upon by the chairman 
beforehand, but such sittings must take place at least 
once a week. : 

Various reasons may necessitate the holding of such 
sittings at various times,.on which occasions the 
chairman must convoke the commission: without delay, 
and in the notice he must name the urgent circum- 
stance which brings them together. 

Should the chairman or commission consider it 
necessary to convoke the non-acting authorities, or 
private veterinary surgeons, commissioners of disease, 
notaries, or: local authorities, either singly or jointly, 
the various members of the commission are to be 
informed thereof and invited to the conference. 

The sphere of operations of the district commis- 
sioner of disease is the same as that of the central 


~ commission of disease, but as the Central Commission . 


is alone qualified to communicate direct with the 
Ministry, propositions to be laid before the Ministry 
must be forwarded through the Central Commission, in 


urgent cases immediately, and under ordinary circum- 


stances. once a week. 
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Among urgent cases is to be reckoned every fresh 
case of cattle-plague, but the weekly returns are 
comprised: of tables and reports prepared according 
to Form 7, and also the minutes of the meetings held 
every week. iy 

The compilation and transmission of the first report 
upon the disease, the measures of isolation and extinc- 
tion, the orders and fulfilment of the necessary means 
to this end, nomination of commissioners of disease, 
engaging veterinary surgeons for provisional purposes, 
assigning fresh infected districts, is all within the 
sphere of the district commission of disease, and is 
therefore the nucleus of their duty, in regard to which 
it must be said that the Central Commission is always 
to be informed of any matters not yet decided upon 
in which outlays are involved, or arrangements 
necessitated by freshly arising circumstances, and its 
approbation obtained. an ae 

Whereas the chief official of the jurisdiction upon the 
territory of which cattle-plague has first broken out, 
is bound to immediately organise the Central Commis- 
sion of disease upon receiving news of the outbreak ; 
the chief official of the jurisdiction free from cattle- 
plague may postpone the organization of this commis- 
sion until the outbreak of cattle-plague has been 
announced by the Ministry, according to § 36 of the 
Act. 

And further, whereas the Central Commission may 
enter upon their duties in infected jurisdictions con- 


formably with the above instructions, and have to 


uninterruptedly proceed with arrangements to restrain 
the spread of cattle-plague, and to have them carried 
into effect; the duties of the Central Commission of 
the districts free from cattle-plague is, above all others, 
to take prompt measures to combat the disease, should 
it possibly be discovered to have been introduced 
upon its territory. 


Each jurisdiction must therefore hold its first sitting 


at latest three days after receiving official verification 
of an outbreak of cattle-plague. $3 

(a.) Give- notice of all outbreaks of cattle- 
plague (when, where, and to what extent) 
throughout all the territory of the jurisdiction 
in the most effective way. ‘ee 

(b.) Instruct the people in a popular way in 
the nature of the disease, and draw their attention 
to its extreme facility of infection. 

(c.) Remind the people of the strict observance 
required of the instructions contained in §§ 17- 
29, and enjoin upon the acting veterinary 
police commission of inspection at the various 
railway stations of the jurisdiction the most 
conscientious fulfilment of their duties. _ 

(d.) Urge that there be made the immediate 
declarations of ‘disease as ordered in § 31 under 
threats of.severe punishment. 

(e.) To further the more effective execution 
of these precautionary measures, to order the 
appointment of local commissions in all the com- 
munes, and to especially bind the same to make 
repeated examinations of the various collections 
of animals, or to send in their weekly returns to 
the superior district authority. . 

The chief official of the jurisdiction as chairman 
of the Central Commission of disease must convoke it 
every week, communicate to it the substance of the 
reports sent in from the communes, and propose any 
measures necessary in consequence thereof, order 
the same, and lay a report of the veterinary police 
matters before the Ministry every 14 days: 

Any outbreak of cattle-plague whatever, or any 
other important incident, is to be notified forthwith 
by the chairman to the Ministry (by telegram whenever 
possible). 

Any urgent measures are to be taken by the chair- 


man himself, and a report thereof presented at the. 


next sitting of the commission. 

All jurisdictions adjacent to the infected commune, 
must not only strictly fulfil the regulations here laid 
down, but must thoroughly isolate their boundaries, 
must publish the penalties incident to offences under 
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the Act and the jurisdiction regulations laid down, 
and duly enforce those penalties. 

The experience of centuries proves that Oriental 
cattle-plague never breaks out with us spontaneously, 
but is always introduced from the eastern lands of 
Russia as a pure contagion, and occasionally through 
Turkey by way of Bosnia, when it ‘spreads itself 
through successive attacks. ‘Therefore it is quite 
natural that the extinction of this evil can be effected 
alone by destroying the cause of its origination. 

The manner of destroying the contagion consists in 
destroying the animals which generate and spread it, 
in other words by clubbing. a fe 

Before clubbing is adopted it is absolutely necessary 
to be clear concerning the spread of the. disease, as 
only by a thorough knowledge thereof is it possible 
to be in a position to judge upon the probability of the 
results, and the greatness of the sacrifices which must 
be made to attain them. 

But inasmuch as, in our cattle breeding and raising 
relationships, neglect of clubbing might be as injurious 
as its unlimited adoption, it is unavoidably demanded 
that the principle shall be kept in mind, that clubbing 
is only to be adopted in those cases where it may be 
presumed beforehand that in clubbing the animals 
the contagion there present will be extinguished, and 
that cattle-plague will be. buried, so to speak, in the 
grave with the animal’s carcase. 

But.so favourable a result is only to be reckoned 


ty 


upon when— ~ 

(a.) In a village hitherto free from cattle- 
plague only one or a few animals have been dis- 
covered to be diseased in one or a few places, by 
which it can be proved that these are the first 
cases of the disease. é 

(6.) A favourable result from the application 
of clubbing may also be expected where the dis- 
ease has attacked cattle in-several houses distant 
from one another; where the disease has \ been 
propagated from one and the same source, for 
instance, from the contagion of an animal bought 
in’ the market or smuggled in, and when the 
diseased animals have not yet been out of their 
stalls, in the winter for instance, and have not 
yet come in contact with the animals of any other 
farm. 

(c.) Favourable results cannot be anticipated 
in cases where the first symptoms, although few 
in number, appear among the herd, because then 
it is no longer possible to judge of the numbers 
infected. However, in this case, the entire sus- 
pected herd is to be put in their stalls, and after 
a strict examination of the animals, every dis- 
eased animal, and every animal which has stood 
in the same stall, and is therefore suspected, is to 
be killed. 

(d.) Repetition of clubbing depends in each of 
these instances chiefly upon the celerity with 
which the disease spreads, according to which 
clubbing is to be repeated if within eight to ten 
days not more than one farm has been attacked. 
On the other hand clubbing is to entirely cease 
when during the same period the disease, not- 
withstanding the most stringent isolation, has 
broken out in villages remote from each other in 
many farms, or has spread to breeds of animals 
which have hitherto been exempt. 

Clubbing: is not to be adopted— 

(a.) When declarations of the disease have 
been neglected, and its existence has only been 
first..discovered when the cattle of many estab- 
lishments have been attacked or have died, and 
when therefore, by lack of proper precautions, 
the entire cattle of the commune may, so to speak, 
‘be considered as already infected. 

(d.) When the disease has broken out among 
the herds in the pastures, and many animals have 
already died from it, and when by reason of 
driving the diseased animals out of the herds, id 
the secretion. and concealment of the diseased 


animals in houses, barns, and other places, the 
entire cattle of the commune must be looked upon 
‘as infected. 

The commission of disease whose duty it is to decide 
upon the adoption of clubbing, must consider whether 
preventing the spread of the disease may not be at- 
tained without clubbing, by isolating and cutting off 
from all intercourse both infected houses and isolated 
estates or manufactories containing many cattle, and so 
preserving unharmed the entire neighbourhood. 

There are often two or more families residing in one 
house or farm, and sometimes many families live 
together, and in such cases their various cattle are kept 
in the same stalls. Therefore, when the disease breaks 
out, not only is the cattle of the householder or farmer 
to be killed in whose place the disease broke out, but 
the cattle of all the other dwellers therein are to be 
destroyed, because they live in the same farm, drink 


from the same springs, are in constant contact with - 


each other, and so communicate the disease. 

Whether the cattle of any particular owners: can be 
‘allowed to form an exception, and under what condi- 
tions they may be spared killing, is for the commission 
of disease to determine, and must be left to their 
discretion in connection with the surrounding cir- 
cumstances. ; 


ConcerninG §§ 45 and 46. 


When in the place last infected in the infected 
district 21 successive days have elapsed since the last 
case of death, killing, or recovery, when, since the last 
case of the disease, the infected stalls and farms have 
been duly purified and disinfected, and when a thorough 
examination of the various animals by the commission 
has shown their sanitary condition to be satisfactory, 
the district commission is to inform the Central Com- 
mission of this circumstance. And the chairman will 
immediately forward a report thereof to the Ministry, 
so that the cattle-plague may be declared to be ex- 
tinguished throughout the country, and the measures 
which have been in force during the cattle-plague, 
especially those contained in §§ 36, 37, 38, and 39, will 
cease to have effect. 

Among those measures introduced to extinguish 
cattle-plague, purification and disinfection of the stalls 
and farms are among the most important, as without 
them minute observance of all .the other measures 
remain useless, inasmuch as the animal refuse strewn 
about contains the germ of contagion, and so without 
its perfect destruction cattle-plague can be again in- 
troduced by it, as cattle put in impure and infected 
stalls may be attacked by the disease months after, 
in consequence of the extreme susceptibility of the 
contagion. 


It is one of the most important obligations of the 


commission of disease to immediately have disinfected 
every infected stall, in which, by killing the diseased 
and suspected animals, the arrest or cure of the disease 
may be considered as effected. 

In cases where by any circumstance disinfection 
cannot immediately be effected, the empty stall is to 
be shut and sealed with the communal seal by the local 
authority until this can take place. 

For the purpose of effecting most strict fulfilment of 
the disinfection, no working man possessing cattle is 
to be employed for the purification and disinfection at 
-wages. In small places, and where there are but few 
careases, the people who have been employed at the 
carcase place can be utilised for this operation, which 
must when possible be effected in the presence of the 
veterinary surgeon and the commissioner of disease, 
and in the following manner :— 

(a.) In some remote part of the farm meadows 
a pit is to be dug at least 6 feet deep, of a size 
proportionate to the number of stalls and the 
number of animals which have: been therein. 
(6.) The dung in the stalls, and also the surface 
soil thereof, is to be plentifully sprinkled over 
with a solution of chloride of lime (2 Ibs. chloride 
of lime to a pail of water). 
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(c.) The dung most recently collected (within Apprnprx. 


a few hours) is to again be sprinkled with this 
solution, and then to be cast into the open pit, 
care being taken that the mould removed from 


the pit be not polluted by nor mixed with the Ja¢ing toCat- 


dung. 

(d.) After taking away the dung the purifi- 
cation is to be effected according to the condition 
of the soil, a layer of the earth forming the floor 
is to be dug up to a foot in depth, thrown into 
the pit with the dung, sprinkled liberally with 
chloride of lime, and covered with fresh mould. 

(e.) When the flooring is of boards they are to 
be ripped up, sprinkled with a solution of chloride 
of lime, and thoroughly cleansed with stiff brooms, 
then cut up for fuel, and put away in some remote 
place; all earth adhering to such boards is. to be 
dealt with as laid down in paragraph (d.) 

When the flooring is of stone, brick, or cement, 
tearing it up is superfluous ; it will suffice in such 
cases to wash the floor with lye and then rinse it 
with a solution of carbolic acid (1 lb, carbolic 
acid to a pail of water). 

(f) All rope, harness, rags, &¢., which are 
come across during the purification of the stalls, 
are to be cut up and burned, but all iron work, 
such as chains, pitchforks, shovels, and nails, are 
to be purified by being brought to a red heat. 

(g.) The cribs, mangers, pails, woodwork, 
shovels, and wooden forks, and all other descrip- 
tions of appliances and utensils in wood, are, if in 
good condition, to be twice washed with a strong 
lye, and plentifully sprinkled with a solution of 
carbolic acid when dry (1 lb. of carbolic acid to a 
pail of water), and after the lapse of one day are 
to be plastered over with ordinary lime. Any 
wooden utensils which are already rotten are to 
be treated like the wooden boards, which are also 
to be treated distinctly according to whether they 
are sound or not. 

After all this has been effected, the walls of the 
stalls are to be scraped down, limewashed, and 
plastered. 

It is the general practice to fumigate such stalls after 
disinfecting them, but this is on the one hand super- 
fluous, and on the other involves danger of fire, and 
may therefore be well left undone, provided that the 
manner of disinfection here prescribed be strictly 
followed, and that the carbolic acid be not stinted. 

All apertures in the disinfected stall are to be 
stopped up, it is then to be left closed for two or three 
days, after which it is to be well aired, and in the 
course of two or three weeks fresh cattle may be 
placed therein. 

Where, instead of ordinarily built stalls, they are 
made of withies plastered with mud, or when hurdles 
made of still worse material serve as stalls, their dis- 
infection is out of the question, they are to be simply 
pulled to pieces and burned. 


The farms are to be purified and disinfected simi- 4 Dystnrec- 
larly to the stalls, and it is to be effected in the follow- qoy or tHE 


ing way :— 


(a.) All the hay, straw, chaff, rags, and dung parm purtp- 


strewed about the farm are to be swept into a 
heap, and either buried or burned, or neutralised 
with a solution of chloride of lime. 

(6.) All the old dung heaps are to be also 
plentifully besprinkled with chloride of lime, and 
after the lapse of two or three days are to be 
carried away by a vehicle drawn by horses, and 
immediately ploughed into the fields. 

(c.) The places where these rubbish and dung 
heaps were are to be disinfected in a similar 
manner. cc 

After due execution of the foregoing comes the 
turn of the inmates of the infected houses, whose 
clothes, such as can be washed, are to soak in a 
strong lye, and then be washed in the ordinary way, 
their boots and shoes are to be washed with carbolic 
acid, and those articles of clothing which cannot be 
washed, made of cloth, hair. &c., are to be sprinkled 
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Apprnpix. with carbolic acid, and then hung up to dry for two 
aie or three days in the closed stalls. ith

The local authority is earnestly enjoined never to 
allow such carcase pits to be opened before 10 years 
have elapsed, and all offenders against such prohibition 
are-to be punished according to § 60 of the Act. 

f. Disinrec-~ The disinfection of those persons who have been 
TION OF THE employed in burying the carcases, is to take place in 
PEOPLE wHo the same way as with the inmates of infected houses, 
HAVE Bren in regard to which rule it must be added that these 
EMPLOYED In persons are to wash the whole of their persons with 
BURYING THE Warm water and soap, and disinfect their clothing and 
CARCAsES, linen in the manner described above. Threadbare and 
valueless clothing should be burned, and a compensa- 
tion paid for the same. 


FINAL REPORTS. 


When the Disease Commission has finished all the 
aforegoing measures for purification, disinfection, &c., 
which are to be set about so soon as the disease is ex- 
tinguished, it is to submit a report thereof to the 
Central Commission. ; 

Immediately upon receipt of this report the Central 
Commission must proceed to the spot, and severely 
test. all the dispositions and arrangements effected 
upon the extinction in the sense of the Act and of 
these orders; and when it has satisfied itself by this 
examination that all the measures prescribed have 
been duly executed, it will proceed to compile the 
final report. 

In this report must be specified the manner in 
which the disease was introduced, and its ascertained 
course, all the measures which have been ordered and 
executed, both preventive and repressive, since the 
outbreak of the disease, and to draw the first part up 
in a tabular form, showing the numbers of killed, 
died, and diseased animals, and the census showing 
the entire numbers of animals in the infected place. 

Lastly, any circumstances and experiences arising 
during the disease, which are worthy of mention, are to 
be exhaustively set out. 


ConcEeRNING § 47. 


All the arrangements recited in this section have 
been dealt with in §§ 29, 30, 32, 33, 35, 37, 39, and 
44, their repetition here is therefore unnecessary. 

However, as concerns the very exceptional recovery 
of the diseased animals, and the transport of ruminants 
by railway and steamer during the prevalence of the 
disease, all necessary regulations thereupon will be 
announced by the Ministry in each individual case. 


ARTICLE Iv.

to be healthy, can be disposed of, the compensation 
will be paid minus the nett proceeds of this sale, and 
any expenses possibly arising.

WE, WILLIAM III., by the Grace of God, King 
of the Netherlands, Prince of Orange-Nassau, Grand 
Duke of Luxembourg, &e., &c., &c., considering that 
it is necessary in order to extinguish pleuro-pneumonia 
among cattle, to provide measures concerning inocu- 
lation, importation, and isolation of such cattle as are 
suspected of this disease : 

Considering Article 15 of the Act of the 20th July 
1870. (Official Gazette, No, 131) : 

Considering the proposition of our Minister of the 
Interior of the 7th April 1874 (No. 360, 9th part) : 

Considering the Report of the Council of the State 
of the 14th April 1874:

_ Have decided, and do hereby order :— 


Article 1, | ; 


So soon as any animal is attacked with pleuro- 
pneumonia, the owner, keeper, or shepherd jis bound 
to have all the cattle which thereby become suspected 
inoculated by a qualified veterinary surgeon. 

To cover the costs of this operation the Imperial 
Treasury will pay the sum of 10d. for each animal. 
When there is no vaccine matter obtainable, the 
Burgomaster will accord such delay as the district 
veterinary surgeon may adjudge. The district vete+ 


rinary surgeon will provide the veterinary surgeons 
with suitable vaccine matter as early as possible. 


Article 2. 


When cattle suspected of pleuro-pneumonia cannot, 
according to the judgment of the district veterinary 
surgeon, be properly isolated in the meadows, they 
must be removed to a stall or other building, under 
such precautions as may be instituted by the Burgo- 
master, under his advice, and there kept isolated until 
the term expire, mentioned in Article 5 of the Royal

Article 3. 


This our Decree comes into operation the Sth day 
after its announcement ‘in the Staatsblad and Staats- 
courant. 

Our Minister of the Interior is charged with the 
execution of this Decree, which shall be published 
simultaneously in the Staatsblad and Staatscourant, 
and of which a copy shall be sent to the Council of 
State.

For prohibiting or regulating the removal of hay, 
straw, litter, or other thing commonly used for 
food of animals, or otherwise for or about 
animals, that has been in the same field, stable, 
shed or other premises with an animal affected 
with a contagious or infectious disease, or any 
dung that has been therein. 

For providing for the cleansing and disinfection of 
places used by animals affected with a con- 
tagious or infectious disease. 


‘CHAPTER 2.— Cleansing and Disinfection. 


i4. Every vessel used for carrying animals for hire, 
by sea, or on a canal, navigation,.or river, shall, after 
the close of each voyage, and before the taking 
on board of any fresh animals or other cargo, 
be cleansed and disinfected in the mode following: 

(1.) By the sweeping of the hold and every other 
part of the vessel used for animals, and the 
effectual remova! therefrom of all dung and 
litter, and of all ashes, sand, sawdust, and 
other matter with which animals or their 
droppings have come in contact : 

' (2.) Then by the thorough washing of the same 
‘parts of the vessel with water : 

(3.) Then by the application to the sides, floor, 
and ceiling of the hold, and to every other 
part of the vessel used for animals (except 
those parts ordinarily used for passengers), 
of a coating of limewash made of good 
freshly burnt lime and water, and containing 
in each gallon of limewash either one-fifth 
of a pint of commercial carbolic acid, or 
one-fifth of a pint of commercial cresylic 
acid, or four ounces of fresh dry chloride of 
lime, the limewash being prepared imme- 
diately before use: and 

(4.) By the application to every part of the vessel 

. which is ordinarily used for passengers and 
with which animals or their droppings have 
come in contact of limewash or of water, 
containing in each gallon of limewash or of 
water one-fifth’ of a pint of commercial 
carbolic acid, or one-fifth of a pint of com- 
mercial cresylic acid, or four ounces of fresh 
dry chloride of lime. 

The sweepings of the vessel shall be well mixed 
with quicklime, or be treated in such other manner as. - 
the Privy Council’ direct or approve, and be effec- 
Aually removed from contact with animals. 
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15. Every vessel.used for carrying. horses for hire, 


by sea, or on a canal, navigation, or river, shall be 
cleansed and disinfected i in such manner and at such 
times as the Privy Council from time to time direct 
or approve. 

16. Every loading-pen shall be cleansed and dis- 
infected, either on each day on which it is used and 
after the using thereof, or at some time not later than 
twelve o'clock at noon of the next following day, 
unless the following day is Sunday, and then of the 
Monday following, and before the using thereof. 

17. Every truck. and every van shall, on every 
occasion after an animal is taken out of the same, and 
before any other animal is placed therein, be cleansed 
and disinfected. 

18. A loading-pen, truck, and van, shall be cleansed 
and disinfected in the mode following: .- . 

(1.) By the sweeping thereof, and the effectual 

_ removal therefrom of all dung, sawdust, 
litter, and other matter : 

(2.) Then by the thorough washing thereof with 

water : 

(3.) Then by the application to the surface or floor 
thereof, and to all parts thereof above the 
surface or floor with which animals or their 
droppings. have come in contact, of a coating 
of limewash made of good freshly burnt lime 
and water, and containing in each gallon of 
limewash either one-fifth of a pint of com- 
mercial carbolic acid, or one-fifth of a pint 
of commercial eresylic acid, or four ounces of 
fresh dry chloride of lime, the limewash 
being prepared immediately before use. 

The sweepings of the loading-pen, truck, or van 
shall be well mixed with quicklime, or be treated: in 
such other manner as the Privy Council direct or 
approve, and be effectually removed from contact 
with animals. 
_19, Every horse-box used for carrying horses or 
animals on a railway or otherwise on land for hire, 
and every moveable gangway or passage-way, cage, 


or other apparatus, used or intended for the loading © 


or unloading of animals on or from a truck or vessel, 
or otherwise used in connexion with the transit of 
animals, shall be cleansed and disinfected in such 
manner and at such times as the Privy Council from 
time to time direct or approve. 

20. Where an animal at a place of landing or place 
adjacent thereto is affected with a contagious or 
infectious disease, that place and every other place 
where the animal is or has been shall not be used for 
any animals other than animals brought. thereto with 


that animal (in the same vessel or otherwise) unless - 


and until the place has been cleansed and disinfected. 

21. Where a Local Authority exercise the power 
of causing a place to be cleansed and disinfected, 
conferred on them by Section sixty-one of the Act of 
1869 or by any Order of Council, the occupier 
thereof shall give ali facilities for that purpose. 

22. If anything is done or omitted to be done in 
contravention of any of the foregoing provisions of 
this Chapter, the owner and the master of the vessel 
in which,—and the railway company carrying animals 
on or owning or working the railway on which,—and 
the owner of the horse-box in respect of which,— 


and the owner and the occupier of the place of 


landing or place adjacent thereto or other place in 
which, —and the occupier of any other place in 
respect of which,—(as the case may be,) the same 
is dene or omitted, shall each be deemed guilty of an 
offence against this Order.

For requiring the owners, lessees, or occupiers of 

places used for the holding of markets, fairs, 

exhibitions, or sales of animals, or for the lairage 

of animals, to cleanse those places from time to 
time at their own expense :

CHAPTER 8.—Farcy. 


41. Farcy is a contagious disease for the purposes 
of the Act of 1869, and the provisions of Sections 
sixty and sixty-one of that Act specifying glanders 
shall extend to farey.

with the view of preventing the spreading of farcy, 
make regulations for the following purpose :

with a horse affected with farcy ;

TRANSIT OF ANIMALS. 
_ Cuaprer 9.—Transit by Sea. 
43. In this Part the term animals extends to all 
ruminating animals and to horses, 
44, With respect to places used for animals on board 
vessels, the following regulations shall have effect : 


(1.) Every such place shall be divided into pens by 
substantial divisions. 
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(2.) Each pen shall not exceed nine feet in breadth, 


or fifteen feet in length. 


(3.) The floor of each pen shall have proper battens - 


or other foot-holds thereon. 

(4.) Every such place, if enclosed, shall be ventilated 
by means of separate inlet and outlet open- 
ings, of such size and position as will secure 
a proper supply of air to the place in all

ficate of an Inspector of the Privy Council, certifying 
to the effect that the foregoing regulations, or some 


or one of them, have not or has not been observed in 
the vessel, be detained, at the place of landing, or in 
lairs adjacent thereto, until the Privy Council otherwise 
direct. 


Caaprrer 10.—Shipping and Unshipping Places. 


'48. At every place where animals are put on board 


of or landed from vessels, provision shall be made, to

CHAPTER 12.— Offences. 


53. If auything is done or omitted to be done in 
contravention of any of the foregoing provisions of 
this Part, the owner and the master of the vessel in 
which,—and the owner and the occupier of the place 
where animals are put on board of or landed from 
vessels at which,—and the railway company carrying 
animals on or owning or working the railway on 
which,—and also, in case of :the overcrowding of a 
truck on a railway, or of the carrying on a railway 
of. sheep freshly shorn and unclothed, the consignor 
of the animals in respect of which,—(as the case may 
be,) the same is done or omitted, shall each be 
deemed guilty of an offence against this Order :

Cnarrer 14.—Foreign Animals Generally. 


55. This Part shall have effect subject and by way 
of supplement to Parts I. and II. ; and nothing in 
this Part shall interfere with the execution or dis- 
charge by a Local Authority, or by an inspector or 
other officer of a Local Authority, or by a constable, 
or by any person, of any power or duty conferred or 
imposed on them or him by the Act of 1869, or by 
Part I. or Part II., or by any other Order of Council, 


or relieve them or him from the obligation to execute 
and discharge the same. 


56. This Chapter applies to all foreign animals. 

57. In Regulation 5 of the Fourth Schedule’ to the 
Act of 1869 the words Privy Council shall be deemed 
to be substituted fér the words Commissioners of 
Customs. . 

58. Where a vessel comes into port having on 
board foreign animals maimed or injured on the 
voyage, the owner, consignee, or other person in 
charge thereof, or the master of the vessel, shall, if 
directed by the Inspector of the Privy Council, or 
may if he thinks fit, slaughter those animals or any of 
them immediately on their being landed; but the carcase, 
hide, skin, hair, wool, horn, hoof, or offal of any such 


animal or any part thereof is not to be moved from 


the place of landing, or some lair or slaughter-house 
adjacent thereto approved by the Privy Council, 
without a certificate from the Inspector certifying 
that it is not likely to introduce or spread contagious 
or infectious disease. 

59. Where any regulation relating to foreign 
animals is in operation, the Local Authority and all

60. If a vessel arriving has on board the carcase of 
a foreign animal (including a horse).which was taken 
on board for the purpose of importation, but has died 
on the voyage, the master of the vessel shall, imme- 
diately on arrival, report the fact to the Principa 
Officer of Customs at: the port. 
. The earcase shall not be landed or discharged from 


the vessel without the permission in writing of the

61. Where it appears to the Principal Officer of 
Customs with respect to any foreign animal, (in- 
cluding any animal not within the definition of 
animal in this Order,) or any hay, straw, fodder, or 
other article, brought by sea, that contagious or in- 
fectious ‘disease may be thereby conveyed to animals, 
he may seize and detain the same, and he shall forth- 
with report the facts to the Commissioners of Cus- 
toms, who may give such directions as they think fit, 
either for the slaughter or destruction or the further 
detention thereof or for the restoration thereof to the 
owner on such conditions, if any, (including payment 
by the owner of expenses incurred by them in respect 
of detention thereof,) as they think fit. . 

62. A’ defined part of a port for cattle shall be 
deemed a defined part of the same port for animals. 

63. Foreign animals shall not be landed at any place 
except the ports following +.)

That the vessel in which they are imported 
has not, within three months before taking them

That the cattle imported have not, while 
on board the vessel, been in contact with any 
cattle exported or carried coastwise from any such 
port or place, or with any sheep or goats ex- 
ported or carried coastwise from a port or place 
in the dominions of the Emperor of Russia. 

And those foreign cattle shall not be landed else- 


where than in a defined part of a port, unless and 


until— 

(1.) The owner or charterer of the vessel in which 
they are imported, or his agent in Great 
Britain, has entered into a bond to Her 
Majesty the Queen, in a’sum not exceeding 
one thousand pounds, with or without a 
surety or sureties, to the satisfaction of the 
Commissioners of Customs, conditioned for 
the observance of the foregoing conditions 
in relation to cattle to be landed under this 
Chapter from the vessel; and 
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(2.) The master of the vessel has on each occasion 
of importation of cattle therein satisfied the 
Commissioners of Customs or’ their proper 
officer, by declaration made and signed or 
otherwise, that none of the cattle. then im- 
ported therein have been exported from a 
port or place in any of the countries sche- 
duled in Article 70° or from a port or place’ 


in the dominions of the Emperor of Russia,’ 


and that the foregoing conditions have been’ 
observed in relation to 
imported therein.. 

75. Foreign animals landed elsewhere than in a 
defined part of a port shall not be moved therefrom 
or be allowed to come in contact with any other 
animals until they have been examined by an In-: 
spector of the Privy Council; and according to the 
result of that inspection the following consequences 
shall ensue : i ; 


(1.) If the Inspector certifies that all the animals! - 


landed from the same vessel are free from’ 


contagious or infectious disease, they shall _ 


thereupon cease.to be deemed foreign ani- 
mals. ne Age te 

' (2.) If the Inspector certifies, with respect to any 
one or more of the animals landed from the: 

vessel, that it or they is or are affected with: 

a contagious or infectious disease, all the 

animals then imported in the vessel shall be’ 
slauglitered or otherwise dealt with in ac-. 
cordance with instructions from time to time?

Carrer 18.— Cattle from Schleswig and Holstein. 


76. This Chapter applies to cattle brought from a_ 
port or place in either of the parts of the German 
Empire respectively known as Schleswig and as 
Holstein, and to no other cattle. 

77. This Chapter shall take effect from and imme-' 
diately after the twenty-third day of June in each: 
year, and shall cease to have effect from and imme- 
diately after the seventh day of December following, 
and for and in respect of that period in each year: 
Schleswig and Holstein shall not, for the purposes of. 
Article 70, be deemed parts of the German Em-. 
pire. 
78. Notwithstanding Article 70 the regulations of 
the Fourth Schedule to the Act of 1869 shall not 
apply to cattle brought in conformity with the pro= 
visions of this Chapter. — a4 

79. All the provisions of Chapter 17 shall apply 
to the landing elsewhere than in a defined part of a 
port of cattle brought under this Chapter from a port 
of Schleswig or of Holstein, and, in addition, the: 
landing thereof shall be subject to the following con-: 
ditions : i 

First. That the owner, agent, or charterer of the 

vessel in which they are brought has in the year 
of importation received the special permission of 
the Privy Council to employ the vessel in the 
trade of importation of cattle from ports of 
Schleswig and of Holstein, or of either of them, 
under this Chapter. : 

Second. That the cattle imported are accompanied 

by a declaration and certificates, such as are 
indicated in the forms in the Third Schedule or 
to the like effect. 

80. If an Inspector of the Privy Council is of 
opinion, on, the examination of any cattle imported 
under this Chapter, that the declaration accompany- 
ing them required by Article 79 is untrue in any 
particular, as regards any ‘one of the cattle in the 
vessel, then all the animals in the vessel shall be de- 
tained and dealt with in accordance with instructions 
from time to time given by tlie Privy Countil. 

' 81. If the declaration accompanying any cattle im- 
ported under this Chapter, required by Article 79, 
is untrue in any particular, as regards any one of the 
cattle to which it relates, the master of the vessel 
shall be deemed» guilty of an offence against this

Cuaprer 19.—Animals and Articles from Russia. 


. 82. Cattle brought from a port or place in the 
dominions of the Emperor of Russia, and cattle, sheep, 
or goats being or having been on board a vessel at 
the same time with cattle so brought, shall not be 
landed in Great Britain. ; 

88. The following articles brought from a port or 
place in the dominions of the Emperor of Russia shall 
not be landed in Great Britain : 

Manure ; hay. 

84, All the regulations of the Fourth Schedule to 
the Act of 1869 shall apply to sheep and goats (not 
prohibited) brought to Great Britain from the domi- 
‘nions of the Emperor of Russia. 

85. Sheep and goats so brought shall not be landed 
_ except at a landing-place within the respective defined 
parts of the ports named in Article 71, and they shall 
be slaughtered within ten days after the landing 
thereof, exclusive of the day of landing. 

But this Article:shall, as regards the ports of 

Granton, Southampton, 

Leith, 
operate subject ‘to the special provisions of Orders of 
Council defining parts of those three ports. 

86. The following articles brought from a port or 
place in the dominions of the Emperor of Russia shall 
not be landed in Great Britain, except at a port named 
in Article 63, and shall not be removed from the place 
“where they are landed except with a certificate of an 
Inspector of the Privy Council, certifying that they 
are not likely to introduce contagious or EtecuoUs 
disease : 

Meat; hides ; fat; hoofs ; horns. 


CrHapter 20.—Milch Cows and Surplus Ships’ Stores. 


87. Notwithstanding Chapters 15 and 19 the regu- 
lations of the Fourth Schedule to the Act of 1869 
shall not apply to a milch cow brought from a port or 
place in one of the countries scheduled in Article 70 
. or from a port or place in the dominions of the 


‘Emperor of Russia, provided the Commissioners of ' 


Customs are, on each occasion of the same being so 
brought, satisfied that it has been taken from Great 
Britain to that port or place, and has not been landed 
at that port or place, or at any other port or place in 
any of those countries or in those dominions, and has 
not been in contact with any other foreign animal 
(not being an animal coming under the provisions of 
this Chapter). - 

In relation to the landing, on any: occasion, else- 
where than in a defined part of a port, of any such

88. A foreign animal tidak § is brought from a port 
or place in a country other than one of the countries 
scheduled in Article 70 or the dominions of the 
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‘Emperor of Russia, but which was not taken on board 


for importation into Great Britain, and has not been 


‘in contact with any other foreign animal (not being an 


animal coming under the provisions of this Chapter), 
shall if landed be detained for at least twelve hours in 7 
some lair or other proper place adjacent to the place. of 
landing, unless accompanied with a certificate of an 
Inspector of the Privy Council, certifying that it is 
free from contagious or infectious disease. 


PART IV. 
GENERAL PROVISIONS. 
. CHapter 21.—Local Authorities. 


89. A Local Authority may, from time to time, 
revoke or alter any order, prohibition, or regulation 
made by them under the Act of 1869 or any Order of 
Council. 

90. Every Local Authority shall send to the Privy 
Council a copy of every order, prohibition, or regula- 
tion made by. them. 

91. If the Privy Council are satisfied on inquiry, 
with respect to any prohibition or regulatiom made by 


. a Local Authority under the Act of 1869 or any Order 


of Council, that the same is of too restrictive a 
character, or otherwise objectionable, and direct the 
revocation thereof, the same shall thereupon cease to 
operate. 

92, Whenever an Inspector is appointed under 
Section twelve of the Act of 1869, or there is any 
change in the name or address.or district of such an 
Inspector, the Local Authority shall forthwith report 
the same to the Privy Council. 

93. Except where otherwise provided for in any 
Order-of Council, a Local Authority shall provide and 
supply, without charge, printed copies of documents or 
forms requisite under the Act of 1869 or any Order of 
Council. 

94. Every regulation made by a Local Authority 
under any Order of Council shall (where no other 
provision is made for the publication thereof) be 
published by advertisement in a newspaper circulating 
in the district of the Local Authority. 

95. All orders and regulations made by a Local 
Authority under any former Order of Council and in 
force at the commencement of this Order shall, as far 
as the same are not varied by or inconsistent with this 
Order, remain in force until altered or revoked by the 
Local "Authority. 

96. Forms of Movement Licences which have been 
before the date of this Order printed or otherwise 
prepared for use by a Local Authority under The 
Foot-and-Mouth Disease Order of 1874 may be used 
for the purposes of Article 37. 


Cuarrer 22.—General Offences. 


97. If any person fails to give, produce, do, or 
observe any notice, licence, thing, or rule, which he is 
by this Order or by any order or regulation of a Local 
Authority thereunder required to give, produce, do, or 
observe, he shall be deemed guilty of an offence against 
this Order. 

98. If any animal (including a Hagen) or any thing 
is moved or dealt with in contravention of this Order 
or of any order or regulation of a Local Authority 
thereunder, the owner thereof and the person directing 
or permitting the moving thereof or dealing therewith, 
and the person or company having charge of or 
removing or conveying the same, shall each be deemed 
guilty - an offence against this Order.

Letter from the Crry RrmemBRaNcER as to Deprrorp Market Bit. 


Foreign Cattle Market, Deptford, Bill. 


Remembrancer’s Office, Guildhall, 

25th January 1875. 
T HAVE received your letter of the 12th instant, 
in which you request that, before the Lord President 
of the Privy Council receives a deputation from the 
Corporation respecting the. above Bill, I will furnish 
you with such further particulars as may enable you 


Sir, 


to form an opinion as to the wishes of the Corporation . 


in this matter, and as to the merits ‘of the proposals 
contained in the Bill so far as they relate to the market 
at Deptford. . 

The foundation of the application is contained in 
the preamble of the Bill, page 2, line 30: “And 
«* whereas the Corporation expended a very large sum 
“ of money in purchasing land for a site for the 
« Foreign Cattle Market, and in providing, erecting, 
“ and fitting up there wharves, lairs, sheds, houses, 
“ and other accommodation, but experience has shown 
“ that the accommodation so provided is much in 
“ excess of the existing and of the probable future 
“ requirements of the metropolis in connexion with 
“ the importation of foreign animals, and the produce 
“ of the charges made for the use of that accommo- 
* dation is insufficient to compensate for the expen- 
“ diture thereon.” 

If the Corporation be able to prove this statement, 
I presume their Lordships will give their assent to 
the Bill. 

The Corporation are prepared to enter on the proof 
of the statemént before the Council. - If, however, 
their Lordships should deem it more desirable, con- 
sidering the great importance of the subject, to have 
the question submitted to a select committee of the 
House of Commons for their decision, the Corporation 
will cheerfully adopt that course. 


As inducements for their Lordships favourably to 


consider the application, I may recall to your mind 


that when it was first proposed that the Corporation 
should undertake the formation of the market it was 
supposed by them and by the late Vice-President 
of the Council that a much smaller market would 
supply all the requirements of the foreign cattle 


‘trade. 


When from time to time the Vice-President (pro- 
bably from extraneous pressure brought to bear on 
him,) increased his requirements, the Corporation, 
anxious (as they invariably are) to do all that was 
necessary for the public service, complied with every- 
thing suggested by Mr. Forster.

LETTER to the Ciry REMEMBRANOER as to DEPTFORD MARKET BILL. 


Veterinary Department, 
Privy Council Office, 
Prince’s Street, Westminster, 
13th February 1875, 
a I wave submitted to the Lords of the Council 
your letter of 25th January 1875, and previous cor- 
respondence, relative to the Bill promoted by the 
Corporation of the City of London affecting the 
Foreign Cattle Market at Deptford. 


Your letter, after quoting the statement of the 
preamble alleging that experience has shown that 
the accommodation provided in the market is much 
in excess of the existing and of the probable require-: 
ments of the metropolis, in connexion with the im- 
portation of foreign animals, states that, if the Cor- 
poration are able to prove this statement, you presume 
their Lordships will give their assent to the Bill, and 
that the Corporation are prepared to enter on the 
proof of the statement before the Council. 


I am to inform you that their Lordships have 
thought it better, before requesting that the Corpora- 
tion would enter.on the proof which they offer, to 
state their own present-views-‘for the information of 
the Corporation, _ 

The chief value of the market depends on its being 
available on such an emergency as would arise if an 
outbreak of cattle plague in different parts of Europe 
should make it necessary to send to Deptford the whole 
of the stock imported into the Port of London. 

In these circumstances, accommodation would pro- 
bably be required during several weeks of the year, 


Sir, 


for an average of 5,000 cattle and 12,000 sheep. © 


Further, as half of these animals would be kept alive 
for more than a week after landing, during which 
time an equal number might be added, it is probable 


that the market would occasionally be required to ac- 
commodate 6,000 or 7,000 cattle and about 18,000 sheep. 

Jt was estimated that the space at present available 
for the reception of animals at the market would 
accommodate 5,306 cattle and 14,387 sheep. 

In the week ending 5th October 1872, and the 
three following days, nearly 5,000 cattle were landed 
at the market, and on that occasion, the accommoda- 
tion in respect of lairage and slaughter-houses was 
severely taxed. 

Having regard to these considerations their Lord- 
ships, as at present advised, are unable to concur in 
the statement of the preamble as regards probable 
future requirements, 

Their Lordships, however, would not be disposed 
to object to the severance of part of the present area 
of the defied part of the Port, and the appropriation 
thereof to other uses by the Corporation on the fol- 
lowing conditions ; namely,— 

1. That the strict. isolation of the market be’ main- 

tained. 

2. That alike amount of accommodation for animals, 
to that at present existing in the market,. be 
maintained. 

3. That wharf accommodation for three vessels ‘at 
one time to land their cargoes with equal 
facility be maintained. , 4 ey 

If the Corporation, on considering this letter, con- 
tinue desirous of making representations by a deputa- 
tion to their Lordships, the Lord President will be 
happy to appoint a day for that purpose. 

In the meantime, I am to suggest to you that the 
further progress of the Bill be suspended.

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THE TWENTY-FIFTH REPORT 


Of the Commissioner in charge of the Lanp RevENuEs of the 
Crown in England, under a Warrant of the Lords Commis- 


sioners of Her Majesty’s Treasury, dated the 30th of March 1876. 


i compliance with the directions contained in the Acts 10 Geo. 4, c. 50, 

11 & 12 Vict. c. 102, and 14 & 15 Vict. c. 42, I have to report to 
Her Majesty and the Houses of Parliament, what has been done in the 
management of the hereditary possessions of the Crown, in charge with me, 
in the year ended on the 31st March last. 


The 49th Report to Parliament (1871) contains various particulars as to the 
measures which have been taken since the year 1851 for the improvement of 
the property in charge of the Commissioners of Woods. The year 1851 was 
there selected, because, by the Act 14 & 15 Vict. c. 42, the Office of Woods 
was separated from the Office of Works in that year; and the duties of the 
former Department were thenceforward limited to the management of the 
Crown property in charge of the Department of the Woods, Forests, and Land 
Revenues of the Crown. 


The result of those measures is shown in the following statement of the 
amount paid to the Exchequer in each complete financial year since the 
separation of the two Departments, out of the income arising from the Woods, 
Forests, and Land Revenues, after deduction of all expenses of management 
except the salaries and expenses of the Official Establishment, which are paid 
out of monies voted by Parliament.

1 Prior to the 81st March 1866, the cost of permanent improvements was paid out of Income, 
and the royalties arising from Minerals were credited to that fund. But, from and after that date, 
in pursuance of the 29 & 380 Vict..c. 62, the cost. of permanent Improvements has been paid 
out of capital, subject to repayment out of income by annual instalments; and one moiety of the 
net proceeds arising from Minerals has been credited to. Capital; the amount so paid out of 
Capital for permanent Improvement in the past year was 8,957, 17s. 10d., and the amount 
credited to that fund in repayment of previous advances for Improvements and in respect of one 
moiety of the net proceeds from Minerals in the same period, was 27,5371. 14s. 8d. 
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It is proper to add that at the date, at which the preceding Statement 
commences, more than one-third of the revenue then receivable by the Com- 
missiovers of Woods was derived from quit and fee-farm rents and also from 
eround rents, reserved under building leases, which had at that date and, with 
a few exceptions, still have many years-to run; from those several rents no 
increase has been obtainable except bv the gradual sale as opportunities occur 
of the quit and fee-farm rents, and by the investment of the proceeds in pro- 
perty that improves in value. 


In the 53rd Report to Parliament (1875) there was inserted a Schedule of 
the manors, farms, houses, &c., that are in my charge; together with a state- 
ment of the rents and other receipts from that property in the year ended on 
the 31st of March 1875, amounting to 327,278 1. 8s. 8d. 


Some additions have been made to that property by purchase and otherwise 
during the past year, and the receipts from rents, royalties, &c., have amounted 
to 338,308/. 15s. 63d. The arrears due at. Michaelmas last and remaining 
uncollected at the close of the financial year were as follows :—

The arrears at the close of the year amounted therefore to less than one per 
cent. upon the rents and royalties due up to and at the preceding Michaelmas ; 
a considerable proportion‘of those arrears has since been collected. 


The cost of collecting the rents and royalties of the property in my charge 
and of the agency and local. management of the several manors and estates, 
including the superintendence of new farm buildings, repairs and drainage 
works, and all incidental expenses, does not amount to three per cent. upon 
the amount received, as. is more particularly shown in the 53rd Report to 
Parliament. 


In March last Mr. Thomas Linnell, the deputy surveyor of the Crown © 
Estate and plantations at Delamere, in the county of Chester, and of the Crown 
plantations at Hazleborough and Salcey, in the county of Northampton, 
resigned his appointment on account of his age and failing health. 


The following Statement shows the extent of those several properties, and 
the manner in which they are respectively appropriated.

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These several properties can be managed in a satisfactory manner without 


the services of a resident deputy surveyor, and it has therefore been decided . 


to abolish the appointment, and to place the farms and plantations under the 
care of the Receivers of other Crown Estates. The property at Delamere has 
been placed under the management of Mr. E. J. Smith, and the other two 
properties under that of Mr. John Clutton. In order to facilitate that arrange- 
ment, and for official convenience, the three properties were by the Lords of 
the Treasury transferred to my charge from that of Mr. Howard. 


A copy‘of the Treasury Warrant is inserted in Appendix, No. 1. 


The abolition of the office of Deputy Surveyor will be attended with some 
economy. 


During the period to which this Report relates, I have granted 74 leases of 
land or houses, situated in different counties in England, and not being within 
the boundaries of any of the Royal Forests, and also of coal, ironstone, &c. 
The rents reserved under these leases, exclusive of royalties, amount altogether 
to £. 6,895. 7. 9. 


The particulars of these leases are inserted in Appendix, No. 2, and the 
property demised may be divided into five classes ; viz. :— 


Ist. Farms or land for agricultural, &c. purposes. 
2nd. Houses or other buildings. 

3rd. Land for building purposes. 

4th. Mines, minerals, and other substrata. 


5th. Miscellaneous property, and interests of uncertain value. 


Of the 1st Class, it will be seen, on reference to Appendix, No. 2, that two 
leases have been granted of land in the counties of Bedford and Cambridge. 
The total acreage of the land, comprised in these leases, amounts to 
88a. OR. 15P., and the gross annual rents for the land so demised, and for 
the right of sporting over a small parcel of woodland, amount to £. 127. 10. 


Of the 2nd Class, 14 leases have been granted of 12 houses and cf various 
buildings in London and elsewhere, at rents amounting altogether to 
£.1,840. 13. 9. 


Of the 83rd Class, 40 leases have been granted of sites for 63 houses, with 
stables, and other buildings, at Dover, Eltham, Victoria Park, and other places. 


In all these cases, the several lessees have built, or have covenanted to build, 
within a limited period, and at their own cost, substantial houses or other 
buildings, upon the plots let to them respectively. The ground rents reserved 
by leases in this class amount to £. 4,539. 10. 


Of the 4th Class. one lease has been granted of coal, fire-clay, &c., under a 


reservation of a royalty upon the minerals that may be raised, with an ultimate 


minimum royalty of £.300 per annum. 


Of the 5th Class, 17 leases have been granted at aggregate rents of

It is the practice of this Department to bring to sale all detached and 
outlying properties, and all manors and estates that are likely to realise 
accommodation prices. The proceeds are invested in the purchase of estates 
that are convenient for management, and also in freehold ground-rents. 
In pursuance of that principle several sales have been made in the past year. 
The principal of them are as follows, viz. :— 


Deering Manor AND EstaTE, IN THE County oF LiIncoin. 


The Deeping Estate contained 464 acres, and was let upon lease (with the 
exception of one small parcel and also vf a fishery, which were let upon yearly 
tenancies), for a term expiring at Michaelmas last. The rental amounted to 
£.877. 14. 9. The estate consisted of several parcels of land lying dispersed 
in West Deeping and the adjacent parishes. In consequence of the parcels 
being thus scattered, the property appeared likely to realise an accommodation 
price if offered for sale by auction. i 


The manor had been in hand for many years, and was managed by a 
steward, who received no salary or other remuneration from the Crown for 
his services as steward. The net proceeds amounted to about £.480 a year. 
The fines are arbitrary, and there were a large number of tenants. There 
are no commons. / 


The manor and estate were brought to sale by auction in 13 lots, and 
realised, including the timber, which was valued at £. 338, a total sum of 
£. 56,238. The conveyance of one small lot was not completed within the 


period to which this Keport relates. The other conveyances are set forth 


in Appendix 3 (A.). 
As the substrata possess no practical value, they were not reserved by the 
conditions of sale. 


East DereHAmM Manor anp Estate, IN THE County or NorFo“k. 


The estate at East Dereham contained about 384 acres, and was let upon 
lease in five different holdings for a term which expired, in each case, at 
Michaelmas last. The total rental was £.726. 3. 4., and the market tolls 
which were let upon an annual tenancy yielded to the Crown £. 21 a year. 
The estate consisted of several detached parcels of land, some of which were 
near the town of East Dereham and possessed a building value. 


The manor had been in hand for many years, and was managed by a 
steward, who received no salary or other remuneration from the Crown for 
his services as steward. ‘The net profits were about £.350a year. The fines 
are arbitrary and the tenants numerous. There are no commons. 


The sale of the estate and manor appeared therefore to be as advisable a 
step as the sale of the estate and manor of Deeping. The property was 
accordingly offered for sale by auction, divided into 35 lots. With the ex-

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ception of one lot, containing about five acres of land, the whole of the lots 
were sold either at the auction or within a short time afterwards by private - 
contract. The total sum realised for the property, including the timber, 
which was valued at £. 356, amounted to £. 40,556. 


The conveyances specified in Appendix 3 (A.), include the whole of the 
property sold, except three lots, the conveyance of which is not yet completed. 


For the same reason as at Deeping, no reservation was made of any 
substrata. 


Ho.peacH, IN THE County oF LINCOLN. 


The Crown was the holder of a detached parcel of land in the parish of 
Holbeach, which was offered for sale by auction some years ago but was 
bought in, as no bidding reached the reserve price (£. 2,440). There were 
no buildings upon the land, and an adjacent house with some old farm build- 
ings was subsequently purchased for £. 350, and the whole of the property 
was then let at €.100 a year. The lessee offered to purchase the farm in 
1871, but his offer was inadequate. He subsequently increased his offer to 
£. 3,000, and as the property was not a desirable one for the Crown to retain, 
and the price agreed upon a fair value, I assented to the sale at that price. 


Hoxy Istanp Manor anv Estar, 1n THE County or NoRTHUMBERLAND. 


The Crown Estate at Holy Island contained about 580 acres of land. The 
Manor is of nominal value. ‘There are no copyholds, and the commons were 
inclosed in 1793, under the Act 31 Geo. 3, cap. 92. The Manor and Estate, 
including the foreshore round the Island, were let by tender in 1858 for a 
term of 21 years from Michaelmas in that year, at a rent of £. 250, with a 
royalty of 2d. per ton upon all lime in excess of 5,000 tons sold in each year, 
and also such royalty as might be fixed by the Crown Receiver, for all minerals 
and stone other than lime-stone which might be raised. 


. The rent has since that date been reduced to £. 236, in consequence of the. 
lessee being unable to collect certain fish tithes, which were included in the 
demise. No royalty has ever become payable on lime-stone or minerals. 


The Island is very inaccessible, and the Crown Estate is not a property 
which it was expedient for the Crown to retain. The owner of an estate on 
the adjacent mainland offered to purchase the property four years ago, but 
the sum he offered was inadequate. In 1874 he increased the amount to 
£. 7,500, and as I was advised that the present rent of £.236 could not be 
maintained after the expiration of the current lease, I thought it for the in- 
terest of the Crown to accept the offer; all coal and metallic minerals lying 
at a greater depth than 100 feet below the surface of the land conveyed are 
excepted from the conveyance. 


The Island contains the ruins of Lindisfarne Abbey, which are the property 
of the Crown. The ruins are excepted out of the conveyance, and have been 
placed in-charge of a caretaker, appointed by this Department. 


The total sum realised by the sales specified in Appendix, No. 3 (A. and B.), 
amounts to £.111,106. 5.

TREASURY ORDER assigning separate Duties to the Commissioners of Her Majesty’s 
Woods, &c. 


WHEREAS by an Act. of Parliament passed in the 15th year of Her Majesty’s 
reign, cap. 42, intituled, “ An Act to make better Provision for the Management of the 
“ Woods, Forests, and Land Revenues of the Crown, and for the Direction of Public 
«* Works and Buildings,” it is amongst other things enacted by the Sth section thereof, that 
‘it shall be lawful for the Commissioners of Her Majesty’s Treasury, from time to time,. 
“ as they may see fit, by Order under their hands, to assign to each of the Commissioners 
“ of Her Majesty’s Woods, Forests, and Land Revenues, the management or direction 
“of, or in relation to, any separate part, or parts of the Woods, Forests, and Land 
“ Revenues, under the management of such Commissioners; and to assign to each of 
“such Commissioners any of the duties or powers which, but for such assignment, 
* should or might be performed or exercised by such Commissioners jointly ; and all 
** acts in relation to the management or direction, duties or'‘powers assigned as aforesaid 
“ to each of such Commissioners may be done by the Commissioner to whom the same 
“is or are assigned, and shall be as valid and effectual as if done by both such Com- 
« missioners:” Now, we being two of the Lords Commissioners of Her Majesty’s 
Treasury, by virtue of the powers vested in us, in this, behalf as aforesaid, do by this 
our Order, assign to the Honourable James Kenneth Howard, one of the said Com- 
missioners of Woods, Forests, and Land Revenues, the management and direction of 5 
or in relation to :— a 

First. All the Woods, Forests, and Land Revenues of the Crown in Wales, in 
the County of Monmouth, in Scotland, in Ireland, in the Isle of Man, and in the 


Isle of Alderney. 


Second. All the fee farm and other unimprovable rents which the Receiver of 
the Land Revenues of the Crown in Wales has been appointed to receive, by an 
Indenture under the hands of two of the Commissioners of Her Majesty’s Treasury, 


dated the 6th day of June 1854. 


‘Third. The New Forest, in the County of Southampton; Dean Forest, in the 
County of Gloucester. 


Fourth. All allotments, lands, and hereditaments, parcel of the Hereditary 

~ Possessions of Her Majesty, in right of Her Crown, within the ancient boundaries 

of, or now, or formerly called or known by the names of Bere Forest, Parkhurst 

Forest, Woolmer Forest, and Alice Holt Forest, in the County of Southampton; 

the Highmeadow Woods, in the Counties of Gloucester and Monmouth, and 
Great Doward Woods, in the County of Hereford. 


Fifth. The Manor of Lyndhurst—The Manors of Staunton and English Bicknor, 
‘and Saint Briavels, in the County of Gloucester, and all lands, mines, minerals, 
and substrata and hereditaments belonging to Her Majesty within the Hundred of 
Saint Briavels, in the same County. . 


And we do hereby assign to the said James Kenneth Howard the Office of Gaveller 
of Dean Forest aforesaid ; and we do appoint him to the same Office. 
Sixth, And we do by this our Order assign to the said James Kenneth Howard, 


the whole duties and powers whatsoever, which, but for this our Order, might be 
exercised 
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exercised by the said Commissioners jointly, relative to the premises, the manage- 
ment and direction whereof is so hereby assigned to the said James Kenneth 
Howard; and also relating to the purchase, taking on lease, or in exchange on 
behalf of Her Majesty, Her heirs and successors, of any manors, messuages, honors, 
lordships, seignories, lands, tenements, or hereditaments of whatsoever tenure the 
same may be, or any rents, teinds, feu duties, pensions, annuities, rights of common, 
fuel rights, estovers, or other rights or charges whatsoever, situate, issuing, sub- 
sisting or arising, within or out of any part of Wales, the County of Monmouth, 
Scotland, Ireland, the Isle of Man, or the Isle of Alderney, or within or out of 
the ‘forests, allotments, lands, woods, manors, and hereditaments in England, the 
management and direction whereof, are hereinbefore assigned to the said James 
Kenneth Howard or any of them. 


Seventh, And we do further assign to the ‘said James Kenneth Howard all the - 
duties and powers which, under or pursuant to the Act 1 & 2 Vict. c. 43, intituled, 
* An Act for Regulating the Opening and Working of Mines and Quarries in the 
“ Forest of Dean and Hundred of St. Briavels, in the County of Gloucester,” or 
under or pursuant to any Award of the Commissioners appointed by such Act, or 
under or pursuant to any other Act relating to mines, minerals, and substrata in 
the said Hundred of St. Briavels may, for the time being, be performed or exer- 
cisable by the Commissioners of Her Majesty’s Woods, Forests, and Land Re- 
venues, or either of them. 


And we, by virtue of the powers vested in us, in this behalf as aforesaid, do by this 
our Order assign to the Honourable Charles Alexander Gore, the other of the said 
Commissioners of Woods, Forests, and Land Revenues, the management and direction 
of or in relation to :— 


All the Woods, Pores and Land Revenues of the Crown in England (except 
as, regards such parts thereof as are hereinbefore by this Order assigned to the said 
James Kenneth Howard). 


And subject to the aforesaid specific assignment of duties and powers to the said James 
Kenneth Howard, we do, by this our Order, assign to the said Charles Alexander Gore 
the whole of the duties and powers whatsoever, which, but for this our Order, might be 
exercised by the said Commissioners jointly, relative to the Woods, Forests, ‘and Land 
Revenues and Office, the management and direction whereof are so hereby assigned to 
the said Charles Alexander Gore; and also relating to the purchase, or taking on lease, 
‘or in exchange, on behalf of Her Majesty, Her heirs and successors, of any manors, 
messuages, lands, tenements, or hereditaments of whatsoever tenure the same may be, 
or any rents, pensions, annuities, rights of common, fuel rights, estovers, or other 
charges or rights whatsoever, situate, issuing, subsisting, or arising within or out of any 
part of England (other than and except, without or. out of the forests, allotments, lands, 
woods, manors, hundred, and hereditaments, the management and direction whereof are 
hereinbefore assigned to the said James Kenneth Howard). 


And subject and except as aforesaid, we do by this our Order further assign unto the 
said Charles Alexander Gore, all and singular other the powers which, but for this our 
Order, might be performed or exercised by the said Commissioners of Her Majesty’s 
Woods, Forests, and Land Revenues, jointly.

ARREARS OF RENTS. 


SCOTLAND AND IRELAND. 


I feel it my duty to offer some explanation respecting the apparently large 
amount of arrears which appears on the accounts in respect of the Crown 
Revenues in both Scotland and Ireland, and which is due to the peculiar 


sources from which the Revenues are derived, and to the circumstances 


connected with their management in former times. 


It is necessary to explain that by far the greater part of the Crown 
Revenues in Scotland, and nearly the whole of those in Ireland, arise from 
ancient charges upon properties which do not themselves belong to the Crown, 
and do not spring from the ordinary relations of landlord and tenant; they 
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consist of a great number of items, generally speaking, of very small amount, 
the collection of which must always be attended with considerable difficulty. 
The properties out of which they: issue are dispersed throughout the country, 
are frequently changing hands, becoming subdivided and altering their names; 
so that sometimes the persons liable, and sometimes the properties charged, 
can only be identified after long inquiry, and perhaps when both are identified 
the origin of the charge is called in question and payment refused. 


The Crown Revenues in Scotland were not placed under the management of 
the Commissioners of Woods, &c., until the year 1833. They consist in a 
great measure of feu duties, and feudal casualties, and sarplus teinds. The 
feu duties are the ancient rents (somewhat analogous to chief or quit rents 
in England) reserved in the Crown Charters, under which properties are held 
in Scotland ; they are generally of small amount, and arise in almost every 
parish throughout the country. The Charters reserving them frequently 
mention the names of lands which have since been changed, and the same 


duties are sometimes reserved in the Charters of different persons, while the — 


persons liable for them are not always proprietors: of the lands charged with 
them. The questions which arise respecting them are consequently numerous, 
and sometimes very complicated, and the collection is rendered still more 
difficult, by the fact that the duties are very often reserved in kind (such as 
grain, cattle, sheep, poultry, gloves, roses, spurs, &c.), and have to be converted 
jnto money values. In Orkney they are often paid in kind when the produce 
has to be sold by the Crown Receiver. When the management of the Scotch 
Revenues was transferred to the Commissioners of Woods, &c., in 1833, con- 
‘siderable arrears existed on the rentals of feu duties, and subsequent investi- 
gations have shown that in some cases they are inaccurate. 


The surplus teinds are the balance of the tithes belonging to the Crown 
after payment of ‘the ministers’ stipends, which are usually expressed in grain, 
(such as wheat, barley, or bear), and fluctuate in value every year. The teinds 
are in some cases valued, in others unvalued, and in the latter case the amount 
of teind has to be ascertained, if not collected in kind, and the questions which 
arise respecting this branch of the Crown Revenue are even more numerous 
and complicated than those respecting feu duties. When the Revenues were 
transferred to the management of the Commissioners of Woods, &c., not one 
surplus teind rental was in existence, but the number now in charge is 36. 


In accordance with an old established and cumbrous system the ministers’ ° 


stipends are periodically augmented, which necessitates a re-apportionment of 
them upon the teinds, and pending this re-apportionment the collection of the 
surplus has to be suspended, so that there must always exist a considerable 
amount of arrear in respect of this branch of the Revenue. 


The annual charge on the rentals of the Crown property in Scotland held 
under ordinary tenancies, 7.e., property belonging to the Crown as dis- 
tinguished from charges upon other persons property amounted in the year 
ended 31st March last to £.9,545. 7, 10., and the arrears thereon only 
amounted to £.77. 11. 4. 


The Crown Revenues in Ireland were not placed under the management of 
the Commissioners of Woods, &c., until the year 1827, and when they were so, 


the arrears standing upon the etitals amounted to pel sum of £.114,037. 19. 8. 
e They 
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They now amount to the sum of £.86,261. 4.1. Nearly the whole of the 
Revenues‘at present consist of ancient quit-rents charged upon properties which 
do not belong to the Crown; their number is very great, and the amount of 
each correspondingly small. Difficulty is frequently experienced in tracing 
the properties charged with the rents, and where they are charged on markets, 
tolls, and fairs, questions often arise as to the persons liable for them. 


The arrears are divided into what are called solvent and insolvent. The 
insolvent arrears mostly arise in respect of rents which have not been collected 
for more than one hundred years, having been returned as irrecoverable when 
the nanagement of the Irish Revenues was transferred to the Commissioners of 
Woods, &c. Had the Commissioners consulted their own convenience they 
would at once have taken steps to remove these arrears from the Rentals, but it 
was considered to be unwise to do this without some investigation, and this view 
has been justified by the fact that several of these insolvent arrears have since 
been partially recovered and the rents placed in collection, or sold. It is 
probable, however, that a large proportion of those which still remain on the 
Accounts are really irrecoverable, and will have to be discharged. While pay- 
ment of the full amount of those which are found to be recoverable cannot be: 
anticipated, as in cases where liability is admitted, it is usual to accept a liberal 
compromise of past arrears. , 


As regards the solvent arrears it is necessary to explain that, owing to the 
- fact that the half-year’s rents fall due on the 25th March, only six days before 
the close of the financial year, a large proportion of the amount in arrear is only 
nominal. The total amount of the solvent arrears on the 31st March last was. 
£. 32,559. 12. 2., but of this the sum of £. 20,484. 18. 3. was only six days 
over due, leaving only £. 12,074. 13. 11. as the arrears in respect of an annual 
charge of £. 42,659. 15. 8. Of these arrears the sum of £. 89.11.11. only was 
in respect of the rents of property belonging to the Crown. 


As regards both Scotch and Irish arrears it is necessary to add, that the: 
investigation of them isa tedious and laborious work, which involves the exami- - 
nation and comparison of ancient grants, charters, and records, the inter pretation. 
and effect of which have to be carefully considered, so that, without a large 
increase in the staff of the office, this work can only be carried on gradually as 
the pressure of the current business permits. Some progress has, however, been: 
made, more particularly in respect of the Scotch Rentals, from which there were: 
discharged, as irrecoverable arrears amounting to the sum of £.6.420. 11.1. in 
the year 1873-4, arrears amounting to the sum of £. 4,234. 13. 8. in the year 
1874-5, and arrears amounting to the sum of £. 9,626. 18. in the year 
1875-6. : 


I may further state that it is in the interest both of the Crown and of 'the 
persons liable for these ancient rents and duties, that such charges should be 
redeemed and expunged from the Crown Rentals, and facilities are offered to 
the persons charged with them to redeem them on fair and reasonable terms.
